The  following  tribute  was  a  part  of  our 
"Henry  and  Lucille  Armstrong  Day"  at 
Pleasant  Hill  Church.  During  the  morning 
worship  hour,  the  Armstrongs  were 
presented  a  boutonniere  and  a  corsage  to 
wear,  and  the  altar  flowers  were  in  their 
honor.

When  we  talk  about  the  at- 
tributes of  our  pastor  and  the 
things  he  has  done,  we  include 
you,  Lucille,  because  we  know 
that  you  are  the  strength  behind 
your  man.  He  said  himself,  "It 
takes  a  special  kind  of  woman  to 
be  a  preacher's  wife,  and  I  am 
blessed  by  having  Lucille.  She 
gives  me  a  push  when  I  need  it." 

I  am  sure  some  of  the  members 
of  our  congregation  have  said  to 
you  already  some  of  the  same 
things  that  I  will  mention  here, 
but  I  would  like  to  remind  you  of 
how  the  people  feel  about  you.

"My  first  impression  of  Henry 
Armstrong  was  that  he  is  a 
perfect  gentleman,  and  that  opin- 
ion has  not  changed." 

"He  is  the  most  cooperative 
pastor  I  have  ever  had  the 
pleasure  to  come  in  contact  with." 

"He  is  the  best  administrator  I 
have  ever  seen,  with  a  full 
knowledge  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions that  govern  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists, always  conducting  business 
meetings  in  an  orderly  manner." 

"He  is  a  Christian  leader  in 
every  respect." 

"He  is  a  gentleman  who,  when 
he  first  came  here,  gave  us  the 
calming  effect  that  we  needed  and 
has  continued  to  lead  us  in  that 
manner."

Free  Will  Baptists  contributed 
$296,590  in  gifts  and  pledges  at  the 
1991  gift  support  dinners  for 
Mount  Olive  College.  The  College, 
sponsored  by  the  Convention  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists, 
serves  students  on  its  main  cam- 
pus and  off-campus  at  Seymour 
Johnson  Air  Force  Base  in 
Goldsboro. 

"The  enthusiasm  and  interest 
for  the  work  of  the  College  has 
been  exceptional  this  year,"  said 
Jean  F.  Ackiss,  director  of  church 
support  at  MOC  and  coordinator 
of  the  dinners.  "The  unrestricted 
funds  generated  at  these  dinners 
help  provide  not  only  general 
scholarships,  but  also  funds  for 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  Tuition 
Grant  that  members  of  our  Con- 
vention receive  when  attending 
Mount  Olive."

The  Printing  Department  was 
born  during  the  expansion  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  Philip- 
pines and  departmentalized  in  the 


year  1983.  Since  then,  the  Depart- 
ment has  been  so  helpful  in  the 
organization,  in  terms  of 
printing. 

The  Printing  Department  is 
now  composed  of  two  personnel :  I 
myself,  the  Rev.  Andrino  R. 
Segay,  and  Esmeralda  P.  Segay. 
Because  there  are  only  two  in  this 
Department,  we  have  to  con- 
solidate our  job  for  effectiveness 
and  efficiency.  We  do  all-around 
office  jobs.  We  accept  typing  jobs 
on  various  equipment,  like 
manual  and  electric  typewriters, 
casiowriter  and  computer.  We 
print  through  offset  duplication, 
manual  mimeograph  and  electric 
machines.  We  also  have  a  set  of 
corona  lettering  and  speed 
ballpens,  which  are  used  for  let- 
tering. We  have  xerox  machine 
for  copying  papers  and 
documents. 

We  print  and  bind  literature  for 
Bible  Study  materials  like  The 
Four  Essential  Truths,  Free  Will 
Baptist  Doctrines  and  Covenant, 
Living  for  Jesus  and  Responsibili- 
ty to  Missions.  All  of  these  were 
made  into  booklets.  We  also  made 
some  books  entitled,  Introduction 
to  Christian  Ethics  and  Introduc- 
tion to  Biblical  Family  Life.  All  of 
these  were  written  by  the  Rev. 
Fred  P.  Baker  and  his  wife,  Linda 
Baker.  There  were  some  other 
books  printed  and  bound  like,  The 
Introduction  to  Music  III,  by  Mrs. 
Lydia  van  der  Plas,  and  many 
others. 
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We  thank  God  for  these 
materials  which  are  ready  for 
use.  They  have  contributed  much 
to  the  ministry  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church,  the  salvation  of 
many,  and  the  honor  and  glory  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour. 

We  hope  you  will  continue  to 
pray  for  us  and  the  said  depart- 
ment, that  it  will  be  more  helpful 
in  the  work  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  under  the  organization  of 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
Philippines.

A  sense  of  thanksgiving  pervaded 
the  atmosphere. 

Founding  Trustee  Chairman  Remembered 

The  Rev.  David  C.  Hansley,  class  of  '57, 
poignantly  recalled  his  father's  old,  worn  Bible.  His 
father,  the  Rev.  David  W.  Hansley,  was  the  chair- 
man of  the  first  Board  of  Trustees.  "I  began  to  look 


carefully  for  Scriptures  that  my  dad  used,"  Mr. 
Hansley  said  as  he  held  up  the  historic  Bible. 

"In  numerous  passages,  Dad  put  a 't'  at  impor- 
tant Scriptures.  He  marked  the  passage,  'Happy  is 
the  man  who  findeth  wisdom.'  Also  noted  is  the 
verse,  'The  fear  of  the  LORD  is  the  beginning  of 
knowledge.'  I  see  here  in  his  old  Bible  a  note  to  the 
Kenly  Free  Will  Baptist  Church.  He  has  written  the 
line,  'MOC  General  Fund.'  My  dad  believed  in  this 
college  and  sought  to  get  Free  Will  Baptists  to  give 
all  they  could  for  a  worthy  cause,"  said  Mr.  Hansley. 

"Dad  believed  in  four  commandments  of 
Christ,"  he  continued  as  he  held  the  much-marked, 
carefully  read  old  Bible  of  his  father's.  "Come  unto 
me;  learn  under  me;  follow  me;  abide  with  me.  My 
dad  believed  these  commandments  and  believed  in 
this  college.  Look  at  what  we  have  on  our  campus  to- 
day. The  Lord  answered  and  here  we  are." 

Mr.  Hansley  then  turned  to  face  Dr.  W.  Burkette 
Raper,  president  of  Mount  Olive  College,  and  said, 
"Dr.  Raper,  I  present  to  Mount  Olive  College  this 
old,  worn,  torn  Bible  to  be  placed  in  the  historical 
collection  of  Moye  Library." 

Dr.  Raper  rose,  received  the  Bible,  and  replied, 
"David,  we  accept  with  meaning  and  appreciation 
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Guests  from  Virginia— Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  K.  Bryan  of  Hampton, 
Virginia,  attended  the  celebration.  Mrs.  Bryan  is  the  former 
Margaret  Vernon,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Vernon,  the  first  presi- 
dent of  Mount  Olive  College  who  served  the  year  it  operated  at 
Cragmont  Assembly.  Mr.  Vernon,  a  native  of  Mount  Olive,  was  a 
leader  in  effecting  the  transfer  of  the  College  from  the  western  part 
of  the  state  to  the  east,  nearer  the  center  of  Free  Will  Baptist 
membership  in  North  Carolina.

At  various  crossroads  in 
the  pilgrimage  of  the  College  from  its  charter  in  1951 
to  its  current  fortieth  celebration  year  of  1991,  Dr. 
Raper  spoke  a  prayer  of  gratitude  to  countless  peo- 
ple who  appeared  at  the  College's  crossroads:  the 
people  who  attended  the  Convention  of  the  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  at  White  Oak  Church  in  Bladen 
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Hansley  Family  gift— Shown  inspecting  the  Bible  of  the  late  David 
W.  Hansley,  who  served  as  chairman  of  the  first  board  of  trustees, 
are  (from  left)  the  Rev.  James  A.  Evans,  the  first  full-time  employee 
of  the  College  after  it  located  in  Mount  Olive;  L.  Marvin  Edwards  Jr., 
current  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees;  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper, 
president  of  Mount  Olive  College;  and  the  Rev.  David  C.  Hansley, 
who  presented  his  father's  Bible  to  the  College.

County  in  1951,  when  the  Convention  approved  a 
resolution  leading  to  the  chartering  of  the  College;

Assembly  (1952-53);  the  Rev.  James  A.  Evans  and 
the  leadership  he  provided  during  the  opening  of  the 
College  in  Mount  Olive  (1954) ;  Dr.  C.  C.  Henderson 
and  his  generous  endowment,  the  largest  one  to  the 
College  to  date;  Mildred  Council's  training  of  Gary 
Barefoot  in  the  library,  which  has  grown  to  53,000 
volumes;  Mr.  J.  C.  and  Ethel  Moye  and  their  endow- 
ment for  the  library  ;  Mr.  Leopold  T.  Grantham  and 
his  wife,  Estelle,  for  whom  Grantham  Hall  is  named 
in  appreciation  for  a  major  endowment;  Mr.  James 
B.  Hunt  and  his  tireless  service  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  since  1964,  with  eighteen  years  as 
chairman  of  the  Board;  Mrs.  Betty  Kemp  and  her 
beautification  project,  which  transformed  a  sea  of 
mud  into  a  tree-lined,  green  campus  of  natural 
splendor;  Mrs.  Lorelle  Martin  and  Dr.  Michael  Pelt 
for  thirty  years'  leadership  on  the  faculty  ;  and  Mrs. 
Sarah  C.  Rodgers  for  a  major  gift  in  the  building  of 
Rodgers  Chapel,  and  for  a  scholarship  endowment. 

Services  to  20,000  Students 

Mr.  Nido  R.  Qubein,  class  of  '68,  startled  the  en- 
tire audience  with  his  dramatic  story  of  an  old  man 
flinging  washed  ashore  single,  separate  starfish 
back  into  the  ocean.  Big  waves  had  pushed  starfish 
far  on  the  beach.  One  night  on  the  beach,  a  young 
man  saw  an  old  man  in  the  distance.  The  old  man 
was  bending  down,  picking  up  something,  then 
throwing  it  as  far  and  fast  as  he  could  back  into  the 
ocean.  When  the  young  man  reached  the  old  man, 
the  youth  noticed  the  object:  a  starfish.  The  young 
man  was  a  cynic  and  he  asked  the  old  man,  "What 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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difference  do  you  think  you're  making?  There  are 
100,000  starfish  on  this  beach." 

The  old  man  looked  at  the  youth,  then  reached 
back  into  the  sand,  picked  up  a  starfish,  and  threw  it 
ami  as  far  and  as  fast  as  he  could.  He  turned  to  the 
youth  and  said,  "It  makes  a  difference  to  that  one." 

Then  Mr.  Qubein  conveyed  his  own  sense  of 
gratitude  to  the  College,  because  he  said  he  was  like 
that  one  starfish.  When  he  came  to  America  in  1966, 
he  couldn't  speak  English.  He  came  to  Mount  Olive 
College  and  learned  what  guidance  was,  caring  was, 
love  was.  "All  these  virtues  make  life  worth  living," 
he  said. 

He  noted  the  persistent  effort  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege has  been  making  during  its  40-year  journey. 
The  College  continues  to  grow  and  be  blessed 
because  of  its  devotion.  Mr.  Qubein  identified  the 
College's  devotion  to  the  four  Ws:  teaching  the  Word 
of  God,  doing  the  will  of  God,  expressing  worship  to 
God  in  Jesus  Christ,  doing  the  work  of  God. 

Mr.  Qubein  acknowledged  that  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  support  has  aided  in  bringing  to  life  a  Chris- 
tian institution  that  has  served  more  than  20,000 
students,  developed  a  $12  million  campus,  built  a  $6 
million  endowment,  supplied  50,000  volumes  to  Moye 
Library,  established  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press 
to  give  creative  voices  a  chance  to  be  heard,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  a  $7.5  million  pledge  toward  a  $10  million 
goal. 

"This  college  seeks  to  build  character,  integrity, 
and  values  not  only  for  students  but  for  many  lives. 
This  college  is  our  alma  mater,  and  we  cherish  it. 
We  love  it.  This  is  our  Fortieth  Anniversary.  We  are 
here  to  pay  our  deepest  respect." 

Applause  erupted. 

Once  again  a  sense  of  thanksgiving  pervaded  the 
atmosphere. 

Services  to  the  Church 

The  Rev.  N.  Bruce  Barrow,  member  of  the  first 
Board  of  Trustees,  rose  to  celebrate  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  chartering  of  their  college.  He  noted  three 
types  of  people,  what  he  called  the  MLP  types:  M 
(motivators),  L  (legislators),  P  (procrastinators). 

Then  Mr.  Barrow  asked,  "What  does  Mount 
Olive  College  mean  to  our  denomination?  What  has 
the  College  done  for  Free  Will  Baptists?" 

Everyone  waited.  The  question  hung  in  mid-air 
until  Mr.  Barrow  in  his  passionate  voice  declared, 
"This  college  has  given  our  denomination  a  rebirth 
of  interest  in  knowledge.  Our  college  has  brought  to 
us  an  interest  in  truth.  Our  college  has  revived  our 
interest  in  a  search  for  truth.  Our  college  has 
brought  out  the  reality  of  our  need  to  study,  to  seek 
the  truth  so  that  truth  can  be  a  living  experience. 
Our  college  has  also  offered  us  a  reinvolvement  in 
our  search  for  truth  and  how  truth  is  to  be  used.  We 
owe  a  debt  to  our  fellowman.  We  are  not  alone  in  the 
world."

Through  the  turmoil  and  tempestuous  com- 
ments of  what  Mr.  Barrow  called  the  voices  of  a 
"howling  mob,"  he  recommended  that  all  Free  Will 
Baptists  listen  to  that  still  small  voice  that  says, 
"Feed  my  sheep." 

Outreach  of  College  Noted 

The  Honorable  Charles  O.  Whitley,  Mount  Olive 
resident  and  former  Congressman,  Third  Congres- 
sional District,  addressed  the  issue  of  the  College's 
impact  upon  the  local  community,  the  state,  and  the 
nation. 

Mr.  Whitley  noted  the  editorial  in  the  Mount 
Olive  Tribune  which  celebrated  the  College's  con- 
tribution of  lectures,  seminars,  and  an  academic 
educated  faculty  to  the  community.  Founded  with 
$6.17,  the  College  has  moved  from  an  old  building  to 
a  multi-million  dollar  campus. 

"I  have  watched  this  college  grow,"  said  Mr. 
Whitley.  "The  students  who  come  to  this  college 
often  stay  in  our  state  and  region.  They  give  back  to 
our  area  the  benefits  of  their  knowledge.  Just  imag- 
ine," he  declared,  "if  free,  private  institutions 
had  existed  during  the  rise  of  Hitler,  Nazism  would 
not  have  taken  over.  Politics  can't  control  a  nation 
where  solid,  Christian,  private  education  exists. 
This  college  is  not  mandated  to  teach  a  particular 
political  line.  This  college  is  free  to  teach  the  truth. 
"And,"  he  concluded,  "this  college  demonstrates 
that  the  great  American  dream  is  still  achievable.

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MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
RECEIVES  REAFFIRMATION 
OF  ACCREDITATION 

At  its  annual  meeting  in  early 
December  in  New  Orleans,  the 
Commission  on  Colleges  of  the 
Southern  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Schools  affirmed  the  reac- 
creditation  of  Mount  Olive  College 
as  a  four-year  baccalaureate 
degree-granting  institution. 

This  reaffirmation  followed  a 
two-year  self  study  conducted  by 
the  faculty  and  administration  of 
the  College  and  a  four- day  evalua- 
tion of  the  College  by  an  out-of- 
state  visiting  committee  last 
April. 

The  action  of  the  Commission 
on  Colleges  was  in  keeping  with 
the  schedule  of  re-evaluating  col- 
leges after  their  first  five  years  of 
operation  as  a  four-year  institu- 
tion. 

MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE'S 
NEW  DINING  HALL/STUDENT 
CENTER -AN  UPDATE 

The  Mount  Olive  College  Board 
of  Trustees— at  its  regular  session 
on  November  23— voted  to  release 
the  dining  hall/student  center  ar- 
chitectural plans  for  bids.  Bids 
will  be  received  during  January 
1992,  and  at  the  time  the  Board 
will  evaluate  whether  the  gifts 
and  pledges  are  sufficient  to  enter 
into  contracts  for  construction. 
Paving  of  the  College  Hall  park- 
ing lot,  which  will  serve  both 
buildings,  is  included  in  the  con- 
struction budget. 

As  of  early  December,  gifts  and 
pledges  for  the  $2  million  project 
approached  $1.5  million.  Of  that 
amount,  Free  Will  Baptist 
churches  and  organizations  have 
committed  more  than  $230,000.

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OVERVIEW  OF 
FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 
RETIREMENT  HOMES,  INC.

Since  our  humble  beginnings  in  1975,  the  Board 
of  Directors  has  desired  to  offer  a  group  care 
ministry,  with  partial  or  full-time  supervision.  Do 
not  misunderstand,  we  are  not  speaking  of  skilled 
nursing  care,  but  a  center  where  retired  persons 
live,  individuals  who  have  some  ability  to  do  for 
themselves  but  who  are  not  trustworthy  to  live 
alone.  Because  we  did  not  have  the  property, 
building  nor  sufficient  funding  to  accommodate  this 
kind  of  ministry,  we  chose  some  alternate  avenues 
of  service,  which  have  proven  to  be  beneficial  to 
many  retired  Free  Will  Baptists.  Patiently  we  have 
waited  and  planned  for  the  time  when  we  would  have 
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opportunity  to  locate  a  group  care  center,  furnished 
and  staffed  to  serve  retired  Free  Will  Baptists  who 
would  need  institutional  care. 

In  the  spring  of  1991,  our  opportunity  came  and 
we  quickly  accepted  the  challenge.  Pictured  here  is 
the  property,  with  building,  located  in  Ayden,  NC.  It 
was  formerly  used  as  a  doctor's  clinic.  Retirement 
Homes  purchased  it  at  a  cost  of  $65,000.  Some 
renovations  and  additions  will  be  required  for  it  to 
meet  county  and  state  regulations.  To  date,  no 
changes  have  been  made;  we  are  in  the  process  of 
having  drawings  completed,  with  recommended 
changes  and  additions.  Upon  approval  of  county  and 
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state  authorities,  renovation  work  will  begin.  Upon 
completion,  we  will  offer  supervisional  care  for  a 
maximum  of  twelve  individuals.  Cost  will  be  in- 
curred here.  Any  financial  assistance  churches  or 
individuals  could  give  at  this  time  would  be  ap- 
preciated. 

More  about  our  alternate  avenues  of  service: 
Soon  after  we  began  operations  in  1975,  the  Board  of 
Directors  adopted  and  implemented  our 
Community-Based  Home  Program,  the  policy  here 
being,  Retirement  Homes  would  receive  qualifying 
retirees  into  care  and  locate  them  in  the  community 
of  their  choice.  Retirement  Homes  would  furnish  the 
home  or  apartment,  utilities  (telephone  excepted), 
yard  maintenance,  home  appliances  and  repairs. 
The  resident  would  pay  30%  of  his/her  monthly 
retirement  income  to  Retirement  Homes.  Our 
community-based  home  program  could  not  survive 
without  additional  support  from  our  Convention 
churches  and  interested  individuals.  The  30%  pay 
from  the  retiree  could  do  no  more  than  create  a  con- 
tinuing shortfall.  God,  through  the  love  and  con- 
tinual support  of  His  people,  continues  to  sustain  this 
ministry  for  His  glory.  For  many  years  now,  we 
have  been  providing  comfortable  housing  and 
almost  carefree  living  for  retired  Free  Will  Baptists. 
Today,  we  have  homes  located  in  Middlesex, 
Smithfield,  Seven  Springs,  Winterville  and  Ayden, 
North  Carolina.  Free  Will  Baptists  have  many  just 
and  good  reasons  to  be  thankful  to  each  other 
because  of  what  they  are  doing  together  for  the 
retired.  Clearly,  our  purpose  here  is  to  provide  quali- 
ty, comfortable,  affordable  housing  for  retired  peo- 
ple who  need  it. 

Another  alternate  avenue  of  Christian  service 
we  have  offered  to  the  retired  is  our  monthly  cash 
payment.  It  became  increasingly  evident  there  were 
retired  individuals  in  our  ranks  who  needed  some 
help,  allowing  for  whatever  supervision  their  family 
members  could  provide.  They  either  lived  in  their 
own  home  or  with  relatives.  They  did  not  wish  to 
locate  in  homes  or  apartments  owned  by  Retirement 
Homes,  but  they  needed  some  help  because  their 
retirement  income  was  not  sufficient  to  sustain 
them.  The  Retirement  Homes  office,  upon  receiving 
numerous  inquiries,  brought  the  plight  of  these  peo- 
ple to  the  attention  of  the  Board  members.  Upon 
study,  they  adopted  the  monthly  cash  payment  pro- 
gram. This  plan  works  precisely  to  the  reverse  of 
our  Community  Based  Home  plan.  It  works  this 
way:  Individuals  qualifying  for  these  payments 
receive  a  check  from  the  Retirement  Homes  office 
by  the  fifth  of  each  month,  an  amount  equal  to  our 
monthly  cost  of  operating  the  homes  and  apartments 
where  we  have  retirees  living.  The  recipient  has  the 
privilege  of  using  these  funds  to  pay  his  utilities, 
yard  maintenance,  etc.  Each  cash  payment  is  fixed 
for  twelve  months.  Upon  a  yearly  review,  the 
amount  may  be  adjusted,  depending  upon  our  cost  of 
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operations.  The  recipient  pays  to  our  office  each 
month  30%  of  his  retirement  income.  Only  a  limited 
number  of  people  have  received  these  payments 
because  of  the  lack  of  funding.  Presently,  we  have 
two  people  receiving  these  cash  payments:  a  retired 
minister  and  a  retired  minister's  wife.  Clearly,  the 
objective  to  this  plan  is  to  move  our  schedule  of 
benefits  closer  to  where  people  are  living,  thereby 
making  our  schedule  of  benefits  more  accessible  to 
them. 

Another  alternate  avenue  of  Christian  service 
we  have  offered  on  a  very  limited  basis  has  been 
what  we  choose  to  call  Placement  Services.  This 
plan  was  adopted  and  implemented  by  the  Board  out 
of  the  necessity  of  emergency.  We  began  to  realize 
through  inquiries  and  contacts  that  came  to  our  of- 
fice that  there  were  families  in  our  ranks  who  were 
faced  with  the  necessity  of  placing  a  member  of 
their  family  in  a  retirement  center  offering  supervi- 
sional care.  These  families  needed  some  moral  sup- 
port and  guidance.  Our  office,  at  times,  has  received 
requests  for  help— without  delay.  Our  admitting  pro- 
cess had  to  be  pressed  together  in  order  to  accom- 
modate the  needs  of  the  individual.  So,  the  Board 
members  authorized  what  we  call  our  Placement 
Service  package.  Here  is  how  it  works:  Retirement 
Homes,  with  the  consent  of  the  applicant  and  family, 
enters  into  agreement  with  the  institution  offering 
the  kind  of  care  and  supervision  the  applicant's 
physical  condition  requires.  The  applicant,  upon 
proper  paper  work  being  completed,  is  placed  with 
the  institution.  The  applicant's  cost  of  stay  is  under- 
written by  Retirement  Homes.  The  applicant,  the 
applicant's  family  and  Retirement  Homes  each 
share  the  cost.  Payments  are  made  monthly  to  the 
Retirement  Homes  office.  The  Retirement  Homes' 
share  of  the  cost  is  determined  by  the  same  method 
as  our  monthly  cash  payments.  Presently,  we  do  not 
have  any  retired  individual  in  our  care  according  to 
these  terms.  Clearly,  the  objective  of  our  placement 
service  plan  is  to  make  our  schedule  of  benefits 
available  to  both  lay  persons  and  clergy. 

These  varied  plans  of  services  have  given 
Retirement  Homes  the  opportunity  to  give  help  and 
direction  to  many  who  might  not  have  received  it 
otherwise.  We  have  helped  people  with  their  special 
needs.  Our  schedule  of  benefits  and  avenues  of  ser- 
vice are  geared  to  these  people  and  their  needs. 
When  we  say,  "We  care,"  we  really  mean  it.  When 
we  say,  "We  are  a  caring  ministry  for  the  retired," 
we  mean  just  that!  Our  avenues  of  serving  the  peo- 
ple we  have  helped  and  those  in  our  care  today  are 
proof  that  we  are  a  ministry  of  the  Convention  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  that  cares. 

January  is  Retirement  Homes  Month.  Your 
prayers  and  gift  support  this  month  will  be  ap- 
preciated.

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FROM  THE  PAST 

When  we  began  our  work  as 
General  Secretary  two  and  one- 
half  years  ago,  we  explained  the 
reason  for  the  title  to  this  page  in 
The  Free  Will  Baptist:  namely,  to 
begin  again  the  "Notes  and 
Quotes"  began  many  years  ago  by 
the  Rev.  J.  C.  Griffin.  Our 
research  revealed  that  Brother 
Griffin  had  started  the  page  when 
he  was  serving  as  promotional 
secretary  of  the  State  Convention. 

Those  who  knew  Brother  Grif- 
fin, either  personally  or  through 
his  ministry,  still  cherish  the 
memories  of  him.  He  was  indeed  a 
faithful  and  humble  servant  of 
God.  Some  of  our  ministers  will 
remember  his  conducting  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  each  year  at  the 
Minister's  Conference  at  Crag- 
mont. 

Since  this  is  the  first  "Notes  and 
Quotes"  for  the  new  year,  it  sim- 
ply seemed  appropriate  to  go 
back  into  the  past  and  again  read 
the  words  written  in  the  columns 
of  "Notes  and  Quotes"  as  they  ap- 
peared in  The  Free  Will  Baptist, 
January  7,  1959,  and  as  written  by 
Brother  Griffin. 

Inventory  Time 

"It  is  now  the  time  of  the  year 
when  all  business  concerns  are 
thinking  of  and  actually  taking  an 
inventory  of  their  stock,  marking 
their  assets  and  liabilities.  In 
many  instances  it  is  quite  difficult 
to  arrive  to  the  exact  status  of  the 
business,  due  to  depreciation  of 
stock    or   poor  bookkeeping. 


However,  an  inventory  must  be 
made  and  arrangements  made  to 
continue  in  business.  This  has 
always  been  true  ever  since  I 
have  known  anything  about  the 
business  world.  It  is  especially 
true  now  that  there  is  so  much 
government  in  our  individual 
business.  The  need  of  perfection  is 
so  great  that  no  businessman  can 
afford  to  be  negligent  in  making 
out  his  true  status  as  to  his  income 
and  outgo.  We  are  obligated  to  be 
truthful,  conscientious,  and  ac- 
curate. It  is  dangerous  not  to  be 
accurate." 

A  Spiritual  Inventory 

"  'Examine  yourselves,  wheth- 
er ye  be  in  the  faith;  prove 
your  own  selves.  Know  ye  not 
your  own  selves,  how  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  in  you,  except  ye  be 
reprobates?'  (2  Corinthians  13:5). 
My  dear  reader,  when  did  you 
stop  and  reflect  over  your  past? 
When  did  you  last  take  an  inven- 
tory and  see  how  short  you  were 
with  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ?  It  is 
vitally  necessary  for  us  to  know 
exactly  our  status  with  the  Lord. 
If  we  neglect  to  take  the 
necessary  inventory,  we  may  get 
far  behind  with  our  business  and 
fellowship  with  the  Lord.  Because 
of  this  lack  of  taking  such  an  in- 
ventory, I  find  many  unhappy  pro- 
fessors of  the  Christian  religion. 

"Sometimes  I  think  there  are 
many  people  who  are  afraid  to 
take  an  inventory  of  their 
business  with  their  fellow  man 
and  with  the  Lord.  They  find 
themselves  so  deep  in  debt  that 
they  stay  away  from  the  inven- 
tory business.  But  may  we  be  re- 
minded, it  is  more  necessary  for 
us  to  take  a  spiritual  inventory 
than  it  is  to  take  an  inventory  of 
our  physical  assets  and 
liabilities." 

Post  Office  Address  Changes 

"The  address  1409  Pasteur 
Street,  New  Bern,  North  Carolina, 
has  been  cherished  by  us  for 
many  years.  And  hundreds,  ye 
thousands,   of   messages  have 


reached  us  here.  But  take  notice: 
Our  address  is  now  Post  Office 
Box  291,  Bridgeton,  North 
Carolina. 

"During  the  35  years  that  we 
have  owned  our  home  .  .  .  we  have 
moved  away  and  stayed  in  other 
places  six  years.  It  is  quite  hard  to 
move  out  and  live  elsewhere,  but 
God  would  not  be  pleased  for  us  to 
let  a  home  which  He  arranged  for 
us  to  own,  so  far  as  earthly  owner- 
ship is  concerned,  to  come  be- 
tween Him  and  services  in  other 
places.  If  we  should  love  our  little 
home  more  than  his  call,  then  we 
would  not  be  worthy  of  His 
fellowship.  When  God  said  to 
Abraham,  'Get  thee  out  from  your 
home  and  among  your  people  to  a 
land  that  I  will  shew  thee,'  God 
meant  what  He  said.  I  feel  that 
when  God  calls  us  to  a  field  with 
the  stipulation  to  move  on  that 
field  and  live  among  the  people, 
that  we  should  not  let  a  little  home 
stand  between  us  and  His  com- 
mand to  go.  Perhaps  you  might 
feel  differently,  but  we  feel  that 
we  should  obey  God  .... 

"If  I  must  love  Christ  better 
than  my  own  father  and  mother 
(Matthew  10:37),  or  my  children, 
then  certainly  I  must  love  Christ 
more  than  a  place  called  home. 
Nothing  must  get  between  Christ 
and  our  love;  He  must  be  first. 
May  you  resolve,  dear  reader,  to 
live  more  like  the  Christ,  who 
gave  Himself  for  you,  during  the 
new  year.  God  will  make  it  so,  if 
you  will  let  Him  have  His  way."

Millions  of  children  worldwide 
are  drug  addicts  before  their 
teens.  Many  of  these  children 
steal  or  sell  their  bodies  for  drugs. 
The  less  affluent  dig  through  gar- 
bage dumps  for  discarded  glue  or 
solvent  to  sniff. 

Why  are  drugs  so  attractive  to 
Third  World  children?  Some 
simply  follow  the  example  of  their 
substance-abusing  parents.  But 
for  many  others,  drugs  numb  the 
horror  of  poverty,  exploitation, 
and  sexual  abuse;  and  help  ward 
off  hunger  and  cold. 

The  consequences  are  frighten- 
ing. An  increasing  number  of 
children,  their  minds  and  bodies 
stunted,  are  wandering  through 
life  in  a  drug-induced  stupor. 
AIDS  is  spreading  among  those 
who  trade  needles  or  sex  for 
drugs. 

UNICEF's  Convention  on  the 
Rights  of  the  Child,  however,  has 
acknowledged  children's  right  to 
protection  from  physical,  emo- 
tional, mental,  and  sexual  abuse 
related  to  drug  use.  The  United 
Nations  also  included  this  issue  at 
The  World  Summit  for  Children 
last  year. 

But  until  children  can  eat 
enough,  keep  warm,  and  live  in  a 
loving  home,  drugs  will  continue 
to  be  a  substitute.

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TAKING 
PARENTING 
SERIOUSLY

On  September  23,  1991,  there  were  18,924  in- 
mates incarcerated  in  the  North  Carolina  prison 
system,  with  more  coming  in  every  day.  North 
Carolina  has  currently  an  absolute  cap  of  19,646  in- 
mates. As  we  approach  the  cap,  the  Division  of 
Paroles  steps  up  its  program  of  early  releases,  and 
judges  use  more  sentencing  alternatives,  such  as 
community  service  probation  and  home  confine- 
ment with  electronic  monitors.  Currently,  there  are 
over  70,000  offenders  in  North  Carolina  who  are  on 
probation  or  parole  for  having  committed  some 
crime. 

The  inmates  at  Eastern  Correctional  Institution, 
where  I  work  as  chaplain,  have  been  convicted  of  a 
variety  of  crimes  from  breaking  and  entering, 
larceny,  armed  robbery,  to  dealing  drugs,  assault, 
rape,  sexual  abuse  of  children,  and  murder.  Some 
inmates  are  hardened  criminals  who  are  still  in- 
volved in  illegal  activities  even  while  in  prison,  and 
who,  without  a  life-changing  experience,  will  remain 
criminals.  Prison  does  not  change  these  people  for 
the  better;  and  in  fact,  can  make  them  worse. 


Punishment  and  the  threat  of  punishment  do  not 
change  these  people.  They  only  seek  revenge  for 
punishment. 

However,  most  inmates  in  the  system  are  can- 
didates for  real  rehabilitation.  The  environment  in 
which  they  grew  up  is  the  biggest  contributor  to  their 
becoming  criminals.  Many  were  abused  as  children 
and  grew  up  hating  themselves  and  the  world.  Many 
are  products  of  alcohol/ drug  abuse,  broken  homes, 
or  simply  a  lack  of  discipline  in  the  home.  Many 
grew  up  in  "normal"  homes  without  religious  or 
moral  training,  and  they  developed  immoral  values 
which  led  to  illegal  activities.  Some  grew  up  where 
religious  beliefs  were  advocated  but  not  practiced. 
And  a  very  few,  grew  up  in  good  homes  only  to 
become  influenced  by  peers,  movies,  television,  or 
their  own  greed  and  pleasure  seeking  'to  become  in- 
volved with  drug/alcohol  abuse  which  led  to  their 
crime.  Over  80%  of  prison  inmates  committed  their 
crimes  as  a  result  of  alcohol  and/or  drug  abuse. 
They  were  either  under  the  influence  of  the 
substance  and  committed  their  crime  to  support 
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their  habit,  or  they  were  dealing  illegal  substances. 
Some  studies  have  indicated  that  hardened 
criminals  may  have  a  defective  gene  in  their 
system,  but  I  believe  most  inmates  are  affected 
most  by  their  environment. 

The  prison  system  offers  many  programs  to  help 
rehabilitate  inmates,  such  as  drug/alcohol  treat- 
ment, education  from  basic  literacy  skills  to  a  full 
college  degree;  and  most  importantly,  they  are 
given  the  opportunity  to  participate  in  religious  ac- 
tivities with  an  emphasis  on  salvation  and  Christian 
growth.  Some  inmates  accept  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
genuinely  make  Him  Lord  of  their  lives;  some  go 
through  drug/ alcohol  rehabilitation;  some  get  their 
education;  and  those  inmates  get  out  of  prison  and 
stay  out  (less  than  10%  recidivism  rate;  the 
recidivism  for  all  others  is  over  60%).  However, 
most  inmates  simply  do  time  with  little  or  no 
positive  change.  For  example,  of  approximately  520 
inmates  at  Eastern,  approximately  45  are  active  in 
the  Christian  community.  Make  no  mistake,  lives 
are  changed  in  prison  (we  baptized  eleven  last  year, 
and  we  have  eight  awaiting  baptism  at  this  writing) , 
but  we  must  reach  people  before  they  become 
hardened  to  the  gospel. 

The  only  way  we  can  change  this  trend  is  to 
teach  moral  values  to  our  children  starting  at  an 
early  age  and  to  reinforce  the  teaching  by  example. 
Schools  do  not  teach  moral  values;  they  don't  even 
teach  good  manners  or  common  decency  anymore. 
In  fact,  since  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  ruled 
in  the  early  1960s  that  sectarian  prayers  were  not 
allowed  in  public  schools,  local  school  boards  across 
the  country  have  overreacted  by  denying  the 
teaching  of  morals  as  bordering  on  religion.  The 
result  of  that  ruling  has  been  disasterous.  Churches 
do  not  have  the  time  and  opportunity  to  adequately 
teach  values  since  Sunday  School  has  approximately 
thirty  minutes  per  week  and  the  average  sermon  is 
approximately  25  minutes.  Therefore,  parents  must 
take  this  responsibility  seriously. 

First,  parents  must  teach  their  children  about 
God.  The  church  cannot  be  the  primary  source  of 
this  instruction  because  of  the  lack  of  time,  so  the 
church  can  only  act  to  reinforce  the  teaching  of 
parents.  We  must  teach  them  that  God  is  real  and 
that  He  makes  certain  demands  on  His  children.  God 
is  the  foundation  of  morals.  We  must  teach  children 
that  anything  we  do  or  say  that  affects  someone  else 
has  moral  implications— that  is  to  say,  that  it  is 
either  moral  or  immoral  behavior.  If  what  we  do  or 
say  has  a  good  effect,  it  is  essentially  moral;  if  it  has 
an  evil  effect,  it  is  immoral. 

We  must  teach  our  children  what  God  says  about 
sex.  The  Bible  plainly  says,  "Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery."  Adultery  may  be  broadly  defined  as  any 
sexual  relations  outside  the  sanctity  of  mar- 
riage—either before   or   after   the  marriage 
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ceremony.  We  simply  cannot  allow  movies,  TV, 
locker  room  discussions,  and  sex  education  classes 
be  their  sole  source  of  sexual  information,  and  we 
absolutely  cannot  let  these  sources  determine 
morals.  We  must  teach  our  children  about  sexually 
transmitted  diseases,  including  Aquired  Immune 
Deficiency  Syndrome.  We  must  teach  that  there  is  a 
real  responsibility  in  bringing  children  into  this 
world,  and  that  abortion  as  a  means  of  birth  control 
is  a  grievous  sin.  We  must  teach  that  God  wants  us  to 
enter  marriage  sexually  pure,  but  that  sex  within 
the  sanctity  of  marriage  is  a  beautiful  experience 
that  consummates  the  love  between  husband  and 
wife. 

We  must  teach  our  children  the  value  of  mar- 
riage and  that  divorce  is  not  God's  will  for  His 
children.  Marriage  is  a  sacred  relationship  between 
a  man  and  woman  and  between  the  couple  and  God, 
and  God  wants  married  couples  to  do  all  they  can  to 
rectify  problems,  remembering  that  He  has  or- 
dained marriage.  When  either  husband  or  wife  fails 
to  do  all  he  or  she  can  to  make  a  marriage  work,  he 
or  she  also  fails  God.  When  a  man  and  woman  love 
each  other  and  love  God,  when  they  are  committed 
to  God  and  to  the  sanctity  of  marriage,  they  will  not 
consider  divorce  as  an  option  when  disagreements 
occur;  instead,  they  will  work  out  their  problems 
and  be  willing  to  compromise  their  selfishness. 
Broken  homes  are  a  result  of  the  lack  of  moral 
values  in  our  society  and  a  cause  of  the  lack  of 
values.  We  have  an  opportunity  to  break  out  of  a 
downward  spiral,  but  it  will  begin  with  parents 
teaching  their  children  proper  morals. 

We  must  teach  our  children  about  the  multitude 
of  problems  caused  by  alcohol  and  drug  abuse.  One 
over-indulgence  can  cause  a  dulling  of  the  senses 
and  a  reduction  in  moral  decision  making.  Addiction 
to  drugs  can  lead  to  permanent  brain,  liver,  and 
gland  damage,  and  cause  a  person  to  be  willing  to  do 
anything  to  get  his/her  next  fix.  That  is  why  there  is 
so  much  crime  in  our  society  now.  We  may  not 
change  the  world,  but  we  can  and  must  teach  our 
children  what  drugs  can  do.  We  must  set  the  exam- 
ple by  avoiding  drug  and  alcohol  abuse  ourselves, 
but  the  best  example  is  to  avoid  use. 

We  must  teach  our  children  that  ALL  people  are 
created  in  the  image  of  God  and  that  we  must 
respect  all  people.  We  need  to  teach  goodwill  for  all 
people,  to  treat  others  as  we  want  to  be  treated.  We 
need  to  teach  common  decency,  good  manners,  and 
a  respectful  attitude. 

Parents  have  an  awesome  responsibility  in  rear- 
ing children.  We  cannot  expect  others  to  do  the  job 
for  us;  we  must  do  it  ourselves.  After  all,  they  aren't 
really  our  children  at  all,  but  they  are  God's  children 
entrusted  into  our  care.  God  is  depending  on  us  to  do 
this  mighty  task.  Will  we  be  obedient  to  the  will  of 
God? 
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LEGISLATURE  APPROVES 
2  A.M.  CUT-OFF 
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The  North  Carolina  General 
Assembly  has  extended  alcohol 
sales  until  2  a.m.  year-round.  The 
action  came  on  an  amendment  by 
Rep.  Toby  Fitch  (D-Wilson)  with 
strong  urging  from  Rep.  Pete 
Cunningham  (D-Mecklenburg),  a 
Charlotte  night  club  owner. 

It  was  the  contention  of  Cun- 
ningham since  the  legislature  had 
increased  the  tax  on  liquor-by-the- 
drink  sales  that  the  state  should 
allow  bars  to  stay  open  until  2 
a.m.  to  help  liquor  dispensers  to 
recover  the  loss  profits  due  to  the 
tax  increase.  Would  you  believe 
that  the  legislature  bought  his 
argument?  No  other  special  pro- 
vision was  provided  for  any  other 
groups  that  got  caught  in  the 
state's  history-making  tax  in- 
crease. 

In  an  editorial  in  the  Raleigh 
News  and  Observer,  legislators 
were  accused  of  having  their  head 
muddled  when  it  comes  to  alcohol. 
The  editorial  pointed  out  that  the 
day  before  the  legislative  action, 
it  was  reported  that  only  six  states 
have  higher  alcohol-abuse  death 
rates  than  North  Carolina.  With 
that  news  coming  off  the  wire  ser- 
vices, the  legislators  voted  to  let 
all  forms  of  booze,  from  beer  and 
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wine  to  the  hard  stuff,  be  sold  until 
2  a.m.  The  reason  for  such  ac- 
tion—all because  some  bar 
owners  wanted  to  recoup  their 
profits  from  a  liquor  tax  hike. 

The  editorial  went  on  to  say, 
"...  news  on  American  teens  and 
alcohol  infatuation  popped  the  top 
and  let  contradiction  foam  out.  A 
new  survey  by  the  U.S.  Surgeon 
General  finds  that  eight  million 
U.S.  kids— almost  two  out  of  five 
in  grades  7-12— take  a  drink  every 
week,  and  almost  half  a  million  of 
them  lush  it  up  with  15  drinks  a 
week.  Years  of  similar  Wake 
County  and  state  surveys  show 
Tar  Heel  young  people  drink  at 
close  to  the  national  rates. 

"Teens  drink  because  they're 
curious  for  kicks,  alcohol  is  social- 
ly okay  and  easy  to  come  by— age 
laws  or  no— and  nobody  thinks  of 
it  as  a  drug.  It's  legal.  Millions  of 
adults  use  it  routinely  without 
problems.  Doctors  even  prescribe 
it.  What  it  gives  most  people  is  a 
nice  relaxing  buzz,  and  then  they 
stop.  Right? 

"Of  course.  If  alcohol  affected 
everyone  the  way  crack  cocaine 
affects  just  about  anyone,  it  too 
would  be  illegal,  with  millions 
spent  to  stamp  it  out.  Instead, 
millions  are  spent  advertising 
it— stressing  youth,  health  and 
fun. 

"The  problem  in  all  our  deal- 
ings with  alcohol  is  that  it  does 
have  addicting  and  otherwise 
awful  effects  — but  only  for 
perhaps  one  person  in  10.  That's 
why  alcohol's  most  vocal  foes 
often  get  a  reputation  as  cranks. 

"Yet  the  facts  about  alcohol  re- 
main: It  is  indeed  a  drug,  a  mind- 
altering,  behavior- changing  one. 
(If  it  weren't,  there  would  be  no  li- 
quor laws.)  And  some  people,  for 
reasons  science  still  can't  figure 
out,  can't  handle  it,  yet  have  a 
very  hard  time  letting  it  alone. 
Many  of  them  start  young. 

"The  facts  about  North 
Carolina  also  remain:  Heavy 
long-term  drinking  kills  Tar  Heels 
at  more  than  twice  the  national 
rate.   Alcohol-related   car  ac- 


cidents kill  Tar  Heels  at  a  rate 
that  again  beats  the  nation's.  Tar 
Heels  are  likelier  to  die  of  all  type 
of  alcohol  abuse  — accidents, 
homicide,  suicide,  disease— than 
in  43  other  states.  Those  conclu- 
sions emerged  from  a  nationwide 
long-range  study  by  the  federal 
government.  And  too  many  Tar 
Heel  teens  drink  too  much  too 
soon. 

"Given  all  that,  legislators  who 
casually  voted  to  change  the 
alcohol  sales  cutoff  time  to  2  a.m. 
should  wait  until  their  heads  clear 
and  think  again." 

According  to  the  Raleigh 
newspaper,  the  following 
legislators  are  the  only  ones  with 
clear  heads  since  they  voted 
AGAINST  extending  the  state's 
drinking  hours  to  2  a.m.

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PREPARING  ARTICLES 


FOR  PUBLICATION 


The  staff  at  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Press  is  always  ready  to  help 
you  get  your  news  items  and  ar- 
ticles published.  Following  are 
some  tips  for  making  the  process 
easier. 

1.  Typewrite  all  copy.  Use  8% 
x  11  inch  paper;  smaller  paper 
can  get  lost  or  misplaced.  Do  not 
strike  over  letters,  and  make  all 
erasures  as  neat  as  possible.  Be 
sure  that  the  typewriter  ribbon 
gives  a  clear  copy. 

2.  Keep  a  copy  of  all  material 
typed.  This  will  avoid  the 
possibility  of  having  to  redo  the 
item  in  case  of  loss. 

3.  Indicate  the  title  of  the  arti- 
cle approximately  two  inches 
down  from  the  top  of  page  one. 
Leave  an  inch  and  a  half  at  the  top 
of  each  succeeding  page;  and  for 
convenience  of  editing,  please 
number  succeeding  pages.  Type 
on  one  side  of  page  only. 

4.  Leave  a  margin  of  at  least 
an  inch  on  both  sides  of  paper. 

5.  Never  write  perpendicular- 
ly in  the  margin. 

6.  Write  no  more  than  one  arti- 
cle on  a  sheet. 

7.  Do  not  divide  a  word  be- 
tween pages.  Avoid  dividing 
words  between  lines  as  much  as 
possible. 

8.  Clip  pages  together,  using 
paper  clips.  Do  not  staple  pages. 

9.  Read,  reread,  and  correct 
your  own  copy  before  submitting 
this.  This  is  most  important  and 
will  expedite  matters  greatly 
toward  early  publication. 

10.  If  words,  phrases,  or 
sentences  are  of  particular  impor- 
tance to  the  point  of  needing  to  be 
emphasized,  indicate  such  by 
underlining  or  underscoring. 


11.  Observe  and  practice  the 
proper  rules  of  grammar  and 
punctuation,  inasmuch  as  possi- 
ble. 

12.  Prepare  your  articles  and 
reports  as  early  in  advance  as 
possible  so  as  not  to  delay  their 
publication.  It  should  be  noted 
that  all  articles  for  publication 
should  be  in  no  later  than  thirty 
days  in  advance.  For  example,  ar- 
ticles for  publication  in  the  March 
issue  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
editor  by  February  1.  (When  the 
first  is  on  Sunday,  they  should  be 
in  the  hands  of  the  editor  on  Mon- 
day.) It  is  most  important  that 
everyone  observe  this.  Late  copy 
delays  the  publication  and  causes 
problems  on  all  fronts. 


13.  Remember  that  all  items  to 
be  published  should  be  submitted 
in  typed  form.  Items  should  not  be 
phoned  in. 

14.  Churches  and  pastors 
wishing  to  announce  their 
availability  should  note  that  this 
information  is  run  as  space  per- 
mits. It  should  also  be  noted  that 
there  is  absolutely  no  way  anyone 
but  the  minister  himself  can 
relate  his  availability.  (In  the 
past,  churches  have  tried  to  make 
such  an  announcement  for  their 
pastors.  You  can  imagine  the 
problems  this  causes! ) 

15.  It  should  always  be 
remembered  that  the  editor 
makes  the  final  decision  as  to 
whether  or  not  something  is 
deemed  worthy  of  printing. 

16.  Send  articles  to  the  follow-

MRS.  VERENA  PAUL 
RECOGNIZED

Mrs.  Verena  Paul  was  named 
Woman  of  the  Year  and  presented 
a  Life  Membership  Pin  during  the 
Fall  Albemarle  Auxiliary  Conven- 
tion. Following  are  the  nomination 
remarks  presented  to  the  district 
by  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of 
Sidney  Church. 

The  women  of  Sidney  Church 
would  like  to  present  Mrs.  Verena 
Paul  as  a  candidate  to  become  the 
Woman  of  the  Year  for  the 
Albemarle  District  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary Convention  for  1991.  We  feel 
that  this  special  woman  reflects 
the  qualities  most  desired  by  all 
Christian  women.  She  has  been  an 
asset  to  God's  work,  demon- 
strating the  ideals  set  forth  by  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary.  She  is  a  love- 
ly servant  of  God  and  a  friend  to 
all  mankind,  and  is  very  deserv- 
ing of  this  honor. 

Mrs.  Verena  grew  up  in  the 
North  Creek  Primitive  Baptist 
Church,  but  joined  Sidney  Church 
in  1951.  At  that  time,  she  was  38 
years  old,  married  with  four 
children.  From  the  beginning,  she 
was  very  much  in  love  with  Jesus 
and  that  love  has  never  faded,  but 
continues  to  grow.  She  took  an  ac- 
tive part  in  all  functions  of  the 
church,  including  the  Woman's 
Auxiliary.  She  soon  led  her  hus- 
band and  children  to  Christ,  and 
the  family  became  an  important 
part  of  our  fellowship. 

Through  the  years  she  has  con- 
tinued to  amaze  and  delight 
everyone  with  her  tremendous 
energy  and  hard  work. 

Someone  once  asked  her, 
"Verena,  how  do  you  do  it?  You 
are  always  doing  something  for 
someone  and  never  seem  to  get 
tired." 

She  answered,  "I  have  to  work 
harder  than  you  do  because  I  got  a 
late  start  with  God,  and  I  have  to 
make  up  for  lost  time." 


Her  husband,  William  Dallas 
Paul  Sr.,  was  a  farmer;  and  she 
worked  in  the  fields  by  his  side  un- 
til his  retirement.  She  always  had 
a  big  garden  which  provided  food 
for  her  own  family  and  anyone 
else  in  the  community  who  needed 
it.  She  raised  six  children, 
teaching  them  the  gospel  and 
firmly  establishing  them  in  the 
faith.  Four  of  those  children  at- 
tended college,  two  of  them  at 
Mount  Olive.  All  of  those  children 
are  now  respected  citizens  of  the 
communities  in  which  they  live, 
serving  God  as  their  mother  does. 
At  the  same  time  she  was  caring 
for  her  own  children,  Mrs.  Verena 
gave  great  compassion  and 
understanding  to  numerous  other 
young  people  who  came  to  love 
and  honor  her  as  a  second  mother. 
She  and  her  husband  enjoyed 
sharing  their  home,  and  their 
house  was  always  available  for 
meetings  and  youth  activities. 
The  young  people  spent  hours 
there,  knowing  that  they  were 
welcome. 

Mr.  Dallas  died  on  May  6,  1980. 
By  this  time,  all  of  the  children 
were  married.  Mrs.  Verena  was 
alone  for  the  first  time  ever,  and 
that  big  white  house  on  the  corner 
was  very  empty.  Though  her  life 
was  now  very  different,  she  never 
faltered  in  her  faith  in  God  nor  her 


service  for  Him.  She  was  sur- 
rounded by  people  who  needed 
help  in  one  way  or  another,  and 
she  filled  her  days  and  nights  by 
reaching  out  to  these  people  in 
love  and  compassion. 

Today,  Mrs.  Verena  is  busier 
than  ever.  She  still  plants  a  large 
garden,  cans  and  freezes  food  for 
her  children,  and  shares  with 
friends  in  the  church  and  com- 
munity. Though  she  is  now  78 
years  old,  she  doesn't  hesitate  to 
travel  long  distances  to  visit  her 
children  and  to  stay  to  help  them 
in  times  of  emergency.  They  all 
look  to  her  for  help  when  needed. 
She  now  has  13  grandchildren  and 
one  great  grandchild,  and  each  of 
them  is  totally  devoted  to  her. 
She  continues  to  offer  hospitality 
and  love  to  anyone  who  needs 
good  food,  fellowship,  or  a  place  to 
sleep.  She  is  the  first  one  in  the 
church  to  open  her  doors  for 
visitors  and  they  all  find  that  her 
home  becomes  their  home.  One 
visitor  said,  "We  were  treated 
like  royalty." 

In  her  community,  she  provides 
emotional  support,  encourage- 
ment, and  assistance  to  several 
elderly  persons,  taking  them 
into  her  home  whenever 
necessary.  Many  of  them  depend 
upon  her  to  carry  them  to  doctor's 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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appointments,  help  them  with 
their  gardening,  or  whatever  else 
they  need.  Without  her  support 
and  care,  some  of  them  would  not 
be  able  to  continue  living  in  their 
own  homes.  She  keeps  a  beautiful- 
ly maintained  house  and  yard, 
and  loves  to  share  her  flowers 
with  the  church  or  anyone  else 
who  needs  a  touch  of  cheer.  She  is 
well  known  for  her  concern  and 
compassion  to  those  who  are  sick 
or  bereaved.  Her  cooking  has 
been  enjoyed  by  almost  every 
family  in  the  church  and  the  com- 
munity, as  she  prepares  meals, 
bakes  cakes  and  pies,  and  mixes 
up  batches  of  candy  to  deliver  to 
any  family  which  needs  a  special 
demonstration  of  Christian  love 
and  support.  So  much  of  what 
Mrs.  Verena  does  is  not  known  by 
anyone  except  the  person  receiv- 
ing her  help,  and  she  acts  in  such 
a  gentle  and  humble  way  that  they 
often  don't  even  realize  how  much 
she  is  doing  for  them.  We  all  just 
take  it  for  granted  that  she  will  be 
there  whenever  we  need  her. 

Our  pastor  once  said,  "Mrs. 
Verena  astonishes  me.  She  finds 
so  many  things  to  do  for  others. 
She  will  casually  mention  to  me 
something  that  she  is  doing  for 
someone,  and  I  will  find  myself 
wondering  why  I  didn't  think  of  it 
myself." 

Probably  the  thing  which  most 
endears  all  of  us  to  this  special 
woman  is  her  Christian  example. 
She  has  known  great  sorrows; 
but,  even  when  sorely  tested,  she 
reveals  her  complete  faith  in  God. 
She  is  truly  kind  and  humble, 
neither  expecting  nor  wanting 
praise.  She  doesn't  gossip  or  com- 
plain, but  goes  about  her  life  of 
service  with  a  quiet  joy  and  a  gen- 
tle sense  of  humor.  She  is  a  con- 
cerned and  compassionate  friend, 
and  is  just  as  eager  to  reach  out  to 
younger  people  as  she  is  to  the 
elderly.  Her  quick  smile  and  soft 
hug  have  warmed  and  comforted 
all  of  us  at  one  time  or  another. 
Mrs.  Verena  is  a  peace  maker, 
and  always  encourages  love  and 
unity.  She  doesn't  know  the  mean- 
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ing  of  the  word,  "No,"  whenever 
she  is  asked  to  do  something  for 
the  church  or  for  someone  else. 
Consequently,  very  few  people 
can  refuse  her  when  she  asks 
them  for  assistance.  She  never 
asks  for  help  for  herself,  but  only 
for  someone  else  or  for  the 
church.  At  the  same  time,  she  ap- 
preciates and  gets  great  pleasure 
from  any  little  thing  that  others  do 
for  her. 

Mrs.  Verena  loves  her  church 
family  and  serves  them  in  any 
way  she  can.  She  has  sung  in  the 
church  choir  for  many  years.  She 
taught  Sunday  School  for  at  least 
15  years,  and  Vacation  Bible 
School  as  well.  She  always 
apologized  to  her  students 
because  she  didn't  consider 
herself  a  teacher,  but  her  students 
would  tell  anyone  who  asks  that 
she  was  the  best  kind  of  teacher, 
because  she  lived  what  she 
taught.  She  is  still  an  inspiration 
and  source  of  great  support  to 
those  who  now  teach. 

The  Adult  Class  Sunday  School 
teacher  says,  "When  Mrs.  Verena 
slips  to  my  side  and  tells  me  that 
she  has  been  blessed  by  the  lesson 
I  have  just  taught,  I  know  that  my 
efforts  are  worthwhile.  I  am  en- 
couraged to  study  and  work  even 
harder. ' ' 

Mrs.  Verena  is  always  available 
for  any  church  activity,  quietly  of- 
fering her  help  and  support.  She 
constantly  seeks  greater 
knowledge  of  God's  Word  and 
firmly  believes  in  the  value  of 
prayer.  She  has  a  burning  desire 
to  see  all  people  come  to  know  her 
Lord  and  Saviour,  and  she  yearns 
and  prays  for  the  one  who  has  not 
accepted  Jesus.  There  is  now  a 
young,  mentally  handicapped 
man  attending  our  church  who 
finds  great  joy  in  being  a  part  of 
our  fellowship.  Mrs.  Verena 
began  bringing  him  to  Sunday 
School  and  church  each  Sunday. 
Though  others  have  tried  to  bring 
him,  he  won't  come  with  anyone 
else  but  her,  and  if  she  is  gone  he 
stays  home. 


One  day  his  mother  asked  him 
what  he  learned  at  church.  In  his 
own  simple  way  he  told  her, 
"Jesus  loves  me,  and  I  love 
Jesus."  We  thank  God  for  this 
young  man's  faith,  and  we  thank 
God  for  the  one  who  helped  him  to 
find  it. 

Mrs.  Verena  has  been  a  faithful 
worker  in  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 
In  the  local  church,  she  has  held 
offices  many  times,  including 
president  and  vice  president.  For 
years  she  served  as  the  bene- 
volence chairman  and  organized 
all  meals  for  bereaved  families  in 
the  community.  She  is  still  active 
in  this  program.  At  present,  she 
serves  as  program  chairman,  not 
only  planning  programs  for 
regular  meetings,  but  also  direc- 
ting Thanksgiving  and  Easter  ser- 
vices given  by  the  Woman's  Aux- 
iliary. This  past  year,  she  orga- 
nized a  special  one-night  work- 
shop for  the  combined  auxiliaries 
of  Sidney,  Free  Union,  and  Shiloh. 
The  ladies  enjoyed  this  function  so 
much  that  they  hope  to  plan 
another  one.  She  is  well  known  in 
the  denomination,  serving  as  a 
delegate  to  church  and  auxiliary 
conventions.  She  attends  the 
Women's  Retreat  at  Cragmont 
every  year,  and  often  makes  it 
possible  for  other  women  to  at- 
tend. Each  year  she  returns  from 
the  Retreat  with  an  almost  holy 
glow  on  her  face  and  a  heart  bub- 
bling over  with  praise  to  God  for 
the  joy  and  spiritual  nourishment 
she  has  received  in  fellowship 
with  other  Christian  women.  She 
says  that  it  is  as  close  to  Heaven 
as  one  can  get  on  this  earth. 

As  one  reads  this  description,  it 
is  easy  to  see  why  Mrs.  Verena 
Paul  is  so  loved  and  respected  by 
all  who  have  the  pleasure  to  know 
her.  There  is  not  an  ounce  of  exag- 
geration in  this  resume.  In  fact,  it 
is  impossible  to  put  into  written 
word  all  the  many  ways  this 
precious  Christian  woman  has 
given  of  herself  to  all  of  us.  In 
2  Corinthians  4:7  Paul  says,  "We 
have  this  treasure  in  earthen 
vessels,  that  the  excellency  of  the 
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power  may  be  of  God,  and  not  of 
us."  This  ' verse  describes  Mrs. 
Verena  Paul.  She  has  the  treasure 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  living 
within  her  heart,  and  her  every 
thought  and  deed  show  the  power 
of  Jesus'  love  living  through  her, 
not  for  her  own  glory,  but  for  the 
glory  of  her  Lord  and  Saviour.

SNOW  HILL  CHURCH  GETS  FIRST  STEEPLE 
In  Its  84- Year  History 


by  Nelson  Bland 


Reuben  Bishop,  75,  has  been  at- 
tending church  at  Snow  Hill 
Church,  Route  2,  Mount  Olive, 
since  1928.  Bishop  and  a  small 
gathering  of  other  church 
members  watched  as  the  church 
got  its  first  steeple. 

"I  am  real  proud  of  this;  I  sure 
am,"  Bishop  said  as  he  leaned 
back  in  a  chair  under  the  walkway 
between  the  sanctuary  and 
fellowship  hall,  watching 
workmen  prepare  to  erect  the 
steeple.  His  wife,  Mabel,  was 
sitting  next  to  him. 

Then  as  an  apparent  after- 
thought, Bishop  said,  "Nope,  this 
church  has  never  had  a  steeple. 
It's  been  here  a  hundred  years 
and  we  are  just  getting  around  to 
putting  a  steeple  on  it. ' ' 

Actually,  the  church  has  been  in 
this  Duplin  County  community 
since  1907.  It  is  located  just  off  the 
Tram  Road,  about  16  miles 
southeast  of  Mount  Olive,  and 
situated  on  white,  sandy  soil  from 
which  it  got  its  name. 

"See  that  white  sand,"  Bishop 
said,  pointing  to  pearly-white 
sand  in  the  parking  lot.  "Back 
before  roads  were  paved,  the 
roads  and  everything  was  all 
white  sand— it  looked  like  snow  on 
a  hill.  And  that's  how  the  church 
got  its  name." 

Bishop  said  land  for  the  church 
was  donated  by  the  late  Stephen 
Waller,  when  land  sold  for  50 
cents  an  acre. 

"HIGH  TIME"  FOR  ONE 

Two  workmen,  Jeff  Yarborough 
and  Jerry  Mitchell  of  Kivett's  Inc. 
of  Clinton,  a  church  furniture 
company,  cleaned  the  fiberglass 
and  wood  steeple  while  it  was  still 
on  the  ground.  A  few  minutes 
later,  they  hooked  it  to  a  crane- 
like ladder  device  to  lift  it  above 
the  church  before  it  was  lowered 
on  to  the  "A"  roof  of  the  white 
frame  church. 

The  pastor,  the  Rev.  Rod  Jones, 
said— no  pun  intended— that  it

was  "high  time"  that  the  church 
got  a  steeple. 

Several  women  in  the  crowd 
agreed  in  unison,  one  saying,  "It 
makes  it  prettier;  it  makes  it  look 
more  like  a  church."

Church  member,  Bob 
Kornegay,  29,  said,   "We  have 


been  wanting  a  steeple  for  a  long 
time.  We  had  talked  about  it  off 
and  on,  but  then  it  was  dropped. 
But  our  pastor  spearheaded  the 
effort  to  get  the  enthusiasm  going 
to  get  one." 

Jones  said  the  effort  to  get  a 
steeple  began  about  a  year  ago.

from  youths  of  the  church  who  col- 
lected pennies  in  a  "Mile  of  Pen- 
nies" fund,  spaghetti  suppers  and 
other  efforts,  enough  money  was 
raised  to  pay  for  the  steeple. 

Pennies  from  the  "Mile  of  Pen- 
nies" fundraiser,  all  35,500  of 
them  that  were  rolled  by  the 
youths,  were  carried  into 
Southern  Bank  and  Trust  Co.  in 
Mount  Olive  in  a  toy  wagon  pulled 
by  Mr.  Jones. 

Jones  said  it  was  the  work  of  the 
youths,  church  members  and 
others  that  resulted  in  the  church 
getting  its  first  steeple. 

"The  whole  project  took  a  lot  of 
work,"  the  preacher  said.  Then, 
as  he  looked  at  the  steeple  being 
erected,  added,  "But  we  think  it 
was  worth  it.  Doesn't  it  look 
nice?"

The  Free  Will  Baptists  of  India 
and  Nepal  were  greatly  delighted 
with  the  visit  of  the  Rev.  Harold 
Jones,  director- treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  He  ar- 
rived on  November  6,  1991.  He 
was  with  us  until  November  18, 
1991,  when  he  flew  to  the  country 
of  Bulgaria.  We  still  remember 
the  good  time  we  had  in  his 
fellowship. 

As  he  arrived  by  Luftansa  Air 
Lines,  Flight  No.  760B,  at  1:20 
a.m.,  he  was  received  at  the  In- 
dira Gandhi  International  Air- 
port, at  New  Delhi,  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  E,  M.  Lall,  moderator  of  the 
church  in  India.  After  having  a 
few  hours  of  rest  in  the  Y.M.C.A. 
guesthouse  in  Delhi,  he  drove  to 
the  venue  of  the  convention  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptists  of  India  and 
Nepal,  i.e.  on  the  Sat  Tal  Ashram 
near  Nainital  Hills,  and  was 
warmly  received  by  the  par- 
ticipants of  the  convention  in  the 
evening. 

Mr.  Jones  delivered  sermons  on 
November  7  and  8  in  the  worship 
service,  which  were  very  thought- 
provoking  and  brought  great  im- 
pact upon  the  delegated.  Our  con- 
vention had  a  great  privilege  in 
having  Mr.  Jones  consecrate  the 
newly  elected  president,  the 
vice  president,  secretary,  assis- 
tant secretary  and  treasurer  of 
the  convention  for  the  coming 
year.

He  left  on 
November  12  to  see  another  con- 
gregation at  Nanota,  District 
Saharanpur,  which  is  in  the  ex- 
treme western  part  of  our  state  (it 
is  located  on  the  border  of  the 
State  of  Haryana  and  Punjab).  It 
is  about  500  miles  from  Bareilly. 


He  was  cheered  and  welcomed  by 
the  Free  Will  Baptists  who  had 
gathered  there  from  different 
places.  Mr.  Jones  spent  a  good 
time  with  them  and  drove  for 
another  700  kilometers  after  a  late 
lunch  at  Nanota  (en  route  to  Agra 
via  Delhi). 

Mr.  Jones  inspected  the  English 
Medium  Primary  School  at  Agra, 


Director  Jones  and  Dr.  Lall  preaching  . 
which  has  recently  been  orga- 
nized and  was  pleased  with  the 
way  the  church  in  India  is  trying 
to  be  self-dependent  in  the  future, 
so  as  to  give  an  avenue  to  start 
work  in  new  fields.  He  visited  the 
minister  at  Agra,  whose  wife  was 
ailing.  On  his  return  back  to 
Bareilly,  he  made  a  visit  to  the 
country  of  Nepal  on  November  16, 
1991.  He  was  happy  to  note  that 
the  church  in  India  was  able  to 
start  the  mission  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  in  Nepal,  where  our  bap- 
tized people  number  over  92.  They 
need  one  English  Medium  School, 
bicycle  conveyance  and  a  perma- 
nent headquarters  office.  Our 
congregations  in  Indian  have 
been  supplying  tracts,  New 
Testaments  and  Bibles  in  the 
Nepali  language  to  our  church 
congregation  at  Dhangarhi, 
Nepal. 

After  Mr.  Jones  left  us  on 
November  18,  he  continued  to  be 
missed  for  days.  Our  people  kept 
on  inquiring  about  his  safe  return 
home.  Our  people  love  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Jones  very  much.  We 
unitedly  commend  him  for  travel- 
ling several  thousand  miles  in  the 
wake  of  dreaded  terrorist  ac- 
tivities which  are  threatening 
peace  and  security.  Mr.  Jones 
drove  in  terrorist-effected  regions 
for  many  hundred  miles  but  we 
took  a  precaution  to  complete  our 
journey  in  daylight.  There  were 
occasions  that  he  had  to  travel  till 
late  night  and  faced  multiple 
checking  by  the  police  at  the 
checkposts. 

Having  believed  that  our  Lord  is 
always  with  us,  we  undertook  our 
schedule  of  visits  and  did  not  con- 
front any  problem  anywhere.  We 
praise  Him  and  thank  our 
director-treasurer,  the  Rev. 
Harold  Jones.

We  are  living  in  a  time  of 
dramatic  change  around  the 
world.  We  have  seen  the  collapse 
of  communism  in  the  Soviet  Union 
and  its  satellite  states.  With  this 
collapse  has  come  unprecedented 
opportunities  for  the  church  to 
proclaim  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ.  Doors  are  open  that  were 
closed  just  two  years  ago.  I  am  ex- 
cited because  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  through  the 
direction  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  was 
led  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
a  new  field  as  these  events  were 
unfolding.  This  preparation  posi- 
tioned the  Board  to  enter  Eastern 
Europe  as  the  doors  were  opened. 

The  Lord  gave  us  two  special 
families  to  open  the  field.  Willem 
and  Lydia  van  der  Plas,  who  are 
citizens  of  the  Netherlands  and 
have  served  several  years  in  the 
Philippines,  were  asked  by  the 
Board  to  pray  about  opening  this 
new  field.  After  much  prayer, 
they  knew  this  was  the  Lord's 
direction  for  their  future 
ministry.  In  November  of  1991, 
they  moved  to  Bulchik,  Bulgaria, 
to  open  the  new  work.  I  had  the 
joy  of  visiting  with  them  for  one 


week  in  November.  I  believe  they 
will  have  a  very  fruitful  ministry 
there.    They   had   made  many 


special  contacts  and  are  laying  a 
good  foundation  for  future 
growth.  Willem  and  Lydia  were 
the  first  western  missionaries  to 
apply  for  a  resident  visa  after  the 
collapse  of  communism.  They 
received  excellent  help  from  Dr. 
Detchko  Svilenov,  a  research 
scientist  and  an  outstanding 
church  leader  in  Bulgaria.  I  had 
the  opportunity  to  visit  in  his 
home  while  I  was  in  Bulgaria  and 
was  greatly  impressed  by  the 
deep  Christian  commitment  of 
this  man  and  his  family  to  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  Grubbs  Family  will  join 
Willem  and  Lydia  on  May  5,  1992. 
Their  commitment  to  this  new 
field  has  certainly  remained 
strong  even  though  there  was  a 
delay  in  their  departure.  They  are 
looking  forward  to  this  new  ven- 
ture for  the  Lord. 

This  is  a  time  for  us  to  rejoice, 
for  the  Lord  has  given  us  such 
great  opportunities  to  serve  Him 
in  Eastern  Europe.  Please  pray 
for  both  of  these  families  as  they

reach  out  to  the  people  of  Bulgaria 
with  the  gospel  of  love. 

Another  exciting  development 
was  the  opening  of  Nepal,  a  small 
country  located  on  the  northern 
border  of  India.  This  country  was 
one  of  the  most  difficult  places  in 
the  world  to  proclaim  the  gospel. 
It  was  a  Hindu  state.  The  prop- 
agation of  the  gospel  was  strictly 
prohibited.  The  people  demanded 
democratic  reform  and  the 
freedom  of  religion,  and  they 
were  granted.  These  dramatic 
events  did  not  make  the  news,  but 
it  was  no  less  significant  for  the 
church.  The  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  in  India  was  sensitive  to 
the  change  and  was  ready  to  move 
when  the  door  opened.  Because  of 
their  foresight  and  effort,  there  is 
a  growing  work  by  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists in  Nepal  at  this  time.  I  visited 
the  work  and  preached  in  Nepal 
on  November  16,  1991.  This  was  a 
thrill,  for  I  knew  that  just  two 
years  before  I  would  have  been 
arrested  for  doing  the  same  thing. 

Friends,  God  is  opening  the 
doors.  We  must  take  full  advan- 
tage of  every  opportunity.  He  is 
gathering  His  church.  These  are 
truly  exciting  days  to  be  a  Chris- 
tian and  know  that  God  is  actively 
at  work  in  the  world.  Please  pray 


for  the  progress  of  our  work 
around  the  world.

The  Vivian  B.  Harrison  Lecture  was  established  by  the  Reverend  Frank  R.  Harrison  in  memory  of  his  wife  who  died  in  1987.

Purpose  of  Mount  Olive  College : 

To  establish,  maintain,  and  operate  a  four-year  college  for  the 
Christian  education  of  men  and  women,  to  maintain  an  em- 
phasis upon  scholarship  and  Christian  living  in  an  academic 
community  made  up  of  persons  dedicated  to  the  practice  and 
advancement  of  Christian  ideals  in  all  areas  of  life  (Charter). 

In  his  address  to  the  College  family  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  spring  1992  semester,  Dr.  W.  Burkette 
Raper,  president  of  Mount  Olive  College,  stated: 
"There  is  pressure  for  us  to  allow  the  market  or  even 
our  student  body  to  determine  what  kind  of  College 
we  will  be.  This  must  not  be!  Mount  Olive  College 
must  be  a  mission  driven  college,  not  a  market 
driven  college." 

It  is  this  philosophy  that  Christian  education  is 
our  ministry  that  has  made  the  difference 
throughout  the  forty-year  history  of  Mount  Olive. 
There  are  other  schools  that  have  a  longer  history , 
other  schools  that  have  more  facilities  or  offer  more 
majors.  It  is,  however,  our  commitment  to  the 
education  of  the  whole  person— intellectually, 
physically,  and  spiritually— and  our  commitment  to 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  that  has  made  Mount 
Olive  the  distinctive  institution  that  it  is  today. 

Our  ministry  of  Christian  higher  education  ex- 
tends far  beyond  the  boundaries  of  our  campus.  We 
are  one  of  the  service  arms  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.  In  fact,  if  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
could  achieve  its  mission  in  our  world  more  effec- 
tively without  Mount  Olive  College,  we  lose  our 
primary  focus.  In  fulfilling  this  purpose,  we  offer: 


1.  Programs  of  study  for  those  preparing  to  answer  the  call 
to  the  Christian  ministry; 

2.  Continuing  education  programs  through  the  School  of 
Christian  Studies; 

3.  A  wholesome  educational  environment  and  religious  life 
program  for  Free  Will  Baptist  young  people;  and 

4.  An  expanding  academic  program  which  is  placing  in- 
creased emphasis  on  preparing  students  for  life  and  work. 

While  we  are  pleased  that  these  advances  are 
taking  place,  our  sight  is  on  tomorrow.  Here  are  ex- 
amples of  new  areas  of  Christian  service  being 
planned: 

1.  Expanding  our  ministerial  scholarship  program.  As  the 

cost  of  a  quality  college  education  increases,  we  must  in- 
sure that  adequate  assistance  is  made  available  for  those 
who  have  made  a  commitment  to  preparing  for  the 
ministry. 

2.  Providing  internship  opportunities  for  ministerial 
students.  Churches  are  looking  for  pastors  with  experi- 
ence. A  quality  educational  program  will  offer  students 
meaningful  ministry  opportunities  to  gain  this  needed 
experience. 

3.  Developing  a  mentor  program  for  ministerial  students. 

Freshman  and  sophomore  students  may  not  be  ready  for 
an  internship.  These  students  may,  however,  benefit 
greatly  from  developing  a  relationship  with  an  experienced 
pastor. 

Christian  education— a  broad  concept!  It  relates 
not  only  to  preparation  for  ministry.  It  primarily 
refers  to  an  educational  philosophy  which  has  Christ 
as  its  center.  It  is  education  with  a  difference.  It  is 
the  distinct  mission  of  Mount  Olive  College. 
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MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
ADVANCES  IN  1991 

Mount  Olive  College  made 
significant  advancement  during 
1991.  On  this  year's  progress, 
President  W.  Burkette  Raper 
said,  "It  was  one  of  our  most  dif- 
ficult but  also  one  of  our  most 
significant  years  in  terms  of 
progress  and  preparation  for  the 
future." 

Fall  semester 

A  major  highlight  in  1991  came 
in  November  when  the  College 
marked  the  40th  anniversary  of  its 
founding.  Over  400  people  at- 
tended the  program  and  luncheon 
in  College  Hall.  This  special  day 
included  thanksgiving  for  the  past 
and  charting  of  the  future. 

Groundbreaking  for  a  new  din- 
ing hall/ student  center  took  place 
in  September  during  the  annual 
Convention  of  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists,  Mount  Olive  College's 
sponsoring  church,  when  some  600 
visitors  were  on  campus.  Con- 
struction of  the  facility  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  early  in  1992.  In  its 
fall  meeting,  the  board  of  trustees 
approved  plans  to  bring  all  the 
College  services  to  the  main  cam- 
pus with  the  completion  of  the  din- 
ing hall. 

The  Mount  Olive  College  Press, 
launched  in  1990,  introduced  four 
new  publications  during  the 
year— a  15-month  calendar  with 
photographs  and  poetry  by  Karen 
Baggott  of  Morehead  City;  and 
three  books,  Light  for  Living: 
Personal  Insights  for  Daily  Devo- 
tions by  Ray  K.  Hodge  of 
Smithfield,  Church  Growth  and 
Evangelism  by  Dr.  K.  David 
Hines  of  Mount  Olive,  and  Stand 
Up  and  Be  a  Voice  by  Dr.  Pepper 
Worthington  of  Kinston.  The 
Press  is  currently  preparing 
several  publications  for  1992. 

In  August,  the  College's  ad- 
ministration services  moved  into 
a  new  administration  building,  a 
gift  of  the  W.  Roy  Poole  family  of 
Kinston.  Operations  of  the  presi- 
dent's office,  business  office,  ad- 
missions, financial  aid,  bookstore, 
development  and  gift  support, 


planning  and  support  services, 
public  information,  and  the  Mount 
Olive  College  Press  are  now  under 
one  roof. 

Additionally,  to  strengthen  the 
athletic  and  the  off-campus  pro- 
grams, George  F.  Whitfield  of 
Goldsboro  was  named  athletic 
director  and  Dr.  Opey  D.  Jeanes, 
the  College's  vice  president  for 
Special  Services,  was  appointed 
to  direct  the  Seymour  Johnson  Air 
Force  Base  program. 

Approximately  $260,000  in  gifts 
and  pledges  have  been  made 
through  the  "Alumni  500  Club," 
which  was  launched  in  June. 
Formed  as  a  challenge  to  a 
$500,000  lead  gift  to  the  $2  million 
dining  hall  campaign,  the  Club  is 
a  plan  by  which  500  alumni  pledge 
$1,000  or  more  over  a  five-year 
period. 

The  College  granted  144  degrees 
in  May  during  graduation  exer- 
cises. During  the  1990-91 
academic  year,  Mount  Olive 
served  students  from  45  North 
Carolina  counties,  38  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  14 
foreign  countries. 

Spring  semester 

A  committee  from  the  Commis- 
sion on  Colleges  of  the  Southern 
Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  visited  the  campus  in 
April.  The  result  of  the  visit  was 
reaffirmation  of  accreditation 
which  was  announced  in 
December  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  SACS  in  New  Orleans. 

A  landscape  firm  was  retained 
to  assist  with  the  continued 
development  of  a  comprehensive 
campus  master  plan  for  the  future 
growth  of  MOC.  Since  the  original 
plan  was  developed  in  the  1960s, 
Mount  Olive  College  has  con- 
structed 10  buildings  and  ex- 
panded its  academic  and  student 
life  programs. 

During  the  year,  the  College  en- 
dowment fund  reached  over  $5.7 
million,  with  over  $572,000  being 
added  in  1991. 

The  first  Vivian  B.  Harrison 
Memorial  Lecture  was  held  in 
February.  The  establishment  of 


the  lecture  provides  a  medium  for 
the  continuing  education  for 
ministers  in  North  Carolina. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  the  five- 
year  "Road  to  Excellence"  cam- 
paign had  exceeded  $7.5  million  in 
gifts  and  pledges  toward  a  goal  of 
$10  million  by  1994.  Over  $2.6 
million  had  been  added  during 
1991.  Funds  from  the  campaign 
are  earmarked  to  provide  $4 
million  for  capital  developments 
(the  new  dining  hall/student 
center  is  included  in  this  amount) 
and  $6  million  for  educational  ser- 
vices. 

Chartered  as  a  two-year  institu- 
tion in  1951,  the  College  began  at 
Cragmont  as  an  institute  with  an 
enrollment  of  six  students.  In 
1953,  the  College  moved  to  the 
town  of  Mount  Olive  and  began  its 
collegiate  program,  opening  in 
1954  with  22  students. 

Today,  Mount  Olive  is  an  ac- 
credited four-year  liberal  arts  col- 
lege with  an  enrollment  in  excess 
of  800  on  the  main  campus  and  at 
Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base. 
During  its  history,  the  College  has 
served  some  20,000  students.

Dr.  Engel's  presentation,  which 
is  the  College's  annual  Pierson 
Lecture,  will  be  held  at  7:30  p.m. 
Engel  examines  the  popularity, 
from  its  publication  in  1936 
through  today,  of  Margaret 
Mitchell's  Gone  With  the  Wind.  He 
uncovers  the  intriguing 
background  of  both  author  and 
book,  proving  that  this  work 
should  be  considered  one  of  our 
great  American  novels. 

"The  overall  goal  of  Project

As  of  early  January,  gifts  and 
pledges  for  the  $2  million  dining 
hall/student  center  project  for 
Mount  Olive  College  approached 
$1.7  million.

Earning  a  college  degree  is  one 
thing— getting  a  job  is  another. 
With  the  assistance  of  interested 
employers,  Mount  Olive  College 
helps  its  students  achieve  both. 

Through  the  College's 
Cooperative  Education  program, 
business,  psychology,  religion, 
and  recreation  majors  test  their 
college  education  in  real  employ- 
ment situations.  It  is  possible  that 
these  students  will  select  a  life- 
time career  during  their  college 
years  through  the  co-op  program. 

During  the  fall  semester, 
business  students  received  train- 
ing in  bookkeeping,  sales,  com- 
puter programming  and  related 
services,  customer  relations,  con- 
tinuing education,  electrical  sales 
and  management  training,  among 
others.  Their  employment  oppor- 
tunities ranged  from  Goldsboro 
and  Mount  Olive  to  Rose  Hill, 
Kinston,  and  Rockingham. 

Psychology  students  learned 
about  respite  care  and  working 
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with  mentally  and  physically  han- 
dicapped students.  Their  ex- 
perience was  gained  through 
agencies  in  Wayne  County. 

Religion  students  worked  as 
youth  ministers  and  prepared  a 
manual  on  computer  use  for 
churches. 

Recreation  majors  served  in 
cooperative  internships  as  part  of 
their  degree  program.  Currently, 
one  is  a  planner  for  a  game 
preserve  and  another  served  as  a 
director  of  the  recreation  pro- 
gram at  a  city  park. 

When  these  students  leave 
Mount  Olive  College,  they  know 
what  they  want  to  do  and  in  some 
cases  what  they  do  not  want  to  do. 
The  program  gives  them  a 
definite  head  start  on  the  "real" 
world  of  work. 

Cooperative  Education  at 
Mount  Olive  is  an  optional  pro- 
gram that  integrates  classroom 
study  with  work  experience. 
Students  receive  college  credit  for 
their  work  when  combined  with 
supervised  study  in  a  related 
academic  area. 

Students  in  the  program  must 
perform  in  supervisory  capacities 
at  the  place  of  employment  or 
have  responsibilities  appropriate 
for  aspiring  professionals.  The 


employers  give  valuable  time  and 
attention,  and  the  students 
become  more  productive  workers 
and  citizens  when  they  leave  col- 
lege. 

Those  enrolled  at  MOC  during 
the  spring  semester  have  new  op- 
portunities as  participants  in  a 
gateway  to  life-long  employment.

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FROM  THE  PEE  DEE 
TO  THE  PIEDMONT 

On  Friday,  January  3,  1992, 
Brothers  David  C.  Hansley,  Harry 
Jones  and  I  traveled  to  Whiteville 
for  the  meeting  of  the  Second 
Union  of  the  Pee  Dee  Association. 
The  meeting  was  held  at 
Whiteville  Church,  which  is  under 
the  sponsorship  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Evangelism. 
The  moderator  is  the  Rev.  James 
Hardee,  pastor  of  Oak  Grove 
Church.  We  enjoyed  the 
fellowship  with  the  fine  people. 
About  eighty  were  in  attendance. 

After  the  meeting,  we  traveled 
on  to  Bladenboro  where  we  spent 
the  night,  leaving  on  Saturday 
morning  for  the  Piedmont  Union, 
which  was  meeting  at  East  Rock- 
ingham Church.  The  moderator  of 
this  Union  is  the  Rev.  Roger 
Motsinger.  Again  we  were  blessed 
in  the  fellowship  of  God's  people. 
Perhaps  we  many  as  sixty  were  in 
attendance. 

As  a  preacher  myself,  I  love  to 
hear  preaching.  I  have  always 
believed  that  each  preacher  who 
stands  before  me  has  something 
to  say  to  me,  as  well  as  others  who 
wait  before  the  preacher.

Second  Chronicles  7:14 
gives  us  the  prescription  for  a 
revival. 


THE  ANTI-GAMBLING  RESOLUTION 

In  the  last  session  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  a 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  which  opposes  legalized  gambling 
in  North  Carolina.  The  resolution,  as  adopted,  is  as  follows: 


RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS,  Powerful  forces  within  our  state  government  are  in- 
tent upon  introducing  legislation  that  could  result  in 
legalized  gambling  being  established  in  North  Carolina ; 

WHEREAS,  We,  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists, 
believe  and  teach  that  clear  scriptural  principles  lie  behind 
the  Christian's  opposition  to  gambling; 

WHEREAS,  Our  life  is  to  be  lived  in  faith,  realizing  first  and 
foremost  that  life  is  not  a  gamble,  blind  luck,  or  chance; 
rather,  life  is  controlled  by  a  loving,  Heavenly  Father; 

WHEREAS,  Gambling  always  violates  God's  basic  laws,  in  that  we 
are  to  love  our  neighbor  as  ourselves,  which  means  we  should 
not  want  to  win  at  another's  expense; 

WHEREAS,  God's  Word  condemns  a  self-centered  attachment  to 
money  and  also  condemns  covetousness  and  greed; 

WHEREAS,  The  Christian  ideal  is  not  taking  from  others,  but 
giving;  for  Jesus  said,  "It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive"  (Acts  20:35); 

WHEREAS,  Every  Christian  should  speak  out  against  gambling 
(because  of  the  many  sociological,  psychological,  economic, 
and  political  factors  involved,  no  true  child  of  God  can  afford  to 
sit  by  idly  and  allow  this  travesty  upon  our  public ) ; 

WHEREAS,  Our  voice  must  be  heard  loudly  and  clearly,  that 
whatever  the  short-term  benefit  of  legalized  gambling  may  be; 
it  can  never  be  the  best  long-range  interest  of  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  or  our  people ; 

BE  IT  THEREFORE  RESOLVED  THAT  THE  CONVENTION  OF 
ORIGINAL  FREE  WILL  BAPTISTS  meeting  on  Thursday, 
September  12,  1991,  does  hereby  request  that  the  General 
Assembly  of  North  Carolina  oppose  any  legislation  that  would 
result  in  legalized  gambling  being  established  in  North 
Carolina. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  this  resolution,  the  Executive  Committee  was 
asked  to  send  copies  of  it  to  the  North  Carolina  General  Assembly,  to  the 
Governor  and  the  Lieutenant  Governor.  On  January  8,  1992,  a  letter  and 
copy  of  the  resolution  were  sent  to  the  state  legislators,  the  Governor 
and  Lieutenant  Governor.  (The  State  Senate  has  already  taken  action  on 
the  matter  of  the  lottery. )  In  addition,  our  Convention's  Executive  Com- 
mittee thought  it  would  be  beneficial  to  put  this  information  in  the  hands 
of  our  ministers.

It  is  the  hope  that  each  minister  will  follow  up  with  an  anti- 
lottery  petition  to  send  to  the  various  representatives. 
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GALLUP  DESCRIBES  GAP  BETWEEN 
AMERICANS'  FAITH  AND  PRACTICE 

"Every  pastor  needs  to  know  at  least 
seven  things  about  the  average 
American,"  Gallup  says.

Although  Americans  appear  to 
be  religious,  there  is  a  gap  be- 
tween what  they  say  they  believe 
and  what  they  practice,  George 
Gallup  Jr.  said. 

To  illustrate,  he  reported  eight 
in  10  Americans  say  they're  Chris- 
tians, but  only  four  in  10  know  who 
delivered  the  Sermon  on  the 
Mount. 

Gallup  is  co-chairman  of  the 
board  of  the  Gallup  Organization, 
which  is  best  known  for  its  Gallup 
Poll.  He  is  also  an  active 
Episcopal  layman. 

Gallup  was  a  keynote  speaker 
during  an  urban  ministries  con- 
ference sponsored  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Board. 

"The  religious  condition  of 
Americans  today  can  perhaps 
best  be  described  in  terms  of 
gaps,"  he  said. 

On  the  surface,  the  levels  of 
religious  belief  and  practice  of 
Americans  are  impressive, 
especially  compared  to  other 
regions  of  the  world,  he  said.  "But 
when  you  start  to  probe  a  little 
bit  deeper,  you  become  less  im- 
pressed." 

In  America,  religion  "does  not 
change  people's  lives  to  the 
degree  one  would  expect,"  he  add- 
ed. 

Gallup  described  this  gap  in 
three  categories:  knowledge, 
ethics  and  belonging. 

"There  is  a  tendency  to  assume 
we  know  much  more  about  the  Bi- 
ble than  we  do,  to  believe  that  we 
pray  in  a  powerful,  meaningful 
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and  effective  way,  to  believe  that 
we  are  capable  of  sharing  our 
faith,"  he  said. 

"I  doubt  if  more  than  5  to  10  per- 
cent of  Christians  are  prepared  to 
defend  their  faith.  Many  don't 
know  what  it  means  to  be  a  Chris- 
tian. 

"The  Sunday  School  and 
religious  education  system  in  this 
country  is  not  working,"  he  said. 
"There  are  wonderful  exceptions, 
but  by  and  large,  while  we  worry 
about  secular  education  we  really 
ought  to  worry  about  religious 
education,  which  is  more  impor- 
tant. 

"The  lack  of  biblical  knowledge 
in  this  country  is  tragic.  We  say 
we  believe  the  Ten  Command- 
ments are  valid  rules  for  living, 
but  we  can't  name  them.  We 
revere  the  Bible,  but  we  don't 
read  it.  Many  people  don't  know 
the  significance  of  Easter. 

"It's  really  a  very  frightening 
situation  because  not  being 
grounded  in  one's  faith,  we're 
open  for  anything  that  comes 
along,"  Gallup  said.  "That's  why 
the  New  Age  movement  has 
tremendous  power  to  grab  people. 

"Many  people  who  say  they  are 
Christians  subscribe  to  New  Age 
beliefs.  In  fact,  New  Age  is  just  as 
strong  among  traditionally 
religious  people  as  among  those 
who  are  not  traditionally 
religious." 

Gallup  questioned  one  aspect  of 
a  widely  published  study  on 
religion  recently  completed  by  the 
Graduate    School   of   the  City 


University  of  New  York.  That 
study  showed  only  about  20,000 
people  nationwide  adhering  to 
New  Age  teachings. 

"That  is  a  little  misleading,"  he 
explained.  "People  are  not  going 
to  label  themselves  as  New  Agers, 
yet  they  may  be  very  caught  up  in 
New  Age  beliefs  and  still  be 
Episcopalian  or  Presbyterian  or 
so  forth." 

Second,  Gallup  described  a  gap 
related  to  ethics. 

"We  want  the  fruits  of  faith  but 
not  the  obligations,"  he  said. 
"Religion  is  important  to 
Americans  but  it  doesn't  have 
primacy." 

In  a  survey  of  19  social  values, 
following  God's  will  ranked  "far 
down  the  list  among  the  public's 
choices,  behind  happiness  and 
satisfaction,"  Gallup  reported.  In 
another  survey  of  eight  important 
traits,  teenagers  rated  religious 
faith  as  least  important,  behind 
attributes  such  as  patience  and 
hard  work. 

Further,  church  involvement 
"does  not  seem  to  make  a  great 
deal  of  difference  in  the  way  we 
live  our  lives,"  Gallup  said. 
Although  church  members  are 
more  likely  to  give  to  charitable 
organizations,  the  churched  "are 
just  as  likely  as  the  unchurched  to 
engage  in  unethical  behavior." 

A  significant  difference  is  found 
only  at  the  level  of  deep  commit- 
ment, he  added.  Gallup  said 
Americans  believe  in  God,  "but 
this  God  is  often  only  an  affirming 
one,  not  a  demanding  one.  He  does 
not  command  our  total  allegiance. 
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"We  pray,  but  often  .  .  .  with  the 
emphasis  on  asking  (for 
ourselves),  not  on  thanksgiving, 
petition  or  intercession  for 
others." 

Further,  Gallup  said  the  rich 
and  the  poor  rarely  interact  with 
each  other  in  a  meaningful  way. 
"We  give  to  charities,  but  do  we 
give  of  ourselves? 

"The  record  of  volunteerism  is 
spectacular,  but  how  many 
Americans  have  had  a  personal 
relationship  with  somebody  who 
is  impoverished?  I  believe 
nothing  less  than  a  face-to-face, 
personal  relationship  between  the 
haves  and  have  nots  will  redeem 
society." 

Third,  Gallup  described  a  gap 
between  believers  and  belongers. 
Americans  increasingly  view 
their  faith  as  a  matter  between 
them  and  God,  he  said.  A  rising 
number  of  Christians  and  Jews 
believe  they  can  sustain  faith 
without  attending  church  or 
synagogue. 

This  trend  is  also  evidenced  in 
decreasing  loyalty  to  the  church 
and  to  denominations,  he  said.

Every  pastor  needs  to  know  at 
least  seven  things  about  the 
average  American,  the  nation's 
best-known  pollster  said  recently 
at  an  urban  ministries  con- 
ference. 

Drawing  upon  data  gathered 
from  various  national  polls, 
Gallup  listed  seven  needs  the 
church  should  strive  to  meet  for 
Americans. 

1.  The  need  for  shelter  and 
food.  Gallup  said  this  is  the  most 
basic  need  of  all  people  and 
therefore  must  rise  to  the  top  of 
the  list. 

2.  The  need  to  believe  life  is 
meaningful  and  has  a  purpose. 

Gallup  said  70  percent  of 
Americans  believe  it  is  important 
that  life  is  meaningful  and  has 
purpose,  yet  as  many  as  two- 
thirds  of  the  people  interviewed 
believe  most  churches  and 
synagogues  do  not  meet  this  need. 

3.  The  need  for  a  sense  of  com- 
munity and  deeper  relationships. 
Gallup  said  "radical  in- 
dividualism" is  taking  hold  on 
Americans,  causing  them  to  be 
among  the  loneliest  people  in  the 


world.  Three  of  every  10 
Americans  say  they  have  been 
lonely  for  a  long  period  of  time. 

4.  The  need  to  be  appreciated 
and  respected.  "As  many  as  one- 
third  of  American  people  have  a 
low  sense  of  self-worth  or  self- 
esteem,"  Gallup  recorded. 

"Significantly,  we  discovered 
the  closer  people  feel  to  God,  the 
better  they  feel  about  themselves. 
They're  more  satisfied  with  their 
lives  than  others,  they're  more  op- 
timistic and  lead  healthier  lives." 

5.  The  need  to  be  listened  to  and 
be  heard. 

In  one  survey  the  unchurched 
were  asked  what  would  be  most 
likely  to  draw  them  back.  The 
answer,  Gallup  reported:  "If  I 
could  find  a  pastor,  priest  or  rabbi 
with  whom  I  could  share  my 
religious  needs  and  doubts." 

Additionally,  Gallup  said,  laity 
desire  more  significant  leader- 
ship roles  in  the  church. 

"Religion  of  the  future  is  more 
likely  to  be  shaped  from  the  bot- 
tom up  than  from  the  top  down," 
he  declared.  "Americans  over- 
whelmingly think  the  future  of  the 
church  will  be  shaped  by  the  laity 
more  than  by  the  clergy.  Not  only 
do  they  believe  it  will  happen, 
they  believe  it  should  happen." 

6.  The  need  to  feel  one  is  grow- 
ing in  faith. 

"People  do  not  like  to  suffer 
periods  of  spiritual  stagnation," 
he  explained.  "Seven  out  of  10 
Americans  say  they  have  ex- 
perienced a  change  in  faith  during 
their  lifetimes.  Churches  need  to 
pay  close  attention  to  the 
passages  people  experience  in 
their  faith  lives." 

7.  The  need  for  practical  help  in 
developing  a  mature  faith. 

"The  clergy  often  make 
assumptions  about  the  depth  of 
religious  commitment  of 
members  of  their  churches," 
Gallup  said. 

"Clergy  therefore  often  are  try- 
ing to  win  support  for  programs 
and  causes  from  a  laity  that  is 
spiritually  listless  and  unin- 
formed." 


PREVIOUS  STUDY  RESULTS— 

•  An  on-going  one-third  of  American  people  say  they  have  had  a 
religious  experience. 

•  Virtually  all  Americans  say  they  believe  in  God  or  a  universal 
spirit.  Most  believe  in  a  personal  God  who  watches  over  and  judges  peo- 
ple. Many  say  they  have  felt  the  presence  of  God  at  various  times  in  their 
lives. 

•  A  substantial  majority  believe  they  will  be  called  before  God  at 
judgment  day  to  answer  for  their  sins. 

•  Half  of  Americans  believe  in  a  personal  devil. 

•  The  majority  of  Americans  believe  the  Bible  is  either  the  literal  or 
inspired  Word  of  God. 

•  One-third  of  Americans  say  they  have  had  a  profound  religious  ex- 
perience, either  sudden  or  gradual. 

•  Four  in  10  say  they  attend  church  or  synagogue  each  week.  Seven 
in  10  say  they  are  church  members. 

•  One-third  of  Americans  watch  some  religious  television  program- 
ming each  week. 

•  Fewer  than  one  person  in  10  indicate  no  religious  preference.  On- 
ly four  out  of  every  100  Americans  say  they  are  completely  non-religious. 
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Teens  see  not  only  international  dilemmas  beg- 
ging solutions,  but  also  problems  closer  to  home: 
unemployment,  family  breakdown,  their  parent's 
mid-life  crises,  and  corruption  in  government  and 
business.  They  see  people  hurting  deeply  because  of 
divorce,  abuse,  poverty,  and  economic  dislocation. 
They  fear  that  today's  auto  worker  being  replaced 
by  a  robot  could  be  one  of  them  in  the  future  being 
knocked  out  of  a  job  by  the  next  generation  of  scien- 
tific discoveries. 

Youth  are  convinced  that  they  will  have  to  make 
lots  of  money.  Polls  of  entering-college  freshmen 
show,  year  after  year,  that  success  in  their  careers 
and  financial  security  rank  at  the  top  of  their  list  of 
goals. 

EDUCATION  AND  A  CAREER 

Life's  big  decisions  are  being  forced  on  youth  at 
a  time  when  they  feel  it's  unfair  for  them  to  choose. 
But  once  they  enter  the  fast  lane  in  high  school,  they 
must  choose  courses  and  majors  that  will  set  the 
direction  of  their  future  education  and  careers.  Even 
with  the  help  of  computers  to  sort  out  options, 
students  are  baffled  simply  because  the  world  offers 
them  a  bewildering  array  of  choices. 

After  high  school  comes  even  more  frightening 
questions.  If  college,  which  one?  How  can  I  pay  for 
it?  If  my  parents  can't  afford  to  help,  how  will  I  be 
able  to  repay  the  loans?  If  not  college,  what  kind  of 
work?  What  about  the  military?  What  about  full- 
time  Christian  service?  Many  college-bound,  high 
school  seniors  are  torn  between  picking  a  Christian 
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Facing  Today's  Youth 
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college  or  a  state  university.  They  hear  conflicting 
advice  at  home  and  at  church.  Somehow,  the 
pastor's  sermons  on  guidance  and  finding  God's  will 
make  it  sound  much  simpler  than  it  really  is.  Well- 
meaning  adults  nudge  them  to  be  sure  they  know 
God's  will.  Meanwhile,  prevailing  culture  tells  them 
to  aim  for  the  most  prestigious  school  and  to  choose 
a  career  that  will  bring  the  highest  financial 
rewards  and  social  status. 

CHOOSING  A  LIFE  PARTNER 

Youth  surveys  tell  us  that  the  vast  majority  of 
teens  anticipate  marriage,  and  they  think  of  it  as  a 
lasting  commitment.  On  the  other  hand,  perhaps 
half  of  them  have  already  lived  through  their 
parents'  divorces.  I  overheard  two  girls  talking  in  a 
college  snack  shop.  One  was  admonishing  the  other 
to  be  sure  to  get  her  degree  and  good  job  experience 
before  getting  married,  because  divorce  was  sure  to 
follow  and  she  would  then  be  able  to  make  it  on  her 
own.  Statistically,  she  was  right. 

Although  teenagers  tell  poll-takers  that  they 
believe  marriage  should  last,  deep  down  they  are 
practical  enough  to  know  that  the  chances  for  that 
happening  are  slim.  They  know  there  is  an  escape 
hatch— divorce— which  carries  with  it  little,  if  any, 
social  disapproval. 

DAILY  MORAL  CHOICES 

All  teens  feel  tension  about  making  choices  that 
they  know  will  affect  their  futures.  They  also  worry 
about  choices  that  they  must  make  every  day. 
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1.  Sex.  The  choice  to  abstain  must  be  made 
against  a  tidal  wave  of  pressure  to  enjoy  sexual 
gratification  now,  rather  than  waiting  until  mar- 
riage. 

2.  Why  is  this  choice  so  hard?  For  one  thing, 
teens  see  the  phoniness  of  adults  who  pay  lip  service 
to  traditional  prohibitions  against  fornication  and 
adultery  but  fail  to  live  up  to  them. 

Another  reason  is  peer  pressure.  Loan  Lipsitz, 
director  of  the  Center  for  Early  Adolescence,  gives 
these  statistics  for  unmarried  teenagers :  12  percent 
of  13-year-old  males  and  2  percent  of  13-year-old 
females  are  sexually  active.  The  percentage  in- 
creases each  year  so  that  by  age  18,  70  percent  of  the 
males  and  52  percent  of  the  females  are  sexually  ac- 
tive (Common  Focus,  Vol.  6,  No.  1,  1985,  p.  2).  In 
many  cases,  a  young  person  who  does  not  have  sex 
feels  like  a  social  pariah. 

The  advertising  and  entertainment  worlds  also 
drive  home  powerful  sexual  messages.  This  con- 
stant stimulation  makes  it  more  difficult  for  young 
people  to  control  their  sexual  urges.  It  also  confuses 
their  sense  of  values  by  glorifying  promiscuity. 

Homosexual- rights  groups  make  strong  pitches 
to  teenagers.  They  advertise  hot  lines  that  tell  teens 
to  shop  around  and  experiment  with  a  number  of 
sexual  partners.  Many  teens  face  honest  doubts 
about  their  own  .sexuality,  and  the  drift  into 
homosexual  liasons  is  made  easier  by  society's  in- 
creasing acceptance  of  homosexuality  as  a  normal 
human  condition. 

2.  Drugs  and  Alcohol.  A  confusing  array  of 
choices  confronts  teenagers  with  regard  to  drugs 
and  alcohol.  Surveys  show  that  overall  use  of  mari- 
juana by  teenagers  has  declined  slightly,  but  their 
use  of  cocaine  has  increased  slightly. 

Teen  drinking,  because  of  its  link  with  traffic 
fatalities,  has  aroused  nationwide  concern.  To 
choose  not  to  drink  is  tough,  in  some  cases  because 
parents  approve  of  drinking  as  an  acceptable  alter- 
native to  drugs. 

3.  Entertainment.  Some  social  scientists  say 
that  the  strongest  influence  on  teen  choices  arrives 
out  of  the  entertainment  world:  Movies,  music, 
television,  and  magazines.  For  example,  pop  singer 
Michael  Jackson's  attire  was  seen  in  every  high 
school  in  America  at  the  height  of  his  popularity. 

Movie  producers  have  hit  the  jackpot  with  films 
pandering  to  the  lowest  side  of  life.  While  the 
public's  boundaries  of  decency  have  been  plundered 
by  the  entertainment  world,  the  churches  by  and 
large  have  remained  silent.  Teens  know  that  the 
rating  system  for  movies  is  rarely  enforced  at  the 
box  office. 

Teenagers  need  and  appreciate  guidance  about 
the  biblical  principles  and  values  that  underlie  wise 
entertainment  choices.  But  adding  to  the  complexity 
of  those  choices  is  the  fact  that  families  within  the 
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same  church  often  hold  different  standards  about 
what  is  acceptable  entertainment. 

THE  CHOICE  TO  LIVE  OR  DIE 

Inextricably  entwined  with  every  decision  teens 
have  to  make  is  the  choice  to  live  or  die. 

Brian  Hiemer  came  from  a  good,  rural  family. 
He  had  a  3.3  grade  point  average.  He  was  a  starter 
for  the  University  of  Nebraska  football  team.  The 
day  before  fall  practice  was  to  start,  he  shot  himself 
to  death  on  his  father's  farm. 

Every  year  about  5,000  teenagers  choose  to  die. 
That's  triple  the  suicide  rate  for  teens  30  years  ago. 
Why  this  rise?  The  possibility  of  a  nuclear  holocaust, 
terrorist  suicide  bombings,  mass  starvation— to  say 
nothing  of  television's  consistent  portrayal  of  people 
being  "blown  away"  — cause  today's  youth  to 
wonder  whether  or  not  the  world  is  a  fit  place  to 
grow  up.  The  aimlessness  and  sham  of  much  of  what 
the  world  counts  as  important  also  load  the  deck  in 
favor  of  suicide. 

In  addition,  the  complexity  of  the  choices  which 
high  school  students  face  adds  to  their  sense  of 
hopelessness  and  to  their  fear  of  being  unable  to 
cope  with  the  pressures  of  modern  life.  Often  a 
divorce  in  the  family,  the  death  of  a  friend  or  family 
member,  or  even  breaking  up  with  a  boyfriend  or 
girlfriend,  provides  the  spark  that  ignites  a  fatally 
wrong  choice. 

CHOICES  IN  CHRISTIAN  CONTEXT 

The  biggest  decisions  in  their  lives  lie  ahead  for 
today's  high  school  youth.  For  all  the  fun  they  seem 
to  be  having,  they  do  worry  about  those  choices. 
Their  fears  are  compounded  by  the  complexity  of 
choices  and  by  the  lack  of  clearly  established  moral 
boundaries  in  the  adult  world.  The  Bible's  intoned, 
"This  is  the  way,  walk  in  it,"  is  but  a  dim  vision  from 
some  distant  planet  light-years  in  the  past. 

Teens  have  many  fears  about  growing  up  in  the 
topsy-turvy  world  they  see  all  around  them.  Add  to 
that  their  everyday  worries  about  what  to  wear,  how 
to  get  enough  money  for  clothes,  dates,  and  cars, 
and  what  to  do  for  excitement,  and  you  can  under- 
stand why  they  need  ample  opportunities  for  friend- 
ly Christian  counsel  and  brainstorming  in  the  con- 
text of  the  church. 

Even  when  they  are  under  intense  pain  and  con- 
flict, they  must  see  that  life  is  indeed  worth  liv- 
ing—not for  themselves  alone— but  for  others  who 
love  them,  for  those  in  the  world  who  need  them,  for 
God  who  created  them,  and  for  Jesus  Christ  who 
redeemed  them.

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DIVINE  DIVERSITY 

Fewer  than  11  percent  of  Baptists, 
Pentecostals,  and  Jehovah's 
Witnesses  have  graduated  from 
college,  compared  with  almost 
half  of  Hindus,  Unitarians,  and 
Jews. 

Most  Americans,  87  percent, 
identify  with  one  of  the  Christian 
"faiths."  The  largest  single  af- 
filiation is  to  the  Roman  Catholic 
church,  claimed  by  26  percent  of 
Americans.  Second  place  goes  to 
Baptists  at  19  percent,  followed  by 
Methodists,  8  percent. 

Race  and  religion  are  closely 
linked.  Some  large  denominations 
are  more  than  90  percent  white, 
including  Lutheran,  Mormons, 
Jews,  and  Presbyterians.  In  con- 
trast, over  one-third  of  Baptists 
are  black,  and  half  of  all  black 
Americans  describe  themselves 
as  Baptists.  The  link  is  even 
stronger  among  Hispanics,  two- 
thirds  of  whom  say  they  are 
Roman  Catholic. 

Holy  matrimony  is  most  com- 
mon among  people  who  describe 
themselves  as  Mormons, 
Brethren,  Assembly  of  God,  and 
Church  of  Christ.  At  least  70  per- 
cent of  these  congregations  are 
married.  Buddhists,  Muslims, 
and  those  without  a  religion  af- 
filiation are  the  groups  most  like- 
ly to  be  single,  probably  because 
they  tend  to  be  younger  than  other 
denominations.  Unitarians  are 
the  group  most  likely  to  be  di- 
vorced, 18  percent  are;  while 
Greek  Orthodox  and  Hindu 
believers  are  least  likely  to  be 
divorced  (fewer  than  5  percent).

TALL  TALES 

A  recent  report  in  Biblical 
Archaelogy  Review,  stating 
geologists  had  discovered  Hell 
under  Siberia,  created  quite  a  stir 
among  its  readers.

LUKE  WETHERINGTON  JR.'S  MEMORIES  OF  HIS 


EARLY  LIFE  WITH  HIS  WIFE,  MABEL  AGNES  GUTHRIE

Luke  Wetherington  Jr.  has  special  memories  of 
his  wife,  Mabel  Agnes  Guthrie,  in  the  1930s.  His 
father,  the  late  Luke  Wetherington,  served  as  pastor 
of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  Morehead  City 
from  1934  to  1935.  Luke  Jr.  was  18  at  the  time. 

"Because  my  father  was  pastor  at  Morehead' s 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  the  1930s,  I  met  Mabel 
Agnes  Guthrie.  Mabel  was  visiting  her  sister  who 
lived  in  a  house  on  Ninth  Street.  When  I  saw  Mabel 
walk  into  the  room,  I  said  to  myself,  'She's  the  one,' 
The  minute  I  laid  eyes  on  her,  that  was  it!  Just  that 
quick."  He  snapped  his  fingers. 

"I  said  to  myself  that  I  was  going  to  take  that 
girl  to  church  that  night,"  he  explained  with  a  grin. 

"My  father  wanted  me  to  pick  up  an  elderly  cou- 
ple who  could  not  get  to  the  church.  I  drove  my 
father's  1932  Chevrolet  and  went  to  pick  up  the  elder- 
ly couple.  I  had  Mabel  with  me,  too.  I  thought  I'd  do 
something  different,  so  I  drove  the  '32  Chevrolet 
down  the  railroad  track,  and  the  old  car  rocked  as  it 
went  down  the  tracks.  By  the  time  I  got  us  all  to 
church,  it  was  late.  Mabel  and  I  had  to  go  all  the  way 
down  to  the  front  pew."  He  laughed. 

"When  I  saw  Mabel  walk  into  the  room,  I 
said  to  myself,  'She's  the  one.'  The  minute 
I  laid  eyes  on  her,  that  was  it!  Just  that 
quick."  He  snapped  his  fingers. 

"Mabel's  two  sisters,  Lillian  Guthrie  Swindell 
and  Doris  Guthrie,  both  of  Morehead,  know  me,"  he 
continued.  "They  know  Mabel  and  I  have  been  mar- 
ried for  56  years.  I'll  tell  you  now,  there  is  no  woman 
in  the  world  who  could  take  my  wife's  place,"  in- 
sisted Mr.  Wetherington. 

"See,"  he  explained,  "I  courted  Mabel  in  that 
1932  Chevrolet.  I  remember  her  parents,  John  and 
Lena  Guthrie.  Her  father  was  a  fisherman  by  trade, 
born  and  bred  on  Bogue  Sound.  Her  father  was  a 
Presbyterian.  He  could  sing  bass.  You  know,  back 
then  we  all  had  food,  a  place  to  sleep  and  parents 
who  loved  us.  We  didn't  know  we  were  poor,"  he  con- 
fessed. 

In  1934,  Luke  Wetherington  Jr.  persistently 
dated  Mabel  Agnes  Guthrie  in  his  father's  1932 
Chevrolet.  He  took  her  riding  down  railroad  tracks. 
He  walked  with  her  to  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church. 
He  played  the  saxophone  and  clarinet  to  her.  He  took 
her  to  Fort  Macon.  He  drove  her  down  the  ocean 
front.  Some  nights  he  got  Norman  Earl  Taylor's

father  to  take  them  moonlight  sailing.  They'd  look  at 
the  midnight  shimmering  on  the  water,  and  they'd 
talk. 

"They  know  Mabel  and  I  have  been  married 
for  56  years.  I'll  tell  you  now,  there  is  no 
woman  in  the  world  who  could  take  my 
wife's  place,"  insisted  Mr.  Wetherington. 

Three  times  he  took  Mabel  to  see  "Gone  With  the 
Wind."  On  November  29,  1935,  they  were  married. 

Mr.  Wetherington' s  memories  of  Morehead  City 
and  Mabel  in  the  '30s  reveal  the  importance  of  the 
fishing  industry.  As  a  young  man,  he  worked  for  Mr. 
Land  Wade  at  Wallace's  Fish  Factory.  "I  fired  the 
stoker  that  created  the  steam  to  cook  the  fish,"  he 
reported.  "Fish  oil  was  loaded  into  barrels  and 
shipped  out  on  trains.  We  made  fish  meal  and  sent 
the  oil  out.  Mr.  Wade  would  send  me  to  the  bank,  the 
post  office,  and  other  stores.  I  believe  there  were 
three  big  fish  factories  in  Morehead  then:  Wallace, 
Taylor,  Smith." 
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When  Mr.  Wetherington's  father  was  four 
months  behind  in  car  payments  on  the  1932 
Chevrolet,  the  need  for  money  became  evident.  Mr. 
Wetherington  said,  "My  father  only  made  $50  a 
month  as  a  pastor,  so  I  went  to  work  to  help  with  the 
car  payments.  I  loved  that  '32  Chevrolet." 


"Preparation  is  a  daily  thing.  You  cannot  be 
successful  without  the  Lord.  You  might 
make  some  money  or  acquire  property  and 
be  prosperous  for  a  season,  but  you  cannot 
be  successful  without  the  Lord  in  your 
life." 


Mr.  Wetherington's  work  varied  in  the  '30s.  Mr. 
Eddie  Copeland  hired  him  to  help  at  Copeland's 
Grist  Mill.  "He'd  buy  flour  by  the  carloads  and  then 
we'd  sell  it  to  stores.  There  were  not  that  many  cars 
in  the  '30s,  so  stores  were  everywhere.  People 
walked  daily  to  get  what  they  needed:  salt,  sugar, 
meat,  flour.  We  made  corn  meal  at  the  grist  mill, 
too,"  he  said. 

"I'd  pour  the  corn  into  a  hopper.  The  corn  would 
drop  into  thick  rocks.  We'd  grind  the  corn  so  it  would 
come  out  a  chute  and  empty  into  a  big  box.  We'd 
scoop  the  meal  into  a  bag  and  weigh  it." 

Mr.  Wetherington  is  a  firm  believer  in  the 
presence  of  the  Lord  in  his  life.  "I  could  talk  all  day 
about  the  Lord's  miracles  in  my  life,"  he  declared. 
"In  1934  I  fell  off  the  roof  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.  That  was  a  40-foot  fall  and  I  got  up  and 


walked  away.  That  I  did.  I  was  painting  the  wood 
shingles  on  the  roof.  Back  then  you  had  to  paint 
shingles  to  preserve  them.  The  Lord  had  something 
in  mind  for  me.  The  Lord  opens  doors  and  the  Lord 
closes  doors,"  he  insisted. 

"I  remember  in  the  '30s  when  my  father  gave 
me  a  lecture.  He  talked  I  don't  know  how  long,  but  it 
was  long  enough.  He  said  to  me,  'Son,  I  trust  you 
with  my  car.  I  trust  you  with  people.  I  trust  you  with 
everything  I've  got.  But  when  you  smoke  cigarettes, 
I  cannot  trust  you  anymore.'  I  have  never  forgotten 
that  statement." 

Mr.  Wetherington  paused,  his  eyes  reddened.  "I 
said,  'Daddy,  I'll  never  smoke  anymore.'  And  I 
haven't.  You  see,  that  statement  about  trust  has 
stayed  with  me  all  these  years.  The  things  we  say  to 
people  are  important." 

In  his  youth,  Mr.  Wetherington  hauled  tobacco, 
fed  hogs,  milked  a  cow,  walked  two  miles  to  catch  a 
school  bus  to  school.  In  Morehead  City  in  the  '30s,  he 
worked  hard  in  the  fishing  industry.  His  purchase 
and  reconstruction  of  a  prized  1932  Chevrolet 
reflect  his  fondness  for  the  years  of  work,  court- 
ship, and  marriage. 

He  concluded,  "I  learned  to  prepare  myself 
when  I  was  a  boy.  Preparation  is  a  daily  thing.  You 
cannot  be  successful  without  the  Lord.  You  might 
make  some  money  or  acquire  property  and  be  pros- 
perous for  a  season,  but  you  cannot  be  successful 
without  the  Lord  in  your  life."

It  would  be  nice  if  everybody  knew  Christ  as 
his  Saviour,  wouldn't  it? 
But  not  everybody  does,  do  they? 
And  that's  why  we  need  missionaries.  Many  peo- 
ple have  not  trusted  Christ  as  Saviour,  they  need  to 
do  so,  and  they  won't  do  it  unless  somebody  tells 
them  how  to  do  it.  It's  that  simple. 

You  might  be  satisfied  with  that  answer.  But 
maybe  you  have  other  questions  such  as:  Why 
doesn't  everybody  know  God?  What  happens  to  peo- 
ple who  don't  know  Him?  What  about  members  of 
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other  religions?  What  is  God  doing  about  getting 
more  people  to  know  Him?  If  so,  read  on. 

The  whole  predicament  the  human  race  finds 
itself  in  today  started  back  with  Adam  and  Eve,  of 
course.  If  you've  ever  read  Genesis  2  and  3,  you 
know  that  both  Adam  and  Eve  knew  God.  Never- 
theless, they  chose  not  to  obey  God.  They  passed  this 
sin  nature— a  tendency  to  do  the  opposite  of  what 
God  desires— on  to  their  children.  Mankind  has  been 
stuck  with  it  ever  since. 

God  hates  sin,  of  course.  When  people  rejected 
Him  and  sinned,  God's  justice  found  it  necessary  to 
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punish  them.  The  punishment  was  and  is  eternal  suf- 
fering. 

Jesus  Christ  came  to  earth  to  satisfy  the  re- 
quirements of  God's  justice.  Being  an  infinite 
(without  limitations),  eternal  and  perfect  Being,  on- 
ly He  could  take  the  penalty  for  the  sin  of  all 
mankind  upon  Himself. 

Jesus  Christ  paid  the  penalty  for  sin  in  the  place 
of  mankind  when  He  suffered  and  died  on  the  Cross. 
His  death,  however,  is  effective  only  for  the  sin  of 
people  who  trust  Him  as  their  Saviour.  When 
someone  refuses  to  admit  that  he's  been  wrong  and 
needs  a  Saviour,  he  must  still  pay  for  his  own  sin. 

Even  those  who  do  not  know  the  true  God  find  it 
impossible  to  live  up  to  the  standards  which  they  or 
their  false  gods  have  set  for  their  own  conduct. 
These,  too,  if  they  are  honest  with  themselves,  must 
admit  that  they  have  been  wrong  and  need  a  Saviour 
if  they  are  to  be  saved. 

It's  good  news  to  hear  that  God  has  reconciled  us 
to  Himself  through  the  death  of  His  Son,  isn't  it? 
That's  what  the  word  "gospel"  means— good  news. 
The  good  news  of  salvation,  the  message  all  men 
everywhere  need  to  hear,  is  that  "Christ  died  for  our 
sins  according  to  the  Scriptures,  and  that  He  was 
buried,  and  that  He  was  raised  on  the  third  day  ac- 
cording to  the  Scriptures,  and  that  He  appeared"  to 
many  witnesses  (1  Corinthians  15:3-5). 

The  Lord  Jesus  was  concerned  that  all  men 
everywhere  need  to  hear  this  message.  He  com- 
manded the  disciples,  "Go  therefore  and  make 
disciples  of  all  the  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father  and  the  Son  and  the  Holy  Spirit, 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  that  I  commanded  you ; 
and  lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even  to  the  end  of  the 
age"  (Matthew  28:19-20). 

The  importance  of  this  worldwide  effort  to 
spread  the  good  news  was  underscored  even  further 
by  the  fact  that  it  was  the  very  thing  the  resurrected 
Jesus  talked  about  before  He  ascended  to  Heaven. 
He  told  the  disciples,  "You  shall  receive  power  when 
the  Holy  Spirit  has  come  upon  you ;  and  you  shall  be 
My  witnesses  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea 
and  Samaria,  and  even  to  the  remotest  part  of  the 
earth"  (Acts  1:8). 

You  might  wonder  why  God  has  placed  on  men 
and  women  the  responsibility  of  spreading  the  good 
news  of  salvation.  Why  didn't  He  have  His  holy 
angels  call  out  the  message  from  Heaven?  Well,  cer- 
tainly, God  could  have,  and  the  Bible  doesn't  reveal 
why  God  has  chosen  us  for  this  job;  it  only  confirms 
that  we  are  His  chosen  method. 

For  instance,  the  Apostle  Paul  wrote  to 
believers  in  Corinth,  "God  .  .  .  reconciled  us  to 
Himself  through  Christ,  and  gave  us  the  ministry  of 
reconciliation,  namely  that  God  was  in  Christ  recon- 
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ciling  the  world  to  Himself,  not  counting  their 
trespasses  against  them,  and  He  has  committed  to 
us  the  word  of  reconciliation.  Therefore,  we  are  am- 
bassadors for  Christ,  as  though  God  were  entreating 
through  us,  we  beg  you  on  behalf  of  Christ,  be  recon- 
ciled to  God"  (2  Corinthians  5:18-20). 

To  Christians  in  Rome,  he  wrote,  "For  'whoever 
will  call  upon  the  name  of  the  Lord  will  be  saved.' 
How  then  shall  they  call  upon  Him  in  whom  they 
have  not  believed?  And  how  shall  they  believe  in 
Him  whom  they  have  not  heard?  And  how  shall  they 
hear  without  a  preacher?  And  how  shall  they  preach 
unless  they  are  sent?"  Just  as  it  is  written,  "How 
beautiful  are  the  feet  of  those  who  bring  glad  tidings 
[good  news]  of  good  things!"  (Romans  10:13-15). 

So,  it's  obvious  that  the  Bible  commits  the 
responsibility  for  spreading  the  good  news  to 
believers.  If  we  don't  do  the  job,  Romans  10  in- 
dicates it  won't  get  done. 

Nevertheless,  you  might  still  ask  why  it's 
necessary  to  spread  the  good  news  to  people  who 
already  have  their  own  religion.  Many  people  think 
that  the  various  religions  around  the  world  are  just 
different  ways  of  worshiping  the  same  God. 

The  Bible  indicates  that  this,  is  not  so.  First  of 
all,  these  religions  are  the  result  of  speculations  by 
people  who  had  deliberately  forgotten  the  truth 
about  God  (Romans  1:21-23). 

Second,  the  biblical  concept  of  how  a  person 
comes  to  God  is  totally  different  from  other 
religions'  concept  of  how  a  person  comes  to  God. 
Most  religions  indicate  that  a  man  must  do  good 
works  in  order  to  be  right  with  God— good  works  are 
the  means  to  salvation.  God's  Word  indicates  that 
man  cannot  do  good  works  which  will  please  God 
(Ephesians  2:9).  He  must  accept  his  relationship  to 
God  as  a  gift  (Romans  6:23).  People  become  right 
with  God  through  Christ's  death  for  their  sins.  Good 
works  result  from  their  salvation. 

The  Bible  indicates  that  there  is  no  way  to  God 
other  than  through  Jesus  Christ.  Jesus  said,  "I  am 
the  way,  and  the  truth,  and  the  life ;  no  one  comes  to 
the  Father,  but  through  me"  (John  14:6).  Acts  4:12 
adds,  "And  there  is  salvation  in  no  one  else;  for 
there  is  no  other  name  under  heaven  that  has  been 
given  among  men,  by  which  we  must  be  saved." 

It's  sad,  but  all  these  Scriptures  tell  us  that  the 
future  for  the  person  who  does  not  hear  the  gospel  is 
not  optimistic.  If  we  really  care  about  these 
people— and  God  does  care,  so  much  so  that  He  sent 
His  only  Son  to  die  for  them— then  we  will  do 
something  about  seeing  that  they  hear  the  good  news 
which  can  save  them  from  suffering  eternally. 

Why  do  we  have  missionaries? 

Ultimately,  it's  because  we  care. 

And  ultimately,  it's  because  "the  love  of  Christ 
controls  us"  (2  Corinthians  5:14).

<Tjet,  most  Christian  (Americans  don  t  contrilute  much  to 
the  mission  outreach  of  Chris  tians  overseas ,  those  who  can 
reach  their  own  people  letter  than  we  can.

"Uake 
some  courses  that  will  acquaint  you  with  how  people  in 
other  countries  live.   "Uour  local  postmaster  can  help  you 
oltain  material  which  outlines  where  these  jols  are  and 
what  kinds  of  education  are  mos  t  likely  to  give  you  the  op- 
portunity to  worh  for  the  government  outside  your  country . 

Companies  are  looking  not  only  for  college-trained 
personnel  lut  also  for  a  wide  variety  of  otker  specialists  — 
mechanics,   heavy-equipment  operators ,  skilled  technicians , 
craftsmen ,  etc.  So  are  other  countries .    "Ukey  need  people 
catia  lie  of  training  others  in  areas  as  widely  different  as 
radio  repairmen  and  laloratory  assistants. 

"Jhe  opportunities  to  wo  rh  for  Ch  rist  without  becom- 
ing a  professional  missionary ,  evangelist  or  preacher  are 
limitless,  especially  on  the  foreign  mission  field.  So  when 
you  legin  to  make  plans  for  your  education  and  your 
future  in  the  working  world,   why  n  ot  th  ink  alout  what 
O  ve  written  ?

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When  Your  Parents  Aren't  Christians

My  friend  Gary  is  concerned  because  his 
parents  aren't  Christians.  Admittedly  it's  something 
he  should  be  concerned  about,  and  his  problem  is  one 
shared  by  thousands  of  teens  all  over  the  country: 
How  to  witness  effectively  to  non-Christian  parents. 

Those  of  us  who  have  grown  up  in  Christian 
homes  often  don't  realize  how  fortunate  we  are,  even 
taking  for  granted  the  spiritual  commitment  of  our 
parents.  Try  to  imagine  how  it  would  feel  to  be  the 
only  believer  in  your  family. 

Recently  I  had  the  opportunity  to  share  with 
Gary  some  ways  he  might  use  to  communicate  his 


faith  to  his  parents  in  a  natural,  nonthreatening  way. 

I  say  "nonthreatening"  because  parents  as  a 
rule  tend  to  be  skeptical  when  their  kids  come  on  too 
strong  about  a  new  experience.  You  have  to 
remember  that  parents  generally  think  of  you  as  a 
child  long  after  you  start  thinking  of  yourself  as  an 
adult. 

If  you  have  non-Christian  parents,  you  might 
want  to  try  several  approaches.  It's  important  to 
take  it  easy  and  not  attempt  to  "ram  Christianity 
down  their  throats,"  which  many  teens  have  tried 
with  disastrous  results. 
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At  the  same  time,  it  is  only  natural  for  your 
parents  to  wonder  what  goes  on  at  the  church  you 
have  been  attending,  especially  if  attending  church 
is  a  fairly  new  experience  for  you. 

At  this  point  it  would  be  enough  to  relate  exactly 
what  went  on  that  particular  morning  or  evening.  If 
someone  gave  an  especially  meaningful  testimony 
or  the  sermon  was  worth  repeating,  by  all  means 
share  that  with  your  parents,  including  some  of  the 
actual  things  said.  It's  possible  for  you  to  include  the 
plan  of  salvation  without  your  parents  being  aware 
that  they're  being  witnessed  to! 

As  you  repeat  the  testimony  or  tell  of  some  other 
aspect  of  the  service,  you  will  be  able  to  sense  your 
parents'  interest  level.  Some  non-Christians  are 
really  quite  interested  in  finding  out  more  about 
Christianity;  others  have  had  negative  experiences 
in  the  past  and  automatically  shut  out  references  to 
Jesus  and  their  own  spiritual  condition. 

In  either  case,  feel  free  to  casually  invite  your 
parents  to  attend  a  service  with  you,  just  as  you 
would  invite  them  to  attend  a  school  function  or  com- 
munity activity  in  which  you  were  involved.  If  the 
youth  choir  is  singing  or  you  are  otherwise  featured 
in  the  program,  so  much  the  better. 

If  you  are  a  new  Christian  and  are  about  to  be 
baptized,  definitely  ask  your  parents  to  attend  your 
baptism.  They  may  wonder  about  the  ordinance  of 
baptism  and  what  it  means.  This  will  give  you  a 
chance  to  witness  by  honestly  answering  their  ques- 
tions. 

Many  people  have  rejected  the  church  without 
having  the  slightest  idea  of  what  the  message  of  the 
church  really  is,  much  less  what  Jesus  Christ  can  do 
for  a  person.  These  people  are  often  the  products  of 
non-Christian  homes  where  church  attendance  had  a 
low  priority.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  change 
priorities,  but  it  is  possible. 

I  would  advise  against  telling  your  parents  that 
they  are  dirty  sinners  and  headed  straight  for  Hell  if 
they  don't  repent  and  receive  Jesus  Christ  as 
Saviour  and  Lord.  That  negative  approach  may 
work  with  some  people,  but  it  turns  most  people  off 
completely.  Find  other  ways  to  get  the  message 
across. 

My  friend  Gary  is  involved  in  our  witnessing 
program  at  church.  We  meet  on  Monday  nights  and 
visit  those  who  have  visited  the  church,  giving  a  sim- 
ple presentation  of  the  gospel.  Scores  of  people  have 
received  Christ  as  the  result  of  our  Monday  night 
program. 

I  recommended  that  Gary  practice  his  gospel 
presentation  on  his  parents,  one  at  a  time.  He  is 
close  to  them,  and  they  are  supportive  of  him.  This  is 
really  no  different  from  asking  a  parent  to  help  you 
prepare  for  a  test  at  school,  except  that  as  they  listen 
to  you,  Dad  and  Mom  may  be  hearing  something 
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which  can  totally  change  their  lives— and  at  the 
same  time  not  feel  threatened. 

Deceptive?  Not  at  all.  It  always  helps  to  practice 
witnessing  techniques,  and  often  those  who  need  to 
hear  it  the  most  make  willing  listeners  if  you  handle 
the  situation  in  the  right  way. 

Another  suggestion  is  to  write  out  your 
testimony,  telling  exactly  how  you  came  to  Christ. 
Ask  your  parents  to  proofread  it  for  errors.  If  you 
have  been  asked  to  give  your  testimony  in  youth 
group,  you  might  practice  out  loud,  asking  them  to 
listen  and  give  their  opinion  of  it,  especially  listening 
for  volume  control,  speed  and  clarity.  They'll  be  flat- 
tered that  you  asked  them. 

Many  excellent  Christian  books  are  available 
these  days.  If  you  find  one  you  especially  like,  it 
would  be  perfectly  natural  to  share  it  with  your 
parents,  saying  something  such  as,  "I  really  like  this 
book.  I'll  leave  it  here  on  the  coffee  table  in  case  you 
have  time  to  read  it.  '  This  is  better  than  saying, 
"You  guys  had  better  read  this  book— you  need  what 
it's  talking  about!" 

I  also  recommend  inviting  Christian  friends 
over  to  the  house— with  your  parents'  permission,  of 
course— perhaps  for  a  Bible  study  or  something  else 
which  will  glorify  Christ.  It  would  help  to  include  a 
Christian  adult  as  well,  such  as  your  youth  director 
or  Sunday  School  teacher,  so  your  parents  can  find 
out  firsthand  that  adult  Christians  are  not  weird  or 
fanatics  or  whatever  else  they  may  be  thinking.

Make  sure  your  daily  life  reflects  the  change 
you  claim  has  taken  place.  Talk  is  cheap,  after  all, 
and  we  all  know  phonies  who  say  one  thing  and  do 
another. 

This  is  the  one  place  where  so  many  teenagers 
fall  flat  on  their  faces.  Sure,  it's  difficult  to  be  a  ra- 
diant Christian  all  the  time,  especially  when  every- 
day hassles  louse  up  your  neat  little  plans,  but  this  is 
usually  what  makes  the  biggest  impression  upon 
parents.  Talking  about  Christ  is  one  thing,  but  living 
for  Him  is  something  else  again. 

Satan,  of  course,  is  well  aware  of  all  your 
weaknesses  and  loves  to  see  you  blow  it  just  when 
you  think  you're  getting  somewhere.  It  may  sound 
corny,  but  do  the  old  count-to-ten  routine  before  you 
start  yelling.  It  wouldn't  hurt  to  pray  while  you're 
counting  either.  Help  is  only  a  prayer  away. 

Your  parents  are  impossible  to  reach?  Not  real- 
ly. Nothing  is  impossible  with  God.

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ANTI-SEMITISM  GROWS 

Anti-Semitic  incidents  in  the 
United  States  during  1991  rose  to  a 
record  total  of  1,879,  according  to 
a  nationwide  survey  conducted  by 
the  Anti-Defamation  League.  This 
figure  represents  the  highest  level 
of  anti-Jewish  acts  in  the  13-year 
history  of  the  League's  annual 
"Audit  of  Anti-Semitic 
Incidents,"  and  represents  an  11 
percent  increase  over  1990. 

"These  numbers  are  troub- 
ling—but numbers  alone  do  not 
tell  the  entire  story,"  declared 
Abraham  H.  Foxman,  ADL  na- 
tional director.  "Behind  each  of 
these  episodes  is  an  individual, 
family  or  community  that  has 
been  targeted  for  a  form  of  ter- 
rorism or  intimidation.  We 
shouldn't  underestimate  the 
lasting  pain  inflicted  on  them." 

Foxman  said  that  for  the  first 
time  there  were  more  attacks  on 
Jewish  individuals  than  against 
their  property,  with  950  incidents 
of  anti-Semitic  harassment, 
threats  and  physical  assault 
reported  as  compared  to  929  acts 
of  vandalism.  Moreover,  the 
physical  assaults,  60  in  all— dou- 
ble the  1990  figure— included  the 
murder  of  Yankel  Rosenbaum, 
the  29-year-old  Jewish  scholar 
stabbed  this  summer  in  the  Crown 
Heights  riot  in  New  York  City. 
Foxman  called  the  crime  the 
"first  lynching  of  a  Jew  in  the 
United  States  since  Leo  Frank  in 
1915." 

The  ADL  leader,  who  issued  the 
report  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
ADL's  National  Executive  Com- 
mittee in  Palm  Beach,  Florida, 
pointed  out  that  acts  of  politically 
related  anti-Semitism  were 
recorded  largely  during  Opera- 
tion Desert  Storm  in  January  and 
February,  1991.  He  added  that  the 
pressures  of  this  year's  presiden- 
tial election  campaign  and  the  na- 
tion's economic  problems  were 
factors  signalling  the  need  for 
vigilance  against  further  political 
anti-Semitism. 

"Another  equally  disturbing 
finding,"  said  Foxman,  "is  the 


fact  that  1991  saw  the  greatest 
number  of  serious  anti-Semitic 
crimes  of  vandalism."  The  survey 
reports  49  episodes  of  arson, 
bombing  and  cemetery  desecra- 
tion, a  29  percent  jump  over  the 
previous  year  and  a  nearly  200 
percent  rise  over  a  five-year 
period.  The  report  provided  a 
detailed  picture  of  the  widespread 
damage  and  injury  caused  by  the 
Crown  Heights  rampage,  which 
the  ADL  Audit  described  as  "the 
most  dramatic  and  disturbing 
anti-Semitic  outburst  seen  in  the 
United  States  in  many  years." 

A  further  alarming  trend,  Fox- 
man said,  was  the  increase  of 
anti-Jewish  incidents  reported  on 
college  campuses  for  the  fourth 
straight  year.  There  were  101 
anti-Semitic  incidents  reported  at 
60  colleges  in  1991,  with  23  institu- 
tions reporting  more  than  one  oc- 
currence. In  1990,  11  campuses 
had  reported  multiple  episodes. 

The  survey,  compiled  by  the 
Research  Department  of  ADL's 
Civil  Rights  Division,  reflects 
data  from  42  states,  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  the  Virgin  Islands, 
as  reported  to  ADL's  30  regional 
offices  by  victims,  community 
leaders  and  law  enforcement  of- 
ficials.

THE  CALLING: 
God  Calls  Us 

by  Paul  Grubbs 

The  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church  needs  ministers  to  be 
pastors  of  congregations.  God  has 
limited  Himself  to  work  through 
human  beings;  therefore,  He  calls 
people  to  do  His  work.  I  believe 
God  has  called  and  is  calling  peo- 
ple, but  for  some  reason  or  excuse 
they  are  not  responding  positively 
to  His  call.  The  Bible  gives  us  ex- 
amples of  God  calling  people. 
These  examples  can  help  us  to 
respond  to  God  with  an  affir- 
mative answer. 

The  first  example  that  I  want  to 
share  with  you  is  Moses,  found  in 
Exodus  3-4.  Moses  gave  many  ex- 
cuses to  God  before  finally  ac- 
cepting His  call. 

Moses'  first  excuse  (Exodus 
3 : 11 )  was  '  'Who  am  I?  "  He  did  not 
think  himself  worthy  to  be  God's 
spokesman.  This  is  an  excuse  that 
I  have  heard  many  times.  So  I  ask 
you,  Who  is  worthy?  We  must  ad- 
mit that  on  our  own  merits,  no  one 
is  worthy.  We  are  all  sinners 
before  a  righteous  and  holy  God. 
Thus  God  gives  us  the  same 
answer  He  gave  Moses,  "I'll  be 
with  you  and  you  will  worship 
me"  (Exodus  3: 12).  God  makes  us 
worthy  to  be  His  spokespersons. 

Moses'  second  excuse  (Ex- 
odus 3:13)  was  that  he  did  not 
know  what  to  say.  More  spe- 
cifically he  did  not  know  what  to 
say  about  God.  This  is  an  excuse 
that  is  used  by  many  of  us.  But  if 
we  think  about  it,  we  can  say  that 
God  told  Moses  what  to  say  (see 
Exodus  3:14-22).  God  told  Moses 
to  tell  the  Children  of  Israel  what 
He  had  done  and  what  He  will  do. 
We  need  to  tell  people  what  God 
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has  done  for  us  and  what  He  will 
do  for  them. 

Third,  Moses  did  not  want  to  be 
rejected  (see  Exodus  4:1).  Who 
wants  to  be  rejected?  No  one  does. 
God  gave  Moses  power  to  perform 
miracles  to  help  the  people  to 
believe  (note  Exodus  4:2-9).  Has 
God  done  any  less  for  us?  I  think 
we  just  have  a  more  difficult  time 
seeing  the  miracles.  He  gave  the 
Holy  Spirit  that  we  might  do  great 
things  for  Him.  He  tells  us  to  call 
upon  Him  and  He  will  show  us 
great  and  mighty  things  that  we 
do  not  know  (from  Jeremiah 
33:3). 

Moses  still  was  not  persuaded. 
He  then  gave  the  excuse,  "But  I 
can't  speak  well"  (Exodus 
4:10-12).  Oh,  how  many  times 
have  we  heard  that  one?  God 
created  us.  He  gave  us  our  ability 
to  speak.  He  can  and  will  help  us 
to  improve  our  capability. 

Moses'  fifth  excuse  made  God 
angry  (Exodus  4:13-17).  It  makes 
God  angry  today  as  well.  We  say, 
"Please  send  someone  else!"  In- 
stead of  sending  someone  else 
God  gave  him  a  second  mouth— 
his  brother  Aaron.  God  gives  us 
people  to  help  us  if  we  only  look 
for  them.  Those  people  help  us 
best  by  teaching  and  training  us  to 
build  on  God-given  capabilities. 

Jesus  called,  taught,  and 
trained  His  disciples  and  He  does 
the  same  today.  Just  as  the 
disciples  were  called  to  leave 
their  occupations,  God  calls  us  to 
leave  our  jobs  to  serve  Him.  The 
disciples  did  not  even  give  the  ex- 
cuse, "I  have  to  provide  for  my 
family!"  or  "I  have  all  these  fish 


to  clean!"  (Please  read  the 
Gospels  about  Jesus  calling  the 
disciples,  especially  Luke  4:38 
about  Simon  Peter's  mother-in- 
law  and  5 : 1-11  about  Jesus  calling 
Simon  Peter.)  They  left 
everything  to  follow  Jesus,  who 
taught  them  everyday.  They  had 
the  most  intense  education  one 
can  imagine.  Jesus  is  not  with  us 
in  the  fleshly  body;  therefore,  He 
is  using  other  people  to  educate 
those  whom  He  calls.  Jesus  did 
not  repeat  the  promises  God  gave 
to  Moses,  but  the  disciples  ac- 
cepted God's  promises— "I'll  be 
with  you"  and  "I  will  help  you  to 
speak."  They  had  not  heard  Jesus 
say,  "Do  not  worry  about  food, 
water,  and  clothing;  your  heaven- 
ly Father  knows  you  need  them. 
'But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  His  righteousness;  and 
all  these  things  shall  be  added  un- 
to you'  "  (Matthew  6:33,  KJV;  see 
also  verses  25-34).  But  they 
trusted  God  to  provide  the  every 
day  needs  of  their  families. 

The  third  example  is  that  of 
Saul  of  Tarsus.  He  was  educated 
to  a  trade— tentmaking  (see  Acts 
18:3)— plus  he  was  educated  by 
Gamaliel  according  to  Acts  22 : 3  in 
the  Word  of  God— the  Law  of  the 
Jews.  Not  long  after  encountering 
Jesus,  God  called  Saul  to  carry 
the  gospel  to  the  Gentiles.  He 
spent  several  days  in  Damascus 
with  the  disciples.  They  taught 
him  the  ways  of  Jesus  and  he 
preached  the  gospel  in  the 
synagogues  (note  Acts  9:19—20). 
Then  he  went  to  Arabia,  returned 
to  Damascus,  and  went  to 
Jerusalem  to  stay  with  Peter  for 
fifteen  days  (see  Galatians 
1:17-18). 

All  the  apostles  were  educated. 
They  may  not  have  been  educated 
in  the  way  that  we  understand 
education  today,  but  they  were 
educated.  They  did  not  use  any  ex- 
cuse or  reason  not  to  be  educated. 
They  simply  gave  themselves  to 
God;  and  God  provided  for  their 
every  daily  need.  May  those 
whom  God  is  calling  today  do  the 
same  thing.

As  an 
outgrowth  of  Project  EAST,  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press  seeks  to  bring  permanence  to  the  voice  of  our  peo- 
ple. Eastern  North  Carolina  has  a  richness  of  experience  yet  to  be  expressed.  The  establishment  of  a  regional 
press  offers  these  writers  a  publishing  process. 

The  Mount  Olive  College  Press  commits  itself  to  publishing  books  of  value  that  reflect  the  spirit,  the  vi- 
sion, and  the  creativity  of  eastern  North  Carolina.  The  Press  is  a  regional  resource  to  record  the  memories, 
the  feelings,  and  life  experiences  of  our  people. 

At  its  Premiere  on  Tuesday  evening,  November  27,  1990,  at  College  Hall,  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press 
presented  two  publications,  Lee  Davenport  Witte's  Levora  and  Pepper  Worthington's  Travels  With  Dr.  Pep- 
per.

Dr.  Charles  Williams,  the  se- 
cond Vivian  B.  Harrison 
Memorial  Lecturer,  came  to 
Mount  Olive  College  as  a 
"Preacher  with  a  Psalm." 

"We  live  in  a  prose  world,"  he 
told  a  capacity  audience  of 
students,  faculty,  staff,  40 
clergymen,  and  other  visitors  at 
the  morning  worship  service,  "a 
world  in  which  our  pain  often 
seems  meaningless.  But  the 
poetry  of  the  Book  of  Psalms 
shows  us  that  it  is  all  right  to  lay 
our  pain  before  God,  to  be  honest 
in  prayer." 

Dr.  Williams  noted  that 
"whether  you  hear  anything  or 
not  when  you  pray,  still  pray.  And 
our  pain,"  he  said,  "becomes 
praise." 

Illustrating  this  message  with 
the  text  of  Psalm  13,  Dr.  Williams 
said,  "The  psalmist  begins  the  la- 
ment with,  'How  long,  O  LORD?' 
and  finishes  with,  'I  will  sing 
praise  to  the  LORD.'  In  the 
Psalm,"  he  said,  "pain,  suffering, 
and  complaining  move  to  petition 
and  then  become  praise." 

He  told  the  students  that  the 
Book  of  Psalms  was  Jesus'  prayer 
book  and  that  Jesus  "prayed  it 
with  His  life. 


"Attend  faithfully  to  worship," 
he  stressed,  "because  that  is  how 
faith  is  fed." 

Two  other  sessions  were  held  in 
the  day-long  program  in  Rodgers 
Chapel— "Psalm  Poetry  and 
Preaching"  and  "Poetry  in  Psalm 
Types  and  Preaching." 
Clergymen,  ministerial  students, 
and  other  visitors  attended  these 
sessions. 

"Dr.  Williams  did  an  outstand- 
ing job,"  said  Dr.  K.  David 
Hines,  MOC's  director  of  Educa- 
tion for  Christian  Ministries.  "By 
introducing  us  to  the  structures 
and  types  of  Psalms,  we 
preachers  will  be  better  prepared 
to  let  this  poetry  speak  with  new 
freshness. 

"I  especially  appreciated  the 
way  Dr.  Williams  made  use  of  the 
best  biblical  scholarship, 
demonstrating  how  to  utilize  these 
ideas  in  preaching,"  Dr.  Hines 
added. 

The  lecture  was  established  by 
College  Chaplain  Frank  R.  Har- 
rison in  memory  of  his  wife,  Vi- 
vian, to  provide  a  medium  for  con- 
tinuing education  for  ministers. 

Dr.  Williams  is  pastor  of  the 
1,300-member  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Burlington,  North 
Carolina.

DAVID  BENNINGHOFF  - 
PREPARED  TO  LOSE 
EVERYTHING

"I  came  here  prepared  to  lose 
everything,  but  it  turned  out  the 
other  way  around,"  says  David 
Benninghoff  of  his  decision  to  at- 
tend Mount  Olive  College.  Enroll- 
ing as  a  full-time  student  in  1989, 
he  was  ready  to  sacrifice. 

"I  was  willing  to  give  up  job, 
security— everything  to  get  my 
education.  I  really  felt  like  it  was 
just  me  and  the  Lord."  Ben- 
ninghoff found  that  since  he  was 
willing  to  sacrifice,  the  Lord 
would  provide  some  very  prac- 
tical support. 

"My  church,  Core  Creek,  sup- 
ported me.  Individuals  within  the 
church  supported  me.  My  pastor, 
Bryant  Hines,  was  inspirational," 
he  says.  It  was  also  Mr.  Hines  who 


told  Benninghoff  about  the 
religion  program  that  is  available 
at  Mount  Olive. 

"I  talked  with  David  (Dr.  K. 
David  Hines,  MOC's  director  of 
Education  for  Christian 
Ministries)  and  Dianne  Riley  (Ad- 
missions Director)  and  made  up 
my  mind  to  come.  I  thought,  the 
Lord's  calling  me  to  preach  and 
there's  no  need  to  delay  it  any 
longer,"  Benninghoff  remembers. 

"That  initial  step  was  the 
hardest,"  he  says.  "Once  I  made 
the  decision,  the  easiest  part  was 
staying  with  it."  Help  continued. 

"Bryant  found  a  car,  which  I 
needed,  so  I  could  get  to  and  from 
Mount  Olive.  The  church  took  up  a 
love  offering,  and  I  also  received 
financial  help  through  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Tuition  Grant,  a 
Ministerial  Award,  and  the 
Craven  County  Scholarship." 

Tough  times  came,  too.  "There 
were  days  I'd  come  to  school  with 
enough  gas  to  get  here  and  get 
back  home,"  he  says,  "and 
sometimes  I  came  not  knowing  if  I 
could  get  back  home." 

Benninghoff,  who  is  pursing  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  religion  with 
a  minor  in  psychology,  par- 
ticipates in  the  College's  Super- 
vised Ministry  Program.  He  has 
served  Westside  Church  in

MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 
AWARDS  DINING  HALL/ 
STUDENT  CENTER 
CONTRACTS 

The  Mount  Olive  College  Board 
of  Trustees  voted  during  its 
regular  meeting  to  award  con- 
tracts for  the  new  dining  hall/ stu- 
dent center  on  MOC's  main  cam- 
pus. 

Jackson  Builders  of  Goldsboro 
was  awarded  the  general  con- 
tract. Other  contractors  include: 
Braxton  Britt  of  Wilson,  plumb- 
ing; Southern  Piping  of  Wilson, 
heating  and  air  conditioning;  Tri- 
ple R  Electric  of  Kinston,  elec- 
trical; and  Jocobi-Lewis  Com- 
pany, Inc.  of  Wilmington,  food 
equipment. 

Construction  is  expected  to 
begin  by  early  April,  and  comple- 
tion is  anticipated  for  spring  1993. 

The  22,100  square-foot  facility 
will  have  a  dining  capacity  of  600, 
including  two  private  rooms.  A 
raised  dining  area  will  serve  as  a 
stage  for  concerts,  lectures,  and 
dinner  programs.  The  building 
will  also  include  student  ac- 
tivities and  offices  related  to  stu- 
dent development. 

Total  cost  of  the  completed  proj- 
ect is  expected  to  reach  $2 
million.  As  of  early  March,  the 
College  had  received  $1.6  million 
in  gifts  and  pledges  toward  the 
project.  Fund-raising  efforts  will 
continue. 

The  dining  hall/student  center 
campaign  is  part  of  the  overall 
five-year  $10  million  "Road  to  Ex- 
cellence" Campaign.  Launched 
by  the  College  in  July  of  1989,  the 
campaign  has  already  reached  $8 
million  in  gifts  and  pledges. 

Construction  of  the  dining 
hall/student  center  and  the 
transfer  of  Fine  Arts  (visual  com- 
munication, art,  and  music)  will 
complete  the  move  of  all  College 
operations  to  the  main  campus.

These  are  a  few  of  the  questions  running  through  the  minds  of  first- time 
skiers  on  the  ride  up  the  lift.

Contracts  for  the  new  Dining  Hall— Student  Union  were  awarded  March  17  and  construction  is  ex- 
pected to  begin  no  later  than  early  April.  Contracts  call  for  the  project  to  be  completed  within  twelve 
months,  so  we  are  looking  at  a  spring  1993  occupancy  date! 

In  order  to  expedite  the  transfer  of  all  operations  from  the  Downtown  Campus,  a  Student  Union 
complex  has  been  included  in  the  building. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  22,000  square-foot  facility  is  $2,000,000,  and  $1,600,000  of  this  amount  has 
already  been  raised  in  gifts  and  pledges.  During  the  year  of  construction,  the  additional  $400,000  must 
be  raised.  Four  hundred  pledges  in  the  amount  of  $1,000,  payable  over  a  five-year  period,  would  reach 
this  goal.  A  $1,000  pledge  is  equivalent  to  55  cents  per  day  over  a  five-year  period.  All  donors  of  $1,000  or 
more  will  be  recognized  on  a  "Diners'  Club"  plaque  that  will  be  placed  in  the  main  dining  room.  Gifts, 
however,  may  be  in  any  amount  and  pledges  may  be  paid  on  a  schedule  convenient  to  the  donor. 

The  building  has  been  designed  to  not  only  meet  an  urgent  need  to  better  serve  our  students,  but 
also  to  accommodate  the  many  church  and  community  related  events  held  each  year  at  the  College.

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EASTER

Easter  is  the  Christian  celebration  of  the  Resur- 
rection of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ!  The  origin  of  the 
name  is  uncertain  though  many  assume  it  was  de- 
rived from  the  direction  from  which  the  sun  arose.  It 
is  a  movable  holiday,  the  first  Sunday  after  the  full 
moon  following  the  vernal  equinox,  which  may  fall 
anywhere  between  March  21,  and  April  25.  This  holy 
day  is  observed  in  many  different  countries  with 
varied  and  colorful  traditions.  The  early  Christians 
seem  to  have  celebrated  Easter  Sunday  every  Sab- 
bath day,  attiring  themselves  in  white  linen 
garments  to  exemplify  the  new  life  given  them 
through  Christ.  Many  symbols  were  used  in  these 
festivals  such  as  candles,  eggs,  and  any  spring-time 
reminder.  Today,  this  special  season  has  been  com- 
mercialized as  much  as  the  Christmas  season. 

Prior  to  Easter  morning,  the  darkest  time 
known  to  man  had  taken  place  when,  upon  the  death 
of  God's  Son  on  the  Cross,  the  sun  was  darkened, 
earthquakes  shook  the  earth  and  the  temple  veil  was 
torn  from  top  to  bottom.  The  greatest  testimony  of 
all  time  was  given  by  a  Roman  centurion  as  he  cried, 
"Truly  this  man  was  the  son  of  God"  (Mark  15:39). 

Because  of  their  complicity  in  the  events  leading 
to  the  death  of  Jesus,  many  could  not  be  a  part  of  the 
first  Resurrection,  nor  could  they  experience  the 
elation  and  happiness  that  the  followers  of  Jesus 
were  able  to  enjoy.  Annas,  the  high  priest,  had 
manufactured  charges  that  resulted  in  the  false  ar- 
rest of  Jesus.  Judas,  one  of  His  own,  turned  traitor 
and  for  a  few  pieces  of  silver  sold  Him  into  the  hands 
of  the  enemy.  Caiphas,  Annas'  son-in-law, 
engineered  a  speedy  trial  while  stirring  up  the  mob 
to  charge  Jesus  with  blasphemy.  The  Sanhedrin, 
high  council,  and  supreme  court  rushed  through  pro- 
ceedings that  did  not  coincide  with  the  levitical  Law, 
knowing  that  any  decision  must  first  be  submitted  to 
the  Roman  governor  for  final  action.  Pilate,  an  inept 
ruler  who  had  previously  offended  the  Jews  by  in- 
troducing Roman  symbols  into  his  court,  hastily  ex- 
amined Jesus,  then  turned  Him  over  to  Herod,  who 
preceded  to  mock  and  persecute  the  man  who  had 
done  no  wrong.  Jesus  was  returned  to  Pilate,  who 
could  find  no  fault  with  Him.  The  ruler  tried  to  ex- 
cuse his  guilt  by  washing  his  hands  of  the  matter. 
There  were  those  who  were  unconcerned  with  the  en- 
tire affair,  others  feared  that  the  repercussions 
might  mar  their  Passover  holiday,  many  were  con- 
vinced that  things  had  been  handled  in  the  best  way 
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to  stop  the  disciples  of  this  man  from  causing  further 
problems. 

There  were  those  who  would  be  able  to  ex- 
perience the  joy  of  the  first  Easter,  the  faithful 
followers  of  Jesus  who  remained  at  the  Cross  and 
stood  by  brokenhearted,  despondent  and  discour- 
aged as  their  precious  leader  died.  Preparations  for 
the  preservation  of  the  body  and  plans  for  His  burial 
must  be  finished  before  the  Sabbath.  Honoring  the 
day  of  rest,  they  would  wait  until  a  later  time  when 
they  could  return  to  complete  their  final  act  of  love 
for  their  beloved  Lord. 

On  the  first  day  of  the  week  Mary,  Mary 
Magdalene,  and  the  other  women  went  to  the  tomb  to 
administer  final  rites  for  their  Master.  Concerned 
that  they  would  not  be  able  to  move  the  stone  in  front 
of  the  tomb's  entrance,  they  were  surprised  to  find 
the  keeper  gone  and  the  stone  already  rolled  away! 
An  angel  awaited  them  and  said,  "He  is  not  here,  for 
he  is  risen"  (Matthew  28:6). 

What  a  traumatic  day!  The  women  took  the 
message  of  the  empty  tomb  back  to  the  other 
followers,  who  received  it  with  reservations,  finally 
remembering  the  things  Jesus  had  made  known  to 
them.

CONVENTION  RESOLUTIONS 

It  is  interesting  to  look  back 
over  the  Convention's  Yearbooks 
and  Minutes  and  take  note  of  the 
various  resolutions  that  have  been 
adopted.  Some  years  ago,  the  Con- 
vention appointed  a  Temperance 
Committee  which  dealt  with  such 
matters  as  "strong  drink,"  drugs, 
moral  issues,  etc.  During  the  last 
few  years,  however,  such  matters 
have  usually  been  dealt  with  in 
the  report  of  the  Resolutions  Com- 
mittee. Generally  speaking, 
resolutions  stand  as  adopted; 
however,  we  are  so  prone  to  forget 
them. 

Recently,  we  were  asked  if  the 
Convention  had  adopted  a  resolu- 
tion or  taken  any  action  regarding 
the  matter  of  homosexuality ;  and 
if  so,  when  it  was  done.  Research 
revealed  that  a  resolution  dealing 
with  the  matter  was  adopted  at 
the  1980  session,  and  recorded  on 
Page  139  of  the  1981  Yearbook,  as 
follows : 

The  following  resolution  was  of- 
fered from  the  floor  and  was  adopted 
upon  proper  motion  as  amended. 

WHEREAS,  there  is  a  widespread 
movement  by  some  liberals  toward 
sexual  freedom,  and 

WHEREAS,  there  are  some  per- 
sons who  condone  homosexuality, 
adultery  and  fornication  as  satisfac- 
tory even  for  Christians,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Bible  condemns 
such  actions  on  the  part  of  any  per- 
sons), whether  a  believer  or  not 
(Genesis  13:13,  19:5,  7;  Leviticus 
18:22,  20:13;  Deuteronomy  23:17; 
Judges  19:22-23;  Romans  1:24-27;  1 
Corinthians  6:9-10;  7:2;  Jude  7-8,  19); 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  the  North 
Carolina  State  Convention  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists  go  on  record  as  de- 
nouncing homosexuality,  adultery, 
and  fornication  as  sinful,  non- 
Christian,  and  condemned  by  the 
Word  of  God,  and  that  we  recommend 
that  all  pastors  and  church  leaders 
strongly  denounce  this 
unrighteousness  and  urge  purity  to 
prevail  and  that  everyone  adhere  to 
Paul,  in  his  writing,  through  the  in- 
spiration of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  1 
Thessalonians  4:3-7,  ".  .  .  for  God  has 
not  called  us  unto  uncleanness,  but 


unto  holiness,"  and  that  we  extend  to 
them  "the  grace  and  love  of  Jesus 
Christ  our  witness  and  care." 

Later,  in  1984,  a  resolution  was 
offered  dealing  with  the  matter  of 
homosexuality  as  follows: 

VI.  WHEREAS:  there  is  concern 
relative  to  homosexuality  as  an  alter- 
nate life-style  in  our  society  today 
and  the  many  theological  and  social 
implications  associated  with 
homosexuality. 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  we  en- 
courage pastors  and  churches  to  do 
in-depth  studies  of  theology  and  the 
Scriptures  in  order  to  deal  with  this 
problem  in  keeping  with  the 
teachings  and  examples  of  Jesus." 

When  the  Resolution  Committee 
gave  its  report,  another  longer 
and  more  extensive  resolution 
was  offered  as  a  substitute; 
however,  it  was  "...  tabled  until 
the  next  session  to  give  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  time  to  study 
the  matter"  (see  page  101  of  the 
1985  Yearbook).  The  Executive 
Committee  followed  up  on  this 
and  in  its  report  to  the  Convention 
in  1985  reported: 

Upon  proper  motion  (by  unanimous 
vote)  that  we  recommend  to  the  Con- 
vention that  because  a  resolution 
dealing  with  the  subject  of  homosex- 
ual activity  presented  in  the  1980  ses- 
sion has  already  been  adopted  by  the 
Convention,  that  we  not  adopt  either 
of  the  resolutions  offered  at  the  1984 
session. 

(See  1991  Yearbook,  page  139.) 

With  recent  developments 
regarding  matters  of  immorality, 
it  is  good  to  know  that  we  have  ex- 
pressed our  convictions  and  in  His 
own  way,  God  will  honor  those 
who  truly  stand  upon  the  authori- 
ty of  His  divine  Word.

A  THEOLOGY  FOR  CHILD  CARE 


Delivered  November  16,  1991 
Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home

It  is  reported  that  when  Adam  and  Eve  were 
driven  from  the  Garden  of  Eden,  they  paused  and 
looked  back.  Adam  said  to  Eve,  "Honey,  we  are  liv- 
ing in  an  age  of  change! "  Constant  change  has  been 
with  humankind  ever  since. 

Change  has  been  one  of  the  constants  in  residen- 
tial child  care.  In  the  late  1800s  and  early  1900s,  con- 
cerned citizens  joined  hands  to  provide  "or- 
phanages," including  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Or- 
phanage in  1920.  No  sooner  were  these  orphanages 
built  than  their  leaders  discovered  there  weren't 
enough  orphans  to  fill  them.  But  there  were  a  lot  of 
other  children  needing  substitute  care.  In  response 
to  changing  needs,  the  orphanages  evolved  into 
children's  homes,  and  they  continue  to  serve  those 
who  are  often  called  the  "orphans  of  the  living"  — 
children  of  parents  who  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  be 
family. 

The  field  of  residential  child  care  continues  to  ex- 
perience change  in  the  needs  of  children  and 
families,  and  hence  change  in  the  programs  needed 
to  serve  these  children  and  their  families.  The  con- 
stant change  presents  a  serious  challenge:  Will  we 
simply  assume  a  reactive  stance,  altering  our  ser- 
vices in  response  to  the  demands  of  referral  agen- 
cies? 
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While  our  mission  requires  us  to  respond  to  chang- 
ing needs,  our  mission  also  requires  us  to  stay  true  to 
our  essential  purpose.  Our  mission  is  like  the  com- 
pass of  a  sailing  ship.  The  captain  can  change  the  set 
of  the  sails  and  even  change  course  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  shifting  wind,  all  because  he  can  trust  the 
needle  of  the  compass  to  point  unerringly  to  the 
North.  With  this  point  of  reference,  he  can  always 
keep  his  bearings  as  he  sails  toward  the  port  of  call. 

I  am  suggesting  that  Christian  child  care  agen- 
cies have  an  edge.  We  have  a  religious  base  that  is  as 
true  as  the  compass.  I  call  it  the  theology  of  child 
care.  I  want  to  affirm  three  polar  principles  to  which 
the  compass  needle  of  our  mission  unerringly  points. 

THE  WORTH  OF  THE  INDIVIDUAL. 

The  worth  of  the  individual  is  firmly  grounded  in 
the  creation  of  God.  The  Bible  begins  with  the  pro- 
found affirmation  that  God  created  the  heavens  and 
the  earth.  The  Hebrew  word  translated  "create"  is 
never  used  in  connection  with  man  as  creator  ;  only 
God  creates— literally,  creates  out  of  nothing!  The 
creative  hand  of  God  is  evident  in  all  of  nature,  and 
His  highest  expression  was  in  the  gift  of  life  to  Adam 
and  Eve,  made  in  His  own  image!

The  Bible  further  affirms  that  God  owns  His 
creation.  We  are  only  stewards,  caretakers  who  are 
entrusted  with  a  portion  of  His  creation  for  a  brief 
time.  Have  you  considered  the  implications  of  this 
truth  for  our  relationship  to  children?  One  human 
being  can  never  own  another  human  being,  not  even 
a  parent  owning  a  child,  nor  a  child  care  agency 
owning  the  children  in  care. 

This  truth  takes  me  back  to  Exodus  3.  It  was  in 
the  Wilderness  of  Sinai,  and  Moses  was  alone  with 
God.  Moses  was  struggling  with  his  call,  then  the 
burning  bush  which  was  not  consumed,  and  God's 
reminder  to  Moses  that  he  was  on  holy  ground.  God 
introduced  Himself  as  the  eternal  "I  Am."  In 
response  to  Moses'  resistance,  God  asked,  "What  is 
that  in  your  hand?"  "A  rod,"  Moses  replied.  "Cast  it 
to  the  ground,"  God  commanded.  When  Moses 
obeyed,  it  became  a  snake,  and  Moses  ran— he  was 
no  dummy!  But  God  called  him  back,  "Take  it  by 
the  tail."  Moses  picked  it  up  and  it  became  a  rod 
again. 

I  believe  Moses  was  wrestling  with  the  basic 
issue  which  confronts  every  Christian  child  care  pro- 
fessional: Who  sent  you?  Why  are  you  here?  What  is 
your  task?  The  biggest  hurdle  for  Moses  was  to  ac- 
cept responsibility  for  people's  lives.  And  we  who 
are  called  to  a  helping  profession  must  face  the 
same  awesome  revelation— we  are  stewards  of  life. 
We  hold  the  lives  of  children  in  our  hands.  What  a 
lively  handful ! 

A  friend  once  said  to  me,  "The  most  presump- 
tuous act  of  which  two  people  are  capable  is  the 
choice  to  be  parents,  to  bring  a  child  into  the  world." 
I  agreed  at  the  time,  but  after  entering  child  care,  I 
concluded  that  there  is  one  decision  more  presump- 
tuous, to  attempt  to  rear  other  parents'  children! 

I  first  remember  this  awesome  responsibility 
when  I  encountered  Richard.  Do  you  know  Richard? 
Surely,  you  have  at  least  one  Richard.  His  needs  de- 
mand the  constant  attention  of  the  staff.  Decisions 
must  be  made  which  have  serious  consequences: 
Should  he  be  here  at  all?  Should  he  receive  intensive 
treatment?  I  came  to  realize  that  making  major 
decisions  that  affect  the  life  and  destiny  of  a  child  is 
awfully  close  to  playing  God  in  his  life. 

That's  holy  ground.  It  is  a  place  to  take  off  your 
shoes  and  walk  softly.  It  is  a  place  to  pray  for 
knowledge  to  go  with  your  zeal,  because  you  are  ac- 
countable to  God  for  your  stewardship  of  that  child's 
life. 

At  the  same  time,  there  is  the  sense  of  being  in- 
volved in  something  that  really  matters.  Someone 
must  take  the  risk,  or  these  children  will  go  lacking. 
Thank  God  for  competent  and  committed  staff  and 
for  a  personal  share  in  a  ministry  that  matters ! 

A  CHILD  NEEDS  HIS  FAMILY 

Psychological  research  has  shown  that  a  child 
can  be  damaged  by  being  orphaned,  or  by  being  the 
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oldest  child,  or  the  youngest  child,  or  the  middle 
child.  The  only  way  to  escape  is  to  be  born  fully 
grown!  But  that  never  happens.  When  God  gives  life, 
He  gives  a  baby.  His  creation  is  unfinished.  How  will 
God  finish  His  creation  in  the  life  of  the  child?  He 
needs  a  family.  By  His  design,  it  still  takes  about 
twenty  years  for  God  to  make  an  adult  out  of  a  child! 

The  greatest  biblical  affirmation  of  this  basic 
need  for  family  is  the  story  of  God's  own  Son.  Jesus 
was  born  a  miracle,  but  God  planted  Him  in  a 
family— to  relate,  to  grow,  to  experience. 

Life  is  relationships,  and  the  family  is  the  best 
laboratory  for  working  out  relationships.  The  child 
receives  tender  loving  care.  The  child  has  adult 
models  to  follow.  The  child  learns  to  give  as  well  as 
to  receive. 

But  there  is  no  guarantee  that  the  family  will 
live  up  to  the  ideal.  Frequently,  the  family  fails  to 
give  what  society  considers  to  be  the  minimum  level 
of  care,  or  even  abuses  the  child.  In  that  case,  socie- 
ty places  a  higher  value  on  the  welfare  of  the  child 
than  on  the  preservation  of  the  family.  The  court 
decides  when  the  family  can  no  longer  meet  the 
needs  of  the  child. 

Last  year,  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home 
served  fifty-nine  children.  Of  that  number,  forty- 
seven  had  both  parents  living  and  twelve  had  one  liv- 
ing parent— not  one  was  a  full  orphan.  Fifty-three 
were  in  the  custody  of  a  Department  of  Social  Ser- 
vices. That  simply  means  that  your  agency  works 
with  families  who  have  been  judged  by  a  court  to  be 
dysfunctional  to  the  point  that  the  welfare  of  the 
child  is  at  risk. 

Herein  lies  the  challenge  of  a  residential  agency 
which  is  committed  to  being  a  family-centered  agen- 
cy. It  must  maintain  the  balance  between  a  realistic 
appraisal  of  a  family's  limitations  without  bemean- 
ing  the  family  and  making  it  dependent.  It  requires 
skill  in  the  helping  relationship,  helping  the  family  to 
assess  its  strengths  and  weaknesses,  helping  the 
family  to  set  and  achieve  goals  of  self- 
determination,  enabling  the  family  to  be  family.  And 
it  requires  humility  on  the  part  of  the  children's 
home  staff— the  house  parent  can't  be  the  child's 
parent,  and  the  superintendent  can't  be  "Big 
Daddy"  to  all  the  children  in  care. 

And  there  is  a  second  challenge.  The  children  we 
serve  come  from  families  which  do  not  fit  our  neat 
image  of  a  nuclear  family  with  working  father, 
"housewife-mother,"  and  two  children.  But  these 
families,  which  we  consider  incomplete  or  distorted, 
are  the  families  to  whom  God  gave  these  children, 
and  to  which  they  will  most  likely  return  sooner  or 
later.  It  is  imperative  that  the  Christian  agency  ex- 
press its  commitment  to  work  in  harmony  with 
God's  creation  by  finding  ways  of  supporting  and 
enhancing  the  families  of  children  in  care.

FAIR  RULES  AND  WONDERFUL  SURPRISES 

On  February  4,  1969,  I  encountered  a  graffiti 
which  became  for  me  a  definition  of  my  faith  in  God. 
It  said,  "To  believe  in  God  is  to  know  that  all  the 
rules  are  fair,  and  there  will  be  wonderful 
surprises! "  Three  weeks  later,  my  wife  and  I  turned 
a  page  and  entered  a  chapter  of  our  family's  life 
which  brought  anguish,  heartbreak  and  vulnerabili- 
ty. But  it  also  brought  grace  in  the  shape  of  God's 
beautiful  people  who  loved,  supported  and  cared  for 
us.  I  had  preached  grace  for  twenty  years,  but  it 
became  for  me  personal  and  real  like  never  before. 

I  discovered  that  I  could  trust  God  and  He  would 
not  take  advantage  of  me.  He  would  not  abuse  me,  or 
misuse  me.  With  Him,  the  rules  are  fair,  and  He  is 
worthy  of  my  trust! 

To  trust  Him  is  also  to  tune  in  to  His  creative  ac- 
tion so  that  surprises  might  come  at  any  time.  Life 
became  an  adventure  of  faith;  each  day  began  with 
the  prayer,  "Lord,  I  don't  know  what  you  have  in 
mind  for  today,  but  I  want  to  be  present  when  it  hap- 
pens!" 

That  graffiti  meant  enough  that  I  framed  a  copy 
to  hang  in  my  office.  Then,  I  came  to  the  children's 

J  home,  and  I  brought  it  with  me.  As  I  became  deeply 
involved  in  the  decisions  affecting  childern,  their  ex- 
periences seemed  to  contradict  the  statement  that 
the  rules  are  fair— these  kids  surely  didn't  have  a 
fair  shake  in  life.  I  was  about  ready  to  take  the 
plaque  from  the  wall  when  a  fresh  insight  came.  The 
plaque  states  what  a  Christian  child  care  is  all 
about— the  whole  purpose  of  Christian  child  care  is 
to  affirm  and  actualize  this  truth:  Just  because  a 
child's  parents  are  imperfect,  God  hasn't  stopped 

1    loving  him! 

In  the  language  of  space  technology,  it  is  called 
redundancy— the  back-up  systems  built  into  the 
space  craft  in  case  the  primary  system  fails.  In 
strategic  planning,  it  is  called  "Plan  B"— if  case 
Plan  A  doesn't  work.  With  God,  it  is  called  redemp- 
tion, and  it  is  real  even  for  children  whose  families 
can't  meet  their  physical,  emotional,  and  spiritual 
needs. 

My  observation  is  that  children  who  come  into 
our  care  have  been  scarred  in  two  very  basic  and 
tragic  ways:  low  self-esteem  and  difficulty  in 
trusting  adults.  To  be  an  instrument  of  grace  and 
redemption,  the  agency  staff  must  help  to  heal  these 
I  wounds. 

Enhancing  the  child's  self-esteem  must  be  a 
i  basic  value  that  determines  every  facet  of  the  pro- 
I  gram.   When  the   agency   staff  decides  about 
i     discipline,  clothing  purchases,  cottage  design,  the 
1    planning  process,   behavior   expectations,  the 
primary  question  must  be  asked,  "What  is  happen- 
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ing  with  the  child's  self-esteem?"  Staff  selection  and 
development  are  probably  the  most  crucial 
elements  in  assuring  a  positive  atmosphere.  The 
best  resource  the  agency  can  give  the  child  is  real 
human  beings  who  feel  good  about  themselves  and 
about  their  work  with  children.  Whatever  else  the 
Christian  children's  home  is,  it  must  be  a  place  for 
the  child  to  succeed,  to  feel  a  sense  of  personal 
worth! 

And  what  about  the  capacity  to  trust  adults?  The 
child  needs  adults  who  understand  his  barriers  of 
self-defense  and  are  willing  to  earn  his  trust  through 
sincerity  and  openness.  The  adults  will  need  pa- 
tience, respecting  the  child's  difficulty  in  getting 
close.  The  adults  will  need  to  give  affection  without 
strings  attached,  caring  that  is  warm  without 
smothering,  touching  without  being  offensive,  ver- 
bal without  being  coercive.  In  response  to  these  rela- 
tionships, the  child  just  might  discover  that  there 
are  adults  around  who  are  worthy  of  his  trust. 

That's  when  the  surprise  comes,  when  God  uses 
the  helping  relationship  to  bring  healing  and 
wholeness.  The  child  finds  peace  with  God,  with 
himself,  with  his  parents  and  family.  In  my  opinion, 
that  transformation  of  life  is  a  greater  miracle  than 
the  rod-to-snake-to-rod  that  Moses  encountered. 

And  there's  a  surprise  here  for  the  Christian 
child  care  professional— the  discovery  that  I  can 
freely  give  of  myself  without  being  used  up.  God's 
grace  is  sufficient  to  daily  restore  my  soul.  I  am 
under  divine  call,  and  I  carry  awesome  respon- 
sibilities for  the  lives  of  children  and  families.  But  as 
best  I  know  how,  I  am  working  in  harmony  with 
God's  creative  and  redemptive  purpose  for  children 
and  families.  Through  God's  channels  of  grace  in 
my  fellow  workers,  through  the  children  and 
families,  I,  too,  am  continually  being  remade  in  the 
image  of  God!  Thanks  be  to  God. 

CONCLUSION 

Residential  child  care  is  the  most  demanding, 
exciting,  rewarding  work  I  have  ever  done.  I  believe 
that  we  can  fulfill  our  ministry  only  in  the  conscious 
awareness  of  the  creative  tension  between  these 
truths:  (1)  We  are  responsible  and  accountable  to 
God  for  the  lives  that  are  entrusted  to  our  care.  But 
we  cannot  be  intimidated  or  paralyzed  by  that 
awesome  responsibility:  (2)  We  must  dare  to  decide, 
to  act,  to  get  involved. 

To  set  the  course  of  this  agency's  ministry,  you 
need  your  own  theological  compass  which  points 
unerringly  to  the  polar  truths  revealed  in  the  Bible, 
among  them  the  worth  of  the  individual,  the  centrali- 
ty  of  the  family,  and  the  reality  of  redemption.  With 
this  principles  to  guide,  you  can  work  with  children 
and  families  in  harmony  with  God's  creative  and 
redemptive  purpose,  and  you  can  express  what  it  is 
to  be  a  Christian  children's  home. 
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IN  THE  MIDDLE 
OF  THE  NIGHT  .  .  . 

Try  to  imagine  what  it  would 
feel  like  to  be  uprooted  from  your 
home  and  family  and  taken  to  live 
with  total  strangers  in  the  middle 
of  the  night.  This  is  something 
that  happens  often  to  children. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Children's 
Home  has  recognized  the  need  for 
a  safe  haven  for  children  who  are 
referred  to  the  Department  of 
Social  Services  in  emergency 
situations.  Most  of  these  emergen- 
cies are  results  of  physical,  sex- 
ual, and  emotional  abuse  and 
neglect. 

Our  purpose  has  not  changed. 
Our  purpose  is  to  provide  a  caring 
residential  program  for  abused, 
neglected,  and  abandoned 
children,  to  strive  to  provide  the 
best  professional  assistance 
available.  An  emergency  shelter 
will  allow  us  to  serve  children  who 
need  to  be  placed  out  of  their  ex- 
isting homes  on  an  emergency 
basis. 

The  children  will  stay  for  a 
period  of  up  to  90  days,  while  more 
permanent  arrangements  are 
made  for  the  particular  child  in 
care.  In  many  cases,  that  perma- 
nent plan  is  for  the  child  to  enter 
into  the  residential  program  at 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's 
Home  in  Middlesex. 


The  emergency  shelter  will  be 
staffed  by  child  care  workers  who 
provide  the  children  with  a  proper 
role  model  of  a  loving,  caring 
family.  The  shelter  will  be  open  24 
hours  a  day,  365  days  a  year,  and 
will  serve  up  to  nine  children  from 
birth  to  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  director  of  the  emergency 
shelter  is  Ellen  H.  Bayne.  She  has 
previously  served  as  director  of 
Tidewater  Christian  Service 
Camp,  a  child  protective  services 
volunteer,  and  a  foster  parent. 
Much  work  has  already  been  ac- 
complished on  the  shelter  that  is 
to  be  opened  in  the  Wilson  area  in 
May  1992. 


Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  examine  possible  sites  for  the  emergency  shelter. 
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As  with  all  the  programs  of- 
fered to  children  at  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Children's  Home,  the 
emergency  shelter  is  designed  to 
offer  hope  and  opportunity  to 
those  in  need.  With  the  proper 
love,  care,  and  shelter,  many  of 
these  children  can  begin  to  feel 
safe  and  cared  for  as  they  begin 
a  long-term  healing  process. 

CHILD  ABUSE 
IS  INCREASING 

Nearly  2.7  million  cases  of  child 
abuse  were  reported  last  year,  an 
increase  of  6  percent  over  1990,  a 
child  abuse  group  said  today. 

And  an  estimated  1,385  chidren 
died  of  abuse  in  1991,  an  increase 
of  10  percent,  the  National  Com- 
mittee for  Prevention  of  Child 
Abuse  said. 

While  experts  agreed  that  more 
cases  were  reported  because  of 
greater  public  awareness,  they 
said  some  of  the  increase  was  due 
to  a  more  violent  society,  harsh 
economic  times  and  drug  abuse. 

The  number  of  child  abuse 
cases  reported  in  the  United 
States  has  risen  each  year  since 
the  committee  began  compiling 
statistics  in  1976,  researchers 
said. 

The  number  of  child  abuse 
cases  rose  6  percent  to  2.69  million 
in  1991  from  2.5  million  the 
previous  year,  the  study  reported.

"In  the  Book  of  Philippians, 
Paul  has  a  lot  to  say  about  resur- 
rection power,"  said  the  Rev. 
Everett  Cleve  Wilkie,  interim 
pastor  of  the  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church  in  Kinston  and  convoca- 
tion speaker  for  the  1992  Mount 
Olive  College  Easter  Convocation. 
His  novel,  In  the  Shadow  of  Job, 
was  presented  at  the  MOC 
Premiere  Luncheon  following  the 
convocation. 

"Paul  is  willing  to  give  up 
everything  in  order  to  experience 
resurrection  power.  All  else  is 
dung,"  he  began.  "Today  we  need 
to  think  anew  what  Paul  is  talking 
about  when  he  describes  resurrec- 
tion power.  Spring  is  here  when 
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we  look  out  and  see  the  earth  com- 
ing to  life,  grass  greening  up, 
azaleas  blooming,  and  trees  alive 
with  flowers.  Oftentimes,  we  use 
spring  as  an  analogy  for  the 
Resurrection,  but  it  is  far  from 
the  actuality  and  truth  of  the 
Resurrection  Jesus  experienced. 
The  grass  is  green  true,  but  it 
never  was  dead.  It  simply  became 
dormant.  Under  the  warmth  of 
spring  is  still  the  life  of  the  grass. 
Resurrection  has  to  do  with  that 
which  is  stone  cold  dead,"  he  said. 

To  clarify  the  distinction  be- 
tween renewal  of  life  and  resur- 
rection power,  Mr.  Wilkie  de- 
scribed an  early  memory.  When 
he    was    a    young    boy,  he 


remembered  mountain  folks 
bringing  barrels  of  chestnuts  to 
the  orphanage.  The  children  had  a 
big  time  eating  these  chestnuts. 
Then  a  blight  swept  across  the 
majestic  hills  and  wiped  out  every 
chestnut  tree  in  North  Carolina. 
Once  young  Wilkie  could  stand 
and  look  across  the  mountain 
vistas  and  see  chestnut  trees 
everywhere.  After  the  blight,  he 
stood  on  a  mountaintop  and  saw 
dead,  rotting  chestnut  trees  until 
eventually  time  and  erosion 
tumbled  the  dead  trunks  to  the 
forest  floor. 

"If,"  Mr.  Wilkie  said,  "I  had 
stood  on  the  mountain  side  and 
seen  these  chestnut  trees  spring 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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up  again,  I  would  have  experi- 
enced resurrection.'* 

The  audience  in  College  Hall  sat 
mesmerized.  Outside  spring  was 
in  full  color,  scent,  and  warmth, 
but  Nature  had  never  died. 
Nature  had  only  been  dormant. 
Mr.  Wilkie  was  insistent  upon 
death:  the  absolute  disap- 
pearance of  the  North  Carolina 
chestnut  trees  and  the  cold  death 
of  Jesus.  He  did  not  sidetrack  the 
reality  of  death  as  the  clue  to 
resurrection  power.  To  be  resur- 
rected meant  to  have  died  and  to 
have  been  created  anew. 

"The  Cross  and  the  tomb  get  so 
intermingled  that  we  mix  them 
up,  "  he  continued.  "Easter  is  the 
time  when  we  praise  God  and 
celebrate  the  resurrection  of  the 
body  from  the  grave.  Resurrec- 
tion simply  and  purely  has  to  do 
with  the  body.  The  resurrection  of 
the  body  from  the  tomb  is 
separate  from  that  resurrection 
power  in  the  cross  experience," 
he  said. 

According  to  Mr.  Wilkie,  God 
engaged  in  two  separate  actions 
in  creating  humanity:  From  the 
dust  of  the  earth  God  created  the 
body;  in  a  separate  action  God 
breathed  the  breath  of  life,  the 
spiritual  being  into  that  body. 
Whole  humanity  includes  those 
two  acts  of  God:  from  dust  to 
body,  from  body  to  soul  (with  the 
breath  of  God).  Death  involves 
the  entire  body  and  soul ;  ultimate 
redemption  demands  dealing  with 
the  body  (from  dust)  and  the  soul 
(body  with  the  breath  of  God).  In 
this  interpretation,  Mr.  Wilkie 
sees  the  Cross  and  the  tomb  as  in- 
termingled in  resurrection  power. 
How? 

The  tomb  reflects  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  body.  The  Cross 
reflects  the  redemption  of  the 
soul. 

"We  need  to  understand  what 
went  on  on  that  Cross,"  explained 
Mr.  Wilkie.  "Sometimes  we 
overemphasize  the  physical  suf- 
ferings of  our  Lord  on  that  Cross. 
We  focus  on  His  body:  the 
bleeding,  cuts,  heat,  terrible  suf- 
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fering.  Yet,  we  are  thinking  about 
His  physical  suffering.  His 
physical  suffering  did  not  have 
one  thing  to  do  with  His  eternal 
soul  as  a  spiritual  being  created  in 
the  image  of  God.  We  hear  the  Son 
of  God  on  the  Cross  as  He  was 
suspended  between  Heaven  and 
Earth:  'My  God!  My  God!  Why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me?'  God 
turned  His  face  and  Jesus  plunged 
into  outer  darkness.  He  died 
physically  and  He  died  spiritual- 
ly. He  tasted  literal  Hell  on  that 
Cross.  He  became  sin.  What  does 
that  mean?"  asked  Mr.  Wilkie  as 
he  looked  across  the  faces  before 
him,  his  eyes  on  fire  and  his  hair 
shaking  as  he  moved  his  head. 

"It  was  necessary  for  Jesus  to 
become  sin,"  explained  Mr. 
Wilkie.  "The  moment  of  resurrec- 
tion was  when  the  Father  turned 
His  face  and  separated  from  His 
son.  Jesus  experienced  death 
physically  and  spiritually;  He  ex- 
perienced Hell  and  died.  The  only 
power  to  bring  Him  back  to  life 
was  resurrection  power.  How  did 
this  power  operate?" 

Not  a  sound  could  be  heard  but 
Mr.  Wilkie's  voice. 

"Resurrection  power  is  crea- 
tion power,"  he  explained.  "It  is 
not  restoration  or  reassembling. 
We  experience  death  and  yet  we 
become  new.  Old  things  are 
passed  away.  God  has  the  power 
to  create  us  again.  Our  old  sinful 
soul  will  pass  away  and  resurrec- 
tion power  will  create  a  new  soul. 
God  creates  again.  Paul  said  this 
is  so  marvelous,  so  wonderful  that 
it's  worth  everything.  All  else  is 
dung.  The  same  power  that 
operated  in  Jesus  can  operate  in 
us,"  declared  Mr.  Wilkie. 

"We  have  been  created  once 
and  we  can  experience  death  only 
to  be  created  again.  That's  resur- 
rection power!  That's  what  Paul 
wants  to  experience  more  than 
anything  else  in  the  world.  Paul 
wants  to  experience  the  power  of 
Jesus'  resurrection  in  the  hope 
that  Paul,  too,  will  die  and  be 
created  again,"  he  said. 


"Nothing  is  more  important 
than  resurrection  power  and  it 
can  operate  in  us!"  he  declared! 

PROJECT  EAST  1992's 
PIERSON  LECTURE:  AN 
AUTOBIOGRAPHICAL  LOOK 
AT  MARGARET  MITCHELL'S 

GONE  WITH  THE  WIND 
Dr.  Pepper  Worthington 
Writer-in-Residence 
Mount  Olive  College 

"The  American  classic,  Gone 
With  the  Wind,  is  not  about  the 
South,  not  about  Atlanta,  nor 
about  the  Civil  War,"  said  Dr. 
Elliot  Engel,  speaker  for  the  Pier- 
son  Lecture  in  the  Mount  Olive 
College  Project  EAST  1992  pro- 
gram. The  event,  sponsored  by 
Mount  Olive  College,  Dr.  Mary 
Bynum  Pierson  Borgognoni  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  Dr. 
William  Whatley  Pierson  Jr.,  and 
the  North  Carolina  Humanities 
Council,  attracted  more  than  500 
people  from  eastern  North 
Carolina. 

If  Gone  With  the  Wind  is  not 
about  Atlanta  nor  about  the  Civil 
War,  what  then  is  this  American 
classic  about?  According  to  Dr. 
Engel,  the  novel  is  about  the  life  of 
the  author,  Margaret  Mitchell, 
despite  the  fact  that  she  was  born 
35  years  after  the  war. 

"The  novel  is  about  Margaret 
Mitchell's  psyche,  about  her  place 
in  the  universe,"  declared  Dr. 
Engel. 

To  support  his  autobiographical 
reading  of  this  beloved  story,  Dr. 
Engel  related  numerous  facts 
about  Margaret  Mitchell's  life. 
She  was  born  in  1900.  Three  events 
in  her  childhood  provide  seeds  for 
her  later  novel.  In  1903,  when 
Margaret,  called  Peggy  by  family 
and  friends,  was  in  Atlanta,  she 
went  with  her  family  to  visit 
neighbors  on  Sunday  afternoons. 
Her  parents  always  picked  out  an 
old  couple  to  visit.  Peggy  was 
usually  placed  in  the  lap  of  a  bony 
old  man. 

"Every  old  man  in  1903  had 
been  a  general  or  soldier  in  the 
Civil  War,"  explained  Dr.  Engel.

"Peggy  had  to  listen  to  all  the  bat- 
tle stories.  She  would  even  have  to 
put  her  finger  on  the  old  man's 
head  where  the  bullet  passed 
through.  By  the  time  Margaret 
Mitchell  was  only  11  years  old,  she 
knew  every  single  event  in  the  en- 
tire Civil  War  except  one.  She 
didn't  learn  that  the  South  lost." 

The  crowd,  gathered  in  College 
Hall  at  Mount  Olive  College, 
laughed.  Couples  looked  at  each 
other  and  grinned.  Dr.  Engel  was 
speaking  to  a  southern  audience 
who  admired  Margaret  Mitchell's 
classic  for  its  southern  courage, 
colorfulness,  and  tragedy. 

"Do  you  remember  the  road 
that  led  to  Tara?"  asked  Dr. 
Engel.  "That  was  the  road  to 
Jonesboro  that  Peggy's  mother 
forced  her  daughter  to  walk." 

In  reading  Gone  With  the  Wind, 
Dr.  Engel  sees  the  spirit  of 
Scarlett  O'Hara  as  the  reflection 
of  Margaret  Mitchell  herself.  At 
11  years  old,  Margaret  Mitchell 
earned  money  by  putting  on  plays 
in  her  house.  She  knew  the 
parents  of  the  children  in  the  play 
would  come,  so  she  made  a  profit. 
Her  father  was  a  copyright 
lawyer  and  when  he  saw  that  his 
daughter  had  adapted  Thomas 
Dixen's  The  Clansman  to  a  play, 
he  pulled  her  aside  and  said, 
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"Now,  Peggy,  you've  got  to 
realize  those  characters  and 
words  you  didn't  create.  You 
should  always  give  credit  to  the 
writer." 

This  incident  made  Margaret 
Mitchell  acutely  aware  of 
copyright  laws.  Before  her  novel 
was  published  in  1936,  she  went  to 
every  cemetery  within  80  square 
miles  of  Atlanta  to  check  the 
names.  She'd  study  the  names  on 
tombstones  to  make  sure  none  of 
these  names  were  used  in  her 
novel. 

In  1943,  at  the  height  of  World 
War  II,  Margaret  Mitchell  read 
an  article  in  a  newspaper  about 
Adolf  Hitler  and  his  generals  in  a 
Bavarian  retreat.  Hitler  loved 
Gone  With  the  Wind  and  praised 
the  novel  to  his  generals. 
Margaret  Mitchell  did  not 
remember  getting  royalty  checks 
from  Germany,  so  she  demanded 
her  royalty  money  due  to  her 
under  international  copyright 
laws.  In  November  1944,  when  the 
United  States  was  still  at  war  with 
Germany,  Margaret  Mitchell 
received  a  sizable  royalty  check 
from  Germany. 

Dr.  Engel  related  specific 
events  in  Margaret  Mitchell's  life 
that  appear  in  Gone  With  the 
Wind.  When  Margaret  was  18,  she 


became  secretly  engaged  to  Lt. 
Clifford  Henry  from  upstate  New 
York.  During  their  time  together, 
Lt.  Henry  told  her  that  though  he 
could  hunt  and  dance,  he 
nonetheless  felt  he  should  have 
been  born  at  an  earlier  time  in  a 
quieter  age. 

When  Margaret  Mitchell  was  at 
Smith  College,  she  received  a 
telegram  that  Lt.  Clifford  Henry 
had  been  killed.  Lt.  Henry  was  her 
fiance  and  she  translates  him  into 
Ashley  Wilkes  in  the  novel. 

In  1919,  the  Spanish  influenza 
swept  the  nation.  Margaret  Mit- 
chell's mother  got  sick,  so  she 
came  home  from  Smith  College  to 
be  with  her  mother.  When  she  ar- 
rived in  Atlanta,  there  was  no  one 
to  greet  her  at  the  railroad  sta- 
tion. When  she  got  home,  she 
discovered  her  mother  had  died 
the  night  before. 

"Margaret  Mitchell  took  this 
experience  and  put  it  back  into  the 
Civil  War,"  explained  Dr.  Engel. 
"Remember  when  Scarlett  loses 
her  mother  at  an  early  age  and 
goes  into  the  room  to  see  Mrs. 
O'Hara?" 

According  to  Dr.  Engel,  the  pro- 
totype for  Rhett  Butler  was  Red 
Upshaw,  the  big  athletic,  hand- 
some man  who  married  Margaret 
Mitchell.  "Their  marriage  was  a 
complete  disaster,"  said  Dr. 
Engel.  "Margaret  had  decided 
there  was  only  one  man  she  could 
completely  love  and  he  was  dead. 
She  learned  two  things  about  Red: 
He  drank  and  he  abused  her.  They 
fought  until  Red  left  to  take  a  job 
in  Asheville.  He  told  her  he  never 
planned  to  come  back  to  her.  He 
walked  out  of  her  life,  down  the 
walk,  and  left  for  North 
Carolina— just  like  that,"  said  Dr. 
Engel  as  he  snapped  his  fingers. 
Of  course,  Margaret  Mitchell 
translated  that  scene  into  her 
ending,  which  has  become 
perhaps  the  most  famous  scene  in 
the  novel. 

In  1926,  Margaret  Mitchell 
began  her  novel.  "She  revised 
each  chapter  eight  times,"  said 
Dr.  Engel.  "She  told  her  new 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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husband,  John  Marsh,  that  she'd 
be  lucky  to  sell  500  copies  to  the 
Georgia  Historical  Association." 

A  New  York  agent  read  her 
manuscript  and  requested  two  im- 
portant changes.  First,  the 
heroine's  name  was  not  Scarlett 
O'Hara  but  Pansey  O'Hara.  The 
agent  convinced  Margaret  Mit- 
chell to  change  the  name.  Second, 
according  to  Dr.  Engel,  the 
original  title,  Baa  Baa  Black 
Sheep,  was  changed  to  Tomorrow 
Is  Another  Day.  When  the  New 
York  publishing  house  did 
research  on  that  second  title,  they 
found  another  novel  already  had 
that  name.  Margaret  Mitchell  had 
difficulty  trying  to  think  of  a  title, 
but  she  found  the  line,  "gone  with 
the  wind,"  in  an  obscure  Victorian 
poem.  The  book  was  published 
and  became  an  incredible  best 
seller. 

"Margaret  Mitchell  lost  her 
privacy  forever,"  said  Dr.  Engel. 
"Her  success  was  so  incredible 
that  she  was  afraid  to  write 
another  word.  Her  success  was  so 
overwhelming  that  it  completely 
sterilized  her  as  a  writer.  When 
the  movie  came  out,  she  lost  more 
of  her  privacy." 

By  1941,  Margaret  Mitchell  was 
forgotten.  Dr.  Engel  indicated 
that  she  began  to  change  from  an 
attractive,  petite  woman  to  an 
alcoholic  with  a  puffy  face  and  red 
nose.  Her  husband,  John  Marsh, 
was  in  a  sad  state  after  three 
strokes. 

In  1949,  she  and  her  husband 
decided  to  go  to  a  movie  at  the 
Peach  Tree  Theater.  As  she  was 
helping  her  husband  cross  the 
street,  she  spotted  a  drunken  cab 
driver  heading  directly  towards 
her  and  her  husband.  She  dropped 
her  invalid  husband  to  run  to  the 
curve,  but  the  cab  driver  saw 
John  Marsh  in  the  road  and 
turned  his  wheel  only  to  hit  her 
broadside.  She  was  dead  at  49. 
The  cab  driver  had  accumulated 
17  offenses,  but  he  was  still  driv- 
ing. This  incident  led  a  group  of 
people  to  establish  People  Against 
Drunk  Driving,  which  later  gave 
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birth  to  Mothers  Against  Drunk 
Driving. 

"Odd,  isn't  it,  that  Margaret 
Mitchell's  success  was  so  over- 
whelming that  it  sunk  her  deeper 
into  disaster,"  concluded  Dr. 
Engel. 

MOUNT  OLIVE  DEVELOPS 
CREATIVE  CONCEPT  IN 
FINANCIAL  AID 

Mount  Olive  is  developing  a 
creative  concept  in  financial  aid 
and  plans  to  implement  the  pro- 
gram beginning  with  the  1992-93 
year.  Setting  the  tone,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  approved  the  follow- 
ing policy  during  its  winter 
meeting: 

"To  link  by  fall  1993,  all  institutional 
scholarships  to  enriched  learning  ex- 
periences; to  career  preparation;  and 
to  services  to  the  College,  the 
Church,  and  human  needs." 

The  faculty,  through  each 
department,  is  currently  develop- 
ing proposals  toward  implement- 
ing the  policy.  One  goal  is  to  pro- 
vide on-campus  experiences  that 
will  prepare  students  for  career- 
related  activities. 

Visual  communication  students 
will  be  involved  in  producing 
Mount  Olive  College  publications. 
English  majors  will  work  in  the 
MOC  Press  office  or  write  feature 
stories  for  newspapers.  Pho- 
tography students  will  be  trained 
to  take  pictures  during  special 
events. 

Another  goal  is  to  increase  com- 
puter resources  and  services  to 
prepare  students  for  work  in  the 
21st  Century.  The  College  plans  to 
join  a  computer  network  that  will 
give  its  students  access  to  interna- 
tional resources. 

"It  is  the  College's  intention  to 
use  the  Creative  Scholarship  Pro- 
gram to  forge  an  educational  ex- 
perience that  combines  learning 
with  self-discipline,"  explains 
MOC's  President  W.  Burkette 
Raper.  "The  amount  of  the 
scholarships  and  grants  will  vary 
according  to  the  needs  and  merit 
of  the  applicant,  but  they,  along 


with  the  student's  own  resources 
and  other  forms  of  financial  aid, 
will  be  adequate  to  cover  the  ex- 
penses at  Mount  Olive  College." 

Applicants  must  show  aca- 
demic promise  and  a  commit- 
ment to  attaining  a  college  educa- 
tion. In  making  the  awards,  the 
College  will  look  for  students  with 
such  qualities  as  diligence,  self- 
reliance,  self-motivation,  and  a 
willingness  to  work. 

Through  further  development  of 
this  creative  program,  MOC 
students  will  find  new  oppor- 
tunities to  finance  their  education 
through  campus  service  and  part- 
time  employment. 

VD3RATIONS  FELT  ON 
THE  MOUNT  OLIVE  CAMPUS 

Construction  has  begun! 

Trucks  rumble  along  Hender- 
son Street,  and  buildings  vibrate 
as  heavy  machines  criss-cross  the 
site  of  the  new  Dining  Hall/ Stu- 
dent Center.  Students  and  faculty 
and  staff  pause  on  their  way  to 
and  from  College  Hall  to  watch 
the  preparations,  dodging  a  cloud 
of  dust  or  two. 

Once  again,  the  dream  of  what 
Mount  Olive  College  is  becoming 
moves  toward  reality. 

The  facility  is  expected  to  be  oc- 
cupied during  spring  1993,  and  the 
goal  is  to  transfer  all  operations, 
including  art  and  music,  to  the 
main  campus  not  later  than  fall 
1993. 

In  order  to  expedite  the  transfer 
from  the  College's  downtown 
campus,  the  Student  Union  com- 
plex has  been  included  in  the 
building.  This  area  of  the  facility 
will  provide  offices  for  student 
programs,  a  game  room  and 
lounge,  and  service  for  short 
orders  between  regular  meals  and 
at  night. 

The  22,000  square-foot  building 
will  have  a  dining  capacity  of  600, 
including  two  private  rooms.  A 
raised  dining  area  will  serve  as  a 
stage  for  concerts,  lectures,  and 
dinner  programs.  The  cost  is 
estimated  at  $2  million,  including 
equipment  and  furniture. 
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Jackson  Builders  of  Goldsboro 
was  awarded  the  general  con- 
tract. Other  contractors  include: 
Braxton  Britt  of  Wilson,  plumb- 
ing; Southern  Piping  of  Wilson, 


heating  and  air  conditioning;  Tri- 
ple R  Electric  of  Kinston,  elec- 
trical; and  Jacobi-Lewis  Com- 
pany, Inc.  of  Wilmington,  food 
equipment.

Titus  "T.  J."  Johnson  of 
Walstonburg,  a  senior  at  Mount 
Olive  College  with  a  Free  Will 
Baptist  heritage,  is  a  man  of 
many  talents.

List,  an  accomplishment  that  re- 
quires a  perfect  4.0  gpa.  He  has 
been  named  as  an  All-American 
Scholar  and  nominated  to  Who's 
Who  in  Athletics  and  Who's  Who 
Among  Students  in  American  Col- 
leges and  Universities. 

Johnson  has  finished  his  classes 
and  continues  to  fulfill  his  gradua- 
tion requirements  through  MOC's 
Internship  Program— a  program 
that  integrates  classroom  study 
with  actual  work  experience.  His 
employment  at  Putt-Putt  mini- 
ature golf  course  in  Goldsboro  ties 
in  well  with  his  interest  in  sports 
management. 

"I  learned  in  college  classes 
how  to  go  about  program  plan- 
ning, how  to  set  up  things  you 
want  to  do,  and  how  to  go  about 
doing  them,"  he  says. 

Creating  a  pleasant  environ- 
ment for  recreation  is  important 
to  Johnson.

understand  people  and  meet  their 
needs.  You  have  to  know  how  to 
create  a  friendly  atmosphere,"  he 
says.  "I  enjoy  getting  the  chance 
to  meet  people  and  helping  the 
participants. 

As  for  the  future,  Johnson  isn't 
ready  to  predict.  "Right  now,  I'd 


like  to  be  a  high  school  coach,"  he 
says,  "but  I'm  not  sure." 

It  would  seem  that  this  Mount 
Olive  College  student— with  a 
solid  background  of  academics 
and  sports  and  an  appreciation  of 
the  value  of  work— will  be  able  to 
chart  any  course  he  chooses.

Call  them  modern  pilgrims.  Instead  of  England,  their  homelands  are  Viet- 
nam, Laos,  Guatemala  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

Their  reasons  for  risking  everything  to  come  to  America  are  similar  to 
those  of  the  Pilgrims.  They  fled  to  escape  economic  privations,  political 
persecution  and  religious  intolerance. 

Some  of  today's  pilgrims  sneaked  away  in  fishing  boats,  had  their  few 
possessions  plundered  by  thieves,  hid  in  backwoods  and  swamps,  foiled  border 
guards,  languished  in  refugee  camps. 

Now  they're  free.  But  are  they  happy?  For  most,  life  in  the  United  States  is 
bittersweet.  They  say  it's  an  uphill  battle  to  survive  in  a  foreign  country,  find 
jobs,  pay  bills,  master  English,  fit  in,  afford  simple  pleasures.  They  bless  finan- 
cial and  emotional  support  from  relatives  and  friends,  who  have  eased  their 
burdens. 

Although  these  modern  pilgrims  give  thanks  for  what  they  have,  all  cling  to 
visions  of  an  even  better  life  that  fueled  their  flight  to  America.

MONEY  GOES  TO  HIS 
FAMILY  IN  GUATEMALA 

Since  fleeing  his  native 
Guatemala  eight  years  ago, 
Ernesto  Villalobos  has  kept  two 
promises. 

For  one  thing,  he's  made 
enough  money  to  repay  a  $3,500 
loan  for  his  mother's  cancer 
surgery.  For  another,  he's  able  to 
help    support   his    family  in 
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Guatemala  City,  allowing  his 
mother  to  quit  her  housekeeping 
job. 

"When  I  came,  my  biggest 
dream  was  to  make  the  lives  of 
my  family  better,"  says  Villa- 
lobos. "Now  I  want  to  buy  a  house 
for  my  mother." 

For  the  past  four  years, 
Villalobos,  27,  has  been  an  atten- 
dant     for      a  48-year-old 


quadriplegic  in  Grand  Terrace. 
Villalobos  receives  room  and 
board  from  the  family  which  in- 
cludes his  employer's  wife  and 
young  son. 

"If  I  weren't  here,  I  could  be  on 
the  streets,"  he  says. 

He  is  a  survivor.  One  of  five 
brothers  and  sisters  raised  in  a 
one-room  house  in  Guatemala 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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City,  Villalobos  moved  out  at  age 
9  to  earn  money  foy  schoolbooks 
and  clothes.  He  lived  with  a  cou- 
ple, scrubbed  their  restaurant 
from  5  a.m.  to  noon,  then  trudged 
off  to  school. 

After  sixth  grade  he  dropped 
out  to  take  jobs  cleaning  a  phar- 
macy and  working  in  a  convales- 
cent home  on  weekends.  His  up- 
permost goal  was  always  to  help 
his  parents.  "I  was  the  Santa 
Claus  of  my  family,"  Villalobos 
says,  smiling. 

When  he  was  14,  the  political 
climate  changed  under  the  more 
repressive  military  dictatorship 
of  Romeo  Lucas  Garcia. 

Villalobos'  cousin  and  close 
friend,  13-year-old  Enrique 
Baran,  disappeared  after  attend- 
ing a  student  demonstration 
against  government-inflated 
prices  of  such  staples  as  corn, 
sugar,  rice  and  beans. 

His  mother  went  crazy  from 
stress,"  remembers  Villalobos. 

Determined  to  find  his  cousin, 
Villalobos  joined  the  Grupo  de 
Apoyo  Mutuo,  a  group  of  mostly 
mothers,  searching  for  their 
"desaparecidos,"  or  disappeared 
ones."  He  made  several  unsuc- 
cessful attempts  to  penetrate  the 
impassable  Nebaj  Mountains 
near  the  Honduras  border. 

"One  time  I  heard  yelling  and 
shooting,"  he  recalls.  On  his  third 
and  last  try  he  was  scared  off 
after  spotting  pickup  trucks  car- 
rying dead  bodies  out  of  a  moun- 
tain hideaway.  Soon  afterwards, 
soldiers  searched  Villalobos' 
house  for  documents  to  link  him  to 
the  Grup  de  Apoyo  Mutuo. 

"My  mother  said  I  had  to 
leave,"  Villalobos  says.  Besides 
fearing  for  his  family's  safety,  he 
saw  America  as  the  promised 
land.  There  he  could  earn  enough 
to  reimburse  the  friend  who'd 
paid  for  his  mother's  surgery. 

With  nothing  but  a  few  extra 
clothes,  Villalobos  fled  by  bus  in 
August  1983  to  Tapachula,  Mex- 
ico, on  the  Guatemalan  border,  12 
hours  from  his  hometown.  But 
Villalobos  lacked  the  documents 


necessary  to  show  at  the  check- 
point between  Mexico  City  and 
Guadalajara. 

To  dodge  the  federal  police,  he 
and  a  band  of  immigrants 
escaped  via  backroads,  stumbling 
10  hours  into  the  Mexican 
wetlands. 

During  the  trek  through  marshy 
swamps,  Villalobos  took  sick  from 
an  insect  bite.  A  Mexican  among 
their  group  took  him  into  the 
home  of  a  family  in  Guadalajara. 
He  stayed  with  them  1%  months 
and  called  an  old  school  friend  in 
Los  Angeles  who'd  pledged  to 
sponsor  him. 

When  Villalobos  was  well,  his 
benefactors  drove  him  to  Tijuana, 
where  "coyotes,"  or  smugglers, 
transported  him  across  the 
border. 

But  his  sponsor  had  moved, 
leaving  Villalobos  stranded  and 
the  coyote  out  his  $300  fee.  Kind- 
hearted  and  reluctant  to  return 
his  charge  to  Mexico,  the  coyote 
dropped  Villalobos  off  in  Van 
Nuys  on  November  16,  1983. 

For  three  weeks,  a  sympathetic 
family  fed  Villalobos,  clothed  him 
and  let  him  sleep  in  blankets  out- 
side their  home. 

Villalobos  roomed  with  co- 
workers after  landing  a  kitchen 
job  at  Poquito  Mas,  a  restaurant 
at  Universal  Studios.  Soon  laid  off 
and  broke,  he  lived  on  the  streets 
and  at  the  Los  Angeles  Mission. 

He  found  temporary  lodgings 
through  La  Placita  Olvera  Church 
in  LA  and  El  Rescate,  an 
organization  for  Central 
American  refuges.  He  finally  got 
a  break  when  a  church  member 
found  him  a  live-in  job  caring  for 
a  17-year-old  disabled  teenager  in 
Upland.  Villalobos  quit  two  years 
later  after  a  falling  out  with  the 
family. 

The  same  church  member 
rescued  him  again,  with  his  cur- 
rent job. 

His  life  is  an  uphill  battle.  He 
has  no  car,  and  often  takes  the  bus 
on  weekends  to  visit  his  brother, 
Edgar  Rene,  in  Los  Angeles. 


"If  I  cross  that  door,"  says 
Villalobos,  gesturing  at  the  front 
door,  "I'm  a  different  person.  I 
can  be  laughing  and  smiling  here, 
but  I  don't  show  how  I  really 
feel." 

How  does  he  really  feel?  Occa- 
sionally lonely,  empty. 

He'll  walk  to  parks,  listen  to  the 
radio,  watch  TV,  dance  at  Mex- 
ican fiestas.  "Fun  costs  money," 
says  Villalobos,  who  doesn't  date. 
"That  way,  no  one  gets  hurt." 

Villalobos  wants  to  settle  in 
Guatemala,  but  fears  for  his  safe- 
ty and  that  he  can't  earn  a  living 
there.  Although  he's  not  political- 
ly active,  he's  worried  that  he 
would  still  be  viewed  as  an  enemy 
of  the  government. 

Meanwhile,  he's  somewhat  ap- 
prehensive because  of  his  im- 
migration status;  he's  working  on 
becoming  a  legal  U.S.  citizen.  "I 
have  to  live  as  a  prisoner,"  he  ex- 
plains. "I  have  to  watch  my 
back." 

TRYING  TO  KEEP  CLOSE  TIES 
TO  HIS  LAOTIAN  CULTURE 

Gu  Vang  begs  his  children  to 
finish  school,  even  get  a  doc- 
torate. "I  told  them,  maybe  with 
education,  you  can  change  your 
life,"  he  says. 

Vang,  40,  and  his  wife,  Ge  Vang 
Phang,  38,  are  Laotian  refugees. 
They  live  with  their  nine  kids, 
ages  iy2  to  16,  in  a  four-bedroom 
home  in  Banning. 

Often  Vang  is  depressed.  He 
stays  awake  nights,  worrying  how 
to  support  his  family.  He  sees 
himself  as  a  failure.  He  still 
studies  English,  writes  it  com- 
petently, but  is  frustrated  that 
he's  not  easily  understood.  "I 
very  shy,"  he  admits.  "I  tried,  but 
I  can't  use  English." 

Through  training  programs,  he 
has  learned  farming  and  voca- 
tional skills.  He  volunteers  with 
the  Riverside  County  Department 
of  Education  to  help  set  preschool 
policies. 

But  since  coming  to  America  13 
years  ago,  he's  been  laid  off  a 
series  of  menial  jobs  and  now 
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lives  on  a  $1,400  monthly  welfare 
check. 

"This  is  not  my  dream,  to  have 
government  pay  for  you,"  Vang 
says  sadly.  "I  am  not  happy.  I 
want  to  pay  for  myself  and  have  a 
responsible,  capable  life.  In  this 
country,  it's  not  easy." 

A  member  of  the  H'mong  tribe 
in  Laos,  Vang  was  one  of  13 
children  born  to  middle-class 
farmers  in  Phuloom.  Besides 
growing  rice,  corn  and  bananas, 
Vang's  father  was  a  pharmacist. 

To  help  protect  his  country  from 
the  communist-led  Pathet  Lao 
takeover,  Vang  joined  the  Royal 
Laotian  Army  at  age  15.  When  this 
army  became  a  CIA  operative 
during  American  involvement 
in  1969  through  1975,  Vang  served 
as  a  lieutenant  general.  He  mar- 
ried Ge  Vang  Phang  in  1974, 
whom  he  met  while  she  was 
washing  clothes  in  a  river. 

When  the  Vietnam  War  ended  in 
1975,  Laos  officially  became  a 
communist  state.  "We  had  to 
leave  because  the  communists 
were  putting  all  CIA  officers  in 
jail,"  recalls  Vang. 

Vang  moved  his  family  to  Vien- 
tiane, the  Laotian  capital  on  the 
Thailand  border.  There  he  per- 
suaded a  cousin  to  arrange  their 
escape  to  freedom  a  mile  across 
the  Mekong  River  in  a  tiny, 
motorized  fishing  boat  designed  to 
hold  10  people.  Vang's  boat  made 
it  to  Thailand,  but  12  others  in 
another  boat  drowned  (including 
his  cousin),  were  shot  or  arrested 
attempting  the  journey. 

Vang  and  his  family  lived  three 
years  in  a  refuge  camp  until 
relatives  and  Catholic  Charities 
co-sponsored  their  passage  to 
America  on  November  10,  1978. 
Aid  from  a  refugee  program 
helped  them  rent  a  home  for  two 
years  in  Santa  Ana.  They  moved 
to  Banning  in  1979,  where  for  $600 
a  month,  Vang  rents  a  home  in  a 
Laotian  enclave  dubbed 
"H'mong-town." 

Vang  has  tried  his  best  to  find 
work.  Before  he  was  laid  off,  he 
worked  three  months  on  a  poultry 
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farm  in  Beaumont  as  a  chicken 
plucker,  chicken  killer,  meat 
hanger  and  meat  loader.  During 
that  time  he  was  devastated  by 
the  death  of  his  4-month-old  son, 
Xao  Vang,  who  spiked  a  high 
fever.  Vang  couldn't  com- 
municate his  grief  to  his  co- 
workers. "I'd  cry.  I  miss  my 
son,"  he  says  softly. 

He  briefly  worked  as  an 
assembly  worker,  inspector  and 
machine  operator  for  an  aircraft 
manufacturer.  He  earned  a 
diploma  as  a  trained  machinist  in 
an  adult  education  program.  But 
future  employers  told  him  he 
needed  at  least  two  or  three  years 
more  of  experience. 

Under  a  government  farm 
training  program,  he  rented  a 
truck  and  tractor  and  commuted 
to  Indio  to  raise  beans,  okra  and 
squash.  "I  couldn't  sell  it,"  he 
says. 

His  teacher's  aide  position 
ended  after  three  months  at  Susan 
B.  Coombs  Intermediate  School  in 
Banning.  To  improve  his  English, 
he  studied  another  three  months 
at  Mt.  San  Jacinto  College  in 
Hemet. 

In  1984,  under  a  vocational 
training  program,  he  learned  how 
to  use  a  sewing  machine  and  how 
to  supervise  a  sewing  factory.  For 
a  year,  he  was  supposed  to  earn 
$1,200  a  month  as  production 
manager  at  the  fledgling  H'mong 
American  Clothing  Factory  in 
Banning.  He  quit  after  a  year, 
claiming  he  was  never  paid.  The 
business  eventually  failed. 

Vang  says  he  has  been  so 
disheartened  he  even  con- 
templated returning  to  Laos.  Now 
he's  determined  to  make  it  here. 
"Every  night,"  he  says,  "I  tell  my 
children  to  try  hard,  try  hard  to 
change  their  lives." 

To  help  his  English  and  sharpen 
his  community  awareness,  Vang 
volunteers  with  the  Riverside 
County  Department  of  Education 
as  well  as  the  Banning  Unified 
School  District.  At  the  latter,  he's 
working  on  leadership  programs 
to  deter  gang  participation  as  well 


as  drug  and  alcohol  abuse. 

"I  have  to  know  the  system," 
Vang  says.  "I  do  a  lot,  but  it 
doesn't  help.  I  try  hard  to  be  in- 
volved with  American  organiza- 
tions so  I  can  change  my  life." 

As  president  of  the  Lao  Family 
Community  chapter  in  Riverside 
County,  he  tries  to  help  the  2,000 
members,  who  include  other 
Southeast  Asians,  find  vocational 
training  programs,  English- 
language  programs  or  jobs.  It's 
also  a  way  of  keeping  close  ties  to 
his  native  culture,  which  he's  at-  ( 
tempting  to  preserve  and  pass  on 
to  his  children.  J 

"I'm  not  throwing  away  my 
traditional  culture,"  says  Vang,  ( 
showing  pictures  of  his  children  i 
dressed   in   Laotian   clothing.  j 
"Every  night  my  oldest  daughter 
just  listens  to  American  songs  on 
the  radio."  Vang  pleads  with  her 
to  learn  Laotian  tunes.  "You  have 
to  learn  my  songs,"  he  says. 
"That's  my  language."

GIFT  OF 

Vigorous,  gifted  adults  come  to  mankind 
wrapped  in  the  tiny  package  of  a  newborn  baby. 
Such  helpless  bundles  hold  the  future  of  man. 

A  national  leader  expressing  concern  for  the 
billion-plus  children  in  the  world  put  it  this  way: 
"Children  are  a  mirror  of  a  nation  and  of  the  world 
itself.  We  realize  our  potentialities  through  our 
children.  We  are  judged  by  what  we  do  for  the 
children." 

What  would  happen  if  the  world  today  were  to  be 
judged  on  the  care  of  its  children?  What  would  the 
scorecard  show?  If  you  live  in  North  America, 
Europe,  Japan,  Australia  or  New  Zealand,  you 
might  be  surprised  with  the  judgment.  When  the 
children  around  you  are  well-fed,  well-clothed,  well- 
educated,  you  tend  to  feel  that  the  hungry,  ragged 
and  uneducated  are  the  "unfortunate  few." 


If  we  could  expand  our  vision  to  see  the  whole 
world,  we  would  discover  that  the  opposite  is  true. 
The  children  in  industrially  developed  countries  are 
the  "fortunate  few." 

To  take  a  closer  look  at  the  situation,  let  us 
represent  the  billion-plus  children  in  the  world  by 
just  four  youngsters. 

Since  three  out  of  every  four  children  live  in  the 
less  developed  countries,  three  of  our  children  would 
live  in  either  Asia,  Africa,  or  Latin  America.  Just 
one  would  live  in  an  industrially  developed  country. 
Let  us  say  his  home  is  in  the  United  States. 

The  three  children  representing  the  Third  World 
would  probably  never  see  a  doctor  or  sit  in  a 
classroom,  much  less  graduate.  Their  chances  of 
reaching  their  potential,  physically  or  mentally,  are 
very  limited.  What  the  child  in  the  United  States  will  | 
waste  in  food,  clothes,  and  classroom  time  would  i 
meet  the  needs  of  at  least  one  of  the  other  three 
children.  UNICEF  statistics  tell  us  that  a  penny  will 
buy  enough  vaccine  to  protect  a  child  against  tuber- 
culosis  and  five  cents  will  cure  a  child  of  trachoma. 
Yet  these  two  diseases  continue  to  kill  and  disable. 

Even  as  we  grasp  just  how  uneven  and  unfair 
the  distribution  of  goods  is  in  our  world,  we  also 
know  that  you  cannot  just  take  what  Johnny  in  the 
United  States  does  not  eat  and  give  it  to  little  Sanjay 
in  India.  It  is  also  true  that  there  are  healthy, 
privileged  children  in  the  less  developed  countries, 
just  as  there  are  malnourished  children  in  the 
United  States.  But  as  we  again  look  at  the  total 
problem,  we  find  these  children  are  in  a  small 
minority. 

A  CHILD 

Let  us  investigate  one  category  on  the  world's 
childcare  scorecard.  How  do  we  rate  in  nutritional 
care? 

Estimates  put  the  number  of  malnourished 
preschool  (ages  one  through  six)  children  (in  the 
less  developed  nations)  at  300  million.  As  high  as 
two-thirds  of  the  children  under  the  age  of  15  who 
live  in  these  nations  suffer  from  some  degree  of  pro- 
tein and/or  calorie  malnutrition. 

Better  to  Let  Them  Die? 

The  question  is  often  asked,  "Even  though  it  is 
terrible,  is  it  not  good  from  a  population  viewpoint 
that  the  death  rate  is  so  high  among  the  children?" 

Yet  the  question  reveals  a  dehumanizing  at- 
titude which  assumes  that  the  children  dying  are  not 
your  children,  and  somehow  "those"  children  are 
not  as  valuable.

GENTILE

In  January  of  1973,  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  made  a  decision 
that  almost  cost  Ryan  Gentile  his 
life.  The  case  in  question  was  Roe 
v.  Wade,  410  U.S.  115,  the  ruling 
that  legalized  abortion  in  the 
United  States. 

Roe  v.  Wade  offered  a  seeming- 
ly simple  solution  to  women  like 
Carol  Lee  Gentile  with  unplanned 
and  unwanted  pregnancies.  In 
1976,  when  Carol  Lee  discovered 
that  she  was  pregnant,  she  felt 
that  abortion,  which  was  popular 
at  the  time,  was  the  answer  to  her 
problem. 

Carol  Lee  was  39  years  old.  Her 
husband,  who  had  passed  away  a 
few  days  earlier,  had  left  her  with 
five  children  to  raise,  the 
youngest  of  which  was  10.  She  was 
not  a  Christian  then,  and  it  was 
easy  for  her  to  listen  to  the  world 
saying,  "It's  not  a  baby,  just  a 
fetus."  After  all,  she  rationalized, 
I  already  have  five  children.  I'm 
39  years  old  and  without  a  part- 
ner. How  can  I  possibly  cope  with 
rearing  yet  another  child? 

If  anyone  had  reason  to  justify 
an  abortion,  Carol  Lee  surely  did. 
Besides,  coming  from  an  unsaved 
family,  she  had  no  Christian  in- 
fluence in  her  life,  except  for  her 
"Jesus  freak"  neighbor,  who 
prayed  that  Carol  Lee  would  be 
unable  to  go  through  with  the 
abortion. 

Carol  Lee  consulted  a  doctor  to 
arrange  the  abortion.  Though  he

could  not  be  certain,  the  doctor 
estimated  that  the  "fetus"  was  16 
weeks  in  development.  The  abor- 
tion would  have  to  be  performed 
by  saline  solution,  a  method  used 
on  unborn  babies  up  to  20  weeks  of 
development.  With  this  pro- 
cedure, the  womb  is  flooded  with 
a  salt  solution  which  induces  labor 
and  almost  always  kills  the  baby 
before  the  premature  labor 
begins. 

During  the  description  of  the 
abortion  process,  Carol  Lee  came 
to  a  surprising  realization:  She 
loved  this  baby  deeply.  For  the 
first  time  she  thought  of  the  little 
life  growing  within  her  as 
something  more  than  a  fetus.  In 
tears,  she  explained  to  the  doctor 
that  she  could  not  go  through  with 
the  abortion.  She  left  the  office 
relieved. 


When  the  "Jesus  freak" 
neighbor  heard  of  Carol  Lee's 
decision,  she  began  praising  the 
Lord  for  this,  the  first  of  several 
victories  for  Carol  Lee  and  her 
baby. 

Throughout  the  next  several 
months,  Satan  worked  to 
discourage  Carol  Lee,  reminding 
her  constantly  of  how  difficult  it  is 
to  raise  a  family  alone.  When 
hemorrhaging  placed  her  in  the 
hospital  unexpectedly,  the  Devil 
used  her  time  alone  in  thought  to 
remind  her  of  her  situation:  hus- 
band gone;  five  children  to  care 
for;  another  one  on  the  way. 

During  this  hospital  stay,  Carol 
Lee  became  aware  of  how  lonely 
she  really  was.  She  knew  her  con- 
dition was  not  improving  and  she 
was  being  given  whole  blood,  but 
she  never  realized  how  close  to 
death  she  came.  Her  only  concern 
was  for  the  little  life  within  her, 
her  baby. 

As  she  watched  the  baby's  vital 
signs  on  the  monitor,  she  saw  the 
heartbeat  drop  suddenly  to  zero. 
The  doctors  rushed  in  shouting, 
"We've  lost  him!"  Carol  Lee 
knew  how  much  she  wanted  this 
baby,  but  felt  now  that  she  was  be- 
ing punished  for  having  wanted  to 
kill  him.  Now  that  she  wanted  the 
child,  he  was  dying.  Lying  on  the 
operating  table,  she  cried  out, 
"God,  I  don't  even  know  if  you're 
there,  but  if  you  are,  please  don't 
let  my  baby  die." 
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When  Carol  Lee  awoke,  her  first 
thought  was  for  the  baby.  She  was 
told  that  he  was  alive,  but  not  ex- 
pected to  survive.  He  weighed  on- 
ly four  pounds  and  already  had 
been  given  two  blood  transfu- 
sions. "He  just  can't  make  it,"  she 
was  told.  But  in  spite  of  what  doc- 
tors said,  a  voice  inside  Carol  Lee 
said,  "Your  baby  is  fine." 

Shortly  after  this  second  vic- 
tory—the miraculous  birth  of  lit- 
tle Ryan  Gentile— Carol  Lee's 
"Jesus  freak"  neighbor  visited 
her  in  the  hospital.  The  neighbor 
explained  that  her  husband  had 
been  awakened  during  the  night 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  and  had  been  in- 
structed to  pray  for  Carol  Lee  and 
the  baby.  At  6:30  he  sensed  a 
release  from  prayer,  the  same 
time  that  Carol  Lee  had  cried  out 
to  God. 

As  soon  as  Carol  Lee  had  the 
strength  to  hold  onto  anything, 
she  reached  for  her  cigarettes. 
Once  again,  the  little  voice  she 
had  heard  before  spoke  to  her:  "I 
have  given  you  back  your  life, 
now  the  choice  is  yours.  What  will 
you  do  with  it?" 

She  described  the  voice  as  lov- 
ing, but  she  attributed  it  to  her 
weakness  after  the  ordeal.  Never- 
theless, she  gave  up  smoking,  and 
drinking,  too.  This  was  easy 
enough  to  do  while  in  the  hospital, 
where  access  to  alcohol  is  im- 
possible, but  Carol  Lee  stuck  to 
her  decision  even  after  she 
brought  little  Ryan  home.  Her 
family  was  surprised  by  this 
resolve,  because  she  had  been  in 
the  habit  of  drinking  a  fifth  of 
alcohol  a  day. 

Now  that  she  was  at  home 
again,  Carol  Lee  felt  a  strong 
desire  to  learn  more  about  God. 
Since  she  didn't  even  have  a  Bible 
to  dust  off  once  a  month;  she  had 
to  go  out  and  find  one.  She 
selected  The  Living  Bible. 

Then,  through  a  Christian  radio 
station,  which  she  discovered  ac- 
cidentally, Carol  Lee  came  to 
realize  her  need  to  accept  Christ 
as  her  personal  Saviour. 
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God  has  given  Carol  Lee  the 
ability  to  love  everyone  through 
His  love  and  has  used  her  to  do  His 
work  at  the  Christian  radio  sta- 
tion, in  the  city  jail,  and  at  the 
Fountain  Correction  Center  for 
Women.  Each  place  she  goes 
seems  to  prepare  her  for  the  next 
task  God  has  for  her.  "I  may  not 
always  get  the  clean  ones  and  the 
loveables,  but  through  His  love,  I 
can  minister  to  all  types." 

Two  years  ago,  God  placed 
Carol  Lee  as  executive  director  of 
the  Carolina  Pregnancy  Center,  a 
crisis  center  for  pregnant  women 
located  in  Greenville,  NC.  The 
Center  supplies  maternity  clothes 
for  women  who  cannot  afford 
them  and  offers  counseling  and 
advice  to  pregnant  women,  as 
well  as  to  women  suffering  from 
postabortion  syndrome. 

Carol  Lee  receives  all  the 
women  in  a  non- judgmental  man- 
ner. She  remembers  when  she 
was  where  they  are,  and  can 
share  their  burden  with  love  and 


understanding.  "Things  happen  to 
us  that  aren't  necessarily  good  at 
the  time,  but  God  can  take  that 
and  use  it  for  good,"  she  says. 
Carol  Lee  uses  everything  in  her 
past  to  help  others. 

In  the  past  year,  Carol  Lee  has 
seen  over  600  girls  at  the  Center. 
Tragically,  90  to  95  percent  of 
these  say  they  are  Christians  and 
believe  God  will  forgive  them  for 
having  an  abortion.  Carol  Lee 
struggles  to  explain  the  dangers 
of  willfully  sinning  and  shares  the 
love  of  the  Lord  with  them.  It's  a 
big  job  requiring  much  work  and 
prayer. 

Ryan  Gentile  is  a  Christian 
young  man  today  and  loves  to 
hear  the  story  of  his  birth.  It 
reminds  him  of  God's  love  for  him 
and  the  special  plans  God  has  for 
him.  After  all,  He  cared  enough  to 
spare  his  life  twice,  once  before 
birth,  and  once  after.

Recent  events  emanating  from  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court  reinforce  my  strong  belief  that  Roe 
v.  Wade  will  soon  be  discarded.  The  recent  decision 
in  Rust  v.  Sullivan  upholding  government  prohibi- 
tions against  the  use  of  federal  tax  dollars  to  counsel 
for  abortion  in  family  planning  clinics  indicates  that 
there  are  now  most  likely  five  votes  on  the  high  court 
to  dispose  of  Roe.  In  addition,  the  recent  resignation 
of  pro-abortion  Justice  Thurgood  Marshall  from  the 
Court  and  the  nomination  of  conservative  Judge 
Clarence  Thomas  as  his  replacement  advance  the 
growing  acceptance  throughout  the  nation  that  the 
days  of  Roe  are  indeed  numbered. 

Yet,  it  must  be  emphasized  that  a  reversal  of 
Roe  v.  Wade  does  not  end  abortion  in  America  nor 
insure  that  unborn  babies  will  be  protected  under  the 
law.  The  mere  reversal  of  Roe  only  returns  the  abor- 
tion issue  to  the  individual  states  to  decide.  In  such 
an  event  some  states  will  undoubtedly  prohibit  abor- 
tion while  others  will  allow  it.  The  debate  over  abor- 
tion and  the  struggle  to  protect  God's  little  ones  will 
continue  as  the  lives  of  the  unborn  will  be  held 
hostage  to  the  changing  political  climate  in  each 
state. 

To  allow  a  social  and  political  climate  to  persist 
where  abortion  is  legal  in  some  states  and  illegal  in 
others  means  that  we  are  half  slave  and  half  free. 
The  importance  of  this  point  was  not  lost  on  former 
President  Ronald  Reagan  when  he  said:  "Abraham 
Lincoln  recognized  that  we  could  not  survive  as  a 
free  land  when  some  men  could  decide  that  others 
were  not  fit  to  be  free  and  should  therefore  be  slaves. 
Likewise,  we  cannot  survive  as  a  free  nation  when 
some  men  decide  that  others  are  not  fit  to  live  and 
should  be  abandoned  to  abortion  or  infanticide." 

In  other  words,  the  end  of  Roe  v.  Wade  will  not 
end  the  present  conflict  over  the  sanctity  of  human 
life.  In  many  ways  it  will  intensify  the  battle.  When 
the  inevitable  occurs  and  Roe  v.  Wade  is  discarded, 
America  will  become  "half  slave  and  half  free."  And 
the  people  of  God  must  be  prepared  to  do  all  they  can 
do  at  that  time  to  make  sure  that  abortion  will  not  be 
seen  in  our  society  as  an  acceptable  solution  to  an 
unwanted  pregnancy. 

In  the  midst  of  this  struggle  stand  the 
courageous  men  and  women  who  volunteer  their 
time  and  resources  to  make  sure  that  a  crisis 
pregnancy  center  exists  in  their  communities.  One 
hundred  years  from  now  when  historians  write 
about  this  tragic  time  period  in  our  history,  I  hope 
they  mention  these  modern-day  heroes  who  have 
saved  the  lives  of  thousands  of  babies  scheduled  for 


abortion  and  have  introduced  these  babies'  mothers 
to  Jesus  Christ. 

Last  year,  the  CAC's  425  affiliated  crisis 
pregnancy  centers  ministered  to  approximately 
300,000  women  in  crisis.  Of  these  women  who  were 
pregnant,  the  vast  majority  carried  their  babies  to 
term.  Many  of  these  women  had  the  gospel  shared 
with  them  and  made  a  decision  of  life  not  only  for 
their  babies  but  also  for  themselves.  Truly  this  is  a 
ministry,  for  every  community  in  America  needs  to 
combat  the  death  ethic  of  abortion. 

One  thing  is  very  certain.  The  demise  of  Roe  v. 
Wade  will  not  mean  the  end  of  crisis  pregnancies. 
And  the  pro-abortionists  have  made  it  very  clear 
that  when  Roe  is  gone  they  intend  to  keep  abortion 
available,  even  illegally  if  they  have  to.  We  must 
counter  such  determination  with  ministries  of  com- 
passion which  offer  life  and  hope  to  women  in  crisis. 

There  are  many  pro-life  activities  which  need  to 
be  pursued  in  each  community,  but  none  are  as  im- 
portant as  the  establishment  and  support  of  a  crisis 
pregnancy  center  ministry.  By  offering  hope  and 
support  to  a  woman  in  a  crisis  pregnancy,  we  can 
help  the  woman  realize  that  abortion  is  not  a  solution 
to  her  dilemma  and  she  can  be  given  the  support  and 
encouragement  necessary  for  her  to  choose  life  for 
her  baby.

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OUR  CHRISTMAS  MIRACLE

Sunday  afternoons  are  usually  quiet  at  our 
house,  but  not  today  (December  22,  1991,  3:45  p.m.). 
Debbie  Daughtridge,  a  dear  friend  of  ours,  called 
and  said  her  son,  Billy,  was  in  the  hospital  emergen- 
cy room— possible  seizures.  She  asked  Jan,  my  wife, 
to  call  our  church  family  and  friends,  and  get  a 
prayer  chain  started,  as  Billy  was  very  ill.  Those 
words  are  still  burned  in  my  memory— for  just  two 
hours  earlier  we  were  all  sitting  together  at  a 
restaurant  having  lunch. 

William  Paul  Daughtridge,  age  14,  one  of  our 
godchildren,  passed  out  in  his  room  around  3  p.m. 
His  father  found  him  unconscious  on  the  floor  and 
could  not  get  any  response  from  him.  David  and 
Debbie,  Billy's  parents,  immediately  rushed  him  to 
Nash  General  Hospital  Emergency  Room  in  Rocky 
Mount,  NC.  He  was  unconscious,  very  distraught, 
moving  his  head  and  arms  constantly,  and  moaning 
as  if  he  was  in  pain. 

When  I  arrived  at  the  hospital,  Billy's  grand- 
parents Daughtridge  and  Smith  were  there,  along 
with  his  parents  and  sister,  Ashley.  After  several 
agonizing  hours,  having  two  people  hold  Billy  on  the 
examination  table,  the  doctor  still  did  not  know  what 
was  wrong  with  him.  Other  doctors  were  called  in 
for  their  diagnosis.  During  all  the  time  that  passed 
while  we  waited,  there  were  many  tears  shed  by  all 
of  us.  We  were  very  upset  because  he  was  still  un- 
conscious and  no  treatment  seemed  to  help.  A  cat 
scan  was  ordered  and  a  spinal  tap  was  performed; 
blood  work  was  done— still  no  answers!  Billy  did  not 
respond  to  anyone  or  anything. 

At  home,  Jan  was  frantically  calling  our  church 
family  and  concerned  friends,  asking  them  to  bind 
together  and  pray  for  Billy.  The  response  was  over- 
whelming—people were  showing  up  at  the  E/R 
wanting  to  help;  many  were  calling  to  check  on  Bil- 
ly. 

Finally,  around  10  p.m.,  he  was  admitted  to  the 
Intensive  Care  Unit  and  we  were  told  by  the  doctors 
that  his  chances  were  50-50.  He  may  wake  up  or  he 
may  never  wake  up  again. 

On  Monday  night,  the  deacons  of  our  church 
were  called  in  for  an  anointing  service,  but  we  were 
not  allowed  in  ICU.  So,  we  prayed  with  his  parents. 
Our  pastor,  the  Rev.  Ray  Williamson,  went  to  Billy's 
bedside,  prayed,  and  anointed  him.  But  God  was 
already  at  work,  even  before  we  had  the  anointing 
service.  The  nurse  came  running  out  and  told  us  that 
he  had  awakened  just  long  enough  to  say,  "My  head 
hurts  and  my  name  is  Daughtridge."  There  was  so 
much  rejoicing  in  the  hospital  hall  that  the  security 


guard  asked  us  to  please  go  back  in  the  waiting 
room. 

Things  do  get  better!  At  4:15  a.m.,  early  Tues- 
day morning  (Christmas  Eve),  I  was  awakened  by  a 
phone  call  from  David.  He  told  me  Billy  was  awake 
and  wanted  to  speak  with  me !  He  was  very  rational 
and  alert,  and  said  to  me,  "I'm  hungry  for  a 
cheeseburger  and  want  my  pajamas."  Praise  the 
Lord!  Praise  the  Lord! 

After  hanging  up  the  telephone,  Jan  and  I 
prayed  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  to  God  for  this  great 
Christmas  blessing.  My  heart  was  overflowing  with 
happiness  and  praise.  I  could  not  go  back  to  sleep,  so 
I  dressed  and  went  to  the  hospital  until  time  for  me 
to  go  to  work. 

Billy  continued  to  improve  all  day  and  was 
moved  into  the  Progressive  Care  Unit  for  further 
monitoring  and  treatment.  I  spent  Christmas  Eve 
night  with  him,  so  his  parents  could  be  at  home 
Christmas  morning  with  Ashley.  He  slept  fairly  well, 
but  I  didn't.  I  just  kept  praying  and  giving  praise  to 
God  for  answered  prayer!  God  continued  to  bless 
Billy  and  on  Friday  morning,  he  went  home.  He  was 
able  to  attend  worship  services  Sunday  morning, 
and  you  should  have  heard  his  testimony,  along  with 
his  parents'  testimony. 

The  doctors  finally  decided  that  Billy's  illness 
was  encephalitis,  possibly  brought  on  by  the  flu  that 
he  had  had  a  week  earlier. 

God  answered  prayer  on  behalf  of  this  young 
man— another  miracle  for  our  church  family.  1991 
had  its  share  of  problems  but  it  also  had  many, 
many  wonderful  blessings  and  miracles.  Miracles 
have  not  stopped  since  Christ  ascended  to 
Heaven— He  is  still  performing  them  even  today.  If 
you  are  a  "Doubting  Thomas,"  I  extend  to  you  a 
special  invitation  to  our  church,  located  at  1825 
Bethlehem  Road  in  Rocky  Mount,  and  we  will  be 
glad  to  share  all  these  miracles  with  you. 

Many  lives  have  been  touched  by  Billy's  illness, 
some  in  the  church  and  some  outside  the  church.  But 
the  ones  that  Billy,  wanted  to  be  touched  and 
changed  still  have  not  done  so.  Billy  had  shared  with 
us  his  deep  concern  for  several  of  his  close  family 
members  and  his  desire  for  them  to  accept  Christ  in- 
to their  lives.  He  even  stated  at  the  altar  one  Sunday 
night  that  if  it  took  some  tragedy  or  sickness,  then 
let  it  be  him.  Then,  maybe  these  people  would 
realize  how  much  they  needed  Christ. 

Family  members,  friends,  or  whoever  may  be 
concerned:  Don't  let  Billy's  serious  life-threatening 
illness  be  for  naught— just  see  what  a  great  miracle 
God  did  in  Billy's  life  and  know  that  He  used  that 
miracle  to  touch  all  of  us!  We  received  two 
Christmas  miracles— the  celebration  of  the  birth  of 
Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  God  gave  us 
back  "our"  Billy!

THE 

AUXILIARY  CONVENTIONS 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  only 
two  of  the  Spring  District  Aux- 
iliary Conventions  remain.  We  do 
not  have  any  comparative  figures 
for  these  meetings;  however,  it 
seems  that  attendance  for  this 
spring  has  been  higher,  which  is 
always  a  good  indication  of  a 
renewed  interest  and  dedication. 
Also,  one  can  always  depend  on 
the  ladies  to  plan  and  carry  out  a 
good  meeting  (including  the 
delicious  meals). 

We  have  also  noted  that  reports 
from  the  district  youth  sponsors 
indicate  a  real  concerted  effort  to 
involve  the  youth  in  the  district 
competitions,  as  well  as  involve- 
ment in  the  local  church.  Those  in- 
volved in  the  sponsorship  of  our 
youth  groups  are  to  be  com- 
mended for  their  dedication.  No 
program  will  succeed  without 
dedicated  leaders,  whether  on  the 
state,  district,  or  local  level. 

For  whatever  it  means,  only  a 
few  pastors  attend  these 
meetings.  The  largest  number 
was  in  attendance  at  the  Cape 
Fear  District  meeting  on  April  9 
at  Vandora  Springs  Church, 
Garner,  NC.  Several  of  these  were 
denominational  representatives. 
Some  years  ago,  there  was 
greater  support  of  such  meetings. 
Now  it  seems  that  meetings  are 
becoming  more  and  more  in- 
clusive—only women  at  their 
meetings,  only  men  at  their 
meetings,  and  only  youth  at  their 
meetings.  Good  or  bad,  that's  the 
trend. 

OUR  YOUTH 

A  successful  youth  program  is 
one  of  the  most  important  pro- 
grams for  any  church.  Future 
growth  and  success  depend  on 
outreaching  and  then  utilizing  the 
youth. 

With  the  eroding  of  family  life 
has  come  an  eroding  of  discipline, 
morals,  etc.  A  Cub  Scout  leader 


recently  stated  that  "den 
mothers"  are  a  thing  of  the  past. 
Now,  it  is  mostly  left  up  to  the 
men  to  work  with  the  pack  groups. 
One  of  the  reasons  for  this  is  that 
women  are  now  involved  in  their 
own  careers,  and  for  the  most 
part,  they  are  endeavoring  to 
meet  the  demands  at  home. 
"Parents,"  he  stated,  "want  and 
need  someone  to  look  after  their 
children."  In  view  of  this  trend, 
just  think  of  the  challenge  the 
church  is  facing. 

Is  the  church  meeting  the 
challenge?  Is  the  church  adhering 
to  spiritual  truths  and  biblical 
principles  to  the  extent  that  youth 
are  being  challenged  to  find  their 
place  in  God's  kingdom?  It  is  not 
our  intention  to  sound  critical  and 
pessimistic;  however,  we  have 
observed  a  trend  that  has 
relegated  biblical  teaching  and 
preaching  to  the  back  burner. 
Sometimes  when  there  is  a  hint  of 
a  sermon,  it  has  to  be  spiced  with 
humor  and  entertainment.  The 
"God  loves  you"  philosophy  has 
too  often  omitted  the  warnings  of 
the  Word  regarding  the  conse- 
quences of  sin  and  the  judgment 
of  God.  Advertisements,  movies, 
TV— all  of  these  have  bombarded 
our  society  with  the  philosophy 
that  "where  there's  life,  there's 
Bud' ' ;  that  promiscuity  is  as  nor- 
mal as  desiring  hamburgers  and 
Cokes  at  McDonalds. 

In  the  March  9,  1992,  issue  of 
Christianity  Today,  Michael  G. 
Maudlin  wrote  about  "Life, 
Death,  and  Sex."  He  stated: 


"By  the  time  high-school 
seniors  pick  up  their  diplomas  this 
spring,  more  than  three-fourths  of 
them  will  have  earned  more  than 
an  education  during  their  school 
years.  They  will  have  graduated 
into  the  sexual  revolution.  Ac- 
cording to  a  recent  study  by  the 
Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC),  73  percent  of  high-school 
seniors  have  had  sexual  inter- 
course. 

"The  moral  consequences  of 
promiscuity  are  obviously  of  con- 
cern to  all  Christian  parents.  (And 
we  cannot  pretend  that  our 
children  are  in  the  chaste  27  per- 
cent. Various  researchers  have 
found  that  the  statistics  on  sexual 
activity  are  about  the  same  or 
only  slightly  lower  for  children 
from  Christian  homes.)  But 
besides  the  issue  of  right  and 
wrong,  there  are  concerns  of 
health  and  sickness,  life  and 
death." 

The  CDC  has  warned  that 
adolescents  may  be  the  next 
group  to  succumb  wholesale  to  the 
AIDS  epidemic.  Significantly, 
there  has  been  an  increase  in 
other  sexually  transmitted 
diseases.  The  danger  signals  are 
before  us;  and  if  these  statistics 
are  real,  we  are  now  on  the  other 
side  of  moral  decline. 

The  challenge  is  before  us.  It 
now  is  a  matter  of  sink  or  swim. 
There  is  nothing  irrelevant  in  pro- 
claiming the  truth  of  God's  Word. 
In  doing  so,  we  are  administering 
a  concern  that  is  motivated  by 
love— love  for  God  and  love  for 
those  who  need  to  know  the  truth.

Concerned 
Americans  are  asked  to  gather  at 
their  local  city  hall  from  12:20 
p.m.  to  12:40  p.m.  on  the  National 
Day  of  Prayer  to  pray  for  a  moral 
rebirth  of  America. 

KINDERGARTEN  SEX-ED 

The  National  Guidelines  Task 
Force  has  proposed  national 
guidelines  for  sex  education,  in- 
cluding the  use  of  explicit  ter- 
minology and  classroom  discus- 
sions of  controversial  sex-related 
issues. 

William  Yarber,  chairman  for 
the  privately  financed  task  force, 
states:  "Schools  at  last  have  na- 
tional direction  in  developing 
their  own  sexuality  education  pro- 
grams." Implementation  is  being 
targeted  for  kindergarten  through 
twelfth  grade.  Children  in 
kindergarten  through  grade  2 
would  focus  on  the  correct  names 
and  functions  of  the  parts  of  the 
body.

REQUIRED  VIEWING 

The  University  of  Iowa  has  re- 
quired several  students  to  view  a 
film  that  depicted  graphic  scenes 
of  homosexual  acts.

College  instructors  defended 
their  decision  because  by  viewing 
the  film  students  would  learn 
spoken  German.

Mary  Jane  Reynolds  was  told  by 
the  City  Planning  Department  of 
San  Diego,  CA,  that  her  weekly 
home  Bible  study  group  violated 
city  zoning  ordinances.  Zoning  of- 
ficials   stated    that   her  eight 


member  group  constituted  a 
church  and  churches  were  pro- 
hibited in  residential  zones. 

Ms.  Reynolds  contacted  the 
Rutherford  Institute  for  help.  A 
Rutherford  Institute  attorney 
threatened  to  sue  the  city  for 
violating  their  client's  constitu- 
tion rights  to  free  speech,  free 
association  and  religious  liberty. 

Zoning  officials  have  decided 
not  to  prosecute  Mary  Jane 
Reynolds  for  holding  her  weekly 
Bible  study.

CHRYSLER  DUMPS  PLAYBOY 
Chrysler  Motors  has  announced  it 
will  no  longer  advertise  in 
Playboy  magazine.  Chrysler 
stated:  "The  company's  decision 
was  made  in  response  to  the  hun- 
dreds of  letters  and  comments  it 
received  from  its  customers, 
dealers  and  employees.  Chrysler 
is  .  .  .  not  in  the  business  of  mak- 
ing its  customers  or  employees 
upset  over  the  company's  adver- 
tising practices." 

The  American  Family  Associa- 
tion applauded  the  decision.  Don 
Wildmon,  president  of  AFA,  said: 
"Many  advertisers  are  becoming 
aware  of  the  anti-family,  pro-drug 
content  of  Playboy  and  are 
deciding  not  to  support  its  agenda 
with  advertising  dollars." 

New  Dimensions 

TRADITIONAL  VALUES 
STRONG  IN  USA 

Dr.  D.  James  Kennedy,  of  Coral 
Ridge  Ministries,  recently  con- 
ducted a  poll  with  over  100,000 
responding.  The  1991  State  of  the 
National  Survey  asked  Americans 
questions  on  issues  ranging  from 
lotteries  to  abortion.  The  survey 
revealed  the  following: 

89  percent  believe  the  Fed- 
eral budget  should  be  balanced 
by  cutting  spending  and  not 
raising  taxes. 
86  percent  believe  that  homosexuals 
should  be  barred  from  certain 
jobs  such  as  hospital  work  and 
teaching. 


63  percent  feel  that  legalized  abor- 
tion will  lead  to  "mercy  killing" 
of  retarded  and  elderly  people. 

Commenting  on  the  survey,  Dr. 
Kennedy  stated:  "There  was  a 
time  in  history  when  we  took  pride 
in  being  one  nation  under  God.  His 
Word  was  the  standard  by  which 
we  were  governed  and  educated 
as  children.  Today,  however, 
there  are  those  who  want  to  expel 
God  from  our  country  and  repeal 
His  law.  Instead,  they  would  enact 
standards  that  are  'kinder  and 
gentler'  to  immorality  and  abuse 
at  every  level.  Our  1991  State  of 
the  Nation  Survey  poll  dem- 
onstrates once  again  there  are 
many  people  in  this  country  who 
believe  in  God  and  the  authority  of 
His  Word.  I  hope  our  national 
media  will  report  that  fact  and  not 
censor  the  views  of  those  people."

Under  this  arrangement, 
the  local  church  votes  to  place  "The  Baptist"  in  every  home.  The  church  clerk  sends  the  names 
and  mailing  addresses  of  the  families  of  the  church  to  the  Press,  and  "The  Baptist"  is  sent  to 
these  people  directly;  then,  the  church  is  billed  quarterly.  With  this  plan,  names  can  be  added 
or  subtracted  from  the  church  list  at  any  time  upon  notification  from  the  church  clerk.  The 
church  will  be  billed  by  the  Press  according  to  the  calendar  quarter.

In  1988,  the  long-term  debt  for 
Cragmont  was  $261,346.  By  the 
end  of  1989,  we  were  only  able  to 
reduce  that  debt  to  $255,302. 
Because  the  principal  reduction 
was  so  small  from  1988-1989,  the 
Cragmont  Board  of  Directors 
acted  by  forming  a  committee  to 
design  a  program  to  retire  the 
debt  by  1995,  Cragmont' s  50th  an- 
niversary. That  program  was 
"Jubilee"  and  was  launched  in 
1990.  It  was  decided  that  we  would 
need  400  pledges.  Currently,  we 
have  received  198  pledges.  Of 
these,  118  are  individuals  and  80 
are  from  churches,  auxiliaries, 
and  Sunday  School  classes.  At 
first  glance,  this  would  seem 
discouraging.  We  would  hope  that 
all  of  our  churches  would  want  to 
participate.  If  all  252  churches 
listed  in  the  Yearbook  had  par- 
ticipated, we  would  be  very  close 
to  meeting  our  goal. 

However,  it  is  not  my  intention 
to  whine  and  complain  in  this  arti- 
cle. What  I  would  really  like  to 
focus  on  is  how  much  progress  has 
been  made,  with  the  hope  that  this 
progress  will  encourage  others, 
especially  churches,  to  join  in  on 
the  "Jubilee"  program.  At  the 
beginning,  we  stated  that  the  long- 
term  debt  was  $261,346.  Currently, 
that  debt  stands  at  $163,003.34.  In 
1991  alone,  $84,000  was  paid  on  the 
debt  and  over  $61,300  went  to  prin- 
cipal. In  1989  and  1990,  the  interest 
amounted  to  $80  per  day.  Because 
interest  rates  have  come  down,  it 
now  amounts  to  about  $33  per  day. 
We  need  to  make  our  move  now! 
The  "Jubilee"  can  retire  our  debt 
by  1995,  but  it  takes  faith  and  com- 
mitment on  the  part  of  all.  My 
plea  to  you  is  if  you  have  not 
pledged  your  $1,000,  do  so  now.  We 
need  your  commitment  now  to 
finish  this  program.  I  cannot  im- 
agine why  anyone  would  not  want 
to  help.

NEWS  FROM  INDIA 

by  Dr.  E.  M.  Lall 

A  lot  has  developed  since  our 
Director-Treasurer,  the  Rev. 
Harold  Jones,  visited  with  us  in 
November  1991.  First,  the  rural 
evangelization  in  Nepal,  which 
was  the  main  target  area  of  our 
people  immediately  after 
Christmas,  is  catching  fire.  This 
work  is  being  done  by  the  in- 
digenous leaders  of  our  church  in 
Nepal,  under  our  close  supervi- 
sion. I  am  hoping  that  by  the  end 
of  this  year,  we  will  have  at  least 
five  good  congregations  of  Free 
Will  Baptists  there. 

Our  English  Medium  School 
Project  is  not  progressing  very 
well  because  we  have  not  been 
able  to  find  a  building  large 
enough  to  house  all  five  elemen- 
tary classes.  Our  people  are  on 
look  out  for  an  appropriate  place. 
However,  just  to  begin  with,  we 
have  started  the  school  in  the 
rented  building  of  our  church 
headquarters  at  Dhangarhi, 
Nepal. 

We  are  arranging  for  two  per- 
sons from  Nepal  to  be  sent  to 
Delhi  Bible  College  for  a  short 
course  in  evangelism  in  the 
Nepali  language.  Two  persons 
will  be  attending  our  Bible  Train- 
ing program  here  at  Bareilly, 
beginning  April  27.  The  need  con- 
stantly exists  for  the  training  of 
workers  in  Nepal,  so  as  to  yield  ef- 
fective results.  The  Lord  on  the 
throne  will  provide  what  is  needed 
for  His  mission  in  Nepal. 

The  Assembly  of  God  Church, 
from  the  U.S.A.,  has  also  started 
work  in  Nepal,  mainly  near  the 
field  of  our  work.  The  people  of 
this  mission  have  an  unhealthy 
competitive  spirit,  being  more 
resourceful  and  having  plenty  of 
funds.  However,  we  do  continue  to 
work  within  our  limits  as  the  Lord 
guides  us. 

Nevertheless,  work  in  our  con- 
gregations is  also  growing.  Many 
conversions  have  taken  place 
within  these  months;  and  shortly, 
we  will  have  three  more  well  con- 


stituted congregations  within  our 
organization.  Our  ministers  are 
preparing  the  souls  within  the 
scope  of  our  church  doctrines. 
Miracles  are  still  in  the  offing, 
where  there  is  dedication  and  sub- 
mission to  Him.  A  Hindu  sculptor, 
who  made  a  good  statue  of  Moses 
with  the  Ten  Commandments 
which  is  now  near  the  main  gate 
of  our  church  building,  was  found 
in  tears  when  awakened  by  our 
church  bearer  when  he  saw  him 
lying  on  the  feet  of  Moses.  He  was 
converted  on  his  own.  Our  pastor 
persuaded  and  guided  him,  along 
with  his  family,  to  accept  the 
Lord. 


A  Hindu  family  of  Asafpur, 
District  Budaun,  sought  conver- 
sion and  was  baptized  last  month. 
Both  man  and  woman  declared  to 
their  families  about  their  deci- 
sion. They  have  separated 
themselves  from  their  relatives 
and  are  staying  elsewhere  in  the 
town.  The  man,  Kishan  Lai,  has 
been  teaching  in  our  Junior  High 
School  at  Asafpur  for  a  long  time 
and  the  impact  of  Christianity 
worked  in  his  life.  The  Rev.  Isa 
Charan  was  also  instrumental  in 
transforming  these  two  souls. 
Their  only  child  was  also  de- 
dicated, so  that  the  entire 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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family  remains  under  the  fold  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

This  person,  Kishan  Lai,  spoke 
to  me  that  he  would  like  to  become 
a  preacher  of  the  gospel.  He  is 
presently  working  with  the 
minister  of  his  circuit  and  we  hope 
that  he  will  have  an  opportunity  of 
Bible  training  with  us  and  also  at 
Delhi  Bible  College  after  a  few 
months. 

We  had  the  privilege  of  holding 
a  one-day  seminar  of  our  nearby 
circuits,  inviting  ministers, 
deacons,  and  their  wives.  It  was 
our  desire  to  acquaint  the  wives 
with  the  work  and  church  func- 
tions of  their  husbands.  Time  was 
spent  to  educate  the  women  of 
their  responsibilities  in  sharing 
the  work  of  our  Lord  together  with 
their  husbands.  Mrs.  B.  N. 
Massey  and  Mrs.  J.  Brahama- 
nand  were  kind  and  helped  us  in 
this  program. 

The  appurtenant  land  to  our 
church  is  about  six  acres.  We  did 
our  best  to  prepare  one-third  of 
the  land  for  growing  vegetables. 
We  had  multiple  vegetables  of 
various  kinds  which  were  sold  to 
the  church  members  and  in  the 
main  market.  The  proceeds 
received  were  in  the  amount  of 
14,000,  after  paying  the  expenses 
incurred.  This  money  is  being 
reinvested  in  making  good  the  en- 
tire vacant  land  for  cultivating 
large  crops  like  rice,  wheat,  and 
pulses.  We  hope  that  the  Lord  will 
bless  us  to  raise  more  as  we  gain 
more  experience  in  this  field. 

The  plantation  of  fruit  trees  and 
an  orchard  is  likely  to  fetch  good 
income  after  the  next  two  years. 
We  have  also  raised  a  good 
garden,  with  flowers  not  easily 
available,  in  the  frontage  of  our 
•sanctuary  to  beautify  the  house  of 
our  Lord. 

Our  church  people  have  made  a 
statue  of  Elijah  challenging  Baal, 
during  the  contest  on  the  moun- 
tain where  God  sent  fire.  Our 
church  is  said  to  be  a  landmark  in 
Bareilly.  We  thank  the  Lord  for 
His  blessings  and  admire  your  in- 
spiration for  this  great  venture. 
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MEETING  PEOPLE

It  has  been  four  months  since 
we  arrived  in  Bulgaria;  the  time 
goes  fast.  We  were  totally  strange 
to  the  people  here.  After  arriving, 
we  were  kind  of  lost  because  this 
part  of  Europe  is  different  from 
West  Europe,  America,  and  the 
Philippines.  The  Bulgarians  have 
their  own  culture,  traditions,  and 
history;  they  are  Slavs.  In  some 
aspects,  they  are  closer  to  an 
Oriental  way  of  life  than  to  the 
materialistic  styles  of  the 
Western-oriented  societies.  They 
care  for  foreigners  and  show  a 
hospitality  which  is  heart  warm- 
ing. Though  they  live  sober,  they 
are  able  to  share  and  to  give  away 
without  expectation  for  return. 

On  March  3, 1878,  they  regained 
their  independency  from  the 
Turkish  Ottoman  Empire  by  the 
intervention  of  the  Russians.  The 
occupation  lasted  about  five  cen- 
turies. March  3  is  their  national 
holiday.  Dr.  Peter  Vulkov,  a  car- 
diologist, invited  us  to  a  concert  of 
the  National  Folk  Dance  Group  on 
this  day.  We  enjoyed  the  beautiful 
costumes  and  the  excellent  per- 
formance of  the  dancers.  Another 
great  event  was  the  concert  of  the 
Balchik  Choir,  which  sang 
beautiful  Slavic  songs,  without 
any  instrument  to  accompany  the 
beautiful  voices. 

By  showing  interest  in  their 
culture  and  history,  we  gained 
some  excellent  Bulgarian  friends 
quickly.  By  not  boasting  of  so- 
called  Western  advantages  and 
our  wish  to  remain  here,  we 
gained  their  respect.  By  putting 
the  value  of  life  number  one,  we 
got  deeper  contact  with  people. 

Our  sharing  was  not  expected, 
but  our  openness  was  serving  to 
extend  our  contacts  to  others. 
Sometimes  we  meet  critical  peo- 
ple like  Mr.  "Yanko,"  who  was  re- 
quested to  be  my  translator  to  a 
group  of  Turkish  people.  He 
wanted  to  know  my  standing  in 


the  Christian  faith.  He  asked  me, 
'  'How  do  you  observe  Christian  at- 
titude and  life-style?  What  do  you 
think  about  the  accountability  of 
Christian  believers?"  I  showed 
him  our  book,  the  Articles  of  Faith 
and  Church  Government  (Articles 
10  and  11).  After  a  while,  he 
returned  the  book  to  me  with  the 
words  "Dobre  (good),  I  will  be 
your  translator." 

During  our  200  mile  drive,  he 
asked  me  many  questions  about 
the  Bible  and  about  the  Christian 
faith  in  general.  When  we  re- 
turned at  Varna  that  night,  he 
apologized  with  the  words,  "I  am 
sorry  for  having  been  so  harsh  to 
you  this  morning.  Forgive  me 
because  your  faith  is  based  on 
biblical  principles.  You  are  my 
brother." 

Others  accuse  foreign  religious 
missions  of  western  religious  im- 
perialism. These  accusations  are 
caused  by  many  heartless 
fanatics  who  are  at  work  here  in 
Bulgaria.  They  are  more  in- 
terested in  promoting  their  par- 
ticular views  in  religion  than  in 
the  spiritual  well-being  of  the 
Bulgarian  people. 

Many  people  search  for  truth, 
not  for  religion.  They  ask  for 
Bibles  and  concordances  in  the 
Bulgarian  language,  so  that  they 
are  able  to  search  the  Scriptures. 
Initially,  they  put  more  emphasis 
on  the  issue,  "How  can  I  under- 
stand the  Bible?",  than  on  the 
matter  of  church  membership. 
Through  the  organization  "Chris- 
tian Unity"  we  receive  all  the 
Bibles  we  need  for  the  Bible 
studies  at  this  moment. 

The  Lord  has  guided  us  to  this 
place  to  make  a  new  starting 
point.  And  we  do  believe  that  from 
here  we  will  be  able  to  reach  out 
over  the  borders  of  Bulgaria  in  the 
future.  Please  surround  us  with 
your  prayers.  Ask  the  Lord  to 
open  the  hearts  of  the  people  that 
they  might  receive  understanding 
of  His  Word,  with  the  conviction 
not  only  to  be  saved  but  also  to 
carry  the  good  news  to  others. 

His  name  be  praised  forever.

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COMMENCEMENT  WORSHIP  SERVICE  HELD  AT  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 


MOC  President  W.  Burkette  Raper  and  Commencement  Worship  Service  speaker  L  Craig 
Simmons,  pastor  of  Saint  Mary's  Church  in  New  Bern,  lead  the  procession  into  Rodgers 
Chapel. 

Graduates  and  faculty  lined  the 
walkway  from  the  Henderson 
Building  and  marched  in  proces- 
sion to  Rodgers  Chapel  for  the 
1992  Commencement  Worship 
Service.  The  music  began  and  the 
sound  of  hymns  floated  across 
campus  from  a  filled-to-capacity 
chapel. 


In  the  soft  twilight  of  this  spring 
Sunday  evening,  the  Rev.  L.  Craig 
Simmons  delivered  the  Worship 
Service  sermon  to  Mount  Olive 
College's  graduating  class.  The 
pastor  of  Saint  Mary's  Church  in 
New  Bern,  Simmons  led  the 
graduates  to  explore  their  iden- 
tities. 

"Who  are  you,"  he  asked, 
"Where  do  you  find  your  identity? 
In  power?  In  possessions?  In 
family?  In  career? 
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"Who  are  you?"  he  asked 
again,  "when  you  base  your  iden- 
tity on  things  that  pass  away? 
When  the  wrinkles  come.  When 
the  muscles  expire.  When  you  are 
laid  off.  When  you  career  is  over." 

Simmons  told  his  audience  that 
faith  in  Christ  provides  a  new 
sense  of  identity,  an  identity  that 
comes  from  inside  and  one  that 
lasts. 

"Who  you  are  is  measured  by 
what  you  are  inside,"  he  said. 
"Our  faith  is  what  makes  us  com- 
plete. Why?  Because  it  is  Christ 
who  tells  us  who  we  are. 

"God  has  a  plan  for  our  lives;  a 
plan  to  use  our  special  gifts  and 
talents,"  Simmons  said.  "You  are 
about  to  embark  on  a  journey  in 
this  world,  using  talents  He  has 
blessed  you  with.  With  Christ,  you 
have  a  new  purpose,  a  new  direc- 
tion, a  new  sense  of  destiny."

"The  appointment  of  Dr.  Byrd 
is  a  major  step  in  our  plans  for 
strengthening  and  advancing 
Mount  Olive  College  as  a  leading 
institution  of  higher  education  for 
the  people  of  eastern  North 
Carolina,"  said  President  Raper. 
"Dr.  Byrd  will  bring  to  our

He  has  served  as  a 
visiting  professor,  Plasma 
Physics  Laboratory  at  NCSU,  and 
as  staff  scientist,  Physical 
Sciences  Laboratory,  Army  Mis- 
sle  Command,  Redstone  Arsenal, 
Alabama. 

Currently,  Dr.  Byrd  is  in  his 
second  term  as  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  Board  of  Science 
and  Technology  and  serves  on  the 
governing  boards  of  the  N.C. 
Science  and  Mathematics 
Alliance  and  the  N.C.  Math- 
ematics Coalition. 


He  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  of  Higher 
Education,  American  Physical 
Society,  N.C.  Academy  of 
Science,  Phi  Kappa  Phi  Inter- 
disciplinary National  Honor 
Society,  and  Southeastern  Section 
of  the  American  Physical  Society, 
among  others. 

His  former  memberships  in- 
clude the  Governor's  Task  Force 
on  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Science  and  Mathematics  Educa- 
tion, the  committee  on  University 
Relations  of  the  N.C.  Supercon- 
ducting Super  Collider  (SSC) 
Task  Force,  and  the  N.C. 
Regional  Forum  for  Economic 
and  Technological  Growth  Plan- 
ning Team. 

He  is  a  member  and  elder  of 
First  Presbyterian  Church, 
Boone,  and  is  active  in  the  arts  in 
Watauga  County. 

A  1955  graduate  of  Mount  Olive 
High  School,  Dr.  Byrd  is  married 
to  the  former  Marvis  Ann  Ed- 
wards, a  Goldsboro  native.  They 
have  three  children,  James 
William  Jr.,  John  Edward,  and 
Jennifer  Ann.

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GRADUATES  AFFECTED  BY  RIOTS 


Graduation  exercises  at  Mount 
Olive  College  on  May  9  honored 
the  largest  class  in  MOC's  history. 
However,  the  brilliance  of  the  day 
was  subdued  somewhat  because 
of  the  riots  in  Los  Angeles.  The 
tensions  of  L.A.  brought  "stand- 
in"  speakers  to  the  38th  gradua- 
tion program. 

Roland  R.  "Cliff"  Witte,  retired 
manager  of  Foreign  Operations, 
Lockheed  Aircraft  Corporation  in 
Burbank,  CA,  was  to  address  the 
graduates.  His  wife,  Lee  Daven- 
port Witte,  a  native  of  Creswell, 
NC,  was  to  read  a  poem  she  com- 
posed especially  for  the  Class  of 
1992.  Mrs.  Witte  is  one  of  the  first 
authors  published  in  the  College's 
Mount  Olive  College  Press. 

The  Wittes  are  from  Los 
Angeles;  and  because  of  the  re- 
cent unrest  in  the  city,  the  couple 
felt  they  could  not  leave  their 
home. 

Editor  of  the  MOC  Press  and 
friend  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Witte,  Dr. 
Pepper  Worthington,  agreed  to 
give  the  "stand-in"  address.  She 
combined  Witte's  speech  and  her 
own  reflections  on  the  burning, 
looting,  and  violence  in  Los 
Angeles.

"Education  can  become  the 
catalyst  to  control  chaos,"  Dr. 
Worthington  said.  "Education  is 
the  key  to  lead  the  world  from 
chaos  to  commitment. 

"We  have  three  choices  to  walk 
through  the  heat  of  the  world: 
running,  watching,  or  com- 
mitting," Dr.  Worthington  said. 
"We  run  when  the  world  is  in 
crisis,  don't  we?  We  pass  the 
blame  of  problems  on  to  others. 
No  one  stands  up  and  says,  'I  am 
responsible ! ' 

"It  is  tempting  to  become 
passive  spectators  of  world  news. 
After  all,  L.A.  is  all  the  way 
across  the  country,"  she  said. 

"But  the  bottom  line  is  not  the 
outside  world;  it  encompasses 
that  inner  world  of  the  self's  rela- 
tionship to  self  and  a  commitment 
beyond  self. 

"Roland  Witte  has  something  to 
say  about  the  choice  of  commit- 
ment," Dr.  Worthington  said.  "He 
said  to  me  over  the  telephone,  'I 
recommend  that  all  Mount  Olive 
College  graduates,  as  well  as  the 
whole  country,  take  three  free 
courses:  Life  101  (Who  Am  I?), 
Life  102  (Who  Is  My  Neighbor?), 
and  Life  103  (Who  Am  I  in  Rela- 
tionship With  God?).' 

"This  the  challenge  of  the  cen- 
tury :  to  hear  the  drums  that  draw 
us  to  commitment,"  Dr.  Worth- 
ington emphasized. 

"My  challenge  to  you, 
graduates  of  1992,  is  to  find  a  com- 
mitment that  gives  you  a  sense  of 
yourself  and  a  vision  beyond 
yourself.  My  challenge  to  you  is  to 
take  Roland  Witte's  three 
courses,  Life  101,  Life  102,  Life 
103.  My  challenge  to  you  is  to 
return  to  a  commitment  to  make  a 
difference  to  people." 

She  concluded,  "You  are  not  a 
runner.  You  are  not  a  spectator. 
You  are  a  committed  human  be- 
ing and  you  do  make  a 
difference." 

Mr.  Witte's  poem,  "Beautiful 
Mount  Olive,"  was  read  by  Patti 
O'Donoghue,  MOC's  director  of 
Public  Information.

A  West  Coast  church  decided  couples  need  more 
than  once-in-a-while  help. 

Fred  and  Sandy  (names  changed)  were 
newly  weds,  but  the  honeymoon  had  long  been  over. 
Soon  after  they  married,  Sandy  became  pregnant; 
Fred  lost  his  job;  they  began  discussing  divorce. 
They  knew  what  the  Bible  and  their  church  said 
about  divorce,  but  what  could  they  do?  Stay  together 
and  be  miserable?  Admit  their  mistake  and  chuck 
it? 

Here  in  California's  famous/ infamous  Marin 
County,  home  of  the  backyard  hot  tub,  such  crises 
are  all  too  common.  To  help  couples  like  Fred  and 
Sandy— and  those  wanting  good  marriages  to  be  bet- 
ter—Open Door  Christian  Church  started  Marriage 
Growth  Groups  on  September  9,  1981,  with  six 
couples.  Since  then,  many  people  have  participated, 
and  the  waiting  list  continues  to  grow. 

Several  marriages  have  been  substantially 
helped;  divorces  have  been  averted  and  romances 
rekindled.  As  one  woman  put  it,  "I  thoroughly  en- 
joyed the  group,  and  both  my  husband  and  I 
benefited  from  it  ...  I  recommend  it  to  others  no 
matter  what  type  of  marital  situation  they're  in." 

Meanwhile,  marital  counseling  in  the  church  of- 
fice has  tapered  off  as  Growth  Groups  do  the  work 
instead. 
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We  hold  two  sessions  per  year.  Session  one  runs 
from  September  through  November  (12  weeks),  ses- 
sion two  from  February  through  May  (16  weeks). 
This  schedule  keeps  the  Christmas  holidays  and 
summers  free  and  prevents  leader  burnout. 

Some  may  ask,  "Is  there  really  that  much  to 
talk  about  for  12  or  16  weeks?"  Absolutely.  A  com- 
mon complaint  on  final  evaluation  is  that  groups 
have  been  too  short.  One  lady  said,  "I  think  I  could 
spend  two  more  years  with  these  people."  Over  90 
percent  of  our  couples  consistently  re-enlist.  Mar- 
riage is  much  like  tennis— the  better  you  get,  the 
more  likely  you  are  to  keep  playing.  Growth  Groups 
are  a  great  place  to  improve  your  "game." 

Our  textbook  is  How  to  Develop  Deep  Unity  in 
the  Marriage  Relationship  by  Wayne  Mack 
(Reformed  Press).  In  addition,  Greg  Fugate,  one  of 
our  leaders,  introduced  "focus  sheets"  to  help 
generate  discussion  and  assist  couples  in  finding  and 
improving  areas  of  weakness.  Topics  include  com- 
munication, anger  and  arguing,  sex,  romance, 
hospitality,  parenting,  expectations,  and  others. 
Each  sheet  asks  questions  to  be  answered  on  a  scale 
of  1  to  5,  from  "never'  to  "seldom"  to  "sometimes" 
to  "usually"  to  "always."  For  example,  one  ques- 
tion on  communication  reads,  "Do  you  honestly  try 
to  understand  your  spouse's  opinion  when  com- 
municating?" 
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Along  the  way,  we've  learned  some  painful 
lessons  about  managing  groups.  Due  to  vacations, 
our  summer  groups  failed  miserably;  an  essential 
group  identity  never  developed.  We  also  learned  to 
expel  couples  for  poor  attendance.  One  group  re- 
tained a  couple  in  spite  of  two  unexcused  absences. 
The  sporadic  attendance  continued,  hostility  toward 
the  couple  increased,  and  the  group  became  ineffec- 
tive. 

To  avoid  pitfalls  and  ensure  successful  groups, 
observe  the  following: 

•  Write  a  contract  that  includes  group  objec- 
tives, assignments,  ground  rules,  and  requirements. 
Items  under  the  first  three  categories  may  differ 
from  church  to  church,  but  successful  groups  will 
not  develop  without  strict  adherence  to  three  re- 
quirements : 

1.  Attendance  and  punctuality. 

2.  Confidentiality.  Unless  everything  is  con- 
fidential, nothing  is.  Without  complete  assurance 
that  what  is  said  is  privileged  information,  an  at- 
mosphere of  trust  will  not  develop. 

3.  Willingness  to  "work."  Our  contract  defines 
work  as  "a  willingness  to  open  up  and  share,  and  to 
participate  in  the  total  group  experience  ...  If 
you  are  here  as  a  spectator,  you  will  neither  be 
significantly  helped  nor  will  you  be  able  to  help 
anyone  else."  As  couples  share  openly,  they  tend  to 
distrust  anyone  who  refuses  to  be  vulnerable.  The 
silent  member  is  sometimes  viewed  as  a  peeping 
Tom. 

•  Control  group  size.  Twelve  should  be  max- 
imum. Ten  is  better.  Most  group  experts  believe  five 
to  eight  is  optimal. 

•  Determine  length,  frequency,  and  duration. 
Two  hours,  one  night  per  week  works  well.  Shorter, 
less  frequent  meetings  might  decrease  depth  of 
sharing.  Meet  at  least  10  weeks. 

•  Hand-pick  the  first  group.  Include  two  or 
three  couples  with  leadership  potential  and  one  or 
two  who  either  need  help  or  desire  small-group 
fellowship. 

•  Begin  a  waiting  list.  We  have  encountered  the 
"my  marriage  is  fine,  thank  you"  syndrome  only 
once ;  most  people  realize  their  marriage  can  be  bet- 
ter. In  case  someone  isn't  too  interested  in  joining  a 
group,  a  waiting  list  generates  interest.  A  statement 
to  a  reticent  couple  like,  "Think  about  it.  If  you  want 
in,  I'll  put  you  on  our  waiting  list,"  usually  evokes 
the  response.  "Oh.  There's  a  waiting  list?  .  .  .  Sure, 
put  us  down." 

•  Start  with  an  orientation.  Once  the  group  is 
established  (dates,  times,  location,  leaders, 
members,  duration),  assemble  everyone,  go  over 
the  contract,  answer  questions,  and  role-play  a 
group  experience.  Stress  confidentiality.  The  orien- 
tation increases  excitement  and  gets  the  group  off  to 
a  running  start.  Also,  brainstorm  together.  Ask, 
'  'What  things  would  you  like  to  cover  during  the  next 
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12  weeks?"  Record,  discuss,  and  prioritize 
responses. 

•  Be  thorough.  In  following  weeks,  cover  priori- 
ty needs  using  discussion,  Bible  study,  homework, 
focus  sheets,  games,  and  prayer.  Whenever 
homework  is  assigned,  begin  the  following  meeting 
with  an  accountability  report.  Make  sure  everyone 
participates.  Draw  out  the  quiet  members,  and  don't 
let  anyone  dominate. 

•  Be  creative.  Don't  let  every  night  look  alike. 
Spice  the  Bible  studies  and  readings  with  other 
elements  such  as  word  games:  "What  fruit  best 
describes  your  mate?"  Pass  around  baby  pictures 
and  guess  who's  who.  Have  a  warm-fuzzy  night:  List 
25  things  you  like  about  your  mate,  then  share  the 
top  two  with  the  group.  Or,  ask,  "Does  anyone  want 
us  to  go  to  work  on  a  specific  problem?"— and  wait 
several  seconds  for  a  response. 

•  Evaluate  your  groups.  Midterm  evaluations 
should  include  questions  on  atmosphere,  leader's 
performance,  material  covered  to  date,  level  of 
trust,  and  the  individual's  attitude  toward  the  group. 
This  evaluation  can  salvage  a  floundering  group  at 
midstream.  Discuss  the  midterms  with  the  group. 

Final  evaluations  should  include  additional 
questions  on  overall  impression,  specific  benefits, 
suggestions  for  future  groups,  and  a  question  on  re- 
enlisting:  "I  would  like  to  be  in  another  group. 

  Yes    No.     If  yes, 

  next  term    skip  one 

term." 

•  Look  for  potential  leaders.  As  the  group  pro- 
gresses, scout  potential  leaders  by  looking  for  good 
insights,  love  for  Christ  and  spouse,  vulnerability,  a 
willingness  to  receive  and  apply  advice,  and  the 
ability  to  give  biblical  advice  in  a  loving  way.  Avoid 
someone  who'd  rather  preach  than  pray,  who  feels 
he's  arrived,  or  who  goes  for  the  throat.  Remember, 
leaders  must  model  the  role. 

Once  chosen,  have  your  leaders  read  Getting 
Together:  A  Guide  to  Good  Groups  by  Em  Griffin 
(InterVarsity)  and  On  Becoming  a  Group,  edited  by 
John  Hendrix  (Broadman). 

Should  pastors  lead  groups?  Some  pastors  fear 
losing  credibility.  No  need  to  worry;  self-disclosure 
usually  increases  respect.  Three  of  our  four  Novato 
pastors  lead  groups.  People  feel  they've  been  given 
a  sacred  trust:  the  pastor  has  brought  them  into  his 
confidence;  they  are  the  inner  circle.  They  usually 
become  his  strongest  supporters. 

Growth  Groups,  like  any  ministry,  take  time  and 
effort.  But  we  are  committed  to  continuing  them.  As 
Tom  Wise,  pastor  and  principal  of  our  Christian 
school,  wrote  on  an  evaluation  form,  "The  future  of 
our  church  depends  on  the  kind  of  ministry  ac- 
complished in  this  group.  I  view  it  as  the  most  im- 
portant meeting  outside  of  Sunday  morning."

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BUILDING  COMMUNICATION  WITH  YOUR  TEEN 
The  quieter  you  become,  the  more  you  can  hear 

by  Dr.  Robert  Laurent 

Before  a  teen  can  receive  spiritual  truth  from  his  or  her  parents,  communication  lines 
usually  need  to  be  restored.  Following  are  some  practical  ideas  on  how  to  do  that. 


1.  Don't  jump  to  conclusions. 

If  you're  suspicious  about  a  certain  situation, 
make  a  sincere  effort  to  gather  as  much  information 
as  possible  before  drawing  any  conclusions.  Parents 
have  a  tendency  to  overreact  on  the  basis  of  insuffi- 
cient evidence  and  they  to  "fill  in  the  gaps"  by 
assuming  the  worst. 

2.  Respect  your  teenager's  privacy. 

You  have  no  more  right  to  read  their  personal 
letters,  listen  in  on  their  phone  conversations,  or 
search  their  rooms  to  satisfy  your  suspicions  than 
they  would  have  to  violate  your  privacy.  Your  ra- 


tionalizing devices  may  tell  you  that  it  is  your 
responsibility  as  a  parent  to  know  everything  you 
can  about  your  teen,  but  God  never  does  a  right  thing 
the  wrong  way.  Knowledge  gained  deceitfully  will 
solve  nothing  and  only  further  alienate  your 
teenagers. 

3.  Try  to  retain  a  sense  of  proportion. 

The  son  who  does  not  sit  in  the  front  pew  taking 
notes  is  not  destined  to  be  an  atheist.  The  daughter 
who  has  not  done  daily  devotions  for  months  will 
probably  not  turn  out  to  be  a  drug  addict.  There  is  no 
need  for  you  to  panic  or  exaggerate  the  situation. 
Both  God  and  time  are  on  your  side. 
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4.  Avoid  asking  rhetorical  questions. 

Communication  stalls  when  teens  have  to  deal 
with  a  question  that,  even  if  taken  seriously,  can 
elicit  only  an  impudent  reply.  If  you  were  a 
teenager,  how  would  you  like  to  answer,  "How  many 
times  do  I  have  to  tell  you  to  stop  that?"  or  "Why 
won't  you  ever  listen?" 

One  question  that  teens  dread  the  most  is, 
"What  do  you  think  you're  doing?"  If  parents  could 
detect  their  teenagers'  thoughts  when  asked  such  a 
question,  they  might  hear:  What  do  you  mean, 
"what  do  I  think  I'm  doing?"  I  know  exactly  what 
I'm  doing.  The  problem  is  "what  do  you  think  I'm 
doing?"  It  doesn't  matter  what  I'm  actually  doing, 
I'm  in  trouble  because  of  what  you  think  I'm  doing. 

5.  Dispense  discipline  that  fits  the  offense. 

Teenagers  have  an  inborn  sense  of  justice  and 
are  quick  to  recognize  when  they  don't  receive  it. 
Few  things  block  the  lines  of  communication  like 
parents  who  are  overly  severe  with  punishment.  The 
father  who  grounds  his  daughter  for  six  months 
because  she  came  home  an  hour  late  is  asking  for 
the  silent  treatment. 

6.  Recognize  their  limited  verbal  skills. 

Teens  can  be  intimidated  by  parents  who  use 
their  facility  with  words  to  win  verbal  confronta- 
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tions.  Wise  parents  speak  on  their  teenagers'  level 
(without  talking  down  to  them)  and  understand  that 
most  adolescents,  particularly  boys,  have  difficulty 
describing  their  emotions. 

One  father  found  that  simply  asking  a  question 
like,  "How  do  you  feel  about  ..."  opened  up  new 
dimensions  in  conversation.  He  tried  this  technique 
with  his  ninth-grade  son,  asking  him  about  his  feel- 
ings regarding  a  situation  at  school.  To  the  father's 
amazement,  the  son  answered  on  that  level— talking 
about  feelings. 

"It  was  wonderful! "  said  the  father.  "We  talked 
for  two  hours!  That's  never  happened  before." 

7.  Make  bedtime  a  sacrosanct  occasion  for  com- 
munication. 

The  parents  who  decided  that  there  would  be 
communication  time— regular,  consistent,  and  (bar- 
ring flash  floods  or  nuclear  holocaust)  —guaranteed, 
must  still  find  an  interval  in  the  day  for  communica- 
tion. 

Our  family  ties  up  a  lot  of  loose  ends  at  bedtime. 
It  may  take  more  than  an  hour  for  my  wife  and  me  to 
go  from  room  to  room,  almost  like  psychiatrists  get- 
ting the  day's  rundown  from  our  patients,  preparing 
each  child's  path  to  sleep.  During  that  time,  when 
our  children  lie  like  small  patients  in  the  semi- 
darkness,  a  great  deal  of  what  is  going  on  in  their 
minds  and  hearts,  which  the  busyness  of  the  day  has 
kept  suppressed,  gets  released.  Each  child  knows 
that  we  are  his  or  hers  to  talk  to,  without  competition 
from  siblings.  It  is  important  to  us  to  know  what  is  on 
their  minds— it  helps  us  to  know  what  should  be  on 
ours.  Perched  on  each  other's  beds,  we  discuss  the 
issues  that  we  never  seem  to  find  the  right  time  or 
atmosphere  for  during  the  day. 

8.  Keep  listening. 

One  of  a  parent's  hardest  tasks  is  to  sit  and  listen 
to  outrageous  accusations.  "You're  only  happy  when 
I  feel  miserable! "  If  you  and  Mom  are  right,  you're 
the  only  parents  who  are! "  Your  instincts  tell  you  to 
get  defensive  and  engage  the  emoting  teen  in  bat- 
tle—but discretion  keeps  you  from  blurting  out 
words  that  later  you  would  wish  you  could  retrieve. 
The  onus  is  not  on  you  to  agree  with  the  accuser,  just 
to  listen. 

Communication  between  parents  and  teens  is 
not  the  piling  up  of  words;  it  is  more  of  an  attitude. 
When  you  resolve  to  do  your  best  to  understand  who 
they  are  and  why  they  act  the  way  they  do,  when  you 
decide  to  trade  in  your  critical  spirit  for  restraint 
and  a  listening  ear,  when  you  learn  that  nothing  they 
do  or  say  is  important  enough  to  cause  you  to 
withdraw  your  love ,  then  communication  that  might 
lead  to  their  salvation  has  begun.

THREE  YEARS  COMPLETED 

The  end  of  this  month  will  mark 
the  end  of  three  years  of  service  to 
the  Convention  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  as  General 
Secretary,  a  work  that  I  have  en- 
joyed. My  first  date  in  the  office 
was  July  10,  1989.  The  first  new 
"Notes  and  Quotes"  appeared  in 
the  September  1989  issue  of  The 
Free  Will  Baptist.  At  that  time, 
we  explained  why  we  chose 
"Notes  and  Quotes"  as  the  title 
for  this  page.  (It  originated  with 
Brother  J.  C.  Griffin  who  began  it 
in  connection  with  his  work  as 
Field  Secretary  of  the  State  Con- 
vention. ) 

These  three  years  have  passed 
unbelieveably  fast.  They  have 
been  marked  with  progress  in 
some  areas.  With  the  securing  of  a 
secretary,  Mrs.  Michelle  Ford- 
ham,  and  the  installation  of  a 
computer  system,  we  have  great- 
ly enhanced  the  office  work. 

One  function  of  the  office  that 
has  been  slowly  increasing  is  that 
of  assisting  churches  in  the  secur- 
ing of  pastors  and  also  the 
assisting  of  ministers  in  securing 
a  church.  This  service  is  only 
possible  as  both  churches  and 
ministers  share  this  information 
with  the  office.  We  do  not  enter  a 
name  unless  we  have  been 
notified  to  do  so.  At  the  present 
time,  our  list  includes  those 
ministers  who  are  seeking  a  full- 
time  resident  pastorate,  supply  or 
interim  pastors,  and  licensed 
ministers.  Again,  we  only  share 
this  information  as  it  is  made 
available  to  us. 

In  appearing  before  the  various 
conferences  and  conventions,  we 
have  constantly  used  the  words 
"coordination"  and  "promotion" 
to  describe  our  purpose.  These 
terms  appropriately  apply  to  our 
ministries.  We  are  here  to  lend 
support  for  all  of  them.  In  doing  so 
during  these  three  years  we  have 
produced  two  ministry  slide  pro- 
grams,  published   a  poster  of 


denominations  ministries, 
prepared  a  pamphlet  depicting 
each  of  our  ministers,  plus 
various  other  types  of  promo- 
tional methods. 

In  order  to  keep  informed  about 
the  work  of  our  ministries,  as  well 
as  other  phases  of  our  work,  I 
have  attended  many  of  our 
ministry  board  meetings,  com- 
mittee meetings,  conferences, 
etc.  This  is  one  of  the  important 
functions  of  our  work. 

The  area  of  public  relations  in- 
clude work  within  our  own 
denomination,  as  well  as  outside 
our  denomination.  Thus,  I  have 
been  privileged  to  attend  several 
conventions  of  other  denomina- 
tions, especially  those  with  which 
we  have  a  fraternal  relationship. 

From  time  to  time,  we  are 
asked  when  this  work  might 
become  full  time.  The 
Convention's  Executive  Commit- 
tee had  projected  this  to  happen 
this  year;  however,  in  its  January 
meeting,  the  decision  was  made  to 
delay  such  a  proposal.  Although 
support  for  the  promotional  work 
has  improved,  with  many  chur- 
ches including  support  in  their 
budgets,  the  support  is  not  ade- 
quate to  begin  full  time.  As  I  have 
stated  before,  regardless  of  the 
person  filling  this  office,  our  Con- 
vention has  been  needing  a  Head- 
quarters and  a  General  Secretary 
for  many  years. 

Please  keep  in  mind  that  our  of- 
fice is  only  part  time.  The  hours 
set  when  beginning  the  work  are 
still  in  effect.  We  are  in  the  office 
on  Monday  and  Wednesday,  from 
8  a.m.  until  4:30  p.m.,  and  Friday 
until  noon.  Other  personnel  are  in 
the  office  each  day  of  the  week. 
A  NEW  TITLE 

The  Executive  Committee  has 
already  approved  a  title  change 
for  the  General  Secretary.  The 
change,  however,  will  be  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Convention 
in  its  September  meeting.  The 
new  title  will  be  "Executive  Ad- 
ministrator." One  of  the  reasons 


for  the  change  is  the  confusion 
that  sometimes  existed  in  the  use 
of  the  word  "secretary."  For  in- 
stance, there's  the  Convention's 
recording  secretary,  and  also  our 
secretary  who  serves  this  office. 
In  brief,  it  was  the  opinion  of  the 
Executive  Committee  that  the 
term,  General  Secretary,  did  not 
adequately  fit  the  office  and  the 
description  of  the  work.

First  Church,  Kinston,  named 
Evelyn  Carroll  Wiggs  its  Woman 
of  the  Year  on  Sunday,  May  3, 
1992. 

Born  on  a  farm  in  Pitt  County, 
she  is  the  daughter  of  the  late 
Johnny  and  Daisy  Laughinghouse 
Carroll.  The  Car  rolls  also  had 
three  sons  and  another  daughter. 

Evelyn's  childhood  was  quiet. 
She  attended  the  two-room  school 
taught  by  her  aunt,  who  either 
walked  with  her  to  school  or  let 
her  ride  the  horse  and  buggy.  Liv- 
ing across  the  street  from  that 
aunt,  another  aunt,  and  her 
grandmother  was  fun,  for  she  had 
two  homes  and  hung  up  her 
Christmas  stocking  at  both 
houses. 

She  became  active  in  the 
Hollywood  Presbyterian  Church 
when  very  young,  and  later 
helped  organize  the  Chicod 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  is  no 
longer  active. 

Forced  by  rheumatic  fever  to 
spend  3%  years  in  bed  before  she 
finished  high  school,  Evelyn 
developed  a  love  for  needlework 
and  crafts.  Response  to  her  "Let- 
ter From  a  Shut-In"  published  in 
The  Radio  Guide  brought  her  at 
least  a  hundred  pen  pals,  with 
whom  she  corresponded  for  many 
years. 

After  high  school,  she  attended 
Flora  MacDonald  College  until 
illness  again  forced  her  to  quit. 
Never  one  to  give  up,  though,  she 
went  to  Atlantic  Christian  Col- 
lege, majored  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion, and  finished  in  1950. 

She  worked  at  the  Odd  Fellows 
Home  in  Goldsboro  and  at  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Children's 
Home  in  Middlesex.  Her  wedding 
was  in  the  chapel  at  Middlesex, 
April  4,  1954.  After  that  she  and 
her  husband  moved  as  his  work 
required,  and  like  a  "spare  tire" 
she  was  always  there  when 
needed— to  play  the  piano,  teach 

I  Sunday  School,  or  baby-sit  for 

i  members. 


After  they  moved  to  Kinston  in 
the  sixties,  Evelyn  taught  the 
Educable  Class  at  La  Grange  and 
the  Trainable  Class  at  Content- 
nea.  She  and  Elizabeth  "Ma" 
Hansley  rode  together  to  Mount 
Olive  at  night  for  additional 
classes;  and  afterwards,  Evelyn 
taught  a  Trainable  Class  at  Mount 
Olive. 

In  1984,  a  slip  on  the  icy  steps  at 
school  broke  her  ankle  in  two 
places,  requiring  surgery  and 
forcing  her  retirement.  Her 
teaching  career  ended,  but  not  her 
service  career.

substitute  teacher  for  the 
Dunham-Wade  Sunday  School 
Class ;  and  assistant  teacher  for  a 
teenager  class.  An  active  member 
of  the  Retired  People's  Club,  she 
has  arranged  programs  by 
visiting  missionaries  and 
"wellness"  programs  conducted 
by  staff  members  of  Lenoir 
Memorial  Hospital.  For  about  ten 
years,  she  was  a  counselor  for 
AFC  and  YFA  weeks  at  Crag- 
mont,  led  by  Mrs.  Hansley.  There 
she  learned  to  know  and  love 
many  young  people,  and  is 
especially  fond  of  the  young  men 
who  entered  the  ministry  as  a 
result  of  their  training  at  Crag- 
mont. 

She  continues  her  crafts 
(especially  her  decorative 
baskets),  her  needlework,  and  her 
crochet.

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LAYMEN  CAN  BE 
AN  EFFECTIVE 
TOOL  IN  MINISTRY

In  this  world  of  sin  and  decep- 
tion, our  task  as  ministers  to 
reach  the  lost  for  Jesus  is  growing 
more  difficult  every  day.  We  must 
use  every  tool  that  the  Lord  has 
given  us.  One  very  effective  tool 
for  me  in  my  ministry  has  been 
the  Layman's  League  at  my 
church. 

Fellowship  is  only  one  of  the 
many  things  provided  by  our 
Layman's  League.  Our  men  enjoy 
fellowshiping  and  sharing  the  im- 
pact God  has  made  on  their 
lives.  Our  men  are  very  close  and 
have  grown  even  closer  togeth- 
er—like a  family— in  the  2x/£  years 
I  have  been  pastor  at  Bethany 
Church. 

The  laymen  assist  me  in  my 
visitation  and  pastoral  care. 
Recently  one  of  our  members, 
Brother  Odie  Rouse,  was 
hospitalized  with  a  very  serious 
heart  condition.  I  was  out  of  town 
at  the  time,  and  our  laymen  were 
on  the  scene  immediately.  They 
offered  prayer  and  spiritual  sup- 
port for  the  family  and  many  of 
them  even  spent  nights  at  the 
hospital,  so  that  the  exhausted 
family  could  get  some  much- 
needed  rest.  Our  laymen  aid  me  in 
community  visitation,  as  well.  It 
does  a  pastor  good  to  make  a  visit 
to  a  family  and  discover  that 
other  members  have  already 
visited  them.  When  someone 
moves  to  our  community,  one  of 
our  laymen  has  usually  already 
visited  by  the  time  I  can  get  out  to 
see  them.  They  keep  me  posted  of 
problems  or  potential  problems  in 
our  church  and  community  and 
make  me  aware  of  a  need  for  a 
pastoral  visit  to  a  hurting  family, 
even  if  that  family  is  not  a 
member  of  our  church. 

Our  laymen  have  encouraged 
church  growth,  both  physical  and 
spiritual.  We  are  constantly  try- 
ing new  ideas  to  expand  our 
outreach  ministries  to  our  com- 
munity. The  laymen  are  always 
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eager  to  do  their  part.  They  have 
accepted  the  role  of  welcoming 
visitors  and  accompanying  them 
to  Sunday  School  classes,  as  well 
as  familiarizing  them  with  church 
facilities. 

The  laymen  take  an  active  part 
in  worship  services  at  Bethany. 
Twice  a  year,  they  take  complete 
charge  of  the  Sunday  morning 
worship  service.  They  fill  the 
choir,  serve  as  ushers,  teach 
classes,  provide  special  music, 
and  often  deliver  the  message  on 
these  special  Sundays.  At  least 
once  a  quarter,  we  sponsor  a 
spiritual  retreat  for  our  church 
and  other  churches  in  our  con- 
ference. When  our  men  share 
testimonies,  sing,  and  read  Scrip- 


ture, it  blesses  my  heart.  During 
our  spiritual  retreats,  I  have  seen 
men  laugh  and  cry  as  they  praised 
the  Lord. 

The  Layman's  League  at  my 
church  means  so  much  to  me  and 
my  ministry.  It  creates  a  strong 
bond  among  the  men  of  our 
church.  A  church  without  an 
organized  Layman's  League  is 
missing  a  blessing.  A  pastor's 
task  of  reaching  the  world  for 
Christ  is  difficult;  however,  with 
prayer,  guidance  from  the  Holy 
Spirit,  and  fellowship  with  Chris- 
tians, we  can  take  advantage  of 
the  tools  God  has  richly  blessed  us 
with.  We  can  do  anything  through 
His  grace.

There 
is  a  growing  awareness  that  the 
state  of  our  society  depends  on  the 
success  within  the  family  struc- 
ture. 

I  believe  our  history  ex- 
emplifies our  investment  and  con- 
cerns for  children  and  families. 
We  believe  that  the  family  is  the 
most  important  institution  for 
rearing  children  and  nurturing 
adults.  We  view  the  family  as  the 
key  to  providing  a  loving  and 
healthy  environment  for  its 
members,  as  well  as  the  place  to 
instill  societal  values  in  our 
vouns:.

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The  family  faces  many  socio- 
economic challenges  that  impact 
on  its  ability  to  function.  North 
Carolina  has  an  increasing 
number  of  single-parent 
households,  two-paycheck 
families,  mothers  who  are 
employed  outside  the  home, 
children  in  day  care,  and  elderly 
in  retirement  centers  and  nursing 
homes.  These  and  other  economic 
and  social  trends  influence  the 
emotional  and  physical  well-being 
of  family  members. 

We  are  making  a  difference  as 
families  work  together  to 
strengthen  their  relationships. 
The  family  has  to  start  with  where 
it  is  and  not  dwell  on  all  the 
negatives.  All  families  have 
strengths  and  all  family  members 
have  values  to  contribute.  What 
we  must  keep  in  mind  is  that  it 
takes  time,  commitment,  and  in- 
vestment on  everyone's  part. 
Henry  Ford  said,  "Coming 
together  is  a  beginning;  keeping 
together  is  progress;  working 
together  is  success!"  Our  key  to 
success  is  to  become  an  active 
participant  and  allow  all  family 
members  to  participate. 

We  live  in  a  time  when  there  are 
pressures  from  every  area  of  life. 
Many  times  these  pressures  and 
demands  overwhelm  us  and  we 
lose  our  focus.  When  we  lose  our 
focus,  our  values  can  get  distorted 
and  our  priorities  are  left  in  dis- 
array. When  this  happens,  it's 
time  to  stop,  evaluate,  and 
regroup.  If  this  happens  to  us  as 
adults,  think  of  what  our  children 
are  having  to  deal  with.  I  believe 
we,  as  a  nation,  are  pushing  our 
children  into  responsibilities,  and 
adulthood,  before  their  time. 
Sure,  it  is  important  for  children 
to  learn  responsibility  and  grow 
into  mature  productive  adults,  but 
part  of  that  process  is  allowing 
children  to  experience  their 
childhood.  Childhood  is  that  state 
in  which  we  learn,  develop,  and 
mature.  It  is  also  that  time  when 
dreams  develop,  imaginations 
travel  to  distant  lands,  and  time 
does  seem  to  be  so  important.  In- 


dependence, self-esteem,  self- 
reliance  are  built  moment-by- 
moment  and  day -by- day.  It  is 
vital  that  we  give  back  to  our 
children  their  childhood.  After  all, 
the  responsibilities  of  life  and 
leadership  will  come  soon  enough. 

Not  only  do  our  children  need 
their  childhood,  so  do  we;  other- 
wise we  adults  will  miss  some  of 
the  most  precious  and  significant 
times  we  will  ever  have  with  our 
children.  It  is  in  this  period  that 
memories  are  created  which  last 
a  lifetime.  If  we  miss  this  period 
with  our  children,  it  can  never  be 
reclaimed;  and  we  will  one  day 
find  ourselves  sitting  around  say- 
ing, I  wish  I  had  .  .  .  ! 

As  we  celebrate  our  Nation's  in- 
dependence, may  we,  hand- in- 
hand,  reclaim  one  of  the  basic 
foundations  on  which  it  was 
built— the  family!

CONTACT  WITH 
TURKISH  BELIEVERS 

by  Willem  and  Lydia  van  der  Plas 
The  organization  "Open  Doors" 
requested  that  we  distribute  2,000 
Turkish  Children's  Bibles  in  East 
Bulgaria.  We  went  to  Sevlievo, 
Ruse,  Ostrovo,  Shumen,  and  Var- 
na. Open  Doors  was  founded  by 
Brother  Andrew,  whose  book 
about  Bible  smuggling  behind  the 
former  "Iron  Curtain"  is  known 
by  many  American  believers.  The 
Turkish  Christian  Church  has 
been  a  forgotten  group  in 
Bulgaria.  They  all  showed  great 
thankfulness  for  the  gifts  from  the 
Church  in  the  West.  They  all  ex- 
pressed their  needs  for  Bibles, 
Christian  literature  and  educa- 
tion. We  may  receive  a  task  here! 

In  Varna,  we  met  Pastor  Rusin 
and  his  wife  Neviana;  both  are 
sincere  and  loving  Christians. 
Pastor  Rusin  is  an  energetic  and 
dynamic  person  who  serves  26 
congregations  with  the  help  of 
local  church  leaders.  These 
church  leaders  are  hindered  by 
lack  of  knowledge  about  the  Bible. 
They  are  easy  misled  by  all  kinds 
of  emotional  Christians  who  prac- 
tice weird  methods  of  healing  and 
the  practice  of  distributing  the 
Holy  Spirit  by  blowing  breath  on 
the  heads  of  people.  Members  who 
have  not  spoken  in  tongues  are  not 
allowed  to  partake  in  the  Lord's 
Supper.  Members  are  not  allowed 
to  be  members  of  any  organiza- 
tion besides  the  church,  etc. 
Pastor  Rusin  is  very  troubled  by 
all  these  unbiblical  actions  and 
teachings. 

He  asked  me  to  teach  the 
members  of  his  congregations, 
but  when  we  came  together  on 
April  6,  we  were  hindered  by  a 
group  of  church  members  who 
stated,  "Only  the  Holy  Spirit  can 
teach  us;  we  don't  need  a 
teacher."  This  was  an  internal 
matter.  The  other  day,  Brother 
Rusin  called  me  and  assured  me 
that  the  teaching  should  be 
planned.  He  said,  "Our  people 

do  not  understand  the  Bible  in 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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Christian  context,  we  have 
Muslem  backgrounds  and  read 
the  Bible  too  often  in  the  context 
of  the  Koran. " 

On  May  25,  we  started  our  first 
official  Bible  studies  within  the 
framework  of  B.E.E.  and  T.E.E. 
We  visited  several  of  the  Turkish 
churches  during  worship  ser- 
vices. They  all  are  held  in  homes. 
People  are  sitting  on  the  floor, 
sometimes  squeezed  together 
with  over  50  persons  in  less  than 
20  square  feet.  Their  worship  is 
lively  with  many  songs,  praises 
and  prayers,  with  testimonies, 
and  with  a  short  sermon  (of  15 
minutes).  The  preacher  can  be  in- 
terrupted by  questions  and  by  op- 
posing remarks.  The  prayers  and 
singing  last  for  hours.  We  believe 
that  we  ought  to  assist  these  peo- 
ple by  using  our  gifts  to  the  benefit 
of  all. 

At  the  moment,  I  am  developing 
lesson  materials  which  must  be 
translated  into  Bulgarian  and 
perhaps  in  Turkish,  too.  I  believe 
that  our  activities  in  Varna  will  be 
a  pilot  program  which  can  be  of 
value  to  the  other  churches  which 
we  visited.  They  all  asked  for 
education. 

Please  pray  that  we  will  follow 
the  will  of  our  Lord  and  that  we 
will  receive  wisdom  and  strength, 
as  well  as  the  financial  support  to 
make  this  happen. 


THE  OKI  BBS  FAMILY 
IN  BULGARIA

With  thankfulness,  we  received 
the  Grubbs  at  the  Sophia  Interna- 
tional Airport.  The  strike  of  the 
German  Airport  personnel  did  not 
delay  their  arrival.  With  search- 
ing eyes  for  the  exit  and  tired 
faces,  we  saw  them  walking 
through  the  hall.  With  us  were  the 
Marinovis:  Iwan,  Pavlina,  his 
wife;  and  their  children,  Kristio 
and  Dimiter.  These  are  our  very 
good  friends  who  live  in  Sophia. 
Prof.  Dr.  Detchko  Svilenov,  chair- 
man of  Christian  Unity  in 
Bulgaria,  also  took  time  to  meet 
the  Grubbs  at  the  airport.  (His 
organization  has  provided  a  small 
bus  to  be  used  until  the  car  for  the 
Grubbs  has  arrived.  We  ordered  a 
Russian  Lada.)  Our  group  was 
small  but  our  joy  was  great! 

The  other  day,  the  Grubbs  went 
to  the  American  Embassy  in 
Sophia,  while  I  had  to  go  to  the 
KAT  police  office  for  our  car 
registration.  As  true  globetrot- 
ters, they  found  their  way  to  the 
USA  Embassy  and  back  to  the 
hotel  by  themselves. 

Temporarily,  they  live  in  the 
apartment  of  Dr.  Peter  Vulkov, 
who  is  a  cardiologist.  He  accepted 
first  the  truth  of  the  Word  and  has 
become  an  asset  to  our  work  here 
in  Bulgaria. 


Last  Sunday,  Paul  and  Teresa 
received  a  young  medical  doctor 
in  their  home;  she  wishes  Bible 
studies.  Their  first  encouraging 
contact  has  been  made.  The  Lord 
is  our  provider  in  this  way,  also. 

The  language  barrier  is  the  big- 
gest problem  in  our  work  here. 
Lydia  and  I  are  able  to  speak  Ger- 
man  and  French,  besides 
English;  but  Paul  and  Teresa  are 
limited  by  using  English  only.  We 
ask  you  to  pray  for  them  without 
ceasing  so  that  they  will  learn  to 
speak  Bulgarian  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble. In  fact,  this  counts  for  all  of 
us ;  the  people  are  delighted  when 
we  use  a  few  Bulgarian  words. 

Their  arrival  in  Bulgaria  is  an 
answer  to  the  call  of  the  Lord;  and 
as  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  we 
all  ought  to  support  them  to  our 
capacities.  They  are  needed  here 
and  they  will  be  able  to  do  a  great 
job  in  this  part  of  the  world.

Mount  Olive  College  has 
historically  provided  a  number  of 
education  programs  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.  The  following  list  notes 
the  programs  that  the  College  has 
undertaken  in  addition  to  its  tradi- 
tional class  offerings : 

1.  Each  year  the  College  has 
brought  outstanding  preachers 
and  lecturers  to  the  campus 
and  invited  the  public.  Noted 
examples  of  speakers  include 
Elton  Trueblood  (of  the  Yoke- 
fellow Institute),  Stuart 
Henry  (Duke  University), 
Albert  Edwards  (retired  pastor 
of  Raleigh  First  Presbyterian 
Church),  Will  Willimon  (chap- 
lain of  Duke  University),  and 
many  others. 

2.  In  conjunction  with  the  North 
Carolina  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion, the  College  sponsors  a 
Ministers  Institute  each 
August.  Again,  this  event 
brings  some  of  the  best  minds 
in  North  Carolina  and  beyond 
to  our  campus. 

3.  The  Department  of  Religion 
works  closely  with  the  North 
Carolina  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion to  plan  the  program  for  the 


annual  Ministers  Conference 
held  at  Cragmont. 
4.  For  many  years,  the  Paul 
Palmer  Institute  provided 
training  opportunities  for 
ministers  and  lay-persons  who 
were  not  interested  in  tradi- 
tional college  classes.  This 
program  has  recently  been  re- 
placed by  the  School  of  Chris- 
tian Studies,  a  continuing 
education  program  for  mini- 
sters and  lay  persons.  As  of  the 
present,  the  following  School  of 
Christian  Studies  workshops 
have  been  conducted: 

a.  Introduction   to  Evange- 
lism; 

b.  How  to  Share  Your  Personal 

Testimony ; 

c.  Introduction  to  the  Free  Will 

Baptist  Church  (History 
and  Doctrine) ; 

d.  How   to   Organize  Your 
Sunday  School;

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1992  MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE  GRADUATE 
CECIL  CAHOON  II:  HIS  EXPERIENCES 
AT  MOC  LEAD  TO  A  CAREER

Cecil  Cahoon  II  looks  back  at  his 
experiences  at  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege as  the  fertile  soil  for  nurtur- 
ing a  career  in  what  he  enjoys 
most— writing. 

"I'm  in  a  very  comfortable  posi- 
tion right  now,"  says  Cahoon,  who 
graduated  with  a  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  English,  "because  I'm 
doing  the  kind  of  work  I  like,  and 
I'm  in  an  environment  that  lets 
me  be  as  creative  as  I  need  to  be." 

Employed  at  the  Carteret  Coun- 
ty News-Times  as  a  writer  and 
photographer,  Cahoon  has  also 
served  as  Entertainment  Editor 
during  the  editor's  leave  of 
absence.  He  says  that  the  paper  is 
an  "excellent  training  ground" 
for  refining  what  he  learned  at 
MOC. 

"I'm  learning  the  technical  and 
day-to-day  realities  that  go  along 
with  the  advanced  writing  skills  I 
learned  under  the  tutelage  of  the 
Department  of  Languages  and 
Literature,"  he  says.  Cahoon  has 
ample  opportunity  to  apply  his 
skills;  feature  stories  are 
highlighted  three  times  a 
week— on  Wednesdays,  Fridays, 
and  Sundays.  And  he  starts  from 
"scratch." 

"I'll  get  a  press  release  in  the 
mail,  or  sometimes  people  will 
call  with  an  interesting  idea  for  a 
feature  story,"  he  says.  "From 
there  I  decide  what  kind  of  story  it 
should  be— feature  length  or  a 
blurb— and  what  kind  of  photos  I 
need  to  look  for.  I  make  all  the  ar- 
rangements for  interviews  and 
photographs,  come  back  to  the 
paper,  write  the  story,  process  the 
film  and  make  prints." 

Cahoon  gained  practical  ex- 
perience for  newspaper  work 
through  the  College's  work  study 
program  and  employment  as  an 
assistant  to  MOC's  Director  of 
Public  Information. 


"I  remember  learning  to 
develop  film  in  the  darkroom  in 
the  Henderson  Building  when  I 
was  a  freshman,"  he  says.  "I  got 
to  carry  the  camera  around  cam- 
pus, take  picture  of  events  and 
people,  and  write  about  them. 

"This  past  year  I  began  refining 
desktop  publishing  skills  as  a 
graphic  design  artist  for  the 
Public  Information  Office.  We 
produced  all  kinds  of  docu- 
ments—advertisements, bro- 
chures, flyers,  and  the  College 
newsletter,"  he  says.  "That  ex- 
perience really  came  in  handy 
when  I  had  to  lay  out  pages  here 
at  the  New-Times." 

Cahoon' s  writing  has  not  been 
confined  to  business  only.  This  fall 
he  will  become  a  published 
author— the  dream  of  all  writers. 
In  September,  the  Mount  Olive 
College  Press  will  release  his 
book,  A  Chosen  Vessel:  The  Story 
of  Luke  H.  Wetherington,  Jr.,  as 


told  to  Cecil  Cahoon  II.  Cahoon 
began  writing  the  biography  of 
Mr.  Wetherington  in  the  fall  of 
1990. 

"This  man's  accomplishments 
and  successes  took  me  across 
North  Carolina  and  Virginia," 
says  Cahoon.  "The  book  is  a 
tribute  to  Luke's  faith  in  God.  He 
has  overcome  major  obstacles  in 
the  face  of  overwhelming  odds. 

"Not  only  is  Luke  an  American 
success  story,  he  is  a  spiritual 
success  story." 

Cahoon  continued  honing  his 
writing  skills  during  his  senior 
year  by  enrolling  in  a  course  in 
Creative  Writing.  Aware  that  he 
had  advanced  writing  experience, 
MOC  English  Professor  Margaret 
B.  Baddour  expected  top-notch 
work.  Noting  his  Irish  heritage, 
she  reminded  Cahoon  that  he 
comes  "from  a  long  line  of  great 
writers."

Cahoon  placed  first  in  prose  with 
his  story,  "Descent,  Ascent,"  and 
received  first  and  second  places 
in  poetry  for  "Outside  the  Palace 
Walls"  and  "An  Immature  Rebut- 
tal." 

Even  "great  writers"  need 
friendship  and  a  place  to  live 
when  they  are  out  on  their  own  for 
the  very  first  time.  Through  the 
Rev.  J.  C.  Yates,  pastor  of  Holly 
Springs  Church  in  Newport, 
Cahoon  met  Larry  and  Peggy 
Mason. 

"The  Masons  are  two  of  the 
finest  people  I've  ever  known," 
says  Cahoon.  "When  I  was  hired 
as  an  intern  at  the  newspaper  last 
summer,  the  Masons  offered  me 
the  opportunity  to  live  with  them 
in  Newport  while  I  worked  in 
Carteret  County. 

"Not  only  have  they  taken  me 
into  their  home,  but  also  into  their 
family.  Peggy  calls  me  her 
'adopted  son'  and  their  grandson, 
Eric,  calls  me  'Uncle  Cecil.'  " 

Cahoon  plans  to  finish  out  the 
summer  living  in  Newport  and 
working  at  the  New-Times;  but 
when  September  rolls  around,  he 
will  be  open  to  other  options. 


Those  options  might  be  another 
newspaper,  public  relations,  or 
publishing. 

"Anything,"  he  says,  "where  I 
can  use  my  creative  energies."

The  Trojans  qualified  for  the  World  Series  by  winning  champion- 
ships in  the  Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletics  national  championship  in 
Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

The  Trojans  qualified  for  the  World  Series  by  winning  champion- 
ships in  the  Carolinas  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference  (CIAC),  NAIA 
District  26,  and  NAIA  Region  VII.  They  were  one  of  only  eight  college 
teams  in  the  nation  to  participate  in  the  national  tournament. 

Although  the  Trojans  did  not  win  the  national  championship,  their 
accomplishment  represents  a  milestone  in  athletics  at  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege. 

"Our  baseball  team  represented  Mount  Olive  College  well  both  on 
the  playing  field  and  in  the  quality  of  persons  they  are,"  said  President

tucky, at  the  regional  playoffs  and  in  Des  Moines,  commented  that  "this 
is  the  finest  group  of  young  men  with  whom  I  have  ever  been 
associated." 

The  College  family  extends  its  congratulations  to  the  team 
members  and  to  their  coaches,  Head  Coach  Carl  Lancaster  and  Assis- 
tant Coach  Roger  May. 
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far  exceeds  what  happens  in  a 
sporting  event.  You  see,  Mount 
Olive  College  is  not  a  playground 
for  students  who  would  major  in 
basketball,  baseball,  tennis,  or 
other  sports.  It  is  a  college  com- 
mitted first  to  training  young  men 
and  women  academically  and  in- 
puting  Christian  values.  The 
school's  athletes  participate  in 
sports  not  because  they  are  a 
ticket  to  fame  and  fortune  but 
because  they  are  fun  and  because 
competition  can  provide  values 
far  beyond  won-loss  records.

But  on 
Wednesday,  the  Trojans  will  fly  to 
Des  Moines  to  compete  with  seven 
other  NAIA  teams  for  the  national 
championship. 

Win  or  lose  in  the  NAIA  World 
Series,  the  Trojans  already  have 
ensured  sweet  memories  that  will 
last  the  rest  of  their  lives.  And 
they  can  be  proud  of  the  way  they 
have  represented  their  coach, 
Carl  Lancaster,  the  other  students 
at  the  school,  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists who  sponsor  the  school,  their 
community,  and  North  Carolina. 

But  we  suspect  the  fellow  with 
the  biggest  smile  is  Dr.  Burkette 
Raper— an  outstanding  baseball 
player  in  his  own  right  and  presi- 
dent of  Mount  Olive  College.  For  it

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IF  THE  FOUNDATIONS  ARE  DESTROYED

America  is  losing  her  way,  but  God  can  reach  down  and  pull  us  back. 
"If  the  foundations  be  destroyed,  what  can  the  righteous  do?"  (Psalm  11:3) 


In  1620,  the  Mayflower  Compact  stated  that  "in 
the  name  of  God"  and  to  the  "glory  of  God"  the 
Christian  faith  would  be  advanced. 

In  1775,  the  Continental  Congress  declared  April 
21  as  a  "Day  of  Fasting." 

In  1797,  President  George  Washington,  in  his 
farewell  address,  stated  that  "religion  and  morality 
were  indispensable." 

In  1828,  Noah  Webster  used  the  Bible  to  define 
words  stating  that  "Christianity  is  most  important." 

In  1863,  President  Abraham  Lincoln  declared  a 
National  Fast  Day  so  that  "nations  and  men  would 
realize  their  dependence  upon  God." 

In  1892,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  stated,  "This  is 
a  Christian  nation." 

In  1948,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  un- 
constitutional public  school  use  of  religious  instruc- 
tion. 

In  1962,  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruled  voluntary 
prayer  unconstitutional  in  public  schools. 

In  1978,  the  ACLU  led  in  the  banning  of 
Christmas  cards  in  Sioux  Falls  Public  Schools. 

In  1982,  a  pastor  refused  to  comply  with  state 
regulations  for  his  church- supported  school.  The 
state  ordered  his  school  closed  and  padlocked. 


In  1983,  the  ACLU  filed  suit  against  President 
Ronald  Reagan  for  his  declaring  1983  as  "The  Year 
of  the  Bible." 

In  1990,  the  Jefferson  County  School  Board  in 
Kentucky  refused  to  display  plaques  bearing  the 
USA's  motto,  "In  God  We  Trust." 

In  1991,  a  bankruptcy  judge  refused  an  Ohio  cou- 
ple's request  to  include  a  tithe  to  their  local  church 
as  a  part  of  their  reorganization  plan. 

In  1991,  a  divided  State  Supreme  Court  in 
California  ruled  that  prayers  at  public  high  school 
graduation  ceremonies  violate  separation  of  church 
and  state. 

What  you  have  just  read  is  a  capsule  account  of 
what  this  nation  was  founded  upon  and  how  in  the 
past  four  decades,  it  has  started  to  degenerate 
spiritually. 

In  view  of  what  is  happening,  since  1960  in  the 
United  States  there  have  been: 
Over  50  million  divorces; 

600,000  deaths  from  drunk  driving; 

25  million  deaths  from  illegal  drugs; 

20  million  babies  murdered  by  abortion; 

190,000  million  crimes  reported; 

400,000  murders; 

and  10  million  illegitimate  births.

THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 


In  our  nation  today,  over  10  billion  dollars  are 
spent  every  year  on  pornographic  magazines  and 
movies.  Approximately  65  percent  of  all  teenagers 
have  sexual  intercourse  before  marriage.  Moreover, 
it  is  estimated  that  there  are  17  million  practicing 
homosexuals  and  nearly  20  million  alcoholics  and 
problem  drinkers.  Over  80,000  rapes  are  attempted 
each  year. 

It  would  appear  obvious  that  the  United  States  of 
America  is  going  the  way  of  all  nations  before  her. 

OUR  FOUNDATIONS 

The  foundations  of  this  nation  are  built  upon  the 
Judeo-Christian  principle.  We,  in  America,  do  not 
really  know  how  to  grasp  and  understand  the 
freedoms  that  we  so  freely  take  for  granted.  Our  na- 
tion has  witnessed  the  greatest  era  of  prosperity  and 
freedom  any  nation  has  ever  known.  We  truly  have 
been  a  blessed  nation.  It  is  sad  to  say,  however,  that 
most  do  not  understand  why  all  of  our  blessings  have 
come  about.  The  answer  lies  within  our  country's 
foundations  being  based  on  the  Judeo-Christian  prin- 
ciple and  the  Judeo-Christian  principle  is  based  upon 
the  Bible,  God's  Holy  Word. 

Any  nation  that  gives  the  Word  of  God 
preeminence  enjoys  prosperity  and  freedom.  Any 
nation  that  gives  the  Bible  partial  acclamation  en- 
joys partial  freedom.  Any  nation  that  denigrates  the 
Bible  experiences  no  freedom.  It's  that  axiomatic. 

It  is  sad  to  say,  however, 
that  most  do  not  understand 
why  all  of  our  blessings 
have  come  about. 

As  we  take  a  close  look  at  the  current  conditions 
of  our  country's  foundations,  we  can  see  that  they 
are  being  eroded  and  weakened.  If  we  acquiesce,  we 
will  ultimately  be  destroyed  and  we  will  experience 
"Hell  on  earth." 

THE  EDUCATIONAL  PROCESS 

There  are  basically  three  foundations  I  would 
like  to  discuss  in  this  article.  The  first  foundation 
would  be  the  educational  process  in  this  nation. 

The  educational  process  in  this  nation  is  under 
tremendous  attack.  Secular  humanism  has  rapidly 
become  the  modern-day  religion.  Secular  humanism 
is  a  term  we  probably  don't  think  too  much  about, 
but  it  is  deadly! 

Atheism  and  evolution,  for  example,  are 
quintessential  secular  humanistic  philosophies.  The 
battle  of  the  ages  is  taking  place  today  in  our  educa- 
tional structures  over  evolution.  Evolution  is  being 
inserted  in  all  phases  of  elementary  education. 
Evolution  is  ungodly,  atheistic,  and  anti-God.  Evolu- 
tion boasts  of  self-authority  where  man  is  his  own 
authority  and  not  accountable  to  any  higher  power. 
Evolution  paves  the  way  to  sexual  permissiveness 
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which  states  that  all  forms  of  sexual  expression  is 
acceptable.  In  our  schools,  public  sex  education  is 
considered  necessary,  provided  it  is  taught  without 
Judeo-Christian  morals. 

For  years,  Planned  Parenthood  and  other  so- 
called  "family  planning"  groups  have  advocated 
comprehensive  sex  education  in  our  public  schools. 
Such  instruction,  however,  seldom  mentions 
abstinence  as  a  means  to  control  birth  and  sexually 
transmitted  disease  among  our  youth.  If  by  chance 
abstinence  is  mentioned,  it  is  not  presented  as  the 
"healthy  choice"  or  supported  vigorously.  In  addi- 
tion, sex  education  in  our  public  schools  make  little, 
or  no,  mention  of  heterosexual  marriage  as  is  found 
in  the  traditional  family. 

Christian  parents  must  stand  up  to  the  liberal 
educators  who  tell  our  children  that  homosexuality 
is  a  legitimate  life-style  and  that  condom  usage  pro- 
motes "safe  sex."  We  do  not  need  to  apologize  for 
the  Christian-based  point  of  view.  If  we  fail  to  take  a 
stand,  we  will  not  be  doing  what  God  has  called  us  to 
do.  Furthermore,  we  will  be  abandoning  our 
children  in  the  public  schools  to  myths  about  sexual 
behavior  that  will  only  bring  them  guilt,  confusion, 
and  possibly  death. 

Satan  is  trying  to  destroy  the  foundations.  But 
by  the  help  and  grace  of  God,  Christians  can  work  to 
turn  it  around!  We,  who  are  born-again,  need  to 
declare  WAR!  Declare  war  on  the  monkeys  in  our 
classrooms.  Declare  war  on  the  atheists,  evolu- 
tionists, and  abortionists. 

To  do  this,  we  must  bring  the  Bible  back  to  the 
USA.  We  must  bring  the  Bible  back  to  the  homes, 
families,  churches,  and  pulpits  in  this  great  land! 
Christian  parents  must  be  the  salt  in  our  local 
schools! 

THE  FAMILY 

I  believe  that  the  family  is  the  strength  of  our  na- 
tion. The  family  was  the  first  divine  institution  that 
God  ordained.  The  family  comes  before  the  Church 
and  the  government.  In  other  words,  the  family  is 
sacred  to  God. 

But  today,  easy  divorce,  the  feminist  move- 
ment, homosexuality,  and  alternative  life-styles  are 
bombarding  the  family  unit.  Television,  movies,  and 
other  types  of  media  are  telling  our  youth  that  it's  all 
right  to  live  together  without  the  benefit  of  mar- 
riage. 

The  family  is  under  attack  by  federal  judges 
who  are  awarding  homosexuals  and  lesbians 
custody  of  little  children.  At  least  one  of  the  enduring 
affects  of  the  "Reagan  legacy"  is  that  President 
Reagan  appointed  federal  judges  with  conservative 
viewpoints  that  lean  toward  the  Word  of  God.  Presi- 
dent Bush  appears  to  share  the  same  convictions. 
One  thing  to  consider  as  we  elect  a  president  this 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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year  is,  "Who  do  you  want  appointing  federal  judges 
and  Supreme  Court  justices  during  the  next  four 
years?" 

The  family  is  under  attack  by  allowing  our  tax 
dollars  to  subsidize  the  travel  of  pornography 
through  the  United  States  Postal  Service.  Approx- 
imately 70  percent  of  these  pornographic  materials 
end  up  in  the  hands  of  minors.  Some  may  ask  if  as 
Christians,  we  have  the  right  to  stop  these  attacks 
upon  the  family.  My  answer  is  not  only  do  we  have 
the  right  to  stop  it,  we  have  a  moral  obligation  to 
stop  it! 

Another  attack  against  the  family  is  abortion.  A 
wounded  American  eagle  found  in  Maryland  was 
rushed  to  a  treatment  center.  It  died  one  hour  later. 
A  $5,000  reward  was  offered  for  the  arrest  of  the 
killer  of  this  bird.  Likewise,  it  is  illegal  to  ship  preg- 
nant lobsters  in  the  USA,  regardless  of  which 
trimester.  The  penalty  of  such  action  results  in  a 
$1,000  fine  and  one  year  in  jail.  And  yet,  mandatory 
funding  of  abortion  is  upheld  in  this  country.  It  has 
been  said  that  if  the  human  fetus  were  an  animal, 
maybe  the  Department  of  Wildlife  or  Agriculture 
would  protect  it. 

One  thing  to  consider 
as  we  elect  a  president 
this  year  is,  "Who  do  you 
want  appointing  federal 

judges  and  Supreme 

Court  justices  during 

the  next  four  years?" 

By  the  help  and  grace  of  God,  we  will  overturn 
that  vile  law  we  know  as  Roe  v.  Wade,  and  once 
again  the  unborn  will  enjoy  the  right  to  live.  I 
understand  that  if  the  Supreme  Court  decision  is 
overturned,  the  states  then  may  decide  whether  or 
not  to  uphold  legal  abortion.  We,  then,  will  have  the 
right  to  voice  our  opinion  through  the  legislative  pro- 
cess and  not  have  legalized  abortion  forced  upon  us 
by  judicial  fiat. 


CHRISTIAN  HUMANISM  IN  OUR  CHURCHES 

Last  of  all,  let  us  look  at  the  foundation  of  our 
churches.  We  have  today,  not  only  secular 
humanism,  but  Christian  humanism  invading  our 
churches. 

What  is  Christian  humanism? 

Christian  humanism  is  when  a  preacher  stands 
behind  a  pulpit  and  says  that  he  doesn't  believe  in  all 
that  the  Bible  says.  When  a  preacher,  teacher, 
leader  says  that  the  days  of  miracles  are  over  and 
tries  to  mix  evolution  with  creation,  which  in  turn 
produces  an  unholy  mixture.  For  example,  The 
Jesus  Seminar,  which  is  a  group  comprised  of 
liberal  New  Testament  "scholars"  has  recently 
completed  a  six-year  study  on  the  words  generally 
attributed  to  Jesus  Christ  in  the  Gospels. 

According  to  their  conclusions,  only  20  percent 
of  Jesus'  statement  can  be  considered  authentic. 
They  claim  as  well  that  there  may  have  been  a  com- 
mittee of  individuals  who  authored  the  Sermon  on 
the  Mount. 

Have  we  in  our  churches  forsaken  the  altars? 
Have  we  forsaken  the  power  of  God  and  the  leading 
and  directing  of  the  Holy  Spirit?  Do  we  find 
ourselves  referring  our  people  with  difficulties  to  the 
psychologist,  the  department  of  social  services,  or  to 
the  mental  health  center? 

Humanistic  psychology  is  fast  becoming  the 
methodology  of  our  preachers  today.  But  truly,  the 
only  book  of  psychology  in  this  universe  is  the  Bible. 
When  an  individual  comes  to  the  foot  of  the  Cross 
and  lets  the  Holy  Spirit  deal  with  his  heart  until  the 
hot  tears  flow  down  his  cheeks  and  he's  washed  out 
inside  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit— that's  the  on- 
ly psychology  man  needs  to  know  to  set  the  captive 
free  and  we  must  come  back  to  that! 

Let  us  take  a  good  hard  look  at  the  sad  shape  in 
which  America  finds  herself,  especially  as  we 
celebrate  our  Fourth  of  July  Independence  Day.  Let 
us  not  forget  that  we  must  "declare  our  dependence 
upon  Him!" 

America  has  wandered  and  wasted.  We've  lost 
our  way  and  we  find  ourselves  dying  from  moral 
decay.  But  God  can  reach  down  and  pull  us  back, 
just  as  He  has  for  all  of  us  so  many  times  in  our  past. 
As  we  reflect  upon  what  our  nation  was  founded 
upon,  let  us  remember  to  sign  a  personal  "Declara- 
tion of  Dependence"  upon  God  Almighty. 

America,  America,  God  shed  His  grace  on  thee. 
And  crowned  thy  good  with  brotherhood 
from  sea  to  shining  sea.

Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness 
which  the  Lord,  the  righteous  judge  shall  give  me  at  that 
day: 

And  not  to  me  only  but  unto  all  of  them  also  that  love  his  ap- 
pearing (2  Timothy  4:6-8). 

Our  age  is  one  of  measurements.  We  measure 
everything: 

On  our  arm  is  a  watch  by  which  we  measure  time — even  the 
length  of  a  funeral. 

On  our  cars  are  speedometers  by  which  we  measure  the  pace 
of  our  travel. 

Our  generation  measures  our  careers  by  salaries  and  the  suc- 
cess of  business  by  dollars. 

Our  society  measures  our  rank  by  the  houses  in  which  we 
live,  the  cars  we  drive,  and  the  clothes  and  jewelry  we 
wear. 

But  are  these  the  ultimate  measurements  of 
life?  I  think  not.  They  are  certainly  not  the  stan- 
dards of  measurements  I  saw  in  Mrs.  Hansley.  How 
did  she  measure  her  life?  I  believe  she  measured  it 
by  her  love  for  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  her  commit- 
ment to  His  work  on  earth. 

Although  I  had  met  her  earlier,  I  did  not  come  to 
know  Mrs.  Hansley  personally  until  the  winter  of 
1954-55. 


Sacrifice 

We  opened  Mount  Olive  College  in  the  fall  of  1954 
with  an  enrollment  of  22  students,  and  among  these 
were  nine  resident  women.  There  was  no  campus 
food  service.  The  College  had  an  arrangement  with 
Flowers  Restaurant  downtown,  where  our  students 
went  for  all  their  meals. 

During  the  winter,  her  husband,  the  Rev.  David 
W.  Hansley,  first  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,' 
donated  his  time  to  renovate  the  "Soup  Kitchen"  in 
the  old  building  on  the  Downtown  Campus  and  to 
turn  the  adjoining  classroom  into  a  dining  room. 
With  the  return  of  students  for  the  spring  semester, 
1955,  the  cafeteria  was  ready,  but  we  had  no 
manager  and  no  funds  with  which  to  employ  one. 

Mrs.  Hansley  was  living  with  her  family  in  the 
parsonage  of  the  Pine  Level  Church,  where  Mr. 
Hansley  was  pastor.  They  had  two  children:  Nettie, 
who  was  one  of  the  resident  girls  in  the  first-year 
freshman  class  at  Mount  Olive  College,  and  David 
Charles,  who  was  just  entering  high  school. 

Mrs.  Hansley  volunteered  her  services  to  help 
the  College.  She  left  the  parsonage  and  came  to  the 
campus  to  live  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old 
Downtown  Campus,  where  she  served  as  Dean  of 
Women  for  the  nine  students  who  lived  there.  She 
also  served  as  our  first  Food  Service  manager. 

It  is  worthy  to  note  that  joining  the  Cafeteria 
Staff  with  Mrs.  Hansley  was  Mrs.  Ruby  Faucette 
from  Rains  Cross  Roads  Church  in  Johnston  County, 
where  Mr.  Hansley  was  also  pastor.  The  youngest  of 
the  Faucette  children  later  enrolled  in  Mount  Olive 
College  and  is  now  our  very  capable  Superintendent 
of  Grounds  and  Buildings. 

The  youngest  of  the  Hansley  children,  David 
Charles,  was  left  in  Pine  Level  with  his  father;  but 
since  Mr.  Hansley  was  spending  much  of  his  time 
away  from  home  on  behalf  of  the  College,  David 
Charles  perhaps  paid  the  greatest  price  for  his 
mother's  coming  to  Mount  Olive.  He  did  not, 
however,  become  what  was  later  to  be  known  as  a 
"latch  key"  student.  With  his  boundless  energy  and 
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winsome  personality,  he  became  something  of  an 
assistant  to  the  principal  of  the  Pine  Level 
School— arriving  early  and  staying  late  to  help  with 
almost  every  kind  of  chore  necessary  for  the  clean 
and  comfortable  operation  of  the  school. 

Back  in  Mount  Olive,  Mrs.  Hansley  carried  on 
her  work— long  hours,  day  and  night— and  with  very 
limited  equipment.  In  fact,  many  of  our  groceries 
consisted  of  "poundings"  from  the  Woman's  Auxi- 
liaries of  the  State.  But  if  Mrs.  Hansley  ever  com- 
plained, I  did  not  hear  it. 

Many  times  on  weekends  she  would  take  the 
girls  who  remained  on  campus  to  her  home  in  Pine 
Level,  where  they  would  worship  together  on  Sunday 
and  enjoy  a  bountiful  home-cooked  meal  in  the 
Hansley  home.  These  were  the  days  before  we  knew 
what  "compt"  time  was— namely,  that  if  you 
worked  overtime  one  day  you  were  compensated  by 
taking  time  off  later. 

Not  only  did  Mrs.  Hansley  work  during  the 
school  year,  but  when  summer  came,  she  assisted  in 
gathering  about  fifty  young  people  for  a  Youth  Con- 
ference at  Cragmont. 

It  should  be  noted  here  that  this  group  was  the 
first  that  Roy  Rouse  of  La  Grange  carried  to  Crag- 
mont. The  camp  was  highly  successful  and  was 
climaxed  with  the  baptism  of  a  large  number  of 
campers  in  a  nearby  river.  One  of  those  baptized  is 
now  the  mother  of  one  of  our  missionaries.  Through 
this  Cragmont  experience,  Mrs.  Hansley  began  to 
chart  a  new  direction  in  Free  Will  Baptist  youth 
work. 

Youth  Leader 

Later,  as  the  Youth  Chairman  of  the  State 
Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention,  she  organized  the 
State  Youth  Convention,  which  now  meets  on  the 
campus  of  Mount  Olive  College  each  May.  Through 
the  years  this  Convention  has  probably  drawn  more 
Free  Will  Baptists  together  than  any  other  event  in 
the  life  of  our  Church. 

In  addition  to  her  work  with  Mount  Olive  College 
and  the  youth  of  our  Church,  Mrs.  Hansley  was  first 
and  foremost  a  Christian  mother,  a  faithful  wife,  and 
a  constant  companion  to  her  husband  in  his  wide 
range  of  pastoral  duties  and  services  to  Original 
;  Free  Will  Baptists. 

When  I  asked  her  children  what  stood  out  most 
to  them  in  the  life  of  their  mother,  Nettie  replied: 
"Sacrifice.  I  remember  her  making  a  dress  for  me 
i  out  of  her  dress." 

"What  is  your  life,"  the  Bible  asks.  How  will  it 
be  measured  when  we  are  gone? 

I  believe  that  the  measure  of  the  lives  of 
Elizabeth  and  David  Hansley  will  not  be  found  in 
their  financial  portfolios  but  in  the  way  they  invested 
their  lives  in  Christian  service.  I  believe  they  will  be 
remembered  not  by  what  they  did  for  themselves, 
for  their  life-styles  were  simple  and  modest.  Rather, 
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I  believe  they  will  be  remembered  by  what  they  did 
for  others,  especially  their  church.  I  know  of  no 
family  that  has  touched  the  work  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  more  broadly  and  deeply  than  David 
and  Elizabeth  Hansley. 

I  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  them  under 
difficult  circumstances  and  in  trying  times.  We  did 
not  always  agree,  but  that  was  not  the  most  impor- 
tant thing.  We  had  a  mutual  objective,  we  shared  a 
common  vision,  and  we  had  love  and  respect  for  one 
another.  And  the  fact  that  this  service  is  being  held 
on  this  campus,  as  was  the  funeral  of  Mr.  Hansley  in 
1989,  sends  its  own  message. 

Christian  Legacy 
I  believe  it  can  be  safely  said,  that  if  it  had  not 
been  for  the  vision  and  sacrifices  of  Elizabeth  and 
David  Hansley,  Mount  Olive  College  as  we  know  it 
today  would  not  exist.  The  College  is  hot  all  that  they 
wanted  it  to  be.  It  is  not  all  that  I  want  it  to  be,  but  it 
is  the  reality  of  a  vision  that  extends  beyond 
ourselves— a  vision  that  guided  Elizabeth  and  David 
Hansley  who  have  left  us  with  a  great  legacy.  It  is  a 
legacy  that  can  be  paraphrased  in  the  words  of 
Longfellow : 

For  years  beyond  our  kin 

the  light  they  leave  behind 

will  shine  upon  the  paths  of  men. 

Elizabeth  and  David  Hansley  have  left  us  with  a 
godly  heritage— 

the  heritage  of  a  Christian  home, 

the  heritage  of  the  Christian  faith,  and 

the  heritage  of  service  to  humanity. 

Think  of  the  heritage  in  those  two  names :  David 
in  the  Old  Testament  and  Elizabeth  in  the  New 
Testament.  It  is  an  heritage  to  pass  on.  To  their 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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children,  Nettie  and  David,  I  would  say,  "We  do  not 
choose  our  parents";  and  to  their  grandchildren, 
Jerry,  Phil,  and  Cynthia,  I  would  say,  "We  do  not 
choose  our  grandparents."  Christian  parents  and 
grandparents  are  God's  gift  to  us— a  priceless  gift. 

When  I  call  to  remembrance  the  unfeigned  faith  that  is  in 
thee,  which  dwelt  first  in  thy  grandmother  Lois,  and  thy 
mother  Eunice;  and  I  am  persuaded  that  in  thee  also 
(2  Timothy  1:5). 

Let  us  remember  that  we  are  not  born  with  a 
knowledge  of  God— we  have  to  be  taught.  Your 
parents  and  grandparents  taught  you,  and  you  can 
best  honor  your  heritage  by  passing  it  on.  Let  us 
remember  that  we  never  stand  more  than  one 
generation  from  a  pagan  society.  Let  us  remember 
that  all  we  have  to  do  is  to  fail  to  teach  one  genera- 
tion and  the  heritage  of  the  Christian  faith  is  in 
jeopardy. 

I  believe  that  it  was  for  this  reason  that 
Elizabeth  and  David  Hansley  believed  so  deeply  in 
Christian  education: 

Christian  education— in  the  home; 

Christian  education— in  the  church; 

Christian  education— at  Mount  Olive  College;  and 

Christian  education— at  Cragmont  Assembly. 

Their  work  is  done  now— and  done  well.  They 
have  passed  the  torch  to  us. 

Today,  we  pay  not  our  last  but  our  loving  tribute 
to  Elizabeth  Hansley.  How  shall  we  measure  her 
life?  I  think  she  would  want  us  to  measure  it 

By  how  much  she  loved  her  family; 

By  her  commitment  to  the  Christian  faith  and  to  the  work  of 

Original  Free  Will  Baptists;  and 
By  the  heritage  of  the  home  and  church  she  has  left  us. 


I  think  she  would  want  us  to  think  of  the  angel  of 
death  who  came  Thursday  evening,  not  as  an 
enemy,  but  as  a  messenger  of  God  to  deliver  her 
from  a  sick  and  mortal  body  in  order  to  carry  her  to 
her  Eternal  Home.  It  has  been  said  that  death  is  not 
extinguishing  the  light,  but  putting  out  the  lamp 
because  the  dawn  has  come. 

Elizabeth  Hansley  served  a  God  who  has 
"abolished  death  and  brought  life  and  immortality 
to  light  through  the  Gospel"  (2  Timothy  1:10). 

We  are  here  today  because  she  believed  and 
because  we  believe  "That  God  so  loved  the  world, 
that  he  gave  his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everlasting  life"  (John  3:16). 

PRAYER 

Eternal  God,  our  Heavenly  Father: 

You  are  the  sovereign  God  who  gave  us  life; 

You  are  our  loving  Father,  beyond  whose  love  and  care  we 
can  never  drift. 

You  are  from  everlasting  to  everlasting;  and  we,  your 
children,  seek  the  embrace  of  your  presence,  for  you  are 
our  refuge  and  our  strength. 

We  thank  you  for  the  gift  of  life:  for  the  life  we  enjoy  and  for 
the  lives  of  our  loved  ones. 

Especially  today  we  do  give  thanks  for  the  life  of  Elizabeth 
Clements  Hansley  whose  work  is  done,  and  done  well. 

Let  the  memory  of  her  life  keep  our  hearts  tender  and  our 
spirits  sensitive. 

As  her  family  walks  through  the  valley  of  this  experience, 
help  them  to  know  that  they  are  never  alone.  Remind 
them  that  a  life  that  is  lived  for  others  never  dies. 

And  help  us  all  to  give  thanks  for  the  gift  of  eternal  life  which 
united  us  with  those  who  are  at  home  with  you.

BELL  TOWER  OF  THE  FIRST  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
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A  NEW  BELL  TOLLS 

The  old  church  bell  stood  silent  for  a  time, 
The  church  fell  to  fire,  and  hushed  the  chime. 
In  the  church  ashes  the  bell  silently  lay, 
Waiting  to  be  used  in  God's  work  another  day. 
We  will  again  hear  the  bell's  loud  toll, 
Beckoning  all  to  our  Saviour's  fold. 
It  will  ring  in  memory  of  those  we  love, 
As  they  stand  triumphant  in  Heaven  above. 
Silenced  by  death  from  this  world  today, 
Like  the  bell,  we  will  hear  them  again,  I  pray. 
See  them  walking  Heaven's  streets  of  gold, 
When  trumpets  sound,  and  a  new  bell  tolls!

This  bell  tower  is  the  newest  ad- 
dition to  First  Church  (604  East 
Ash  Street),  Goldsboro,  NC.  This 
tower  houses  the  bell  from  the  old 
church,  which  was  built  in  1910  on 
the  corner  of  Lionel  and  Simmons 
Streets.  The  Rev.  J.  F.  Casey  was 
the  minister  of  the  church  at  that 
time.  Some  additions  were  made 
to  the  original  building  in  1922  and 
1925.  The  bell  was  used  to  call  peo- 
ple to  worship  God  in  Sunday 
School  and  morning  worship  ser- 
vices, as  well  as  the  night  ser- 
vices. Many  people  were  inspired 
to  come  to  church  as  the  bell 
would  ring  out  loudly  to  call  peo- 
ple to  worship. 

On  November  7,  1954,  the 
church  burned  to  the  ground,  but 
the  bell  was  salvaged.  The  church 
family  had  to  find  a  place  in  which 
to  hold  their  worship  services. 

The  congregation  obtained  per- 
mission to  worship  in  the  William 
Street  School  and  also  in  the 
Educational  Building  of  the  Old 
Presbyterian  Church.  Later,  they 
purchased  the  B.  G.  Thompson 
property  on  Ash  Street,  and  wor- 
shiped in  the  house  which  Mr. 
Thompson  lived  in,  until  they 
could  raise  enough  money  to  start 
to  build  a  sanctuary. 

In  1964,  they  began  building  the 
church  sanctuary.  Today,  the 
church  family  is  so  happy  to  have 
completed  the  building  of  the 
educational  facilities  and  a 
fellowship  hall  to  the  church. 

This  bell  tower  has  made  the 
church  complete  and  will  be  used 
to  remind  people  to  come  and  wor- 
ship in  this  beautiful  church.  A 
dedication  service  was  held  on 
Sunday,  June  28,  1992,  for  the  bell 
tower.  The  service  was  led  by  the 
pastor  of  the  church,  the  Rev. 
Norman  Ard. 

The  bell  tower  was  given  to  the 
church  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wayne 
Bailey  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ronald 
Bailey  in  memory  of  their  father 
and  mother,  Roy  and  Ola  Mae 
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Bailey,  who  were  very  dedicated 
members  of  the  church  for  many 
years. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roy  Bailey  joined 
Goldsboro  Church  in  1961.  They 
moved  to  Goldsboro  from 
Clayton,  NC,  where  they  attended 
Everett's  Chapel  Church.  Down 
through  the  years,  Mr.  Roy  Bailey 
served  as  deacon,  Sunday  School 
teacher,  trustee,  finance  commit- 
tee member,  pastoral  committee 
member,  and  filled  in  for  the 
pastor  when  he  was  away.

This  year,  the  Eastern  Con- 
ference will  meet  for  a  one-day 
session  on  October  22,  1992. 
Hillsberry  Mission-Church  will  be 
host  for  this  97th  Session.  The 
Rev.  Dan  Jordan  is  pastor. 
Registration  is  at  9  a.m.,  and  the 
program  will  begin  at  10  a.m.  The 
Conference  program  and  direc- 
tions to  the  meeting  place  will  be 
published  in  The  Free  Will  Baptist 
and  mailed  to  each  church. 

This  change  to  a  one-day  Con- 
ference is  not  being  done  at  the 
whim  of  the  Executive  Committee 
or  the  Moderator.  It  is  being  done 
to  accommodate  the  needs  of  our 
churches  (delegates)  and 
ministers.  In  the  1990  Session,  the 
Conference  instructed  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  the  follow- 
ing resolution : 

A  two-day  conference  is  an  important 
part  of  our  heritage  and  the  tradition 
of  our  denomination  by  providing  an 
Opportunity  to  fellowship  and  con- 
duct the  business  of  the  Conference. 
However,  the  constraints  of  modern 
jobs  and  career  demands  make  it  dif- 
ficult for  the  laity  and  bivocational 
ministers  to  participate  in  the  total 
Conference. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Executive 
Committee  be  instructed  to  study  the 
possibility  of  changing  the  Con- 
ference to  a  more  appropriate  and 
convenient  time  frame.  The  results  of 
this  study  are  to  be  presented  to  the 
96th  session  of  the  Conference. 

The   Executive  Committee 
reported,  and  the  Conference  ap- 
proved, in  1991,  that  the  rules  per- 
taining to  a  session  of  two  days  be 
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suspended  for  two  years  to  allow 
the  Executive  Committee  to  plan 
a  one-day  conference. 

In  order  for  a  one-day  session  to 
work,  three  things  have  to  occur: 

1.  Committees  must  be  appointed 
ahead  of  time  so  they  can  have 
their  reports  ready. 

2.  Annual  Church  Letters  will  have 
to  be  returned  to  the  Conference 
Office  in  time  for  the  Digest  Com- 
mittee and  the  Credentials  Com- 
mittee to  prepare  their  reports. 

3.  Ministers  must  pre-register.

LEE'S  CHAPEL  CHURCH 
BEGINS 
CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION 

On  Sunday,  July  5, 1992,  the  con- 
gregation of  Lee's  Chapel  Church, 
Route  5,  Dunn,  NC,  began  the 
celebration  of  their  100th  year  as 
an  organized  church  body.  The 
service  was  highlighted  by  the 
presentation  of  a  historical  ac- 
count in  book  form  to  the  church 
body  by  the  Centennial  Commit- 
tee of  the  church.  The  book  is 
dedicated  to  all  the  members  of 
the  church,  past,  present,  and 
future. 

A  special  presentation  was 
made  to  Mr.  Harvey  Hinson.  Mr. 
Hinson  has  been  a  member  at 
Lee's  Chapel  since  1924.  Without 
his  help,  in  written  documents  as 
well  as  from  memory,  the 
historical  review  of  Lee's  Chapel 
would  have  been  much  more  dif- 
ficult. Mr.  Hinson  has  served  con- 
tinuously as  church  clerk  since  his 
election  to  that  office  on  October 
16,  1948. 

Lee's  Chapel  Church  was 
organized  on  September  15,  1892, 
after  a  revival  conducted  in  the 
area  by  the  Rev.  Lunda  Lee.  Land 
was  given  by  L.  M.  K.  Tew;  and  in 
the  records  of  the  church,  a  total 
of  ninety-two  names  appeared  on 
the  roll  at  their  first  business  ses- 
sion on  May  13,  1893.  The  building 
was  a  very  simple  wood  structure. 


From  that  first  building  has 
emerged,  with  the  blessings  of 
God,  a  complex  of  land  and 
buildings  now  insured  for  one 
million  dollars.  The  name  Lee's 
Chapel  originates  from  the  first 
pastor,  the  Rev.  Lunda  Lee,  as  he 
guided  the  church  as  pastor  dur- 
ing its  first  two  years  of  existence. 

From  the  very  first  handwritten 
covenant  of  the  church  to  today, 
Lee's  Chapel  has  always  held  the 
truths  of  Christ  to  be  the  highest 
calling  of  any  individual.  The 
church  has  added  many  new 
names  to  the  church  roll  in  100 
years,  a  total  of  822  people  ac- 
cording to  our  records.  Yet  still  to- 
day, the  mission  of  Jesus  Christ  is 
unfinished.  The  spiritual  need 
which  led  to  the  founding  of  Lee's 
Chapel  still  exists  today.  The 
church  has  come  a  long  ways  in 
100  years  and  it  is  the  prayer  of 
the  congregation  that  the  work 
will  continue  until  the  Second 
Coming  of  the  Lord.

Each  week,  an  auxiliary  of  the 
church  will  be  giving  a  brief 
history  during  the  11  a.m.  worship 
hour.  This  will  continue  until  the 
final  celebration  during  the 
homecoming  service  on  October 
11,  1992.

We  all  knew  that 
his  heart  was  weak— he  wore  a 
pacemaker  for  the  last  seven 
years;  and  even  he  seemed  to 
know  that  his  days  on  this  earth 
were  soon  to  end.  Yet,  Tom  lived 
and  died  exactly  as  he  desired,  ac- 
tive until  the  very  last. 

Tom's  funeral  was  held  on  Mon- 
day, August  19,  1991,  by  his 
pastor,  Mike  Scott,  and  by  his 
former  pastor  and  good  friend, 
Rudy  Shepard.  He  is  survived  by 
his  wife,  Reba  Amerson  Adams;

own  way  continues  to  grieve  his 
loss  and  will  do  so  as  long  as  his 
memory  burns  within  their  heart. 

Tom  was  active  in  his  communi- 
ty.

Everyone  knew  that  they  could 
count  on  him  in  times  of  need.

Warren  (1895-1974),  the  parents  of 
Mrs.  Ray  Warwick,  were  natives 
of  Sstmpson  County  and  active 
members  of  Oak  Grove  Church. 

The  Rev.  M.  A.  and  Vinnie  Bag- 
gett Warwick  Endowment  will 
provide  an  annual  scholarship  for 
students  preparing  for  the  Chris- 
tian   ministry.    Mr.  Warwick 
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(1865-1947),  a  Free  Will  Baptist 
minister,  and  Mrs.  Warwick 
(1890-1979)  were  parents  of  R. 
Ray  Warwick.  They  held 
membership  with  Saint  Paul 
Church. 

The  first  awards  from  the  War- 
ren and  Warwick  Endowments 
will  be  made  for  the  1992-93 
academic  year. 

The  third  fund,  The  R.  Ray  and 
Mae  Ellen  Warren  Warwick 
Scholarship  Endowment,  is  being 
established  through  a  charitable 


trust  agreement  with  Mount  Olive 
College.  The  trust  will  pay  income 
for  life  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Warwick, 
after  which  the  income  will  be 
used  to  provide  scholarships  for 
adult  students,  age  21  and  over. 

Mrs.  Warwick,  a  former  public 
school  teacher  and  also  a  former 
professor  at  Mount  Olive,  ob- 
served, "Adults  who  know  the 
value  of  an  education  from  work 
and  family  responsibilities  are 
often  more  highly  motivated  and 
make  superior  grades." 


President  W.  Burkette  Raper 
noted  that  this  endowment  is  the 
first  to  be  established  especially 
for  adults. 

"This  endowment,"  he  said, 
"represents  the  vision  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Warwick  in  recognizing  that 
in  today's  world  there  are  many 
people  who  did  not  pursue  their 
education  directly  out  of  high 
school,  but  who  later  in  life 
recognize  the  value  of  an  educa- 
tion in  preparing  for  a  new  career 
or  improving  their  competencies 
for  their  present  employment."

HISTORY 

For  many  years,  there  have  been  men's  organizations  in  our  churches  called  Men's 
Fellowship,  Men's  Prayer  Breakfast,  The  Brotherhood,  or  the  Men's  Sunday  School  Class.  But  not 
until  1956  was  a  concerted  effort  made  to  organize  the  men  on  a  broader  scale.  While  we  were  a 
member  of  the  National  Association  of  Free  Will  Baptists,  in  1956,  an  effort  was  made  to  begin  a 
national  men's  fellowship  known  as  the  Master's  Men.  I  liked  the  idea  and  the  plans  that  were 
presented  and  organized  the  men  at  Free  Union  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  of  the  Central  Con- 
ference January  16,  1957. 

Soon  the  ladies  of  the  church  made  light  of  the  Master's  Men  saying,  "All  you  do  is  meet  and 
eat."  It's  true  we  did  meet  and  eat,  but  other  things  were  happening  too.  We  were  learning  to  love 
and  appreciate  one  another.  At  first,  we  couldn't  even  sing  a  hymn  together,  so  we  asked  Mrs. 
Jean  Cunningham  to  teach  us  to  sing.  It  wasn't  long  before  we  had  a  Male  Chorus  of  more  than 
twenty  members  as  well  as  a  Male  Quartet.  The  Male  Chorus  presents  the  special  music  at  church 
every  second  and  fourth  Sunday.  They  have  been  invited  to  sing  in  many  revivals  and  homecoming 
services.  They  also  presented  the  special  music  in  College  Hall  when  the  State  Layman's  League 
Convention  was  organized  May  15,  1982. 

Other  churches  in  the  area  began  a  similar  work.  The  Master's  Men  was  growing.  However,  a 
serious  conflict  developed  between  the  National  Association  of  Free  Will  Baptists  and  the  North 
Carolina  State  Convention  of  Free  Will  Baptists  which  led  to  a  separation  of  the  two  groups.  To 
avoid  confusion,  the  State  Convention  voted  to  change  the  name  from  Master's  Men  to  Layman's 
League  in  1963.  The  Layman's  League  continued  to  grow  so  District  Layman's  Leagues  were 
organized  in  four  conferences,  the  Albemarle,  Central,  Eastern,  and  Western.  There  are  also  local 
Layman's  Leagues  in  other  conferences.

MURPHY  BROWN 

Thirty  years  ago,  the  il- 
legitimacy rate  in  the  USA  was  5 
percent.  Now,  one  generation 
later,  the  illegitimacy  rate  is  26 
percent.  In  the  Black  community, 
the  illegitimacy  rate  is  62  percent. 

Diane  English,  the  producer 
and  creator  of  Murphy  Brown, 
stated,  "If  the  vice  president 
thinks  it's  disgraceful  for  an  un- 
married woman  to  bear  a  child 
and  if  he  beUeves  that  a  woman 
cannot  adequately  raise  a  child 
without  a  father,  then  he  better 
make  sure  that  abortion  remains 
safe  and  legal. " 

What  needs  to  be  done  is  to  see 
to  it  that  fewer  children  are  con- 
ceived by  exercising  moral 
responsibility  prior  to  conception, 
not  free,  anytime-you-want-it, 
paid-by-the-taxpayer  abortion.

NEW  HANOVER  COUNTY 
SCHOOLS  USING  OCCULTIC 
GAME  TO  TEACH  SPELLING 

NEW  HANOVER  COUNTY,  NC: 
In  an  effort  to  teach  spelling,  Myr- 
tle Grove  Middle  School,  in  New 
Hanover  County,  has  im- 
plemented an  occultic  role  play- 
ing game  called  Wizards.  The 
game  rewards  good  spellers  by 
elevating  them  to  the  status  of 
sorcerers  and  wizards  and  en- 


dows the  children  with  the  power 
to  cast  spells.  The  game  depicts 
the  occult  as  harmless  and  fun. 
Parents  have  complained  to  the 
New  Hanover  County  School 
Board  and  one  parent  has 
withdrawn  her  child  from  school 
because  of  the  game.  Such  a  game 
may  desensitize  children  to 
violence  and  confuse  them  about 
good  and  evil,  parents  say. 

Other  games  with  occultic 
themes  such  as  Dungeons  and 
Dragons  have  been  documented 
to  play  important  roles  in  violent 
crimes  and  murders.  In  a  recent 
TV  movie  and  best-selling  book, 
Cruel  Doubt,  the  murder  of 
Washington,  NC,  businessman 
Leith  Von  Stein  was  a  plan  or- 
chestrated by  his  stepson  using 
scenarios  developed  through  the 
role-playing  game  Dungeons  and 
Dragons. 

Critics  say  that  a  game  such  as 
Wizards  and  Dungeons  and 
Dragons  starts  as  a  fantasy  game 
and  becomes  real  to  children  who 
fail  to  differentiate  between  reali- 
ty and  fantasy. 

The  county  school  board  voted 
on  June  2  to  allow  the  game  to  con- 
tinue in  the  school  with  the  follow- 
ing stipulations :  (1)  Parents  must 
be  informed  prior  to  the  game  be- 
ing used;  and  (2)  parents  whd  ob- 
ject must  be  provided  alternative 
studies  in  an  alternative  setting. 
The  school  system's  administra- 
tion supports  views  that  the  game 
is  harmless. 

CITY  OF  RALEIGH  BANS 
CHRISTIAN  FLAG 

The  city  of  Raleigh  is  denying 
all  churches  the  right  to  fly  the 
Christian  flag.  The  city's  sign  or- 
dinance bans  flags  except  those 
for  a  municipality,  state  or  coun- 
try. 

The  Rev.  M.  L.  Walters,  pastor 
of  Neuse  Baptist  Church,  said  in 
reaction  to  the  ordinance,  "I  feel 
very  deeply  that  it's  a  First 
Amendment  issue." 

The  Raleigh  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment refused  to  waive  the  city  or- 


dinance for  Walters.  The  city 
council  is  expected  to  consider  the 
matter. 

MOORE  COUNTY  SCHOOLS 
JUST  SAY  "NO"  TO  BIBLES 
It  is  illegal  to  distribute  Bibles 
at  high  school  graduation  in 
Moore  County,  NC,  according  to 
the  Moore  County  School  Board. 
The  practice  of  handing  out  Bibles 
to  graduates  ended  this  year, 
despite  the  fact  that  no  one  ob- 
jected to  the  distribution. 

For  two  decades,  the  Moore 
County  Christian  Businessmen's 
Association  raised  money  for  the 
Bibles.  But  now,  the  school 
board's  policy  forbids  the 
distribution  of  Bibles  and  other 
religious  books  on  school  grounds. 

"We're  just  trying  to  abide  by 
what  the  law  requires,"  states 
Gene  Riddle,  Moore  County 
School  Superintendent.  Richard 
Schwartz,  the  school  board's 
lawyer,  says  that  the  Bible 
distribution  was  a  "constitutional- 
ly prohibited  activity.  The  Board 
of  Education  has  not  banned 
Bibles  from  campus.  Any  student 
can  take  a  Bible  on  campus  and 
read  it,"  according  to  Riddle. 

The  banning  of  the  distribution 
of  Bibles  was  upheld  in  a  review 
by  the  State  Attorney  General's 
office. 


BENZANSON  PASSES 

Warren  "Ben"  Benzanson,  Ph. 
D.,  affectionately  known  to  many 
as  "Dr.  Ben,"  passed  away  on  Ju- 
ly 13,  1992.  Memorial  services 
were  held  on  Wednesday,  July  15, 
at  2  p.m.  at  St.  Paul's  Episcopal 
Church,  Greenville. 

Upon  retiring  from  the  English 
Department  at  East  Carolina 
University  in  1978,  Dr.  Ben  joined 
the  editorial  staff  at  the  FWB 
Press,  where  he  worked  until  his 
health  required  him  to  "slow 
down"  in  1990.  Among  Dr.  Ben's 
many  accomplishments  was  his 
work  on  the  editorial  staff  of 
Webster's  Collegiate  Dictionary. 

Dr.  Ben  is  survived  by  his  wife.

PIONEER  MISSIONARY 
WITH  THE  LORD 

Miss  Laura  Belle  Barnard, 
pioneer  Free  Will  Baptist  mis- 
sionary to  India,  died  March  9, 
1992,  after  an  extended  illness. 
She  was  85.  Born  February  13, 
1907,  the  Glennville,  GA,  native 
arrived  in  South  India  in  1935  as 
the  first  missionary  of  the  newly- 
formed  National  Association  of 
Free  Will  Baptists. 

She  returned  to  the  United 
States  in  1940  for  a  one-year 
furlough.  World  War  II  extended 
her  furlough  into  a  five-year 
struggle,  during  which  time  she 
taught  at  the  fledgling  Free  Will 
Baptist  Bible  College  in  Nashville, 
prayed,  and  waited  for  the  war  to 
end.  She  returned  to  India  in 
March  1945  and  served  until  1957. 

Miss  Barnard  became  head  of 
the  missions  department  at  Free 
Will  Baptist  Bible  College  in  1960, 
after  graduating  from  Columbia 
Bible  College  Graduate  School 
with  a  master's  degree  in  mis- 
sions. By  the  time  she  retired 
from  the  Bible  College  in  1973, 


Free  Will  Baptists  had  84  mis- 
sionaries in  seven  foreign  coun- 
tries, the  majority  of  whom  she 
had  taught. 

Though  she  had  retired 
twice— once  as  a  foreign  mis- 
sionary and  once  as  a  missions 
professor— Laura  Belle  continued 
reaching  out  to  people  in  her 
Glennville,  Georgia,  community. 
She  developed  an  extensive  pro- 
gram to  evangelize  and  care  for 
migrant  workers. 

In  1985,  Tyndale  House  pub- 
lished her  170-page  book, 
Touching  the  Untouchables, 
which  chronicles  her  early  life, 
call  to  missions,  service  in  India, 
and  subsequent  teaching  role  at 
Free  Will  Baptist  Bible  College. 

Dr.  J.  Robertson  McQuilkin, 
president  of  Columbia  Bible  Col- 
lege, wrote  an  endorsement  to 
that  book  in  which  he  said: 
"Laura  Belle  Barnard  was  not  a 
pioneer  simply  in  the  sense  that 
she  faced  primitive  challenges 
with  unquenchable  good  cheer. 
.  .  .  She  did  not  merely  start  Free 
Will    Baptist    Foreign  Mis- 


sions—she was  Free  Will  Baptist 
Foreign  Missions 

Funeral  services  were  con- 
ducted March  12,  1992,  in  Glenn- 
ville. Dr.  L.  C.  Johnson,  former 
president  of  Free  Will  Baptist  Bi- 
ble College;  the  Rev.  Dan  Cronk, 
retired  Free  Will  Baptist  mis- 
sionary to  India;  and  Pastor  Tony 
Trott,  of  Glennville  FWB  Church 
officiated.

Thirty  years  ago,  the  il- 
legitimacy rate  in  the  USA  was  5 
percent.

Diane  English,  the  producer 
and  creator  of  Murphy  Brown, 
stated,  "//  the  vice  president 
thinks  it's  disgraceful  for  an  un- 
married woman  to  bear  a  child 
and  if  he  betteves  that  a  woman 
cannot  adequately  raise  a  child 
without  a  father,  then  he  better 
make  sure  that  abortion  remains 
safe  and  legal. " 

What  needs  to  be  done  is  to  see 
to  it  that  fewer  children  are  con- 
ceived by  exercising  moral 
responsibility  prior  to  conception, 
not  free,  any time-you- want-it, 
paid-by-the-taxpayer  abortion. 

Vice  president  Dan  Quayle  is  to 
be  applauded  for  courage.  He  ven- 
tured to  San  Francisco;  that's 
courageous  for  a  guy  of  Quayle's 
political  bent.

NEW  HANOVER  COUNTY 
SCHOOLS  USING  OCCULTIC 
GAME  TO  TEACH  SPELLING 

NEW  HANOVER  COUNTY,  NC: 
In  an  effort  to  teach  spelling,  Myr- 
tle Grove  Middle  School,  in  New 
Hanover  County,  has  im- 
plemented an  occultic  role  play- 
ing game  called  Wizards.  The 
game  rewards  good  spellers  by 
elevating  them  to  the  status  of 
sorcerers  and  wizards  and  en- 


dows the  children  with  the  power 
to  cast  spells.  The  game  depicts 
the  occult  as  harmless  and  fun. 
Parents  have  complained  to  the 
New  Hanover  County  School 
Board  and  one  parent  has 
withdrawn  her  child  from  school 
because  of  the  game.  Such  a  game 
may  desensitize  children  to 
violence  and  confuse  them  about 
good  and  evil,  parents  say. 

Other  games  with  occultic 
themes  such  as  Dungeons  and 
Dragons  have  been  documented 
to  play  important  roles  in  violent 
crimes  and  murders.  In  a  recent 
TV  movie  and  best-selling  book, 
Cruel  Doubt,  the  murder  of 
Washington,  NC,  businessman 
Leith  Von  Stein  was  a  plan  or- 
chestrated by  his  stepson  using 
scenarios  developed  through  the 
role-playing  game  Dungeons  and 
Dragons. 

Critics  say  that  a  game  such  as 
Wizards  and  Dungeons  and 
Dragons  starts  as  a  fantasy  game 
and  becomes  real  to  children  who 
fail  to  differentiate  between  reali- 
ty and  fantasy. 

The  county  school  board  voted 
on  June  2  to  allow  the  game  to  con- 
tinue in  the  school  with  the  follow- 
ing stipulations :  (1)  Parents  must 
be  informed  prior  to  the  game  be- 
ing used;  and  (2)  parents  whd  ob- 
ject must  be  provided  alternative 
studies  in  an  alternative  setting. 
The  school  system's  administra- 
tion supports  views  that  the  game 
is  harmless. 

CITY  OF  RALEIGH  BANS 
CHRISTIAN  FLAG 

The  city  of  Raleigh  is  denying 
all  churches  the  right  to  fly  the 
Christian  flag.  The  city's  sign  or- 
dinance bans  flags  except  those 
for  a  municipality,  state  or  coun- 
try. 

The  Rev.  M.  L.  Walters,  pastor 
of  Neuse  Baptist  Church,  said  in 
reaction  to  the  ordinance,  "I  feel 
very  deeply  that  it's  a  First 
Amendment  issue." 

The  Raleigh  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment refused  to  waive  the  city  or- 


dinance for  Walters.  The  city 
council  is  expected  to  consider  the 
matter. 

MOORE  COUNTY  SCHOOLS 
JUST  SAY  "NO"  TO  BIBLES 
It  is  illegal  to  distribute  Bibles 
at  high  school  graduation  in 
Moore  County,  NC,  according  to 
the  Moore  County  School  Board. 
The  practice  of  handing  out  Bibles 
to  graduates  ended  this  year, 
despite  the  fact  that  no  one  ob- 
jected to  the  distribution. 

For  two  decades,  the  Moore 
County  Christian  Businessmen's 
Association  raised  money  for  the 
Bibles.  But  now,  the  school 
board's  policy  forbids  the 
distribution  of  Bibles  and  other 
religious  books  on  school  grounds. 

"We're  just  trying  to  abide  by 
what  the  law  requires,"  states 
Gene  Riddle,  Moore  County 
School  Superintendent.  Richard 
Schwartz,  the  school  board's 
lawyer,  says  that  the  Bible 
distribution  was  a  "constitutional- 
ly prohibited  activity.  The  Board 
of  Education  has  not  banned 
Bibles  from  campus.  Any  student 
can  take  a  Bible  on  campus  and 
read  it,"  according  to  Riddle. 

The  banning  of  the  distribution 
of  Bibles  was  upheld  in  a  review 
by  the  State  Attorney  General's 
office.

The  scope  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Retirement  ministries  is  to  own, 
operate,  and  maintain  apartments,  rest  homes,  skilled  nursing  care, 
day  care,  and  all  other  facilities  and  services  necessary  or  incident  to 
the  operation  of  such  retirement  ministries  and  to  do  all  other  things 
usually  done  in  the  conduct  of  such  ministries  for  the  care  of  elderly  and 
indigent  persons. 

During  the  past  year,  operating  funds  were  in  short  supply,  creating 
a  deficit.  Corrective  initiatives  are  in  progress  to  arrest  this:  The 
number  of  people  in  our  care  has  been  reduced,  but  the  schedule  of  ser- 
vices remain  the  same  for  those  remaining.  The  cost  of  operations  has 
been  cut  by  reducing  the  budget  appropriation.  The  Board  will  continue 
to  push  hard  toward  opening  the  Group  Care  Retirement  Center. 

Persons  presently  participating  in  the  Retirement  Homes  ministry 
include:  Mrs.  Rose  Bowen,  Mr.  Oliver  Dunn,  the  Rev.  James  A.  Evans, 
Mrs.  Hattie  Mae  Everton,  Mr.  Roland  Gauthier,  Miss  Kay  Jones,  Mrs. 
Thelma  Rulli,  and  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edward  C.  Taylor.

In  September  1972,  the  North  Carolina  Ministerial  Association  of 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  presented  a  resolution  to  the  State  Conven- 
tion in  session  at  Black  Jack  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  which  stated: 
"There  is  an  expressed  desire  among  our  ministers  for  a  more  definite 
program  for  evangelism  and  establishing  churches  in  new  areas."  With 
that  resolution,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism  was  born. 
(The  Board  was  first  called  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension. ) 

The  Convention  then  elected  the  following  men  to  serve  on  this  new 
Board:  the  Revs.  Noah  Brown,  C.  L.  Patrick,  Taylor  Hill,  Grayson 
Spencer,  and  Ray  Wells.  The  purpose  for  this  Board  was  as  follows:  "To 
supervise  all  missionary  and  church  extension  work  within  the  continen- 
tal United  States.  Furthermore  they  shall  have  the  right  and  respon- 
sibility to  promote  evangelism  and  home  missions,  raise  funds,  and 
supervise  the  disbursements  of  these  funds  for  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension."  With  these  instructions  in  hand,  the  Board  set  out  to 
establish  Home  Mission  points  wherever  the  Lord  would  lead.  In  the 
beginning,  it  was  a  struggle  and  the  funds  for  the  work  were  slow  in  com- 
ing, but  the  Lord  blessed;  and  in  the  first  year,  the  Board  was  able  to 
establish  two  missions.  So  with  the  help  of  the  Lord  and  the  prayers  of 
the  people,  Home  Missions  became  a  working  reality. 

The  Home  Missions  Board  is  presently  engaged  in  the  support  of 
home  mission  points  and  is  also  involved  in  ethnics,  deaf,  and  migrant 
missions  work.

For  some  years  the  need  for  an  educational  institution  among 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  had  been  felt,  and  much  had  been  said 
about  the  matter  in  various  denominational  meetings.  However, 
nothing  concrete  had  been  done  until  March  1896  when  the  Union 
Meeting  was  in  session  at  Spring  Branch  Church,  Pitt  County.  After 
much  discussion,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  form  a  stock  company  to 
build  a  seminary  in  the  town  of  Ayden.  Stock  was  sold  and  a 
stockholders  meeting  was  called. 

A  building  committee  was  soon  appointed  composed  of  W.  F.  Hart, 
foreman;  A.  L.  Harrington  and  J.  M.  Barfield.  Under  the  direction  of 
this  committee,  a  building  was  erected  in  the  town  of  Ayden  large 
enough  to  accommodate  290  pupils,  and  the  seminary  opened  in  1898, 
with  T.  E.  Peaden  as  president. 

This  institution  continued  to  grow  and  serve  the  denomination  until 
the  depression  of  the  late  1920s  struck.  Due  to  debts  that  could  not  be 
paid  and  a  fire  which  destroyed  much  of  the  property,  the  school  had  to 
close ;  and  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  were  left  without  an  educational 
institution. 

After  the  organization  of  the  National  Association  of  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists, North  Carolina  participated  in  the  opening  of  the  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Bible  College,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  in  1942.  This  school  was  sup- 
ported by  money,  men,  and  prayers  from  North  Carolina.  However,  all 
of  the  people  in  North  Carolina  were  not  pleased  with  the  fact  that  the 
Nashville  school  was  a  Bible  college  with  no  intention  of  becoming 
anything  else.  Many  felt  the  need  of  a  liberal  arts  college  to  train  all  of 
our  young  people  in  a  Christian  atmosphere. 

In  1951,  the  State  Convention  voted  to  authorize  its  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education  to  make  application  for  a  charter  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  college  under  the  auspices  of  the  Convention.  This 
charter  was  issued  by  the  N.C.  Secretary  of  State,  November  27,  1951. 

On  September  22,  1952,  Mount  Allen  Junior  College  was  opened  at 
Black  Mountain,  North  Carolina,  in  the  buildings  of  the  Cragmont 
Assembly,  with  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Vernon  as  president. 

On  September  17, 1953,  the  State  Convention  authorized  (1)  the  pur- 
chase of  property  in  Mount  Olive,  North  Carolina,  that  had  been  used 
as  a  public  school,  and  (2)  the  relocation  of  Mount  Allen  College. 
Although  the  property  was  secured  as  planned,  it  was  not  accom- 
plished in  time  for  the  opening  of  the  1953  session  of  school,  so  classes 
were  held  in  the  Beulaville  Church  in  anticipation  of  the  relocation. 

At  the  end  of  the  1953-54  term,  the  Rev.  Lloyd  Vernon  resigned  as 
president  of  the  College,  and  the  Rev.  Burkette  Raper  was  hired  on 
August  2,  1954  as  president.  The  1954-55  term  opened  on  September  9, 
1954,  in  the  newly  acquired  property  in  Mount  Olive,  with  Raper  as 
president  and  with  22  students. 

The  new  president  began  an  aggressive  campaign  to  build  an  ac- 
credited junior  college.  The  name  of  the  College  was  changed  to  the 
State  Convention  in  1955  to  Mount  Olive  Junior  College  because  of  the 
location  and  to  help  the  people  where  the  College  was  located  to  identify 
with  it.  Each  year  the  student  body  increased  at  a  rapid  pace,  the  peo- 
ple were  supporting  the  College,  the  new  personnel  were  being  brought 
in  to  help  the  College  to  become  a  fully  accredited  junior  college.  Part 
of  this  goal  was  realized  in  1958  when  accreditation  was  given  the 
young  College  by  the  North  Carolina  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Universities.  The  goal  became  a  full  reality  in  1960  when  Mount  Olive 
College  was  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools.  The  first  Bachelor's  degrees  were  awarded  in  1986.

"PREACHING  AND  WORSHIP"

"A  good  two  days."  "What  I 
needed."  "Helpful."  "Scholarly, 
yet  practical."  These  are  some  of 
the  ways  that  the  30-plus  par- 
ticipants described  the  August 
1992  Ministers  Institute.  This  an- 
nual program  is  sponsored  jointly 
by  Mount  Olive  College  and  the 
North  Carolina  Ministerial 
Association. 

The  Monday  program  featured 
Dr.  Patrick  Welch  and  Dr.  Allan 
Sharp.  Dr.  Welch,  a  United 
Methodist  minister  and 
psychotherapist  with  Medical 
Park  Associates  in  Greenville, 
opened  the  Institute  by  address- 
ing the  theme  of  "Stress  Manage- 
ment." He  reminded  the  par- 
ticipants that  while  they  often 
cannot  prevent  many  of  the  things 
which  cause  stress,  they  can  con- 
trol their  reaction  to  the  stressors. 

Welch  said,  "Sometimes  you 
just  have  to  say  'no.'  Saying  'no' 
does  not  mean  that  you  don't  care. 
It  simply  means  that  you  have 
reached  your  limit." 

In  the  Monday  afternoon  ses- 
sions, Dr.  Sharp,  retired  chair- 
man of  the  Department  of 
Religion  at  Barton  College, 
addressed  "Preaching  in  the  Con- 
text of  Worship."  While  emphasiz- 
ing the  importance  of  worship, 
Dr.  Sharp  noted:  "We  can  live 
three  days  without  water,  27  days 
without  food ;  but  the  soul  starves 
more  slowly— and  the  hunger 
pains  are  less  apparent."  In  this 
context,  worship  should  both  feed 
and  heal. 

Sharp  continued  by  reminding 
the  participants  that  the  Bible  is 
the  main  tool  of  worship  and  the 
authoritative  guide  to  preaching. 
"Effective  preachers,"  he  added 
"know  their  Bibles,  study  their 
Bibles,  and  proclaim  the  message 
of  the  Bible." 

The  Tuesday  sessions  were  led 
by  Dr.  Thomas  Halb rooks,  dean  of 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at 
Richmond,  who  addressed  the 
themes  of  "Worship  in  the  Free

Church  Tradition"  and  "The 
Development  of  Worship  in 
America." 

Dr.  Halbrooks  opened  by 
surveying  historical  develop- 
ments in  worship  practices.  He 
noted  that  by  the  Middle  Ages 
worship  had  become  quite 
elaborate  and  highly  structured. 
In  this  process,  however,  the  laity 
were  no  longer  participants  but 
were  reduced  to  the  role  of  spec- 
tators. The  Reformation,  he 
added,  returned  worship  to  the 
language  of  the  people  and  re- 
emphasized  the  place  of  preach- 
ing. 

In  later  sessions,  Dr.  Halbrooks 
focused  on  worship  in  the  Baptist 
tradition.  He  noted  that  three 
primary  principles  have  guided 
worship  developments  among 
Baptists:  Worship  is  to  be  scrip- 
tural, spiritual,  and  simple.  In 
other  words,  the  proclamation  of 
the  Word  of  God,  the  leadership  of 
God's  Spirit,  and  ease  of  con- 
gregational participation  are 
guiding  principles  of  Baptist  wor- 
ship. 

The  1993  Ministers  Institute  is 
being  planned  for  August  2-3. 
Again,  outstanding  church 
leaders  will  be  brought  to  the 
Mount  Olive  campus  to  offer  prac- 
tical training  for  more  effective 
church  leadership.

He  was  a  senior  at  the 
University  of  North  Carolina, 
Chapel  Hill,  majoring  in  political 
science. 

From  the  time  he  was  a  small 
child,  Don  enjoyed  watching  the 
Mount  Olive  College  Trojans  play 
basketball.  As  a  result  of  hip 
surgery,  he  could  not  participate 
in  athletics  but  was  an  en- 
thusiastic supporter  of  the  Tro- 
jans. 

"Don's  love  for  sports,  especial- 
ly basketball,  as  well  as  our  long- 
time association  with  Mount  Olive 
College,  prompted  me  to  establish 
this  scholarship  in  memory  of 
Don,"  Mrs.  Howard  said.  "I 
would  like  another  young  person 
to  benefit  each  year  from  my  love 
for  Don  through  this  memorial  to 
him."

"I  want  to  continue  my  educa- 
tion. I'm  sure  it  will  help  me,  but  I 
just  can't  drive  to  Mount  Olive. 
Can  Mount  Olive  College  help 
me?"  The  answer  is  yes! 

We  are  aware  that  there  has 
been  a  change  in  the  individuals 
responding  to  God's  calling  to  the 
Christian  ministry.  More  and 
more,  this  minister  is  married 
with  a  family  and  a  job.  For 
many,  the  idea  of  uprooting  a 
family,  moving  to  Mount  Olive, 
and  going  to  school  full-time  is  not 


an  option.  Still,  God  expects  His 
servants  to  be  prepared  to  provide 
effective  leadership. 

In  the  past,  Mount  Olive  College 
assisted  those  preparing  for  the 
ministry  in  two  ways:  1)  by  pro- 
viding classes  at  night,  and  2)  by 
offering  scholarship  assistance. 
Then  starting  this  past  July,  the 
College  began  offering  classes 
through  home  study. 

The  expansion  continues: 
Classes  are  now  going  to  be  of- 
fered at  extension  locations. 
Piloting  this  new  service  is  a 
course  in  "Pastoral  Ministry" 
taught  at  First  Church,  Green- 
ville. The  classes  will  meet  on 
Monday  evenings  from  August  31 
through  December  14,  beginning 
at  7  p.m. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Narron  will  be 
teaching  this  class.  An  ordained 
Free  Will  Baptist  minister,  Mr. 
Narron  is  a  retired  Air  Force 
chaplain.  He  has  pastored  several 
churches  in  his  career  and  has 
served  in  leadership  positions  in 
our  denomination. 

"Pastoral  Ministry,"  a  three 
semester-hour  college  course, 
provides  an  introduction  to  the 
work  of  the  Christian  minister. 
Topics  to  be  addressed  include 
pastoral  care,  ministering  to  the 
bereaved,  officiating  at  special 
services  (such  as  weddings, 
funerals,  baptism,  and  commu- 
nion), and  other  responsibilities  of 
the  Christian  pastor. 

To  assist  licensed  and  ordained 
ministers,  scholarships  will  be 
provided  which  will  cover  75  per- 
cent of  the  expenses  of  tuition. 
The  net  cost  of  tuition  after  the 
scholarship  is  applied  is  $93.75.  In- 
dividuals may  register  the  first 
night  of  class,  and  registration 
will  continue  through  September 
7.  There  is  a  one-time  $15  applica- 
tion fee  for  those  who  have  not 
previously  applied  to  Mount  Olive 
College. 

Those  not  interested  in  earning 
college  credit  may  audit  this  class 
for  $50.

Somewhere  around  1910,  interest  concerning  an  orphanage  for 
North  Carolina  Free  Will  Baptists  manifested  itself  ;  however,  nothing 
definite  was  done  until  after  the  formation  of  the  State  Convention  in 
1913.  At  the  second  session  of  the  Convention  held  in  St.  Mary's  Church, 
New  Bern,  in  1914,  a  formal  resolution  was  passed  pledging  the  State 
Convention  to  build  an  orphanage. 

The  next  year  (1915),  when  the  State  Convention  met  at  Shady 
Grove  Church,  Sampson  County,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed: 

1.  That  this  convention  appoint  an  Orphanage  committee  of  five,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  handle  all  money  raised  for  said  work,  locate  a  site  for  same.  Also,  to  report  what  is 
being  done  through  the  paper. 

2.  That  we  appoint  a  man  in  each  conference  to  visit  the  churches  and  canvas  among 
our  members  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  for  the  building  of  said  orphanage. 

3.  That  said  men  be  paid  for  the  time  that  they  are  actively  engaged  in  the  work. 

The  following  Orphanage  Committee  was  then  appointed:  J.  F. 
Casey,  chairman;  J.  E.  Davis,  W.  R.  Coats,  W.  J.  Braxton,  and  M.  C. 
Prescott.  The  following  were  then  appointed  to  raise  funds  for  the  proj- 
ect: W.  R.  Coats,  Cape  Fear  Conference;  J.  E.  Davis,  Western  Con- 
ference; D.  W.  Alexander,  Central  Conference;  and  Luke  Wetherington, 
Eastern  Conference.  A  motion  was  passed  to  allow  these  workers  10%  of 
what  they  actually  collected  "to  defray  expenses  while  in  their  various 
fields  collecting." 

Immediately  after  the  Convention  closed,  this  committee  began  its 
work.  The  first  job  was  to  find  a  site  for  the  home.  Several  sites 
throughout  the  state  were  offered  and  recommended.  The  present  site  in 
southern  Nash  County  was  finally  selected  when  the  Rev.  B.  B.  Deans  of- 
fered the  committee  a  gift  of  50  acres  of  land  about  two  miles  north  of  the 
town  of  Middlesex.  This  gift  was  accepted  by  the  Orphanage  Committee 
on  January  1,  1916. 

Since  there  was  only  one  frame  dwelling  and  several  small  farm 
buildings  on  the  property,  the  next  task  of  the  committee  was  the  erec- 
tion of  suitable  buildings  for  an  orphanage.  By  1917,  enough  money  had 
been  raised  to  begin  building,  and  a  large  three-story  structure  with  a 
full  basement  and  containing  31  rooms  was  begun.  Also,  a  nearby  utility 
was  started.  These  buildings  with  those  already  on  the  property  were  to 
house  the  home. 

The  building  program  moved  slowly,  and  it  was  not  until  1920  that 
the  home  was  ready  to  admit  children.  The  first  applications  for 
children  were  approved  on  February  11,  1920;  and  on  May  23,  1920,  the 
following  children  were  admitted  to  the  home:  Nellie,  Helen,  Dorothy, 
and  Carl  Whitley. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  children  had  one  or  both  parents  liv- 
ing, and  the  Duke  Foundation  that  makes  an  annual  contribution  to  the 
Home  insisted  that  it  ought  to  be  a  home  for  homeless  children,  a  motion 
was  passed  at  the  1955  session  of  the  State  Convention  that  the  name  of 
the  institution  be  changed  from  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Orphanage  to  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home.  The  charter  of  the  Home  was 
changed  to  comply  with  this  motion  sometime  between  the  1955  and  1956 
sessions  of  the  Convention.

When  dedicated  members  of  the 
child  care  profession  come 
together  to  discuss  the  needs  of 
the  children  they  serve,  they  face 
the  need  to  make  decisions  that 
will  not  only  provide  for  the 
children  of  today  but  for  the 
children  of  tomorrow  as  well.  In 
an  effort  to  effectively  improve 
our  child  care  program  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Children's 
Home,  the  need  for  an  emergency 
shelter  was  realized.  As  the 
realization  became  a  dream, 
through  time  and  planning,  the 
dream  became  Genesis  House. 

With  the  increase  in  child  abuse 
and  neglect  in  our  local  communi- 
ty, finding  ways  to  help  children 
solve  their  problems  becomes  in- 
creasingly monumental.  With  a 
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neighboring  area  recently  report- 
ing as  much  as  a  238  percent  in- 
crease in  their  child  abuse  and 
neglect  cases,  we  have  seen  the 
same  trends  growing  across  the 
state  and  in  our  own  backyards. 
The  need  is  there  for  quality  pro- 
grams and  it  will  continue  for 
many  years  to  come. 

After  months  of  studying,  plan- 
ning, and  house  hunting,  the 
Genesis  House  is  now  licensed  and 
is  presently  serving  children  in 
need  of  immediate  child  care  ser- 
vices. With  the  support  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  Children's  Home 
Board,  the  local  community,  and 
several  state  agencies,  our 
ministry  is  providing  a  much 
needed  service  to  children  of  our 
area  who  are  facing  problems

stemming  from  dysfunctional 
family  life. 

Genesis  House  is  staffed  by 
rotating  child  care  workers  and  a 
full-time  director.  Ellen  Bayne 
was  hired  in  February  to  serve  as 
the  director  and  to  help  coor- 
dinate the  program.  Ellen  has  had 
over  20  years  of  child  care  ex- 
perience. Her  background  in- 
cludes foster  care,  volunteer  work 
with  child  protective  service 
agencies,  and  directing  a  camp 
and  conference  center  that  serves 
mentally  retarded,  physically 
handicapped,  and  "at  risk" 
children  in  cooperation  with  the 
Department  of  Social  Services  of 
several  Virginia  counties. 

Located  at  311  West  Vance 
Street  in  Wilson,  the  Genesis 
House  will  serve  the  entire  Wilson 
County  area.  The  facility  is  a  six 
bedroom  family  style  house, 
located  in  a  quiet  residential  area. 
The  home  was  constructed  in  the 
early  1900s  and  renovated  in  the 
last  few  years.  Its  large  rooms 
provide  adequate  space  to  meet 
the  state  requirements  for  up  to 
six  children  on  an  emergency 
basis. 

The  goal  of  the  emergency 
shelter  is  to  provide  a  nurturing 
environment  for  the  children  on  a 
temporary  basis,  during  which 
time  a  permanent  plan  for  each 
child  will  be  formulated  and  im- 
plemented. The  staff  will  not  only 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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provide  for  the  children's  basic 
physical  needs,  but  will  also  offer 
guidance  in  their  social  develop- 
ment as  well  as  their  educational 
goals.  Emotional  support  and 
assistance  in  coping  with  and 
responding  constructively  to  the 
needs  of  each  child  placed  at  the 
shelter  will  also  be  a  major  focus. 

We  expect  the  Genesis  House  to 
provide  an  ongoing  opportunity  to 
serve  the  needs  of  around  50 
children  each  year.  The  positive 
impact  this  Free  Will  Baptist 
Children's  Home  out-reach 
ministry  has  on  the  local  com- 
munity will  continue  to  reflect  the 
care  and  concern  that  our  direc- 
tors and  board  members  have 
always  shown.  This  concern  is 
fully  displayed  by  the  fact  that 
Genesis  House,  Wilson's  first 
emergency  shelter  for  children,  is 
indeed  a  reality. 

LINWOOD  ASHLEY 
AND  FANNIE  ALLEN 
HARRIS  ENDOWMENT 

Dr.  Bobby  Taylor,  executive 
director  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Children's  Home,  presented  a  cer- 
tificate in  recognition  of  the 
establishment  of  the  Linwood  and 
Fannie  Allen  Harris  Endowment 
at  Trinity  Church,  Pantego,  NC, 
on  Sunday,  July  5,  1992.  The  en- 
dowment was  established  in  honor 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris'  fiftieth 
wedding  anniversary  by  their 
children  and  families. 

Linwood  Harris  and  Fannie 
Allen  were  married  on  July  18, 
1942,  in  Belhaven,  North  Carolina. 
They  had  planned  to  be  married 
earlier  but  world  events  conspired 
to  delay  the  big  day.  After  the 
United  States  entered  World  War 
II,  Linwood  and  Fannie  decided  to 
delay  their  marriage  until  such 
time  as  he  would  be  free  from 
serving  in  the  Armed  Forces. 

The  presiding  minister  was  a 
Mr.  Spencer  from  the  Methodist 
denomination,  and  the  day  was 
remembered  as  being  "hot 
enough  to  fry  an  egg."  The 
newlyweds  made  their  home  with 


Linwood' s  family  in  the  Pike 
Road  Community. 

During  the  same  week  of  their 
wedding,  another  event  occurred 
—one  that  was  to  have  great  im- 
pact on  their  lives.  The  present 
Trinity  Free  Will  Baptist  Church 
building  was  started.  The  church 
was  to  be  a  major  focal  point  in 
their  lives  together. 

They  have  served  their  Lord 
working  in  Trinity  Church  in 
many  capacities.  Linwood  cut  the 
grass  in  the  early  days  with  a 
horse  drawn  mower,  lighted 
heaters  before  services,  attended 
Union  Meetings  as  one  of  the 
Trinity's  delegates,  and  now 
serves  in  the  office  of  deacon. 

Fannie  has  taught  and  current- 
ly teaches  Sunday  School,  Bible 
School  classes,  worked  with  YFA 
groups,  sang  in  the  choir  for 
years,  and  is  an  active  member  of 
the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

For  many  years,  they  invited 
members  of  the  visiting  Concert 
Class  from  the  Children's  Home  to 
stay  in  their  home  when  the  class 
would  be  visiting  Trinity  Church. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harris  have  always 
shown  a  deep  commitment  to  the 
child  care  ministry  of  Original 
Free  Will  Baptists. 

Linwood  and  Fannie  have 
always  made  the  Lord's  work 
their  number  one  priority  in  their 
lives,  not  just  in  word,  but  in  deed.

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The  first  field  was  opened  in  Mexico  in  1962;  the  second,  in  the 
Philippines  in  1969.  India  was  opened  in  1975.  In  1991,  two  new  fields 
were  added.  Nepal,  a  small  country  on  the  northern  border  of  India,  was 
opened  in  August  1991;  and  Bulgaria,  in  eastern  Europe,  was  opened  in 
November  1991.  These  five  countries  comprise  1/5  of  the  world's  popula- 
tion. The  work  on  every  field  is  progressing  because  of  the  faithfulness 
of  the  212  workers  supported  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  through 
your  faithful  prayer  and  financial  support. 

Mexico:  Free  Will  Baptist  Foreign  Mission  work  began  in  the  sum- 
mer of  1963  with  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Timmons  engaged  as  head  of  our  mis- 
sionary efforts  in  Mexico.  His  work  was  directed  by  the  Rev.  A.  B. 
Bryan  and  the  State  Convention  Mission  Board.  This  work  continued  to 
see  growth  and  development  through  the  years. 

During  the  spring  of  1969,  a  training  program  was  begun  in  the 
development  of  a  Bible  Institute.  There  was  the  purchase  of  property  in 
Quemado,  Texas,  and  classes  began,  conducted  mostly  by  the  present 
pastors  along  with  a  few  laymen.  This  was  a  slow  process  due  to  the 
workers'  inability  to  stay  at  the  Bible  Institute  and  attend  classes  con- 
tinually. They  would  come  once  a  month  for  about  four  days  and  then 
return  to  their  homes  and  churches  for  continued  studies  assigned  for 
the  period  at  home. 

In  1973,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Vance  Link  and  family  felt  the  leadership 
of  God  to  join  the  work  on  the  field  in  Mexico.  The  Links  remained  on  the 
field  until  1982. 

The  work  in  Mexico  has  continued  to  make  progress  with  the 
churches  growing  and  developing  into  a  very  stable  work.  Today  we 
have  native  missionaries  who  lead  the  work. 

Philippines:  The  work  in  the  Philippines  began  in  1969  with  the  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Harold  Jones  as  the  first  missionaries  to  that  country.  These 
workers  were  followed  in  1975  by  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Wayne  King,  who 
worked  for  a  period  of  five  years.  During  this  time,  plans  were 
developed  for  training  of  Filipino  workers.  The  training  was  begun  by 
using  Theological  Education  by  extension.  This  improved  the  work  and 
soon  the  missionaries  and  Foreign  Missions  Board  saw  a  need  for  a  Bi- 
ble Institute  where  the  students  could  become  residents  for  a  period  of 
two  years  and  devote  their  time  to  study. 

In  the  year  of  1978,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Baker  and  family  joined 
the  Kings  in  the  work  in  the  Philippines.  Fred  began  immediately  to 
build  a  campus  that  would  meet  the  needs  of  the  work.  In  March  1981, 
the  school  complex  was  completed  and  dedicated  to  God's  work.  We  now 
have  dormitories  for  both  girls  and  boys,  a  kitchen  and  offices  that  will 
accommodate  the  school,  along  with  three  classrooms. 

The  Bakers  were  later  joined  on  the  field  by  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Paul 
Grubbs  and  Willem  and  Lydia  van  der  Plas.  The  native  Filipinos 
presently  directly  this  work. 

India  and  Nepal:  In  the  year  1975,  Free  Will  Baptists  opened  a  work 
in  India.  Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  E.  M.  Lall,  our  work  has  continued  to 
prosper. 

The  efforts  of  evangelism  in  the  churches  and  training  of  ministers 
and  leaders  have  been  the  real  activities  of  the  work  in  India.  Yearly 
seminars  are  planned  and  held  bringing  our  ministers,  deacons,  and 
Sunday  School  leaders  together  for  concentrated  studies  in  Free  Will 
Baptist  doctrine  and  polity.  Operating  schools  has  been  a  powerful  form 
of  evangelism  in  this  country. 

Work  began  in  Nepal  in  1991. 

Bulgaria:  The  van  der  Plas  and  Grubbs  families  are  presently 
working  in  this  field.

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NEWS  FROM  INDIA

The  world  is  reeling  under  the 
shattering  influence  of  satanic 
power.  Even  a  casual  look  at  the 
morning  newspaper  will  reveal 
how  strongly  evil  influences  have 
spread  their  deadly  tentacles 
around  humanity  and  taken  it  in 
their  fatal  grip.  Nations  are 
writhing  in  the  cauldron  of  con- 
flict and  confusion.  The  spirits  of 
destruction,  envy,  strife,  and 
vanity  dominate  human  thinking 
and  way  of  life.

The  Free  Will 
Baptist  Church  in  India  is  growing 
very  fast  here  in  India,  as  it  is  in 
Nepal.  We  praise  God  for  His 
wonderful  work  and  thank  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  for 
sharing  the  hazardous  task 
through  their  l?<*lp  and  prayer. 

As  our  church  is  making  rapid 
progress,  we  simultaneously  face 
satanic  harassment.  The  older 
church  denominations,  which 
claim  themselves  to  be  the 
established  churches  but  have  lost 
the  vision  of  winning  souls,  are 
maintaining  a  sort  of  hostility; 
but  at  times,  they,  too,  have  to 
acknowledge  that  the  Lord  is  us- 
ing us  for  His  great  work. 

Our  churches  are  responding 
actively  to  the  call  of  Christian 
responsibility  and  are  giving  good 
evidence  of  stewardship.  The 
Lord  is  giving  us  opportunities  of 
various  kinds,  such  as  training 
our  deacons  in  the  Delhi  Bible  Col- 
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lege,  the  Bible  training  program, 
and  other  short  programs  which 
equip  our  workers  in  the  field  for 
their  effective  ministry. 


Our  village  ministry  is  second 
to  none  in  this  part  of  the  country. 
We  concentrate  more  on  rural

The  first  mention  of  a  camping  program  in  the  records  of  the  State 
Convention  appears  in  the  1936  minutes.  In  the  report  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  League  Convention,  this  statement  appears:  "The  League  has 
promoted  a  young  people's  camp,  and  it  is  having  field  workers  out  on 
the  field  for  the  promotion  of  the  Young  People's  Work. 

"The  Rev.  J.  B.  Spencer  and  James  Evans  were  charged  with  find- 
ing a  camp  to  lease,  rent  or  buy.  Several  sites  were  considered  and 
found  unsuitable.  At  this  point,  I  believe  the  hand  of  Providence  is 
discernible!  These  men  were  advised  to  look  in  the  mountains  of 
western  North  Carolina.  In  1945,  a  portion  of  the  YMCA  Camp,  Blue 
Ridge  Assembly,  Black  Mountain,  North  Carolina,  was  rented  for  125 
campers.  While  there,  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Moretz  of  Swannanoa  told  our 
ministers  about  'Craigmont,'  then  an  abandoned  private  sanatorium, 
and  our  group  of  leaders  went  to  look  at  it  late  one  night.  Among  those  I 
remember  who  were  at  Blue  Ridge  were :  The  Revs.  Henry  Melvin,  R. 
P.  Harris,  C.  F.  Bowen,  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  L.  E.  Ballard,  the  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  E.G.  Holland,  and  the  Rev.  Willey,  missionary  to  Cuba.  They  took 
the  stand  that  we  ought  to  buy  it  .  .  ."  (letter,  10-25-79;  R.  Barnes). 

After  meeting  with  the  Central  Committee  (Assembly  Grounds) 
Committee)  an  option  to  buy  within  three  months  was  taken  by  the 
Assembly  Grounds  Committee  for  $500.  "The  price  of  the  option  was 
paid  from  the  'Dime  Bank  Fund.'  Dime  banks  were  furnished  to  the  Sun- 
day Schools  of  the  state  and  one  dime  per  Sunday  was  to  be  deposited  for 
the  camp.  The  credit  for  the  Dime  Bank  idea  is  due  to  the  Rev.  Raymond 
Sasser." 

A  major  fund-raising  campaign  was  begun  immediately.  Ten  cap- 
tains were  appointed  to  raise  the  $10,000  required  to  purchase  the 
property.  Each  captain  was  responsible  for  raising  $1,000.  The  captains 
were  Mr.  Fountain  Taylor  Sr.,  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Spencer,  Mrs.  L.  E. 
Ballard,  the  Rev.  Rashie  Kennedy,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Moye,  Mrs.  J.  C.  Griffin, 
Mrs.  N.  E.  Harris,  the  Rev.  R.  P.  Harris,  the  Rev.  Henry  Melvin,  and 
Mr.  Robert  Godley.  Mr.  Fountain  Taylor  Sr.  raised  the  highest  amount 
of  $1,502.17.  The  campaign  was  a  complete  success;  and  in  1945,  the 
North  Carolina  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  became  owners  of  115  acres 
(six  cleared)  on  the  slopes  of  Mount  Allen  (at  the  time  of  purchase  the 
buildings  alone  on  the  property  were  appraised  in  excess  of  $15,000). 

The  stated  purpose  for  Cragmont  Assembly  Grounds  according  to 
the  fund-raising  campaign  was  fourfold.  "The  Cragmont  Assembly 
Grounds  will  be  used:  first,  for  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Leagues  to  hold 
summer  camps  each  year  for  recreation,  Bible  study,  institute  work, 
and  revival  services;  second,  it  will  be  used  as  a  gathering  place  for 
Woman's  Auxiliary  camps,  conventions,  Bible  study,  and  recreation; 
third,  the  ministers  will  use  it  for  assemblies  and  conferences,  Bible  in- 
stitutes, district  assemblies,  and  conferences  from  time  to  time;  fourth, 
it  will  be  used  also  for  the  entertainment  of  those  who  wish  to  spend  a 
week  or  so,  when  it  is  not  otherwise  occupied,  for  a  vacation  in  the  moun- 
tains for  rest  and  recreation."  In  stating  the  purpose  of  Cragmont 
Assembly,  the  Rev.  Raymond  T.  Sasser  coined  the  motto,  "Instruction, 
Inspiration,  and  Recreation,"  which  has  subsequently  been  adopted  as 
the  motto  for  Cragmont  Assembly,  Inc. 

Cragmont  was  officially  purchased  in  1945 ;  the  first  encampments 
were  held  the  following  year  in  1946.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary  Convention 
conducted  the  first  encampment  June  30— July  6,  1946.  The  League  Con- 
vention, Sunday  School  Convention,  and  ministers  held  their  first  con- 
ferences that  same  year.  The  net  profit  after  the  first  year  of  operation 
was  $9.22  (this  was  after  spending  $9,000  for  repairs  and  salaries) !

The  Church  Finance  Association  is  a  non-profit  religious  corpora- 
tion that  offers  you  an  opportunity  to  invest  in  the  future  of  the 
churches  and  institutions  of  the  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Bap- 
tists. Our  Association  was  established  in  1940  and  has  enjoyed  a  steady 
growth  since  that  time. 

Funds  are  made  available  through  deposits  made  by  God's  people 
who  are  willing  to  promote  the  work  of  the  Lord  through  the  Convention 
of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  Deposits  are  accepted  from  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  denominational  institutions  and  organizations, 
churches,  and  individuals.  If  you  have  savings  accounts  at  the  bank  or 
savings  and  loan  association,  you  are  earning  whatever  the  current 
rate  of  interest  may  be.  While  your  money  is  on  deposit  there,  it  is 
working  to  build  houses,  apartments,  commercial  buildings  or 
whatever  would  be  a  good  investment.

THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 


From  a  simple  resolution  passed  by  the  General  Conference  in  1873, 
through  many  trials  and  difficulties  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  has 
grown  to  a  business  worth  well  over  $600,000. 

When  the  General  Conference  convened  with  Union  Grove  Church, 
Wayne  County,  November  5,  1873,  there  was  a  general  discussion  re- 
garding the  need  for  a  Free  Will  Baptist  periodical.  During  the  discus- 
sion, the  Rev.  Rev.  E.  R.  Ellis  agreed  to  undertake  the  task  of  publishing 
"a  paper."  The  Rev.  R.  K.  Hearn  offered  a  resolution  authorizing  the 
Rev.  Ellis  to  draw  on  the  conference  treasury  for  a  "sufficient  amount 
for  the  printing  of  a  prospectus  for  a  Free  Will  Baptist  Paper."  This 
resolution  was  passed  by  the  Conference. 

The  prospectus  was  published  and  the  work  of  publication  soon 
began.  The  printing  office  for  the  publication  was  Fremont  on  the  W. 
and  W.  Railroad,  and  the  Rev.  E.  R.  Ellis  was  the  editor.  The  paper  was 
called  The  Free  Will  Baptist  Advocate  and  was  published  weekly.  After 
about  a  year  of  publication  at  the  Fremont  location,  a  move  was  made  to 
a  place  about  ten  miles  north  of  Wilson  called  Toisnot.  Toisnot  later 
became  known  as  Elm  City.  The  name  of  the  paper  was  changed  to  the 
Toisnot  Transcript.  It  continued  to  publish  Free  Will  Baptist  news,  but  it 
also  published  much  news  of  a  local  nature  in  the  town  where  it  was 
located.  The  dropping  of  the  name  Free  Will  Baptist  and  the  publication 
of  so  much  local  news  caused  Free  Will  Baptists  to  cease  to  subscribe 
and  the  paper  failed  sometime  during  the  year  1877. 

Sometime  after  the  failure  of  the  paper  in  Toisnot,  the  Revs.  L.  E. 
Johnson  and  R.  H.  Holland  took  charge  of  the  printing  equipment  and 
moved  it  back  to  Fremont  and  changed  the  name  back  to  The  Free  Will 
Baptist  Advocate.  But  even  this  effort  did  not  make  the  publication  a 
success,  and  it  ceased  publication  again  sometime  during  1879. 

When  the  General  Conference  met  at  Piney  Grove  Church,  Pitt 
County,  in  1880,  a  resolution  was  passed  that  the  paper  be  started  again 
with  the  Rev.  R.  K.  Hearn  as  editor.  Mr.  Hearn  began  the  paper  and 
operated  it  for  about  one  year  at  Fremont  and  then  moved  the  publica- 
tion office  to  New  Bern.  Another  change  made  by  Mr.  Hearn  was  to  drop 
the  word  "Advocate"  and  leave  the  name  of  the  paper  The  Free  Will 
Baptist. 

For  reasons  not  discernible  at  this  time,  the  Conference  seemed 
dissatisfied  with  the  operation  of  the  paper  and  rescinded  the  former  act 
regarding  the  publication.  This  took  place  at  Black  Jack,  Pitt  County,  in 
1886.  At  this  time  a  resolution  was  passed  to  loan  Mr.  Hearn  the  press  for 
"One  year  and  as  much  longer  as  may  be  thought  proper,  provided  so 
long  as  he  publish  the  paper  in  the  interest  of  the  Free  Will  Baptists." 
Mr.  Hearn  continued  to  publish  The  Free  Will  Baptist  on  this  plan  until 
1889  when  he  resigned  because  of  failing  health. 

In  1889,  a  stock  company  was  formed  and  moved  the  printing  equip- 
ment to  Snow  Hill,  and  the  Rev.  W.  L.  Bilbro  was  employed  as  editor.  He 
remained  editor  until  April  15,  1890,  at  which  time  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Bar- 
field  replaced  him.  The  publication  continued  in  Snow  Hill  until  1891 
when  it  was  moved  to  Ormondsville  and  remained  there  until  1895. 

In  the  spring  of  1895,  the  Press  was  moved  to  Ayden.  Although  it  has 
not  left  Ayden  since  then,  it  has  continued  to  move  within  the  town.  It 
was  first  located  on  the  east  side  of  the  railroad  where  it  stayed  until 
1913  when  a  fire  burned  the  building  almost  to  the  ground  and  destroyed 
most  of  the  equipment.

The  following  were  appointed  to  represent  the  different  conferences 
in  this  reorganization  meeting  of  the  company:  Western,  R.  F.  Pittman; 
Eastern,  M.  C.  Prescott;  Central,  W.  W.  Bullock;  and  Cape  Fear,  J.  F. 
Casey.  In  1914,  when  the  reorganization  was  completed,  the  name  of  the 
company  was  changed  to  "The  Ayden  Free  Will  Baptist  Printing  Com- 
pany." 

At  first,  things  seemed  to  be  going  well  for  the  new  company,  but  in 
1916,  it  was  bankrupt  again.  Most  of  the  employees  quit,  including  the 
editor,  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Phillips,  who  had  been  editor  since  1898.  Only  the 
general  manager,  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Griffith  remained. 

The  Rev.  T.  B.  Mellete  was  employed  to  restart  the  paper  in  the 
summer  of  1916;  however,  on  September  1  of  that  same  year,  he  and  the 
Rev.  J.  C.  Griffin  left,  and  Mr.  C.  K.  Dunn  came  as  editor  and  business 
manager.  Mr.  Dunn  proved  to  be  a  good  business  manager  and  the 
business  grew  so  that  in  1921,  the  Rev.  E.  T.  Phillips  returned  as  editor. 

Mr.  Dunn  was  able  to  keep  the  Press  working  all  during  the  depres- 
sion days  of  the  early  thirties.  Mr.  Dunn  once  said,  "There  were  times 
that  I  did  not  know  where  the  money  was  coming  from  to  pay  the 
employees,  but  I  worked  and  trusted  in  the  Lord,  and  we  always  made 
it."  Free  Will  Baptists  owe  a  great  debt  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  C.  K.  Dunn 
for  his  sacrificial  work  at  the  Press. 

Others  who  have  edited  The  Free  Will  Baptist  are  the  Rev.  I.  J. 
Blackwelder,  the  Rev.  R.  B.  Spencer,  the  Rev.  F.  B.  Cherry,  the  Rev. 
J.  O.  Fort,  the  Rev.  Ralph  Lightsey,  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Overman,  Mr.  Tom- 
my Manning,  and  Mrs.  Janie  Jones  Sowers,  the  present  editor  of 
literature  at  the  Press. 

Mr.  Dunn  was  succeeded  as  business  manager  by  the  Rev.  J.  O. 
Fort,  the  Rev.  N.  B.  Barrow,  the  Rev.  Walter  Reynolds,  the  Rev.  David 
Charles  Hansley,  and  Mr.  Clifford  Gray,  the  present  manager. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Press  publishes  The  Free  Will  Baptist,  the 
Sunday  and  League  literature  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists,  the 
Woman's  Auxiliary  and  Youth  Program  books;  and  has  four  bookstores 
for  the  sale  of  books  and  church  supplies:  Ayden,  New  Bern,  Kinston, 
and  Wilson. 

Although  the  Press  operates  as  an  independent  corporation  today 
and  the  State  Convention  has  no  direct  control,  the  stock  is  owned  by 
Free  Will  Baptist  churches,  conferences,  union  meetings,  Sunday  School 
conventions,  etc.  It  is  an  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  institution.  The 
Press  building  also  houses  the  Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Headquarters. 
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THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 


The  Convention  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists  has  had  a  Ministers' 
Program  since  1924.  For  many  years  the  work  was  of  the  benevolent 
nature,  giving  to  needy  ministers  and  their  widows  as  funds  allowed.  In 
the  1940s,  as  the  cloud  of  the  economic  depression  was  lifted  and  more 
funds  began  to  come  in,  other  programs  were  developed. 

The  Ministerial  Retirement  System  is  a  program  whereby  every 
Free  Will  Baptist  of  North  Carolina  can  provide  for  his  retirement. 

Who  can  participate?  Ministers,  Christian  workers,  and  others 
employed  by  denominational  agencies  working  with  and  for  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  denomination  within  North  Carolina  are 
eligible  to  become  members  of  this  retirement  system. 

Who  pays  the  premium?  The  participating  minister  or  Christian 
worker  pays  his  own  premium,  choosing  the  amount  from  the 
minimum  of  $30  to  the  maximum  of  $300  a  year. 

Does  the  church  have  to  match  what  the  minister  pays?  No.  The 
churches  are  urged  to  give  regular  offerings  as  in  the  past. 

What  are  the  retirement  benefits?  The  age  of  retirement  is  65,  and 
the  amount  of  retirement  is  determined  by  the  number  of  years  one  has 
participated  in  the  system,  along  with  the  amount  paid  into  the  system 
each  year.  For  every  $30  paid  into  the  M.R.S.  you  receive  at  retirement 
fifty  cents  per  month,  times  the  number  of  years  you  have  paid  into  the 
system.  For  example,  if  you  paid  $300  a  year  for  twenty  years,  you 
would  receive  $100  a  month  or  $1,200  a  year  at  retirement. 

What  are  the  death  benefits?  If  one  participating  in  the  system  dies 
before  reaching  the  age  of  retirement,  a  lump  sum,  amounting  to  one 
and  one-half  times  that  paid  into  the  system  by  the  deceased  shall  be 
paid  to  the  named  beneficiary. 

The  last  items  of  protection  offered  to  North  Carolina  Original 
Free  Will  Baptist  ministers  is  a  Ministers'  Widows'  Fund  to  provide 
immediate  assistance  to  the  minister's  wife  upon  his  death.  Each 
minister  who  participates  contributes  $10  to  the  fund,  and  upon  the 
death  of  one  of  the  ministers,  all  of  the  money  in  the  fund  is  forwarded 
to  his  widow  and  all  of  the  ministers  are  again  asked  to  participate  by 
contributing  another  $10.  There  is  no  money  taken  out  of  the  $10  con- 
tributions for  expenses.  The  entire  amount  contributed  goes  to  the 
minister's  widow. 

A  minister  does  not  have  to  participate  in  the  entire  program,  but 
may  participate  in  any  part  of  the  program  in  which  he  is  particularly 
interested.

BELL  CLINTON  AND  THE 
"NEW  COVENANT" 

The  Democratic  ticket  has 
turned  to  the  Bible  for  some  of  its 
campaign  themes.  In  Bill 
Clinton's  convention  speech,  he 
called  his  plan  for  America  "A 
New  Covenant,"  which  is  a  term 
from  the  Bible.  It's  only  one  of 
several  biblical  references  Clin- 
ton sprinkled  throughout  his 
rhetoric. 

Sixty  years  ago  in  the  midst  of 
the  Great  Depression,  President 
Roosevelt  named  his  administra- 
tion "The  New  Deal."  Thirty 
years  ago,  in  the  midst  of  the  cold 
war,  John  F.  Kennedy  called  his 
presidency  "The  New  Frontier." 
In  that  Democratic  Party  tradi- 
tion, at  the  1992  Democratic  Na- 
tional Convention,  Bill  Clinton 
proposed  his  own  version  of  a 
change  in  business  as  usual.  He 
called  it  "A  New  Covenant." 

"I  call  this  approach  a  New 
Covenant,  a  solemn  agreement 
between  the  people  and  their 
government.  Based  not  simply  on 
what  each  of  us  can  take,  but  what 
all  of  us  must  give  to  our  nation. " 
Clinton  credited  John  Kennedy 
and  a  history  professor  at 
Georgetown  University  with  the 
inspiration  for  "The  New  Cove- 
nant." 

"The  New  Covenant"  is  a  term 
from  the  Bible.  It  was  the  cove- 
nant Jesus  Christ  made  with  His 
disciples  at  the  Last  Supper  and  it 
wasn't  the  only  scriptural 
reference  Clinton  made  during  his 
speech. 

"But  just  remember  what  the 
Scripture  says:  Where  there  is  no 
vision,  the  people  perish. "  Clinton 
also  quoted  from  1  Corinthians  2 : 9 
and  seemingly  rewrote  the  verse 
for  his  acceptance  speech.  "As 
the  Scripture  says,  Eyes  have  not 
seen;  nor  our  ears  heard;  nor  our 
minds  imagined  what  we  can 
build."  The  verse  actually  reads: 
Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard, 
neither  have  entered  into  the 
heart  of  man  the  things  which  God 


hath  prepared  for  them  that  love 
Him. " 

As  with  most  political  slogans, 
the  New  Covenant  was  long  on 
generalities  but  short  on  specifics 
and  raised  the  question :  How  will 
these  lofty  ideals  translate  into 
reality  if  Clinton  were  elected? 
With  the  fall  campaign  ahead,  one 
thing  is  sure— we  are  just  begin- 
ning to  hear  about  "The  New 
Covenant." 

As  Christians  who  are  com- 
mitted to  the  Bible,  the  authority 
of  the  Bible,  and  the  Lordship  of 
Jesus  Christ,  we  should  take  some 
offense  at  Clinton's  remarks. 

When  a  politician  who:  (a) 
trumpets  abortion  on  demand  and 
(b)  trumpets  legislation  to  protect 
what  the  Bible  calls  "an  abomina- 
tion" (homosexuality),  comes  out 
and  basically  says,  "I'm  the 
Messiah,  I'm  going  to  give  you  a 
new  covenant"  and  takes  the 
words  of  Jesus  and  the  Apostle 
Paul  and  lifts  all  references 
where  God  is  concerned  and  puts 
in  a  humanist  interpretation,  we 
as  Christians  should  be  con- 
cerned. This  is  not  a  comfortable 
relationship.  We  don't  need  a  new 
religion  to  accommodate  this  type 
of  activity.  This  type  of  rhetoric  is 
nothing  more  than  a  promotion  of 
an  humanist  philosophy  hiding 
behind  a  mask  of  pseudo- 
Christianity.  Truly  we  have 
crossed  a  dangerous  line  in  this 
nation. 

Why  is  this  so?  The  trouble  is 
that  the  people  of  this  great  nation 
are  so  insensitive  to  what  the  Bi- 
ble says.  The  majority  of  our 
citizenry  are  insensitive  to 
biblical  Christianity,  and  think 
what  Governor  Clinton  says  is 
wonderful  and  that  he  must  be  a 
nice  guy  because  he's  quoting 
from  the  Bible.  When  a  society: 
(1)  no  longer  knows  the  Bible,  (2) 
hardly  ever  reads  the  Bible,  (3)  is 
not  aware  of  biblical  values,  and 
(4)  has  substituted  a  humanist  in- 
terpretation for  fixed-moral  ab- 
solutes,   our   nation   crosses  a 


dangerous  line. 

There  should  be  even  more 
cause  for  alarm  when  a  candidate 
for  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America  takes  the  words  of 
Jesus  Christ  used  in  the  Holy 
Communion  and  puts  it  out  as  a 
program  for  a  political  party.  If  it 
isn't  blasphemous  it  certainly 
borders  on  it! 


JOTS  AND  TITTLES  is  a  monthly  news  and 
comment  on  issues  which  concern  Chris- 
tianity.

•  A  Reader's  Digest  poll  (reported  in  the 
July  issue)  found  that  married  people  with 
children  are  far  more  conservative  and 
religious  than  singles  and  marrieds 
without  children. 

The  Digest  report  points  out  that 
political  analysts  consider  a  five-to-ten 
point  gap  in  opinions  of  population  groups 
to  be  significant.  The  "family  gap"  in  the 
RD  poll  went  as  high  as  21  points. 

The  poll,  conducted  for  RD  by  The  Wir- 
thlin  Group  found: 

A  sizable  majority  of  people  who  are 
married  with  children  identify  themselves 
as  conservative.  A  19-point  gap  separates 
them  from  single  adults,  and  age  was  not  a 
factor. 

People  married  with  children  are  far 
more  likely  to  describe  themselves  as  pro- 
life  than  are  singles.  Singles  were  over- 
whelmingly pro-choice. 

Married  Blacks  with  children  are  even 
more  culturally  conservative  than  are 
married  whites. 

The  RD  report  further  stated,  "Married 
couples  with  kids  are  a  political 
powerhouse,  a  voting  bloc  of  about  92 
million  people,  57  percent  of  all  Americans 
over  25." 

The  family  gam  is  most  pronounced— a 
full  21  points— on  the  question  of  stay-at- 
home  mothers.  Seventy-four  percent  of 
married  people  with  children  believe  the 
mother  of  small  children  should  be  a  full- 
time  mom  if  there  is  no  financial  necessity 
to  work. 

On  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  almost  all  population  groups  opposed 
taxpayer  funding  of  obscene  works.

EIGHTIETH  ANNUAL  SESSION  NOW  HISTORY 


The  1992  Annual  Convention  of  Original  Free 
Will  Baptists  is  now  history.  The  session  launched 
the  year  of  discipleship  and  a  great  deal  of  attention 
was  given  to  this  focus. 

While  much  of  this  issue  has  been  devoted  to 
coverage  of  the  Convention,  the  following  briefs 
serve  to  highlight  various  reports  given  during  the 
1992  gathering. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

By  motion,  the  implementation  of  the 
"full-time"  program  for  the  office  of  General 
Secretary  (now  Executive  Administrator)  was 
delayed  until  further  notice. 

By  motion,  that  it  be  recommended  that  the  Con- 
vention adopt  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Evangelism  and  grant  associate 
membership  status,  without  voting  privilege,  to  the 
Lao  Evangelical  Church;  and  that  the  Executive 
Committee  prepare  the  necessary  constitutional 
changes  to  properly  provide  for  associate  member- 
ship. 

By  motion,  that  the  officers  of  the  Executive 
Committee  are  to  meet  with  the  officers  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptists  of  America  and  the 
United  American  Free  Will  Baptists  to  promote  the 
cause  of  Christ. 

RETIREMENT  HOMES 

At  our  request  the  Convention,  last  September, 
approved  an  operating  budget  of  $106,522.  Income 
jwas  considerably  less  ($75,064),  creating  an  uncom- 
fortable shortfall  in  the  area  of  our  payments  on 
sroperties  financed  with  Church  Finance  Associa- 
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tion.  Corrective  initiatives  are  presently  in  progress 
that  we  believe  will  diminish  this  shortfall  by  the  end 
of  the  current  year. 

Coupled  with  the  shortfall  mentioned  earlier  and 
the  delay  in  receiving  approval  of  construction  and 
renovation  plans  by  the  Construction  Division  of 
Facility  Services  in  Raleigh,  we  have  not  been  able 
to  make  any  progress  toward  opening  our  Group 
Care  Retirement  Center,  located  at  121  Power 
Street,  Ayden,  NC.  However,  we  are  continuing  to 
put  forth  every  effort  to  bring  together  a  funding 
package  sufficient  to  complete  this  work  and  make 
this  building  available  for  residency. 

We  are  requesting  this  Convention  to  approve 
and  help  us  raise  our  operating  budget  of  $96,578.  It 
is  considerably  less  than  last  year.  Because  of  last 
year's  deficit,  we  have  cut  our  operational  costs  in 
every  area  that  we  felt  could  be  cut.  In  order  for  us 
to  meet  this  budget,  churches  will  have  to  increase 
their  support  by  about  31%  over  last  year.  Keep  in 
mind:  Without  this  increase  in  support,  we  will  con- 
tinue to  show  a  shortfall.  It  is  necessary  that  each 
church  realize  her  increased  support  is  needed  if  this 
ministry  is  to  operate  without  a  yearly  deficit.

MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

In  May,  the  College  graduated  the  largest  class 
in  its  history  with  the  awarding  of  21  Associate 
degrees  and  134  Baccalaureate  degrees,  for  a  total  of 
155  graduates. 


In  December,  the  Southern  Association  of  Col- 
leges and  Schools  reaffirmed  our  accreditation,  but 
advised  that  it  would  be  necessary  for  us  to  "possess 
sufficient  financial  resources"  to  support  all  of  our 
programs.  Attaining  and  maintaining  accreditation 
for  a  four-year  college  were  truly  extraordinary 
achievements.  Now,  in  the  words  of  Isaiah,  that  we 
have  enlarged  the  place  of  our  tent  and  lengthened 
our  cords,  we  must  strengthen  our  stakes  (Isaiah 
54:2). 

During  the  summer,  the  administrative  struc- 
ture of  the  College  was  reorganized  with  the  appoint- 
ments of  Dr.  K.  David  Hines  as  assistant  to  the 
President  and  Dr.  J.  William  Byrd  as  Executive 
Vice  President.  Dr.  Hines  will  continue  his  duties  as 
director  of  Education  for  Christian  Ministries  and 
part-time  professor  of  religion.  His  new  duties  will 
include  serving  as  the  administrative  officer  in  the 
absence  of  the  President  and  as  coordinator  of  ser- 
vices to  Original  Free  Will  Baptists.  As  Executive 
Vice  President,  Dr.  Byrd  will  be  responsible  for 
most  campus  operations,  including  academic  af- 
fairs, student  affairs,  business  affairs,  and  athletics. 
These  appointments  are  designed  to  permit  the 
President  to  devote  more  time  to  institutional  plan- 
ning, to  resource  development,  and  to  building  the 
College's  endowment. 

During  the  past  year,  2,003  new  volumes  were 
added,  bringing  the  total  book  collection  at  Moye 
Library  to  54,129.  In  order  to  provide  adequate 
resources  for  current  and  planned  programs  of 
study,  a  goal  of  100,000  is  urgently  needed. 

In  March,  the  College  awarded  contracts  for  the 
construction  of  a  long-needed  Dining  Hall/Student 
Union  on  the  main  campus.  Designed  to  accom- 
modate up  to  600  diners,  this  facility  is  scheduled  for 
completion  in  the  spring  of  1993.  Projected  cost  of 
the  project  is  $2  million.  Gifts  and  pledges  through 
late  August  had  totaled  $1,640,000,  of  which  $527,462 
has  already  been  received.  An  additional  $340,000  in 
gifts  and  pledges  is  needed  to  underwrite  the  cost  of 
this  important  facility. 


THE  FREE  WILL  BAPTIST 


A  major  purpose  of  Mount  Olive  College  is  to 
provide  educational  opportunities  for  those  prepar- 
ing for  the  Christian  ministry.  During  its  forty-year 
history,  ministers  across  our  denomination  have 
taken  classes  on  our  campus  to  help  equip 
themselves  to  answer  God's  call.  The  College  has 
now  added  new  services  to  make  it  possible  for  more 
of  our  ministers  and  their  spouses  to  pursue  their 
educational  goals:  Home  Directed  Study,  special 
scholarships  for  licensed  and  ordained  ministers, 
and  extension  classes.

Last  year  we  reported  that  consideration  was 
being  given  to  the  opening  of  an  Emergency  Shelter. 
Well,  the  doors  officially  opened  on  July  1,  1992.  It 
has  taken  a  lot  of  work,  faith,  and  dedication  on 
everyone's  part.  The  Emergency  Shelter  is  located 
in  the  Wilson  area.  The  program  is  licensed  to  care 
for  6  children.  Each  child  may  stay  up  to  90  days  to 
allow  for  a  permanent  plan  of  care  to  be  developed. 
Children  in  need  of  care  may  be  placed  in  the  Shelter 
on  an  immediate  needs  basis.  The  Shelter  is  pro- 
jected to  serve  an  estimated  65  children  per  year. 
The  first  year's  operational  cost  for  the  shelter 
(1992-93)  will  be  approximately  $112,000.  We  have 
received  a  $30,000  grant,  over  two  years,  from  The 
Duke  Endowment  to  assist  in  this  program. 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  chief  mandate  of  the  church  is  to  go  into  all 
the  world,  preach  the  gospel,  baptize  the  converts, 
disciple  them,  and  establish  the  church.  The  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  has  served  the  Convention  of 
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Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Churches  in  this  primary 
function  for  thirty  years.  The  first  field  was  opened 
in  Mexico  in  1962;  the  second,  in  the  Philippines  in 
1969.  India  was  opened  in  1975.  In  1991,  two  new  fields 
were  added.  Nepal,  a  small  country  on  the  northern 
border  of  India,  was  opened  in  August  1991;  and 
Bulgaria,  in  eastern  Europe,  was  opened  in 
November  1991.  These  five  countries  comprise  1/5  of 
the  world's  population.  The  work  on  every  field  is 
progressing  because  of  the  faithfulness  of  the  212 
workers  supported  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
through  your  faithful  prayer  and  financial  support. 

Financially,  the  1991-92  church  year  was  a  great 
year.  The  Telethon  exceeded  the  goal  that  was  set. 
That,  coupled  with  the  regular  support,  was  suffi- 
cient to  meet  all  the  needs  of  an  expanding  program. 

CRAGMONT 

Realizing  your  interest  in  knowing  the  status  of 
our  annual  payment  for  1991,  please  note  the  follow- 
ing: The  amount  due  on  our  loan  in  1991  was 
$37,046.92.  Accumulated  funds  in  1991  toward  this  an- 
nual payment  amounted  to  almost  $34,000.  We  made 
a  total  payment  of  $84,000,  which  includes  the  money 
saved  toward  the  payment  in  1991  and  Jubilee  funds. 
The  Jubilee  program  is  working;  however,  we  are 
still  in  need  of  200  more  pledges  to  meet  the  goal  of 
retiring  the  debt  by  1995. 

CHURCH  FINANCE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Association  has  a  total  membership  of  3,133. 
Our  membership  increased  in  1991  by  126. 

Our  total  deposits  are  $827,347.  Our  deposits  in- 
creased in  1991  by  $15,448.  The  total  loans  to  our 
churches  and  institutions  are  $1,607,757.  New  loans 
made  in  1991,  $273,500. 

MINISTER'S  PROGRAM 

Since  our  last  Convention,  we  have  lost  through 
death  three  ministers  who  were  active  fund  par- 
ticipants: The  Revs.  Raymond  T.  Sasser,  Samuel 
Johnson,  and  D.  T.  Cleve  Jr.

ADOPTED  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS 

That  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
substituting  Executive  Administrator  for  General 
Secretary  in  Article  II,  Section  4:  and  in  Article  III, 
Section  4:  thus  effectively  changing  the  title  of  the 
General  Secretary  to  that  of  Executive  Ad- 
ministrator. 

That  Article  II,  Section  20  and  Article  III,  Sec- 
tion 20,  be  deleted  and  Article  III,  Section  21  be 
changed  as  follows: 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism 
shall  supervise  all  missionary  and  church  extension 
work  within  the  United  States.  They  shall  also 
oversee  the  formulation  and  promotion  of  church 
sponsored  scouting  programs  and  the  God  and  Coun- 
try Award  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 
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The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  Evangelism 
shall  have  the  right  and  responsibility  to  promote 
evangelism  and  home  missions  and  oversee  the 
scouting  programs,  raise  funds  and  supervise  the 
disbursements  of  these  funds  for  home  missions  and 
evangelism  and  scouting  programs. 

(a)  That  Article  II,  Section  2,  be  changed  to 
read  as  follows: 

The  convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  general 
officers,  members  of  standing  boards,  committees 
or  commissions,  all  ordained  ministers,  and  heads  of 
ministries  who  are  members  of  churches  of  con- 
ferences or  associations  that  are  affiliated  with  the 
convention,  and  who  personally  subscribe  and 
adhere  to  the  Articles  of  Faith  and  Principles  of 
Church  Government  for  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
(of  the  English  General  Baptist  Heritage) ;  one 
delegate  from  each  church  in  good  standing  for 
every  one  hundred  members  or  a  fraction  thereof, 
and  one  delegate  from  each  union  meeting,  con- 
ference, or  association  in  good  standing  for  every 
five  hundred  members  or  a  fraction  thereof. 

and  (b)  an  additional  section,  to  wit: 

Section  3:  A  denominational  ministry  of  the 
Original  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  is  an  institution  or 
enterprise  that  provides  Christian  ministry  on  be- 
half of  and  at  the  direction  of  the  convention  and  the 
governing  body  is  elected  directly  or  indirectly  by 
the  convention  or  its  member  churches.  These  deno- 
minational ministries  being:  (1)  Free  Will  Baptist 
Children's  Home,  (2)  Free  Will  Baptist  Board  of 
Home  Missions  and  Evangelism,  (3)  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  (4)  Free  Will  Baptist 
Minister's  Program,  (5)  Free  Will  Baptist  Retire- 
ment Homes,  Inc.,  (6)  Free  Will  Baptist  Press  Foun- 
dation, Inc.,  (7)  Church  Finance  Association,  (8) 
Cragmont  Assembly,  Inc.,  (9)  Mount  Olive  College. 

Additional  denominational  ministries  may  be 
created  by  a  %  vote  of  the  convention  in  a  regular 
session,  upon  meeting  the  preceding  requirements. 

ADDITIONAL  MOTIONS 

That  the  Convention  Executive  Committee  be 
asked  to  study  the  possibility  and  feasibility  of 
establishing  a  Board  of  Youth  Ministries. 

That  the  Executive  Committee  prepare  and 
publish  in  The  Free  Will  Baptist  a  list  of  all 
Ministries,  Commissions,  Boards  and  affiliated 
organizations  (such  as  the  State  Woman's  Auxiliary 
Convention  and  State  Layman's  League,  etc.)  which 
are  sponsored  by  or  officially  related  to  the  Conven- 
tion of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists. 

That  the  Executive  Committee  send  a  copy  of 
Resolution  One  as  adopted  by  the  Convention  to  any 
authorities  they  deem  necessary  (including  public 
and  private  administrators  of  education).

MISSIONS  RALLY

"We  are  living  in  the  most  critical  hour  in 
human  history!"  declared  Dr.  Emmanuel  Massey 
Lall,  speaker  for  the  Missions  Rally  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Convention,  September  16  at  College  Hall, 
Mount  Olive  College. 
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Free  Will  Baptists  from  across  North  Carolina, 
Virginia,  Florida,  India,  and  elsewhere  eagerly 
gathered  to  celebrate  the  power  and  joy  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  the  Missions  Rally,  "Proclaim  the  Word  to 
the  World,"  prepared  by  the  Rev.  Harold  Jones.  Mr. 
Wayne  Vincent  reinforced  the  joyful  mood  as  he 
sang,  "I'd  Rather  Have  Jesus  Than  Silver  or  Gold." 
Pianist  Mrs.  Debby  Gray  was  in  full  agreement  with 
the  explosive  celebration  of  the  Missions  Rally  as 
she  played  the  piano  like  a  woman  before  the  pearly 
gates  of  Heaven,  making  music  open  the  golden 
doors  for  all  to  enter  with  each  note  of  gratitude. 
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Dr.  Emmanuel  Massey  Lall's  Address 

Dr.  Lall  introduced  his  wife,  Mrs.  Inez  Lall,  in  a 
humorous  way.  He  said  with  a  soft  smile  as  she  stood 
beside  him  on  the  platform,  "I  had  a  man  ask  me  of 
my  wife,  'Is  this  your  daughter?'  I  told  the  man, 
'No.  She  is  my  wife.  She's  55;  I'm  63.  She  dyes  her 
hair,  but  I  don't.'  The  man  understood  then." 

Everyone  laughed  as  Dr.  Lall  gently  looked  at 
his  wife  and  held  her  arm.  She  then  drew  closer  to 
the  microphone  and  addressed  the  excited  wor- 
shipers. She  spoke  in  Hindi.  Dr.  Lall  translated  her 
words:  "She  is  happy  to  be  here  while  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Convention  is  going  on.  She  greets  you  and 
would  like  for  you  to  come  over  to  India  and  visit  us 
sometime." 

Mrs.  Lall  sat  back  down  in  a  chair  on  the  plat- 
form while  her  husband  addressed  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Convention  with  his  stirring  message, 
"Awake,  O  Zion!" 

Reading  Isaiah  52:1,  Dr.  Lall  set  the  tone  for  his 
mission  speech:  "Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy 
strength,  O  Zion,  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O 
Jerusalem,  the  holy  city,  for  henceforth  there  shall 
be  no  more  come  into  the  uncircumcised  and  the 
unclean." 

Concerned  about  the  critical  hour  of  history  we 
are  now  facing,  Dr.  Lall  proclaimed,  "Millions  are 
passing  away  to  Christless  graves.  Instead  of  being 
adorned  in  bridal  garments,  the  Church  is  wearing 
grave  clothes.  The  resurrection  of  life  is  not 
manifested.  Why?  The  tentacles  of  the  world  are 
tightening  their  grip  on  the  Church." 

To  explain  the  dilemmas  of  the  modern  church, 
Dr.  Lall  emphasized  misplaced  values  of  Christians. 
What  seems  important  to  modern  Christians  is  a 
building  rather  than  the  awakened  soul,  an  institu- 
tion rather  than  a  fiery  faith.  The  world  is  pulling  the 
church  as  well  as  its  members  away  from  the  heart- 
beat of  faith  into  the  temptations  of  programs,  plans, 
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budgets,  methods,  publicity,  and  dinners.  What  is 
missing  is  revival. 

"Community  dinners  have  replaced  communion 
tables,"  said  Dr.  Lall.  "We  prefer  programs  to 
prayer  and  planning  to  praying.  The  church  is  not 
even  lukewarm;  it  is  ice-cold,"  he  declared  as  he 
held  up  his  hand  and  pointed  to  the  hushed  audience. 
No  one  moved. 

In  his  thick-accent,  Dr.  Lall  spoke  fervently, 
"The  church  is  still  dragging  her  cold  feet  with  out- 
moded ways  to  witness.  It  hurts  me  to  see  that  not  in 
my  country  alone  but  elsewhere  also  churches  sell 
popcorn,  lollipops,  and  toy  balloons  to  raise  funds  for 
missions;  whereas,  liquor  shops  and  cinema  halls 
gulp  in  the  gold  from  the  church  members.  All  cop- 
pers to  God  and  all  gold  to  the  devil?  Is  this 
honesty?"  he  asked  as  his  hands  beckoned  an 
answer. 

The  need  for  the  Word  in  the  modern  world  is 
desperate,  according  to  Dr.  Lall.  Noting  the  start- 
ling fact  that  the  world  population  has  more  than 
doubled  in  the  last  quarter  of  this  century,  Dr.  Lall 
passionately  declared,  "Out  of  the  world's  billions, 
two-thirds  of  the  world  population  is  yet  to  know 
Jesus  Christ.  Out  of  the  900  million  in  India  today, 
only  2.85  million  are  Christians.  In  my  part  of 
northern  India,  Christians  comprise  only  0.15  per- 
cent." 

Failure  of  Christian  Evangelism 

Why  has  Christian  evangelism  failed?  Dr.  Lall 
discussed  the  power  of  the  Islamic  faith  in  southern 
Asia,  Indonesia,  and  Africa.  However,  Christian 
evangelism  has  not  failed  because  the  Islamic  faith 
has  been  more  powerful  but  because  Christians  have 
been  lukewarm,  even  ice-cold. 

"The  reason  why  we  have  so  miserably  failed," 
he  insisted,  "is  because  we  lack  God's  revelation, 
God's  inspiration,  and  God's  vision.  We  are  edifying 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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ourselves  with  worldly  possession  and  giving  little  of 
ourselves  in  proclaiming  the  gospel." 

The  greatest  problem  is  not  outside— in  the 
world— but  inside— within  the  church,  according  to 
Dr.  Lall.  "Whom  are  we  trying  to  impress?"  he 
asked.  "Does  not  God  know  our  heart?  The  sword  of 
the  Lord  is  raised  against  the  religious  hypocrites 
who  use  God  for  their  personal  benefits,"  he  said. 

What  then  is  the  mission  of  the  church?  What  is 
the  role  and  the  responsibility  of  Christians?  "We 
are  God's  ambassadors  and  it  is  our  responsibility  to 
win  people  for  eternity,"  he  proclaimed.  "The 
church  is  on  the  retreat.  Instead  of  blasting  the  gates 
of  Hell  and  hoisting  the  Christian  banner  over 
liberated  territories,  the  Christian  church  is  on  the 
defensive.  In  my  own  country,  India,  we  face 
pagans,  heathens,  and  great  challenges.  To  refuse 
an  answer  to  the  call  is  to  neglect  Christ  himself." 

He  paused,  looked  directly  into  the  faces  before 
him,  pointed  his  finger  and  with  passion  warned, 
"The  church  is  not  a  thing  or  a  game  or  an  exercise 
in  liturgy.  The  church  is  a  living,  breathing  body  ex- 
pressing Christ  on  earth.  A  witnessing  church  is  a 
living  church." 

"Amen!"  said  one  Free  Will  Baptist  from  the 
side  of  College  Hall. 

The  energy  level  in  the  room  was  rising,  as  if  the 
spoken  word  had  an  unseen  force  when  rooted  in 
Christian  power,  passion,  and  purpose. 

The  Importance  of  Christian  Responsibility 

"Beloved,"  continued  Dr.  Lall,  carrying  the  con- 
gregation with  him  in  his  call  for  inner  resurrection, 
"we  are  living  in  borrowed  time.  God's  clock  may 
strike  any  time  now.  The  nuclear  umbrella 
precariously  hovers  over  this  sin-soaked  civiliza- 
tion. Oh,  half-hearted  disciples,  go  now  all  the  way 
with  the  Lord!  Let  us  arise  from  our  cozy  beds  of 
ease  and  indolence!  Arise!  Awake!  Shake  off  your 
dust  and  your  bondage!  Look  up!  God  is  calling  you. 
God's  eyes  are  now  searching  for  people  to  deliver 
this  sin-sick  world,  this  blood-hungry,  Hell-bound 
civilization,  to  lift  high  the  torch  of  untarnished  in- 
tegrity to  declare  the  uncompromising  claims  of 
Jesus! " 

Looking  across  the  Convention  floor,  Dr.  Lall 
raised  both  hands  as  he  gave  his  concluding  clarion 
call  for  missions.  "Christians,  it  is  our  privilege  and 
our  responsibility  to  prove  the  authenticity  of  the 
claims  of  Christ  through  the  way  we  live  our  own 
lives.  If  we  are  true  Christians,  we  will  have  in  us 
what  the  Lord  has  graciously  offered  to  everyone 
who  believes.  God's  Spirit  is  within  us.  The  result  of 
our  possessing  Christ's  Spirit  is  a  Christ-like  nature 
revealed  in  and  through  us.  Christ  is  the  source  of 
our  life.  Christ  is  the  pattern  of  our  living.  Awake! 
Awake,  O  Zion!  Awake  to  your  opportunities!  Awake 
to  your  responsibilities!  Awake  to  your  commit- 
ment! Awake  to  your  power  available  to  you! " 
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The  Rev.  Harold  Jones 

"When  I  was  12  years  old,  I  heard  the  gospel 
with  my  heart,"  said  the  Rev.  Harold  Jones  as  he 
followed  Dr.  Lall's  call  to  witness. 

"I  heard  that  I  was  a  sinner,  lost,  with  no  hope  in 
myself.  I  heard  someone  paid  the  price  for  my  sins.  I 
heard  I  had  been  bought  with  a  price— the  price  of  a 
life.  I  heard  Jesus  wanted  to  save  me.  From  my 
lostness,  I  found  eternal  life,"  he  declared,  his  eyes 
focused  on  a  hushed  audience. 

"I  chose  life  over  death!"  said  Mr.  Jones  with 
passion.  "I  chose  Heaven  over  Hell.  I  chose  peace 
over  fear.  I  chose  joy  over  despair.  I  chose  Jesus. 
What  a  choice!  What  a  choice!  Praise  God!  What  a 
choice! " 

The  Missions  Rally  continued,  energy  growing 
in  momentum  as  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Jones 
heightened.  Turning  to  a  story  of  a  man  who  was 
captured  by  Alexander  the  Great,  Mr.  Jones 
described  the  scene  of  the  captured  young  man  who 
stood  before  the  magnificent  Alexander  the  Great. 
Wearing  a  golden  coat,  Alexander  asked  the  man, 
"What  would  you  give  for  your  life?"  The  man 
answered,  "All  my  gold  and  silver."  Alexander 
asked,  "What  would  you  give  for  your  wife's  life?" 
The  man  answered,  "I  would  give  my  own  life."  His 
wife  was  standing  with  him. 

Later  a  guard  turned  to  the  man's  wife.  He 
asked  her,  "Did  you  see  Alexander  the  Great's 
golden  coat?"  She  answered,  "No.  I  could  only  see 
the  one  who  said  he  would  die  for  me." 

Mr.  Jones  then  challenged  the  delegates  and 
visitors  to  the  Rally  to  keep  their  eyes  on  the  One 
who  died  for  them. 

"We  have  a  choice  to  make,"  declared  Mr. 
Jones.  "Jesus  Christ  is  our  everything.  Millions 
have  not  heard  about  Christ.  They  are  lost.  Our  task 
is  the  greatest  rescue  operation  in  the  world.  We 
have  the  choice  to  make  Christ  known  to  the  whole 
world.  We  must  pray  and  toil  that  the  Kingdom  of 
God  may  come."

All  attending  the  Missions  Rally  stood  to  sing 
"Rescue  the  Perishing."  College  Hall  and  the 
grounds  stretching  across  Mount  Olive  College  were 
filled  with  voices  singing,  "Rescue  the  perishing; 
care  for  the  dying;  Jesus  is  merciful,  Jesus  will 
save." 

I  felt  our  Protestant  ancestors  Edward  Taylor, 
Cotton  Mather,  Jonathan  Edwards,  and  Anne 
Bradstreet  were  a  part  of  this  spiritual  awakening, 
their  own  great  awakening  a  thread  in  our  American 
religious  heritage.

anyone  who  made  a  contribution  to  any  of  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  ministries. 

"I  was  saved  as  a  child,"  he  declared  as  he  ad- 
dressed the  1992  delegation.  "Without  the  faith  of  my 
parents,  I  wouldn't  be  here  today.  God  has  the  last 
word  for  all  of  us." 

Mr.  Wetherington  introduced  his  entire  family 
and  friends,  especially  A.  C.  Martin,  who  had  come 
to  celebrate  his  new  biography.  He  thanked  Cecil 
Cahoon  II,  a  Mount  Olive  College  graduate,  for 
researching  and  writing  the  biography.  He  also  of- 
fered two  additional  books  as  gifts  to  anyone  making 
a  contribution  of  any  amount  to  any  of  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  programs. 

"My  parents  made  me  what  I  am,"  he  declared. 
"The  Lord  has  made  me  a  messenger.  He's  made 
each  one  of  you  a  messenger.

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Sitting  Beside  Sandra  Jones 
During  the  1992  Missions  Rally 

Sandra  Jones  and  I  sat  together  during  the  Mis- 
sions Rally,  "Proclaim  the  Word  to  the  World,"  on 
September  16  at  7:30  p.m.  in  College  Hall. 

Sandra  asked  me  to  take  a  few  pictures  when 
Dr.  Lall  spoke  and  during  other  moments  of  the  pro- 
gram. However,  when  her  husband,  the  Rev.  Harold 
Jones,  was  emphasizing  the  necessity,  even  urgency 
of  making  a  choice  for  Jesus  Christ,  I  asked  Sandra 
if  she  wanted  me  to  take  a  picture  then. 

Her  eyes  were  tearful  and  she  quietly  said  to  me, 
"No.  I  don't  need  another  picture." 

Indeed,  she  didn't. 

Her  husband's  voice  rose  with  the  passion  of 
faith  as  he  proclaimed,  "We  need  to  make  a  choice. 
Our  chief  business  is  this  choice.  Our  chief  business 
is  to  give  the  world  the  Word  of  God.  What  a  choice 
that  we  could  choose  Jesus  Christ!" 

Though  Sandra  Jones  was  tired  after  her  thyroid 
surgery  and  full  day  attendance  at  all  of  the  Conven- 
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tion  events,  she  sat  in  her  seat,  tears  in  her  eyes,  and 
knew  she  needed  no  photograph.  She  would 
remember  this  moment,  because  she  and  her  hus- 
band had  made  a  choice  together. 

Sitting  Beside  Dr.  Emmanuel  Massey  Lall 
at  Madison's  in  Goldsboro 

I  was  invited  to  join  Dr.  Emmanuel  Massey  Lall 
for  dinner  at  Madison's  in  Goldsboro.  Dr.  Lall  didn't 
know  what  he  was  in  for  by  having  me  come  along, 
because  I  ask  so  many  questions  that  sometimes 
people  want  to  swat  me  away  like  a  noisome  fly. 
However,  Dr.  Lall  was  in  good  spirits  and  seemed 
puzzled  but  pleased  with  the  constant  flow  of  ques- 
tions. Our  dialogue  now  constitutes  a  memory  for 
me:  a  gem  for  my  soul. 

I  learned  things  that  even  Harold  and  Sandra 
Jones  did  not  know.  Dr.  Lall  received  his  Doctor  of 
Divinity  (D.D.)  degree  from  the  University  of 
Serempur  near  Calcutta,  a  poor  area  in  southern  In- 
dia. His  interest  in  the  prophecies  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment is  evident  in  a  manuscript  he  has  completed. 
He  has  taken  the  prophecies  of  the  Old  Testament 
and  shown  how  they  were  fulfilled  through  Jesus 
Christ.  He  talked  about  the  prophecies  of  Isaiah, 
Zachariah,  Daniel,  and  Jeremiah.  We  discussed  the 
possibility  of  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press  looking 
at  his  manuscript  for  a  possible  publication. 
BINGO!  As  editor  of  the  MOC  Press,  I  am  looking 
for  manuscripts. 

Dr.  Lall  discussed  the  two  dominant  religions  in 
India:  Hinduism  and  Islam.  Often  he  has  a  Hindu 
tell  him  that  he  is  wrong,  but  he  has  a  question  no 
Hindu  can  answer.  He  asked  a  Hindu  who  challenged 
him,  "What  are  the  names  of  the  forefathers  of  your 
god,  Hanumen?"  The  Hindu  could  not  answer  the 
question.  Hanumen  is  a  big  god  among  the  300 
million  gods  and  goddesses  of  the  Hindus.  Then  Dr. 
Lall  said  to  his  Hindu  friend,  "Turn  to  Matthew, 
chapter  one,  and  you  will  find  42  forefathers." 

Dr.  Lall  talked  about  India  as  his  wife  Inez 
graciously  allowed  me  to  dominate  the  evening  meal 
with  my  overflowing  questions.  Dr.  Lall  identified 
Lakshmi  as  the  god  of  money,  his  idol  often  put  in 
ships.  He  also  noted  that  the  swastika  which  Hitler 
later  used  is  everywhere  in  India.  "The  swastika  is  a 
symbol  for  the  god  of  money,"  he  said.  "Hitler  got 
the  swastika  from  the  Hindus." 

Dr.  Lall  mentioned  the  power  of  Hinduism  in  In- 
dia. "Some  85  percent  of  the  890  million  people  in  In- 
dia are  Hindu.  There  are,  however,  15,000  Free  Will 
Baptists  today  in  India,  and  they  have  a  convention 
at  Sat-Tal-ashram,  which  is  at  the  foot  of  the 
Himalayas. 

"The  Free  Will  Baptist  denomination  was 
founded  in  India  on  November  6,  1975,  with  26 
people,"  said  Dr.  Lall.  "We  have  both  Hindu  and 
Moslem  converts.  In  my  church,  there  are  more 
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than  600  members,"  he  reported.  "God's  ways  are 
wonderful!  When  we  needed  the  church  building,  we 
got  it." 

Dr.  Lall's  father  was  a  part  of  a  Hindu  family, 
but  at  eight  years  old,  his  father  ran  away  from 
home  to  live  with  a  Methodist  minister.  As  a  result, 
Dr.  Lall's  father  became  the  Rev.  Mitthu  Lall,  a 
Methodist  minister.  His  mother  was  a  Moslem  con- 
vert. 

Dr.  Lall  was  sent  to  a  Methodist  orphanage 
when  his  father  died.  "This  was  all  part  of  the  will  of 
God,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Lall  did  not  start  out  as  a  Free  Will  Baptist 
minister.  He  worked  first  for  the  Tata  Power  Com- 
pany, an  electrical  company  in  Bombay.  When  he 
discovered  corruption  among  the  Methodists,  he 
turned  to  the  Free  Will  Baptists.  His  bitter  ex- 
perience with  the  Methodist  hierarchy  hurt  him.  By 
1975,  he  was  a  Free  Will  Baptist  minister. 

Born  in  Bareilly,  India,  which  is  300  miles 
northwest  of  Delhi,  he  feels  he  must  stay  in  India  to 
witness.  He  can  read  Hebrew  and  Greek,  speak  Hin- 
di, Urdu,  and  English.  He  said  to  me  over  the  rice  at 
Madison's,  "I  will  be  more  effective  in  India  than  in 
other  countries." 

Dr.   Lall's  gracious   spirit,   his  kindness  in 
answering  questions,  and  his  deep  commitment  re- 
main a  memory  for  me :  an  authentic  experience  of 
another   person   more   valuable   perhaps  than 
anything  else.  Now  I  can  write  to  him  as  you  can:

The  Rev.  David  C.  Hansley's  Home  Missions  Report 

As  I  looked  through  the  Home  Misions  and 
Evangelism  green-printed  report  that  the  Rev. 
David  C.  Hansley  prepared,  I  realized  how  alive  the 
language  can  become  when  someone  speaks. 

"Green  means  money,  so  think  about  us," 
declared  Mr.  Hansley.  His  enthusiasm  for  work  kits, 
a  building  in  St.  Cloud,  Florida,  action  kits  for 
church  growth,  tapes  for  the  blind,  and  tapes  for 
Spanish- speaking  migrants  drew  me  into  a  sense  of 
America's  global  population. 

However,  beneath  the  rhetoric  for  his  program, 
Mr.  Hansley  declared  in  an  evangelical  fervor, 
"Prayer  is  the  key." 

Later  he  stuck  keys  on  everybody's  coat. 

That  key  brings  back  a  memory. 

Dr.  Bobby  Taylor's  Report  on  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Children's  Home 

As  I  was  listening  to  Dr.  Taylor  talk  about  the 
three  goals  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's 
Home,  I  thought  of  Luke  Wetherington  as  a  boy  at 
Middlesex. 
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Dr.  Taylor  told  the  story  of  a  young  boy  who 
came  to  the  Home  at  the  age  of  10.  The  boy  was 
depressed,  but  today  he  is  now  a  football  player  in 
high  school  as  he  has  his  life  together  as  much  as  he 
can  in  this  end  of  the  century. 

As  Dr.  Taylor  spoke,  he  focused  upon  events  and 
people.  The  moment  he  turned  to  the  story  of  Luke 
Wetherington* s  father,  I  found  myself  mesmerized. 

"Mr.  Wetherington  was  superintendent  then," 
said  Dr.  Taylor.  "He  had  worked  to  get  lights  ready 
for  the  Home.  A  lady  who  was  there  in  the  1920s  told 
me  about  the  night  when  Mr.  Wetherington  had 
finished  the  electrical  wiring  and  got  all  the  children 
to  come  out  into  the  yard  that  night  because  he  was 
going  to  turn  on  the  lights.  The  lady  told  me,  'When 
the  lights  came  on  with  all  the  children  in  the  yard,  it 
was  a  beautiful  sight.'  I  think  the  call  to  us  today  is 
as  great,"  continued  Dr.  Taylor.  "Our  children  are 
in  crisis.  Every  six  hours  a  child  in  our  nation  dies  in 
child  abuse.  Currently,  we  are  caring  for  47  chil- 
dren." 

I  thought  of  Luke  Wetherington's  father,  Luke 
himself,  and  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper— all  a  part  of 
the  Free  Will  Baptist  Children's  Home. 

I  thought  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  as  a 
giant  heart  with  many  life-reaching  arteries.

Have  Jesus  Than  Silver  or  Gold" 

To  hear  Wayne  Vincent's  baritone  voice  at  the 
Missions  Rally  is  a  memory.  The  rolling  words  still 
move  in  and  out  of  my  memory :

I'd  rather  be  His  than 
have  riches  untold. 

I'd  rather  have  Jesus  than 
houses  or  land. 

I'd  rather  be  led  by  His  nail- 
pierced  hand  ....

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NEWSLETTER  FROM  INDIA 

by  Dr.  E.  M.  Lall 

As  we  submit  this  report,  our 
hearts  are  full  of  gratitude  to  the 
Lord  and  the  Original  Free  Will 
Baptists  in  the  USA  for  enabling 
us  to  work  with  all  our  might  in 
His  vineyard.  The  work  of  the 
Free  Will  Baptist  Church  in  India 
is  not  what  it  was  before.  It  is  ex- 
panding in  all  dimensions  and 
gaining  momentum  in  Northern 
India.  Every  day,  there  are  many 
inquiries  and  applications  for 
work  in  our  church  organization. 
Our  people  engaged  in  the  work, 
whether  in  the  church  or  schools, 
are  enthusiastic  and  zealous. 
Their  only  interest  is  in  the  work 
alone. 

Miraculously,  a  good  congrega- 
tion of  newly  converted  people  has 
come  up.  A  person  by  the  name  of 
Ram  Das  Yadav,  a  high  Caste 
Hindu,  came  to  meet  us  suddenly; 
and  from  his  personal  witness,  we 
were  convinced  that  he  is  called  of 
the  Lord.  We  did  the  follow-up 
work  in  his  village,  where  there 
was  not  a  single  Christian;  and 
within  a  couple  of  months,  we 
were  able  to  baptize  six  persons. 
We  are  preparing  many  others  to 
come  into  the  fold  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  The  people  of  this 
village,  called  "Turkha  Gori," 
have  donated  enough  land  for  the 
church  (on  the  roadside  located 
about  25  miles  from  Himalyan 
hills).  We  had  the  privilege  of  go- 
ing to  this  village,  boarded  a 
private  bus  on  Sunday  July  26, 
1992,  to  hold  an  open  meeting  in 
the  village,  challenging  the  people 
to  come  to  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
for  temporal  peace  and  eternal 
life.  The  response  was  over- 
whelming and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
entire  village  will  be  saved  soon! 
In  the  absence  of  funds,  a  founda- 
tion stone  for  the  church  and 
school  building  was  laid  by  me 
after  a  solemn  worship  service. 
The  village  leader,  called  the 
"pradhan,"  was  with  us,  after 
traveling  some  miles  to  meet  with 
us.  It  appeared  that  the  young 
men  graduating  from  high  school 


and  intermediate  examinations 
had  already  read  the  literature 
given  to  them  earlier  and  they 
knew  about  the  life  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  It  was  a  really 
wonderful  experience  to  see  how 
the  Lord  works  to  save  mankind 
for  eternity.  The  Rev.  Masih 
Charan,  an  experienced  minister, 
has  been  posted  to  look  after  this 
new  congregation.  Your  prayers 
are  needed  for  this  new  work. 

Our  church  work,  and  that  of 
the  school,  is  progressing  in  the 
country  of  Nepal.  There  was  a 


long  standing  need  to  post  a  com- 
mitted young  man  from  India  for 
continuous  guidance  and  counsel- 
ing of  our  workers  in  Nepal.  A  per- 
son by  the  name  of  Rajeesh 
Massey,  who  recently  came  after 
completing  a  course  of  Bible 
training  from  the  Delhi  Bible  Col- 
lege, was  dedicated  and  con- 
secrated for  the  work  in  Nepal 
and  has  been  posted  at  Dhangarhi 
in  Nepal,  in  the  capacity  of  a 
deacon.  He  will  work  with  our  two 
Nepali  deacons  and  will  further 
the  work  of  our  church. 
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There  is  great  insecurity  in  this 
part  of  the  country  because  of  the 
terrorist  activities.  Just  three 
days  ago,  29  people  were  killed  by 
the  terrorists  near  the  town  of 
Puranpur,  through  which  our 
Director-Treasurer,  the  Rev. 
Harold  Jones,  has  passed  through 
several  times  to  be  at  the  Ton- 
dalpur  Free  Will  Baptist  Church, 
comprising  of  a  Sikh-converted 
congregation  and  also  toward 
Nepal.  Mrs.  Sandra  Jones  also 
went  through  the  same  place  in 
1989.  This  killing  was  indeed  most 


brutal,  as  most  of  them  were 
choked  to  death  and  thrown  in  a 
nearby  river.  One  of  the  men 
courageously  snatched  an  A.K.L 
47  machine  gun  but  he  did  not 
know  how  to  operate  it,  so  he 
could  not  do  anything  with  it.  The 
villagers  say  that  had  he  known 
the  technique  of  operating  the 
weapon,  he  could  have  killed  all 
the  terrorists.  Yet  trusting  that 
our  Lord  is  always  with  us,  we 
avail  tremendous  opportunities  to 
give  the  glad  tidings  and  shake 
the  hearts  of  the  people  to  turn  to 


the  truth  and  know  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  only  redeemer. 
Evangelism  is  our  vocation  and 
all  our  church  workers  find 
pleasure  in  this  task.  We  had 
some  opportunities  recently 
where  follow-up  work  is  con- 
tinuing. 

"THE  WINDOWS  OF 
INDIGENIZATION"

The  Necessity  of  the  Church 

For  almost  three  weeks  we 
were  on  the  field  visiting  churches 
and  workers  from  barangay  to 
barangay,  and  from  town  to  town. 
During  this  time,  I  saw  that  there 
is  still  a  great  need  for  evangeliza- 
tion, for  the  spreading  of  the 
gospel.  In  every  barangay  I  have 
visited,  only  a  few  have  a  church 
in  their  area.  I  believe  that  the 
church  is  still  the  most  important 
institution  in  the  world  today.  I 
believe  this  even  though  the 
church  has  more  critics  than  ever 
during  human  history,  critics  who 
say  that  the  church  is  full  of 
hypocrites,  that  the  members  of 
the  church  are  not  different  from 
other  people  in  their  behavior  in 
public  and  private  life. 

As  workers  in  the  church,  let  us 
always  keep  in  mind  that  the  mis- 
sion of  the  church  is  to  win  people 
for  Christ.  I  personally  believe 
that  no  human  social  institution 
could  be  thought  of  as  an  adequate 
substitute  for  the  church.  The 
church  is  an  organized  communi- 
ty of  believers,  organized  to  con- 
front organized  devils;  the  church 
is  an  organized  goodness  to  fight 
the  principalities  of  the  evils ;  and 
the  church  must  live  in  the  world 
to  fight  evils.  And  by  the  church, 
agent  wisdom  and  love  are 
known.  Christ's  love  will  shine 
through  His  church. 

The  Cry  for  Spiritual  Renewal 

The  cry  of  spiritual  renewal  is 
universal.  Of  course,  this  spiritual 
renewal  must  begin  in  the  local 
church.  If  we  are  going  to  have  a 
revival,  we  need  a  preacher  on 
fire.  Without  better  preaching, 
how  could  our  people  be  supplied 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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with  the  moral  harmony  for 
responsible  living?  As  Paul  said, 
"How  can  they  hear  without  a 
preacher?"  The  people  of  God  are 
thirsty  and  hunger  for  spiritual 
nourishment.  Let  us  as  ministers 
of  the  gospel  proclaim  Jesus 
Christ;  we  need  preachers  who 
are  on  fire. 

THE  GRUBBS  FAMILY 
IN  BALCHIK

The  Grubbs  family  prepared 
their  home,  which  is  in  the  same 
house  as  we  are  in,  in  the  month  of 
July.  On  July  31,  the  container 
with  their  possessions  arrived 
from  Varna  Harbor.  With  excite- 
ment and  expectation,  all  the 
things  were  unpacked;  and  a  few 
days  later,  the  whole  family  could 
leave  the  two-room  apartment  in 
Dobritch  where  they  lived  for 
almost  three  months.  Our  friend, 
Dr.  Peter  Vulkov,  offered  them  to 
live  in  this  apartment  free  of  rent. 
He  recognized  the  Grubbs  family 
as  valuable  to  Bulgarian  people. 
Pastors  and  Christian  workers 
are  respected  by  many 
Bulgarians.  Because  of  this,  we 
received  the  best  possible  support 
of  the  chief  of  customs;  he 
advised  us  how  to  import  the 
goods.  No  import  taxes  were 
charged.  Giorgi  Letchev,  the 
manager  of  the  Forwarding  Cie 


"In  Time"  in  Varna,  offered  us  a 
very  good  price  for  the  container 
transportation  from  the  USA  to 
Varna;  besides,  he  did  not  want 
any  payment  for  his  work  at  Var- 
na Harbor  and  the  custom 
clearance.  We  only  paid  for  the 
container-truck  and  for  the 
custom-depot,  an  amount  that 
was  less  than  $50.  Many 
Bulgarians  have  a  generous 
nature  and  they  know  how  to  help 
others  even  when  their  own 
means  are  restricted  or  small. 
They  have  learned  to  share  and  to 
make  the  foreigner  feel  at  home  in 
their  country. 


The  Grubbses  are  now  able  to 
settle.

As  a  true  missionary,  Paul  took 
his  crate  apart  and  used  the  good 
parts  to  make  all  kinds  of  things. 

We  are  happy  to  have  them  at 
Balchik.  On  Sunday  evenings,  we 
are  often  able  to  worship  and  pray 
together  as  families.  It  is  wonder- 
ful to  hear  the  children  singing 
and  praying.  It  is  heartwarming 
to  hear  them  say,  "Good  morning, 
Uncle  Willem"  and  it  is  pleasant 
to  have  playing  children  around 
us.

NEW  RECORD  SET  IN 
GIFT  SUPPORT  AT 
MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

Mount  Olive  College's  donors 
set  a  new  record  in  gift  support 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30.  Gifts  of  $1,934,849  represent  an 
increase  of  11.8  percent  over  last 
year.  However,  if  Mount  Olive  is 
to  keep  pace  with  future  demands 
for  quality  Christian  higher 
education,  much  needs  to  be  done 
before  the  end  of  the  nineties. 

"As  we  move  into  the  21st  cen- 
tury, we  must  increase  our  finan- 
cial resources  to  underwrite 
Mount  Olive's  educational  pro- 
grams," said  MOC's  president  W. 
Burkette  Raper. 

Additionally : 

Gifts  and  pledges  to  the  five- 
year  $10  million  Road  to  Ex- 
cellence campaign,  which  began 
in  1989,  now  total  $8,509,507. 

The  College's  endowment  has 
reached  $6.5  million,  with  $528,198 
in  gifts  and  bequests  added  in 
1991-92.  One  of  the  College's  goals 
is  to  build  its  endowment  to  $25 
million  as  soon  as  possible. 

At  the  1991  Free  Will  Baptist  gift 
support  dinners,  1,252  Bridge 
Builders  (those  who  contribute 
$100  or  more  at  one  of  the  annual 
17  county  dinners)  contributed 
$184,598  of  the  $300,855  raised 
through  the  dinners  for  MOC's 
general  fund. 

During  the  past  year,  special 
gifts  of  $32,000  were  directed 
specifically  to  Moye  Library. 
More  than  2,000  new  volumes 
were  added,  bringing  MOC's  col- 
lection to  more  than  54,000.  It  is 
the  College's  goal  to  double  the 
size  of  the  library  building  and  to 
bring  the  collection  to  100,000 
volumes. 

Gifts  and  pledges  through 
August  total  $1,640,000  toward  the 
$2  million  dining  hall-student 
union  project.  Construction  is  ex- 
pected to  be  completed  by  spring. 

In  seeking  financial  resources, 
Dr.  Raper  said,  "We  have  the 
cause.  We  have  the  case.  We  have 
the  vision,  and  we  have  the  com- 
mitment."

"Today  we  set  our  focus  for  this 
new  year,"  declared  Dr.  K.  David 
Hines,  assistant  to  the  President 
of  MOC.  "We  must  have  a  clear 
understanding  of  our  own  educa- 
tional mission  in  Christian  higher 
education.  Our  speaker  is  an  in- 
dividual with  the  intellectual  vi- 
sion and  commitment  who  can 
translate  our  Christian  mission  to 
you,"  said  Dr.  Hines  as  he  in- 
troduced Dr.  J.  William  Byrd,  ex- 
ecutive vice  president  of  Mount 
Olive  College. 

Setting  a  relaxed  tone,  Dr.  Byrd 
proceeded  to  give  his  address,  in- 
troducing the  Total  Quality 
Management  (TQM)  factor." 
America  needs  to  focus  upon  the 
quality  issue.  Quality  is  fun- 
damental to  our  being  in  every 
context.  What  we  are  seeing  in 
this  country  is  an  erosion  in 
research,  in  our  standard  of  liv- 
ing, in  education,  and  in  what  peo- 
ple want  and  expect,"  he  began. 

What  then  is  to  be  done?  How 
can  quality  in  education  become  a 
primary  focus? 

"We  must  remember  that 
education  is  more  a  process  than 
a  product,  more  a  means  than  an 
end,  more  an  attitude  than  an 
act,"    he    said.    "Quality  is 


everybody's  responsibility,"  he 
added  as  he  included  the  presi- 
dent, faculty,  department  chairs, 
members  of  the  freshmen  class, 
superintendent  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  manager  of  the  book- 
store, all  of  the  vice  presidents 
and  deans. 

"There  is  a  management 
method  utilized  in  many  arenas 
today  called  Total  Quality 
Management  (TQM),"  he  said. 
"Mount  Olive  College  is  a  com- 
plex entity  which  requires  the 
talents  of  many  persons  to  make  it 
work.  Quality  is  diminished  if 
even  one  person  accomplishes 
less  than  the  standards  for  that 
function,"  he  stressed. 

What  then  are  the  pieces  of  the 
mosaic  for  quality  in  education  as 
well  as  in  life?  What  is  the  TQM 
approach  to  work?  Dr.  Byrd  listed 
specific  steps  for  Total  Quality 
Management.  First,  he  empha- 
sized the  dynamics  of  the 
characteristics  of  a  good  faculty. 
"The  learning  process  goes  ever 
onward  for  faculty  just  as  for  the 
students,"  he  declared. 

Second,  students  must  do  their 
part  in  the  learning  process.  "You 
must  accept  the  reality  that  if  the 


business  of  Mount  Olive  College  is 
education,  your  part  in  this  is  to 
learn,"  he  challenged.  "And  to  the 
class  of  1996,  you  will  be  the 
greatest  beneficiary  of  all 
because  you  will  reap  the  results 
of  the  labors  of  all  those  who 
precede  you." 

The  mosaic  for  quality  included 
a  variety  of  suggestions: 
discriminating  judgment,  effec- 
tiveness in  teaching,  willingness 
of  students  to  learn,  preparations 
of  both  faculty  and  students  alike, 
vitality  and  enthusiasm  in  at- 
titude, total  trust  and  respect  in 
the  atmosphere,  dedication  to  the 
process  and  means. 

"Quality  is  more  a  process  than 
a  product;  it  is  more  a  means  than 
an  end ;  it  is  more  an  attitude  than 
an  action,"  he  repeated. 

"And,"  he  concluded,  "if  we 
join  together  in  our  total  commit- 
ment to  quality,  Mount  Olive  Col- 
lege will  be  a  place  of  high  quality 
education.  But  the  TQM  factor  re- 
quires the  full  attention  of  all  of 
us.  If  even  one  fails,  we  are  all 
diminished.  Let  us  go  forward 
together." 


NO  INCREASE  IN 
CHARGES  FOR  1993  94  AT 
MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

At  its  September  8  meeting, 
the  Mount  Olive  College 
Board  of  Trustees  voted  to 
make  no  increase  in  charges 
(room,  board  and  tuition)  for 
the  1993-94  year. 

Contingent  upon  gifts  and 
endowments  which  will  be 
adequate  to  underwrite  the 
cost  of  the  program,  the 
trustees  also  approved  an  in- 
crease in  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Tuition  Grant  from  $1,500  an- 
nually to  $1,500.  Recipients 
will  be  required  to  enter  an 
agreement  for  specific  ser- 
vice to  the  College  or  church 
and  expanded  learning  ex- 
periences.

TASK  FORCE  31 
COMMISSIONED  AT 
MOUNT  OLIVE  COLLEGE 

As  Mount  Olive  College  ap- 
proaches the  21st  century,  Presi- 
dent W.  Burkette  Raper  has  com- 
missioned Task  Force  21  to  study 
the  College's  mission  and  create  a 
long-term  planning  document  that 
will  address  new  challenges  and 
opportunities  in  higher  education. 

"We  have  important  work  to 
do,"  says  Dr.  J.  William  Byrd, 
MOC's  executive  vice  president 
and  co-chair  of  the  Task  Force  21 
steering  committee.  "We  must 
help  Mount  Olive  College  satisfy 
its  responsibilities  to  society  by 
making  educational  opportunity 
available  to  all  who  need  it." 

Task  Force  21  will  be  a 
12-month  process  involving  the 
entire  College  community- 
students,  faculty,  and  administra- 
tion. It  will  also  include  leaders 
from  outside  the  College  with  ex- 
pertise in  science  technology, 
business  and  industry,  govern- 
ment, human  services,  and  the 
media. 

Membership  of  the  task  force 
steering  committee  is  composed 
of  Dr.  Byrd;  co-chair  Dr.  K. 
David  Hines,  assistant  to  the 
president;  Dorothy  C.  Whitley, 
academic  dean;  and  Dr.  Barbara 
R.  Kornegay,  vice  president  for 
planning  and  support  services. 

In  addition  to  the  steering  com- 
mittee, six  committees  will  focus 
on  curriculum  development, 
faculty  development,  services  to 
the  church,  student  development, 
computer  resources  and  instruc- 
tional technology,  and  non- 
traditional  learners. 

Each  committee  will  develop 
recommendations  for  College- 
wide  two-year,  five-year,  and 
10-year  plans.  Where  possible,  the 
committees  are  to  project 
estimates  of  costs  and  re- 
quirements for  personnel  and 
space. 

"We  want  to  look  at  ourselves 
from  the  outside  in,  soliciting 
ideas  and  expectations  from  peo- 
ple who  care  about  this  college 
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and  this  region,"  Byrd  says.  "The 
final  document  will  contain  direc- 
tions for  staying  the  course  and 
for  pursuing  new  ventures.  In  all 
cases,  the  document  will  be  rooted 
in  a  quest  for  the  highest  quality."

HOW  TO  GET  STARTED 

Here  are  some  tried  and  tested  steps  for  the  initiation  of  any  organization.  Use  them  along  with  the  means  at 
hand  for  setting  up  your  local  Layman's  League  in  a  way  best  suited  to  the  individual  needs  of  your  church. 
CALL  your  Layman's  League  PROMOTIONAL  COMMITTEE.  See  the  list  of  names  below. 


Step  1:  Your  Pastor  Is  a  Key  Man 

Your  pastor  should  be  ready  and 
willing  to  cooperate  with  you  in 
getting  your  local  branch  of  the 
Layman's  League  started.  Ask 
him  to  announce  from  the  pulpit 
the  time  and  place  for  your  first 
meeting,  and  urge  the  men  of  the 
church  to  attend  this  initial 
meeting.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
executive  committee  and  is 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
helping  you  in  this  program. 

Step  2:  Regular  Meetings  Are  Im- 
portant 

After  you  have  announced  your 
first  meeting  and  organized,  set  a 
definite  day  and  a  definite  time 
for  your  monthly  meeting.  Avoid 
changing  that  date  unless  it 
becomes  absolutely  necessary.  A 
regular  time  for  the  meeting  is 
most  important  for  good  atten- 
dance. 

Step  3:  Your  First  Meeting 
It  should  be  promoted  with  every 
means  available  to  you.  Use 
someone  with  talent  to  make  a 
poster  telling  about  the  meeting. 
Ask  the  pastor  to  put  an  announce- 
ment in  the  bulletin.  Use  your 
local  radio  station  and  TV  station. 
If  they  give  spot  announcements, 
they  will  be  more  than  glad  to  an- 
nounce your  meeting.  Make  as 
many  personal  contacts  within 
the  church  as  you  possibly  can. 
Get  a  few  interested  men  to  make 
some  telephone  calls. 

Step  4:  The  First  Program 

The  first  program  should  be 
called  to  order  with  prayer  and  a 
suitable  devotion.  You  should 
have  the  purpose  and  work  of  the 
Layman's  League  explained  to 
you.  Have  the  constitution  and 


bylaws  read  to  your  men,  and 
have  them  adopt  them.  It  could  be 
a  time  of  testimony  and  a  time  of 
sharing,  but  don't  have  too  long  a 
program.  Have  a  time  for 
refreshments  and  fellowship. 

Step  5:  Charter  Members 
You  will  want  to  take  the  names  of 
those  men  who  are  present  at  your 
first  meeting.  They,  along  with  all 
those  who  join  the  organization 
within  the  first  three  months,  will 
become  charter  members.  After 
three  meetings,  charter  member- 
ship should  be  closed.  Those 
becoming  members  later  will  be 
counted  as  new  members  of  the 
organization,  but  do  your  best  to 
enlist  every  man  in  the  church  as 
a  charter  member  of  the 
organization  and  vote  them  into 
membership. 

Step  6:  Elect  a  Nominating  Com- 
mittee 

In  your  first  meeting,  elect  a 


nominating  committee  to  select 
your  first  officers.  They  will 
report  back  to  your  second 
meeting  with  the  slate  of  officers 
suggested  in  the  handbook. 

Step  7:  How  to  Obtain  Your 
Charter 

Send  the  names  and  addresses  of 
your  members  to  the  president  of 
the  North  Carolina  State 
Layman's  Lague  Convention  and 
apply  for  your  charter  as  a  local 
branch  of  the  Layman's  League. 
Plan  to  attend  the  first  meeting  of 
your  conference  branch  that  will 
be  announced  through  denomina- 
tional publications. 

Step  8:  Plan  Each  Meeting 
Carefully 

Make  each  program  as  good  as 
you  possibly  can.  Use  your  talents 
to  create  a  fellowship  within  your 
branch,  and  it  will  prove  the  most 
exciting  adventure  of  faith  you 
have  ever  taken.

The  Governor's  Commission  on 
Reduction  of  Infant  Mortality, 
with  the  assistance  of  local  infant 
mortality  coalitions,  religious 
community  leaders,  the  March  of 
Dimes,  the  AHEC  system,  local 
health  departments,  hospitals, 
and  concerned  citizens,  has 
developed  "A  Child  Is  Born— A 
Religious  Response  to  Infant  Mor- 
tality," which  seeks  to  involve 
clergy,  laity,  denominations,  and 
churches  in  addressing  infant 
mortality. 

Phase  I,  was  a  statewide  con- 
ference held  in  Raleigh  on 
November  14,  1991.  This  brought 
together  clergy  and  lay  leaders 
from  throughout  the  state  and 
challenged  them  to  return  home 
and  begin  local  and  regional  ac- 
tivities. 

Phase  II,  begun  in  January 
1992,  consists  of  the  development 
of  six  or  seven  regional,  half-day 
mini  conferences.  Targeted 
regional  sites  include  Asheville, 
Charlotte,  Fayette ville,  Greens- 
boro, Greenville,  and  Wilmington. 

Phase  III,  begun  in  March  1992, 
consists  of  the  implementation  of 
regional  and  local  action  plans 
and  the  on-going  evaluation  of  ac- 
tivities. Individual  action  plans 
are  a  product  of  each  regional 
conference. 

Regional  Infant  Mortality 
Conferences  Target  the 
Religious  Community 
of  North  Carolina 

The  first  of  such  activities  was 
sponsored  by  the  Guilford  County 
Coalition  on  Infant  Mortality. 
Held  in  Greensboro,  this  con- 
ference included  eleven  sur- 
rounding counties  and  resulted  in 
a  regional  "Blueprint  for  Action" 
for  churches  developed  in 
workgroup  sessions  by  par- 
ticipants. This  document  was 
published  by  the  Governor's  Com- 
mission on  Reduction  of  Infant 
Mortality  and  was  distributed  in 
June  1992.  Copies*  are  available 
from  the  Governor's  Commission 
offices. 


The  second  regional  conference 
was  held  in  Greenville  on  April  25, 
and  was  co-sponsored  by  the  Pitt, 
Martin,  Tyrrell,  Washington,  and 
Edgecombe  infant  mortality 
organizations.  Held  at  Pitt  County 
Community  College,  the  focus  of 
this  conference  was  to  present 
working  program  examples  that 
could  be  supported  or  im- 
plemented by  religious  groups.  As 
follow-up  to  the  conference,  a 
committee  has  been  established 
to  work  one-on-one  with  interested 
local  churches  and  organizations. 
This  conference  will  become  an 
annual  event. 

Conferences  for  the  Char- 
lotte/Mecklenburg Region  and 
Western  North  Carolina  are  in  the 
planning  stages.  For  more  infor-

How  Can  Churches  and 
Synagogues  Help? 

There  are  many  innovative  and 
exciting  ways  religious  organiza- 
tions can  help  reduce  the  barriers 
women  face  in  obtaining  early, 
comprehensive  prenatal  care. 
The  following  are  some  ideas  you 
and  your  group  might  choose  to 
undertake : 

Establish  a  transportation  ser- 
vice, using  the  church  van  to  get 
women  to  their  prenatal  care  ap- 
pointments. 

Set  up  a  maternity  and  baby 
clothes  closet  in  your  church  or 
synagogue.  Link  obtaining  these 
items  with  demonstration  of  at- 
tendance at  a  prenatal  appoint- 
ment or  class. 

Create  a  "resource  mothers" 
program.  Pair  older  women  who 
have  had  children  with  expectant 
mothers.  The  resource  moms  of- 
fer support,  guidance,  encourage- 
ment, and  caring  to  the  new 
mothers. 

Establish  a  telephone  service  to 
remind  maternity  patients  of 
their  prenatal  appointments  and 
make  sure  that  they  can  keep 
these  appointments. 
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Host  baby  showers  for  expec- 
tant mothers.  Provide  essential 
baby  items  as  gifts  (diapers,  pins, 
layettes,  booties,  etc.). 

Provide  day  care  facilities  or 
cooperative  babysitting  groups 
for  pregnant  women  to  allow  for 
prenatal  visits. 

Establish  an  emergency  fund 
for  women  who  need  transporta- 
tion, shelter,  aide  or  food  on  short 
notice. 

Organize  educational  programs 
for  your  congregation  and  com- 
munity on  topics  such  as  infant 
mortality,  prenatal  care,  parent- 
ing, etc. 

Provide  a  "stork's  nest"  pro- 
gram. Collect  mother  and  infant 
items  for  display  one  day  a  week. 
Use  a  voucher  system  to  purchase 
these  items.  Vouchers  can  be 
given  after  clinic  appointments  or 
prenatal  classes. 

Encourage  the  clergy  in  your 
organization  to  incorporate 
messages  of  infant  mortality 
prevention  into  his/her  daily  work 
with  the  congregation. 

Sponsor  a  luncheon  for  preg- 
nant women.  Serve  healthy 
nutritious  food  and  incorporate 
nutritional  information  into  the 
program. 

Adopt  a  pregnant  woman.  Pro- 
vide support  services  to  her 
throughout  her  pregnancy  and  up 
to  six  months  after  the  birth  of  her 
child.  Help  her  pay  medical  ex- 
penses, make  sure  she  has 
transportation,  child  care,  and 
emotional  support,  etc. 

Religious  Communities  Join  in  the 
Fight  Against  Infant  Deaths 

"And  it  came  to  pass  on  the 
seventh  day,  that  the  child  died." 
This  passage,  taken  from 
2  Samuel  12,  calls  to  mind  the 
death  of  David  and  Bathsheba's 
child  and  the  grief  they  most 
assuredly  endured  over  their  loss. 
Any  minister  or  rabbi  who  has 
presided  over  the  funeral  of  an  in- 
fant can  recall  the  devastation 
and  anguish  experienced  by 
parents,  relatives,  and  friends. 
Feelings    of  helplessness, 
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bewilderment,  and  powerlessness 
exist. 

In  our  anguish,  we  often 
overlook  the  fact  that  we  can  do 
something.  We  are  not  powerless. 
The  religious  community  can  play 
a  role  in  preventing  the  death  of 
these  very  young  children. 

We  need  to  realize  that  if  we  had 
taken  the  same  amount  of  time, 
spent  at  a  baby's  funeral  to  help 
their  mothers  receive  care  and 
support  while  expecting,  then 
maybe  we  wouldn't  have  so  many 
infants'  funerals  to  attend. 

Infant  mortality  is  one  of  the 
most  reliable  indicators  of  the 
overall  health  of  a  community, 
making  it  a  quality  of  life  in- 
dicator as  well.  This  country 
ranks  twenty-second  among  the 
industrialized  nations  of  the  world 
in  infant  death;  North  Carolina 
ranks  forty-third  among  the 
states,  tying  with  Montana. 

Forgetting  statistics  for  a  mo- 
ment, let's  remember  that  we  are 
talking  about  human  beings, 
babies,  OUR  BABIES!  Forty 
thousand  babies  die  every  year 
before  their  first  birthday  in  this 
country.  In  North  Carolina, 
eleven  of  every  one  thousand  are 
dying. 

It  is  known  that  lack  of  prenatal 
care  leads  to  pre-term  birth,  and 
that  babies  born  too  early  suffer 
from  low  birth  weight.  This  is  the 
leading  cause  of  infant  death.  We, 
through  "grass  roots"  needs 
assessing,  are  finding  that  there  is 
more  to  prenatal  care  than  just 
having  the  services  available. 
Getting  women  to  understand  the 
importance  of  care,  providing 
transportation  and  child  care,  and 
helping  them  find  and  access 
financial  resources  are  just  the  tip 
of  the  iceberg. 

Every  child  that  is  born  too  soon 
or  too  small  costs  each  of  us.  The 
cost  of  a  neonatal  intensive  care 
stay  can  range  from  $40,000  to 
over  $100,000.  It  is  also  important 
to  know  that  all  premature  babies 
don't  die.  Some  survive  with 
severe  handicaps  that  require 
early  and  continuous  interven- 


tion. These  children  can  cost 
millions  to  raise  to  adulthood.  As 
previously  stated,  many  of  those 
affected  by  infant  mortality  are 
poor.  These  exorbitant  medical 
expenses  are  absorbed  by  the  tax- 
payer. 

There  is  one  less  expressed  cost 
to  the  community,  the  loss  of  a 
productive  citizen  every  time  a 
child  is  born  handicapped  or  dies. 

Many  working  women  have  no 
insurance  and  are  not  financially 
eligible  for  medical  assistance. 
These  women  are  offered  two 
choices,  either  quit  work  to 
qualify  or  work  and  get  inade- 
quate medical  care.  Women  who 
work  have  to  take  time  off  to  at- 
tend appointments  and  end  up 
paying  for  transportation,  child 
care  for  other  children,  etc.,  on 
top  of  a  day's  lost  wages.  Many 
obstetricians  do  not  accept 
Medicaid  as  payment  and  still 
others  require  a  large  amount  of 
money  to  be  paid  up- front,  further 
barring  access  to  proper  care. 
Therefore,  having  services 
available  and  wondering  why 
women  don't  use  them  is  a  waste 
of  precious  time,  time  better  used 
making  sure  that  every  woman 
has  appropriate  access. 

There  is  no  cookie  cutter  design 
to  delegate  from  the  "Ivory 
Towers"  of  government  to  reduce 
the  problems.  There  has  to  be  a 
grass  roots  community  effort.  The 
needs  of  each  community  are  dif- 
ferent. You,  as  progressive,  in- 
fluential members  of  the  com- 
munity can  take  the  initiative  in 
rallying  your  county  toward  the 
necessary  ends.  No  single  aspect 
outweighs  another.  Education, 
health  empowerment,  and  the 
economy  are  all  related  to  the 
issue  of  infant  mortality.  We  must 
develop  to  the  fullest  each  one  of 
these  to  establish  the  quality  of 
life  that  is  conducive  to  the 
positive  development  of  every 
facet  of  our  community. 

With  the  talent  that  exists  in  our 
congregations,  we  can  eliminate 
unnecessary  infant  death.  We  can 
and  must  act  to  promote  the  birth 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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of  healthy  babies.  By  becoming 
involved,  we  can  enhance  the 
meaning  of  the  verse,  "Children 
are  an  inheritance  from  the 
Lord." 


Children's  Sabbaths  Scheduled 
for  October 

Religious  congregations  across 
the  nation  and  the  state  will  be 
taking  part  in  a  National  Obser- 
vance of  Children's  Sabbaths,  Oc- 
tober 16-18,  to  help  our  youngest 
citizens.  During  the  three-day 
observance,  congregations  are 
being  asked  to  devote  one  day  to 
children,  focusing  worship  ser- 
vices on  children  or  conducting 
other  activities  that  call  attention 
to  the  urgent  need  for  action  to 
alleviate  child  suffering. 

A  moral  witness  for  babies  and 
families  reinforces  the  scriptural 
call  to  act  on  behalf  of  our  most 
vulnerable  children  and  sends  a 
strong  signal. 

The  October  Children's  Sab- 
baths are  being  coordinated  by 
the  Children's  Defense  Fund  and 
have  been  endorsed  by  the  Na- 
tional Council  of  Churches,  the 
Congress  of  National  Black 
Churches,  Interfaith  Impact,  and 
the  Union  of  American  Hebrew 
Congregations. 

For  this  year's  national  obser- 
vance, congregations  are  invited 
to  conduct  activities  suitable  to 
their  own  interests  and  resources. 
Free  Sabbath  Kits  in  both  Chris- 
tian and  Jewish  versions  offer 
ideas  and  organizing  tips,  which 
are  available  from  the  Children's 
Defense  Fund.  Each  kit  includes 
sermon  and  homily  resources, 
prayers  and  litanies,  sample 
newsletter  articles  and  congrega- 
tional announcements,  photocopy 
ready  bulletin  inserts,  an  adult 
education  program,  children's  ac- 
tivity resources,  and  other  sug- 
gestions.

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HOW  TO  KNOW  HOW  TO  VOTE 


by  Richard  W.  De  Haan 


I  believe  that  Christians  can— and  should— par- 
ticipate in  politics.  God  himself  ordained  human 
government  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.  "Let  every 
soul  be  subject  unto  the  higher  powers.  For  there  is 
no  power  but  of  God"  (Romans  13:1). 

The  Old  Testament  tells  us  that  two  of  the  most 
godly  men  in  all  history  filled  high  offices  in  pagan 
governments:  Joseph  in  Egypt,  and  Daniel  in 
Babylon.  The  very  fact  that  God  has  established 
structured  civil  authority  for  the  welfare  of  the 
human  race  gives  us  good  reason  to  conclude  that 
Christians  may  be  involved  in  politics. 

For  U.S.  citizens,  the  most  basic  political  in- 
volvement is  the  vote.  Responsible  voting  can  help 
fulfill  our  obligation  to  be  both  salt  and  light  in  a 
decaying  society.  That  requires  information.  Here 
are  six  important  issues  that  believers  should  in- 
vestigate before  voting  for  a  candidate . 

MORALITY 

We  don't  always  have  the  opportunity  to  vote  for 
those  who  love  the  Lord.  And  it  is  sometimes  better 
to  select  a  competent  non-believer  rather  than  an  in- 
competent believer.  However,  we  cannot  approve  of 
any  candidate  who  scoffs  at  biblical  standards  of 
morality,  or  who  gives  evidence  of  dishonesty  or 
deceitfulness.  Such  a  person  may  have  no  principles 
at  all  when  he  reaches  office.  Christians  should  op- 
pose the  election  of  flagrantly  immoral  or  openly 
godless  candidates. 

PROTECTION  FROM  TYRANNY 

Powerful  world  forces  would  destroy  us  today  if 
they  thought  they  could.  Russia  is  building  up  its 
military  capability  at  an  alarming  rate.  Basic  Marx- 
ist doctrine,  as  well  as  the  history  of  Communist  ag- 
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gression,  gives  us  every  reason  to  insist  on  a  strong 
national  defense. 

We  as  citizens  must  search  for  leaders  who  are 
capable  of  making  fair  and  honest  judgments.  We 
need  leaders  who  can  develop  wise  military  policy. 
And  we  also  want  them  to  be  realistic  in  viewing 
Marxism  as  an  atheistic  system  that  opposes 
biblical  Christianity. 

HUMAN  RIGHTS 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  provides 
freedom  of  speech,  press,  and  assembly.  It  forbids 
discrimination  against  anyone  on  the  basis  of  sex, 
race,  nationality,  or  religion. 

In  recent  years,  however,  proliferation  of 
government  agencies  and  increased  control  of 
public  education  have  invaded  our  personal  rights. 
In  some  public  schools,  for  example,  children  must 
attend  sex  instruction  classes  that  teach  attitudes  of- 
fensive to  Christian  parents.  Various  churches, 
Christian  schools,  and  adoption  agencies  have  also 
been  hindered  occasionally  with  discriminatory 
regulations.  Fair-minded  Christians  are  willing  to 
comply  with  basic  rules  of  safety,  cleanliness,  and 
professional  expertise.  But  governmental  leaders 
must  not  be  permitted  to  make  the  operation  of 
Christian  agencies  impossible. 

CRIMINAL  JUSTICE 

Candidates  for  office  should  pledge  to  work  at 
reforming  our  present  judicial  system.  We  need  a 
renewed  emphasis  upon  swift  and  impartial  punish- 
ment. The  criminal  who  feels  he  has  not  been  treated 
fairly  takes  out  his  revenge  on  society  after  his 
release.  Former  Attorney  General  William  B.  Saxbe 
says  that  partiality  is  shown  toward  white-collar 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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criminals.  We  need  public  officials  who  will  pledge 
themselves  to  work  for  the  just  punishment  of 
wrongdoers. 

THE  WORK  ETHIC 

We  must  elect  leaders  who  hold  that  work  is  an 
honorable  and  essential  ingredient  in  any  prospering 
society. 

God  instituted  work  before  the  fall  of  man,  for 
He  placed  Adam  in  the  Garden  of  Eden  "to  till  it  and 
to  keep  it"  (Genesis  2:15).  Speaking  to  Christians  in 
Thessalonica  who  had  stopped  working  and  were 
sponging  off  their  friends,  the  Apostle  Paul  said:  "If 
any  would  not  work,  neither  should  he  eat"  (2 
Thessalonians  3:10).  We  should  support  candidates 
who  will  work  to  restore  the  dignity  and  value  of 
honest  toil. 

ECONOMIC  JUSTICE 

God  is  concerned  about  the  poor,  and  we  should 
be,  too.  A  study  of  the  Mosaic  economy  shows  us  that 
the  Lord  made  provision  for  those  who  were  in 


poverty.  The  solution  of  this  problem  is  complex. 
But  God  will  be  displeased  with  a  nation  that  doesn't 
feel  compassion  for  the  poor  and  the  unfortunate. 

The  answer  is  not  outright  dole.  We  should  sup- 
port candidates  who  believe  our  country  has  the 
resources  to  bring  about  better  conditions,  and  who 
are  ready  to  do  something  consistent  with  our  free 
enterprise  system. 

As  Christian  citizens,  we  have  the  obligation  to 
make  an  impact  upon  our  government.  We  should  be 
well-informed  and  make  our  convictions  known.  We 
should  examine  the  personal  moral  integrity  of  each 
candidate  and  find  out  where  he  stands  on  important 
issues. 

God  has  established  human  government  for  the 
good  of  mankind.  We  should  be  loyal,  obedient,  and 
involved.  And  we  must  do  our  part  to  encourage  the 
state  to  be  the  servant  of  the  people,  not  their  op- 
pressor.

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There  is  a  great  amount  of  controversy  over  the 
celebration  of  Halloween  by  Christians.  Some 
see  no  harm  in  having  fun  at  a  party  on  October  31st, 
while  others  see  any  celebration  or  participation  as 
a  stamp  of  approval  on  Satan's  activity. 

What  are  the  facts?  History  tells  us  it  all  started 
with  the  Druids  before  the  time  of  Christ.  They  were 
priests  of  a  Satan  worship  cult  among  the  Celts  (a 
people  who  lived  in  England,  France  and  Scan- 
dinavia). They  worshiped  the  god  of  death 
(Samhain,  pronounced  Sa-man)  and  their  high  day 
of  worship  was  October  31st,  known  as  the  "Festival 
of  Death."  This  was  the  time  when  Satan  and  his 
followers  were  to  have  their  greatest  evil  powers. 

It  seems  that  they  went  from  house  to  house  col- 
lecting food  for  themselves  and  for  Samhain' s  con- 
sumption. They  carried  a  light  made  out  of  a  large 
hollowed-out  turnip  with  a  candle  inside.  Later  in 
America  where  turnips  were  scarce,  the  plentiful 
pumpkin  was  used  to  make  the  Jack-O-Lantern. 

In  the  ninth  century  A.D.,  the  Roman  Catholic 
church  attempted  to  Christianize  this  celebration  by 
naming  November  1st  "All  Saints  Day."  This  was  to 
celebrate  all  the  saints  who  did  not  have  a  special 
day  named  for  them.  But  this  did  not  replace  Hallo- 
ween. Rather,  the  customs  have  intermingled  and 
now  we  have  vestiges  of  both  in  one. 

Many  Christians  in  recent  years  have  looked 
upon  Halloween  as  a  harmless  time  of  dressing 
children  up  in  costumes  to  go  "trick  or  treating," 
with  the  emphasis  on  getting  candy  and  cookies  for 
their  own  consumption.  Few  people  have  put  any 
stock  in  the  belief  in  ghosts,  witches,  or  the 
"Festival  of  Death." 

So,  what  are  Christians  to  do?  Here  are  some 
suggestions : 

1.  Have  a  Christian  celebration  with  an  em- 
phasis on  spiritual  warfare.  Emphasize  praise  and 
victory  with  special  prayer  to  deliver  children, 
youth,  and  adults  who  still  are  not  believers  in  Jesus 
Christ. 
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2.  Prepare  a  small  brochure  to  hand  out  (typed 
and  photocopied).  Have  the  children  and  youth  go 
house  to  house  and  give  the  brochure  to  the  people 
and  leave  their  testimony  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
a  blessing  upon  their  household.  Don't  allow  the 
children  to  take  candy  or  gifts  from  the  homes. 
Make  it  a  real  time  of  evangelism. 

3.  Let  your  youth  go  house  to  house  (in  groups  of 
two  or  three)  and  find  out  what  their  group  can  do 
for  the  people  in  the  following  week  or  two.  (It  might 
be  raking  the  yard,  putting  up  storm  windows, 
washing  windows,  or  other  small  tasks  which  would 
be  a  blessing  to  the  people.) 

4.  Have  your  youth  group  put  on  a  free  car  wash 
for  the  community  on  the  evening  of  October  31st,  if 
the  weather  permits.  Have  them  take  pledges  in  ad- 
vance from  your  congregation  for  the  amount  of 
cars  washed  (i.e.,  fifty  cents  per  car  washed). 
Prepare  a  brochure  or  tract  to  give  each  person 
while  their  cars  are  being  washed  explaining  the 
gospel  and  Christian  practice  of  being  a  servant  as 
described  in  James. 

Use  your  imagination  and  pray  that  God  will 
give  you  insight  to  fun  and  useful  activities.  Avoid 
dressing  in  costumes  which  could  be  misunderstood. 

If  we  teach  children,  youth,  and  adults  the  true 
meaning  of  Christianity  and  demonstrate  this  to  the 
world,  we  will  be  fulfilling  the  great  commission  to 
go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel. 

Just  as  we  need  to  Christianize  Christmas,  so  we 
should  take  every  opportunity  to  witness  for  Christ. 
Don't  be  intimidated  or  offensive,  just  go  to  the  peo- 
ple who  need  salvation  and  defeat  Satan  by 
spreading  the  true  light.  Make  Halloween  a 
memorable  day  of  victory  for  Jesus  Christ.

The  chief  mandate  of  the  church 
is  to  go  into  all  the  world,  preach 
the  gospel,  baptize  the  converts, 
disciple  them,  and  establish  the 
church.  The  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  has  served  the  Conven- 
tion of  Original  Free  Will  Baptist 
Churches  in  this  primary  function 
for  thirty  years.  The  first  field 
was  opened  in  Mexico  in  1962 ;  the 
second,  in  the  Philippines,  in  1969. 
India  was  opened  in  1975.  In  1991, 
two  new  fields  were  added.  Nepal, 
a  small  country  on  the  northern 
border  of  India,  was  opened  in 
August  1991;  and  Bulgaria,  in 
eastern  Europe,  was  opened  in 
November  1991. 

Foreign  Missions  is  your  chan- 
nel of  ministry  to  95%  of  the 
world's  population.  Your  prayer 
and  financial  support  has  enabled 
the  Board  to  expand  into  five  dif- 
ferent countries  that  contain  20% 
of  the  world's  population.  There 
are  212  workers  in  various 
ministries  in  Bulgaria,  India, 
Nepal,  Mexico,  and  the  Philip- 
pines. Each  of  these  workers 
receives  direct  support  from  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  In  ad- 
dition to  supporting  these 
workers,  support  is  given  to  28 
elementary  schools  with  4,000 
students  in  India,  a  four-year  Bi- 
ble College  in  the  Philippines,  ex- 
tensive evangelistic  campaigns 
and  efforts  in  each  country,  Bible 
and  tract  distribution,  building 
projects,  transportation  needs, 
printing,  relief  for  the  needy,  and 
many  more  years  of  ministry.

For  ten  years,  there  has  been  a 
cry  for  prayer  mobilization 
among  Free  Will  Baptists  from 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  In 
May  of  1982,  this  effort  began  with 
the  creation  of  the  Two  Minute 
Prayer  Club.  There  were  a  few 
people  who  joined  this  club.  This 
effort,  however,  was  short  lived 
because  of  the  negative  reaction 
about  the  time  request.  Many  said 
they  could  not  commit  to  a 
specified  time  because  they  might 
not  always  keep  the  commitment. 
Next,  there  were  Concerts  of 
Prayer.  This  was  an  effort  to  unite 
churches  in  a  prayer  effort  that 
involved  the  whole  congregation. 
This  also  ran  its  course.  Then, 
there  was  a  call  for  a  First  Mon- 
day of  the  Month  Prayer  Meeting 
for  revival  and  a  few  churches 
joined  this. 

There  have  been  programs  on 
prayer  mobilization,  schools  of 
prayer,  and  an  introduction  to  In- 
ternational Prayer  Ministries, 
plus  numerous  written  and  per- 
sonal appeals  for  prayer.  I  admit 
that  I  have  been  discouraged  at 
times  over  the  response,  but  I  will 
not  give  up!  I  know  that  the  power 
and  life  of  the  church  come 
through  prayer. 


Friends,  we  must  have  revival 
or  we  are  going  to  die  as  a  church. 
Revival  comes  through  prayer.  It 
comes  when  Christians  commit 
themselves  to  daily  prayer  for  the 
fullness  of  God. 

When  the  church  is  revived,  it 
makes  its  chief  business  the 
evangelization  of  the  world.  The 
whole  world  is  the  field.  Every 
person  on  earth  deserves  equal 
witness  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  on  a  simultaneous  basis. 
This  type  of  vision,  understand- 
ing, and  commitment  only  come 
from  a  revived  church.  I  plead 
with  you  again  and  I  will  do  it 
again  and  again  — set  aside  a 
block  of  time  daily  that  suits  your 
schedule,  whether  long  or  short, 
and  pray  for  revival  and  world 
evangelization  in  sincerity;  and 
God  will  answer.  Let  us  pray! 

"Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  What 
things  soever  ye  desire,  when  ye 
pray,  believe  that  ye  receive 
them,  and  ye  shall  have  them"

of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
voted  to  purchase  property  in 
downtown  Mount  Olive.

AT  CHAPEL  SERVICE 

The  Rev.  Jeff  Daughtry,  class 
of  '78,  brought  the  message  during 
a  weekly  service  in  Mount  Olive 
College's  Rodgers  Chapel.

"When  God  reveals  what  He 
wants  you  to  do,"  he  said,  "don't 
say,  'No.'  Seek  the  will  of  God  in 
your  life  and  then  say,  'Yes'  to 
Jesus  Christ." 

Daughtry  asked  the  students  to 
think  about  what  is  in  their  lives 
that  keeps  them  from  serving 
God.  He  asked  them  to  think  about 
the  times  they  say,  "No"  to  God. 

"It's  not  easy  to  do  the  will  of 
God,"  he  said,  "but  then  God 
never  said  it  would  be  easy. 
Anything  worth  having  is  worth 
working  for,"  he  reminded  the  au- 
dience. 


"On  our  journey  through  life, 
we'll  be  distracted,  tempted,"  he 
said.  "But  one  day  we  will  all 


stand  before  God  and  He  will  call 
us  by  name  and  ask,  'Did  you  do 
what  I  asked  you  to  do?'  "

"The  lovely  piano  music  played  during  this 
Bridge  Builders  evening  is  wonderful!"  exclaimed 
Chris  Martin  of  Mount  Olive.  "Mrs.  Bircher  has 
played  favorite  show  tunes  and  spirituals  from  'The 
Impossible  Dream'  to  '  Jesu,  Joy  of  Man's  Desiring.' 
I  tell  you,  Julia  Bircher  can  play  the  piano!"  de- 
clared Ms.  Martin  as  she  sliced  her  roast  beef  and 
looked  toward  Mrs.  Julia  McCoy  Bircher  who 
stopped  her  piano  music  for  the  program  to  begin. 

The  Rev.  Jeff  Daughtry,  of  Westside  Church, 
gave  the  invocation.  "Thank  you,  Lord,  for  giving  us 
a  mind  and  the  ability  to  develop  this  mind  to  its  full 
potential.

After  everyone  enjoyed  the  delicious  meal  of

"Your  gifts  have  helped  students,"  she  said.

Mount  Olive  College:  Today  and  Tomorrow 

"One  of  the  best  things  to  happen  to  Mount  Olive 
College  is  when  Jean  Ackiss  came  here  in  1965," 
began  Dr.  W.  Burkette  Raper,  president  of  Mount 
Olive  College.  "Mrs.  Ackiss  worked  in  my  office  as 
my  secretary.  Now  she  carries  the  leadership  with 
these  dinners." 

Everyone  applauded. 

The  celebration  had  begun. 

"Your  support  of  Mount  Olive  College  today  is 
good,  because  the  College  is  something  in  life  for 
others.  Your  support  is  good  because  you  advance  a 
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noble  cause.  Your  support  is  good  because  the  vision 
is  something  that  will  last  beyond  your  own 
lifetime,"  Dr.  Raper  said. 

"The  mission  of  the  College  is  twofold,"  he  con- 
tinued. "The  College  exists  to  serve  you  and  your 
children.  Second,  the  College  exists  to  help  the  Free 
Will  Baptist  church  fulfill  God's  mission  for  us  in  the 
world.  This  is  your  College,"  he  stressed. 

"Our  speaker  tonight,  Luke  H.  Wetherington 
Jr.,  will  no  doubt  refer  to  his  family  experience  at 
Middlesex,"  he  continued.  "I  was  eight  years  old 
when  I  first  went  to  Middlesex.  I  saw  the  most  cows 
I've  seen  at  any  time.  I  was  taken  around  to  see  the 
cows.  The  staff  said  to  me,  'You're  in  with  these 
cows.'  They  carried  me  to  see  the  pigs  and  said  to 
me,  'You're  in  with  these  pigs.'  They  carried  me 
around  to  see  the  chickens  and  said,  'You're  in  with 
these  chickens.'  I  looked  at  the  staff  and  asked, 
'What  do  you  mean  that  I'm  in  with  these?'  They 
said,  "These  things  belong  to  you  as  much  as  they 
belong  to  anybody.'  At  that  moment,  I  felt  a  sense  of 
belonging. " 

Dr.  Raper  paused.  A  sense  of  silence  pervaded 
College  Hall  as  if  the  urgency  of  a  sense  of  belonging 
was  more  than  a  statement:  It  was  a  need.  To  find  a 
sense  of  belonging  was  a  blessing  to  an  orphan. 

"You  are  in  with  us,"  declared  Dr.  Raper  as  he 
stressed  how  Bridge  Builders  belong  to  Mount  Olive 
College.  "You  are  the  ones  who  can  say,  'That's  the 
College  I  support.'  You  can  say,  "That's  the  College 
that  belongs  to  my  church.'  You  can  say,  'That's  the 
College  I  want  my  children  and  grandchildren  to 
come  to.'  You  are  in  with  us,"  Dr.  Raper  stressed. 

Serving  approximately  1,000  students  annually, 
Dr.  Raper  praised  the  leadership  of  Dr.  Opey  Jeanes 
at  Seymour  Johnson  Air  Force  Base  for  the  out- 
standing progress  of  the  extension  program.  He  in- 
vited everyone  to  drive  through  the  home  campus, 
look  at  the  grounds  and  new  dining  hall  under  con- 
struction. He  encouraged  everyone  to  notice  the  un- 
paved  parking  lot  of  College  Hall. 

"We  want  to  pave  that  place,"  he  declared.  "We 
plan  to  do  it  when  we  get  $50,000.  I  have  a  form  that 
will  solve  the  paving  of  College  Hall.  If  50  people  will 
give  58  cents  a  day  for  the  next  five  years,  we  can 
pave  the  parking  lot."  He  held  up  the  form.  Such  a 
form  may  be  requested  at  any  time. 

To  meet  the  curriculum  demands  of  the  twenty- 
first  century,  the  College  staff  is  working  on  a  Task 
Force  program  co-chaired  by  Dr.  K.  David  Hines, 
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assistant  to  the  President,  and  Dr.  William  Byrd,  ex- 
ecutive vice  president. 

"We  want  our  students  to  have  the  abilities  and 
qualities  that  they  are  going  to  need  for  successful 
employment,"  he  reported.  "We  are  spending  a  year 
in  a  Task  Force  planning  mission  to  prepare  our 
students  for  the  next  century.  The  study  of  the  Task 
Force  will  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
will  be  our  guide  for  the  decade  ahead." 

Of  particular  interest  to  Free  Will  Baptist 
children  is  a  new  scholarship  stipend  raised  from 
$1,500  to  $2,500  for  each  Free  Will  Baptist  student. 
The  Free  Will  Baptist  scholarship  will  link  the 
scholarship  to  an  expanded  learning  experience. 
The  scholarship  will  build  a  bridge  from  the  College 
to  the  individual  Free  Will  Baptist  church. 

"These  students  will  enter  into  an  agreement  to 
be  involved  in  various  services  of  their  Free  Will 
Baptist  church.  We  want  a  biography  written  of 
every  Free  Will  Baptist  pastor.  We  will  provide  the 
student  to  work  with  the  pastor.  The  student  scholar- 
ship agreements  may  also  provide  a  bridge  to  work 
with  any  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist  ministries:  home 
missions,  foreign  missions,  Cragmont,  the 
Children's  Home.  We  want  to  link  our  scholarships 
to  service  and  learning.  This  linkage  also  applies  to 
the  leadership  and  honors  grants.  We  want  to  build  a 
bridge  from  the  student  to  a  ministry  or  need  in  our 
denomination  and  in  our  world.  Our  investment  in 
our  youth  is  the  best  investment  we  can  make,"  he 
emphasized. 

"Thank  you  for  being  a  Bridge  Builder,"  said 
Dr.  Raper.  "Of  the  2,500  contributors  to  Mount  Olive 
College  last  year,  one-half  of  those  were  Bridge 
Builders.  You  are  dealing  with  the  future  of  young 
men  and  women.  You  are  dealing  with  the  future  of 
our  church.  You  are  dealing  with  the  future  of  our 
nation." 

The  Mount  Olive  College  Press  and  the 
Advancement  of  Original  Free  Will  Baptists 

"As  editor  of  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press,  I 
believe  in  bridges,"  said  Dr.  Pepper  Worthington. 

"Bridges  connect.  Bridges  make  possible  cross- 
ing from  one  side  of  a  river  to  another,  from  one  side 
of  a  sound  to  another,  from  one  side  of  the 
Chesapeake  Bay  to  the  other.  Without  bridges,  we 
would  be  trapped  in  one  location,  water  separating 
us  from  possibilities  beyond  the  water,"  she  said. 

"Tonight,"  she  continued,  "we  celebrate  each  of 
you,  the  Bridge  Builders  of  1991-92.  We  honor  you  for 
your  gifts  which  have  made  possible  connections  for 
our  College,  scholarships  for  our  students, 
possibilities  for  our  future.  To  thank  you,  Bridge 
Builders  of  1991-92,  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press 
has  three  gifts  for  you.  First,  as  editor  of  the  MOC 
Press,  I  went  out  and  found  three  sponsors  for  each 
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of  these  gifts.  All  that  the  MOC  Press  publishes  has 
to  be  funded  by  sponsors  I  find.  Nothing  the  Press 
publishes  comes  out  of  the  College  budget.  I  must 
find  the  sponsor  for  the  project  to  come  alive,  to  be 
built,  to  happen.  Luckily,  I  have  managed  to  find 
sponsors. 

"Tonight  each  of  you  will  receive  three  gifts 
from  the  MOC  Press:  (1)  the  1992  graduation 
speech,  'The  Challenge  of  the  Century:  A  Return  to 
Commitment,'  (2)  the  1992  pamphlet  co-sponsored 
by  the  prestigious  North  Carolina  Literary  and 
Historical  Association  and  the  Mount  Olive  College 
Press,  'Writing  Does  Make  a  Difference:  Pass  It 
On,'  (3)  the  1992-93  academic  calendar  with  Jana 
Guitar's  'The  Last  Supper'  on  the  cover.  I  believe  in 
bridges,"  she  repeated. 

"I  believe  books,  pamphlets,  essays,  calendars, 
and  the  written  word  are  all  bridges,  because  they 
connect  us  to  one  another,"  she  added.  "They  re- 
mind us  of  the  joy  of  language  that  echoes  the  mean- 
ing of  our  existence.  They  provide  a  permanent 
voice  of  our  creativity  for  the  present  and  the  future. 

"Luke  H.  Wetherington's  biography,  written  by 
a  Mount  Olive  College  English  major,  Cecil  Cahoon 
II,  is  a  bridge  connecting  his  story  to  us  and  to  the 
future.  Luke's  life  is  a  miracle  itself,  and  his 
spiritual  journey  as  recorded  in  his  biography  pro- 
vides for  us  a  bridge  into  an  inner  landscape:  the 
landscape  of  a  man's  faith  and  the  presence  of  God 
in  that  man's  life.  You  will  hear  more  from  Luke 
Wetherington  tonight. 

"I  believe  in  bridges,"  she  stressed. 

"Next  year  for  each  1992-93  Bridge  Builder,  Bar- 
bara Anderson  Mapp's  cookbook,  Just  Like  Grand- 
ma Used  to  Make,  will  be  the  MOC  Press  gift  to 
you.  Barbara  Mapp's  cookbook  is  being  officially 
launched  tonight.  She  is  here  with  us.  I  have  found  a

I  asked  him,  'Who  sent 
you?'  He  replied,  'The  Lord  sent  me.'  Now,  folks, 
that  got  my  attention.  I  saw  something  in  Brother 
Luke  that  I'd  never  seen  before  in  my  life.  The  Lord 
still  works  miracles.  He  works  miracles  through 
Core  Creek  Church,"  he  declared. 

"I  tried  to  be  a  success  in  Nashville,"  he  re- 
called as  he  picked  up  his  guitar  to  play  one  of  his 
original  songs.  "I  saw  the  bright  lights  of  Las  Vegas 
and  realized  that  was  not  the  way  to  go.  Now  I'm 
writing  different  songs.  The  one  I  want  to  sing 
tonight  is  called  'A  Mother  Like  Mine.'  I  wrote  it  and 
I'd  like  to  dedicate  it  to  all  Christian  women." 

Mr.  Koonce  sang  about  the  woman  who  may  not 
be  the  prettiest  lady  in  town  but  beneath  her  silver 
hair  and  precious  soft  skin  is  a  heart  pure  as  gold.  He 
tenderly  ended  his  song,  "I  wish  all  the  world  could 
know  a  mother  like  mine." 

In  his  original  song,  "Our  Heavenly  Father," 
Mr.  Koonce  praised  God.  "He  created  all  people 
great  and  small,"  he  sang.  "In  the  Kingdom  there  is 
room  for  us  all.  His  love  pours  out  to  each  of  us  every 
day.  Prayer  can  change  the  world  and  we  can  live  in 
peace  and  harmony." 

The  Reverend  T.  O.  Terry,  Pastor  of 
Rock  Zion  Church 

"So  many  nice  things  have  already  been  said 
about  our  speaker  tonight,"  began  the  Rev.  T.  O. 
Terry,  pastor  of  Rock  of  Zion  Church.  "As  each  one 
spoke,  I  recognized  how  so  many  people  have  such  a 
high  esteem  for  our  speaker.  Brother  Luke  has  had 
the  wonderful  heritage  of  being  reared  in  a 
preacher's  home.  He  is  married  to  a  most  devoted 
wife.  All  of  his  six  children  were  at  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Convention  to  celebrate  the  new  biography 
on  him  published  by  the  Mount  Olive  College  Press," 
he  said  as  he  smiled  at  Luke  and  Mabel  Wether- 
ington. 

"Our  acquaintance  goes  back  to  the  year  1956, 
when  I  was  approached  in  getting  a  Free  Will  Bap- 
tist church  started.  Brother  Luke  helped  with  both 
financing  and  purchasing  materials  for  this  new 
church.  He  believed  God  would  provide  if  we  were  in 
God's  will.  I  found  him  to  be  a  man  of  persistence. 
This  persistence  has  led  him  to  the  ministry  of  the 
Gideons,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Mount  Olive 
College.  His  biography,  released  at  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  Convention,  has  already  met  with  wide  ac- 
claim. One  wonders  how  he  finds  time  for  so  many 
Christian  endeavors,"  he  said. 

"I  am  reminded  of  the  story  of  a  businessman  in 
England,"  he  recalled.  "Queen  Elizabeth  asked  this 
successful  businessman  if  he  would  become  a 
foreign  ambassador  for  her.  The  businessman  asked 
the  Queen,  'Who  will  look  after  my  business?'  The 
monarch  replied,  'You  look  after  my  business  and 
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I'll  look  after  yours. '  So,  friends,  with  genuine  pride, 
I  present  to  you  my  friend  and  God's  servant,  Mr. 
Luke  H.  Wetherington." 

Mr.  Luke  H.  Wetherington  Jr., 
Trustee  of  Mount  Olive  College  and 
Featured  in  A  Chosen  Vessel 

"I  see  so  many  wonderful  people  here  tonight," 
began  Mr.  Wetherington.  "The  reason  I'm  here 
tonight  is  to  be  in  the  presence  of  just  such  people  as 
you.  My  parents  had  me  in  the  presence  of  God- 
fearing people.  If  you  get  your  children  in  the 
presence  of  God-fearing  people,  it  will  make  a  dif- 
ference," he  declared. 

Looking  across  the  room,  Mr.  Wetherington 
smiled  and  declared,  "The  Lord  sent  me  to  so  many 
people  and  places  to  build  that  bridge.  I  am  grateful 
to  have  had  a  little  part  in  God's  work.  I  don't  have 
enough  time  tonight  to  tell  you  about  all  the  miracles 
in  my  life.  When  you're  chosen  in  your  mother's 
womb,  nothing  can  stop  you.  The  Lord  is  able  to  sup- 
ply every  need  that  we  have.  Don't  be  afraid  to  in- 
vest in  the  Lord's  work." 

Mr.  Wetherington  talked  about  some  of  the 
miracles  in  his  life.  Born  in  uncertainty,  Mr.  Wether- 
ington is  alive  today  not  by  accident  but  by  a 
miracle.  His  twins  are  alive  today  by  a  miracle.  His 
success  in  the  transportation  business  in  New  Bern 
and  now  in  the  automotive  business  are  miracles. 
The  church  he  and  Brother  Terry  built  is  by  a 
miracle. 

Suddenly,  Mr.  Wetherington  declared,  "I  want 
my  wife  to  stand  up! "  Mabel  Wetherington  stood  up, 
her  pink  dress  matching  her  flushed,  happy  face. 
She  smiled. 

Everyone  clapped. 

"Mabel  and  I  have  shared  57  years  together," 
announced  Mr.  Wetherington,  his  voice  rich  with  a 
celebrative  tone.  "Our  life  together  has  been  an  op- 
portunity for  fellowship  with  God's  people.  Mabel 
has  been  with  me  all  the  time." 

Mr.  Wetherington  spoke  of  his  work  with  the 
Gideons.  More  than  400,000  Bibles  are  being  sent  to 
Russia  now.  He  described  his  work  with  Free  Will 
Baptists  and  his  desire  to  build  bridges  for  local 
churches:  bridges  from  an  idea  to  a  commitment. 

"I  believe  in  commitment  to  the  Lord,  in  follow- 
ing through  with  my  own  commitments  and  prom- 
ises. God  has  made  me  the  way  I  am  and  I've  been 
able  to  be  a  blessing  to  a  lot  of  Free  Will  Baptist  peo- 
ple," he  said. 

Turning  to  Cecil  Cahoon  II' s  biography  on  him, 
A  Chosen  Vessel:  The  Luke  H.  Wetherington  Story, 
Mr.  Wetherington  stressed  the  fact  that  his  book  has 
no  price  attached  to  it.  "I  want  anyone  who  wants  to 
read  this  book  to  have  it.  I  want  this  book  to  be  worth 
something  to  you.  In  my  life,  I  have  tried  to  make 
my  promises  count  for  the  Lord.  I  want  to  make  my 


conversations  count  for  the  Lord.  I  want  my  prayer 
life  to  count  for  the  Lord.  This  book  I  hope  will  be  a 
blessing  to  anybody  who  reads  it.  And  we  need  other 
books.  We  need  to  write  about  our  people,  our  Free 
Will  Baptist  ministers  and  churches." 

He  turned  to  his  Bible  and  read  John  20:21: 
"Peace  be  unto  you.  As  my  father  hath  sent  me,  so 
send  I  you."  Mr.  Wetherington  stressed  the  impor- 
tance of  walking  close  enough  to  Jesus  that  He 
breathes  on  us  and  we  feel  His  breath.  He  empha- 
sized that  a  crisis  may  get  a  prayer  life  going.  He 
challenged  local  Free  Will  Baptist  churches  to  seek 
an  inner  revival. 

"I  don't  ever  remember  being  in  God's  house 
and  not  receiving  a  blessing.  I  can't  recall  God  never 
answering  my  prayers,"  he  concluded. 

Mr.  George  H.  Harrison  from 
Hull  Road  Church 

Concluding  the  joyful  evening,  Mr.  George  H. 
Harrison  gave  the  benediction.  "Our  Father,"  he 
prayed,  "we  thank  Thee  for  Thy  presence  here 
tonight.  May  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the 
love  of  God,  and  the  fellowship  of  the  Holy  Spirit  be 
with  us  tonight  and  forevermore."

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GIVING  -  BLESSING 
OR  CURSE?

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Scrip- 
tures teach  that  all  Christians 
should  give  of  their  money  to  the 
Lord's  work.  Those  of  us  who 
manage  the  denominational 
ministries  assume  that  you,  the 
church  members,  embrace  these 
scriptural  teachings  as  important 
for  all  Christians  to  practice  and 
that  there  is  no  need  for  teaching 
the  spiritual  reasons  for  giving. 
Because  we  make  this  assump- 
tion, we  usually  talk  only  about 
our  ministry  projects  and  how 
much  it  will  cost  to  fund  them. 

By  the  time  you  have  listened  to 
all  the  directors  of  our  ministries 
talk  about  their  money  needs,  you 
are  tired  of  it.  Not  only  are  you 
tired  of  listening  to  this  money 
talk  but  perhaps  you  are  confused 
by  it.  A  lady  mentioned  this  to  me 
at  a  conference  by  saying,  "I  am 
confused  as  to  who  needs  my 
money  the  most." 

Jesus  was  quoted  by  the  writer 
of  Acts  as  saying,  "It  is  more 
blessed  to  give  than  to  receive" 
(Acts  20:35,  KJV).  This  Scripture 
suggests  that  my  giving  to  the 
work  of  the  Lord  should  make  me 
happy.  Are  we  happy  about  our 
giving? 

There  are  many  questions  that 
surface  when  someone  is  asking 
for  our  money.  The  lady  attending 
the  conference  appeared  to  be 
saying  that  she  wanted  to  give  but 
could  not  give  to  all  the 
ministries.    However,    all  the 


ministries  were  in  so  much  need, 
which  should  she  give  to?  How 
much  should  one  give  to  the 
denominational  ministries?  How 
much  should  the  Christian  give  to 
his  church?  Should  churches  give 
to  all  the  ministries,  or  be  selec- 


tive. Let  this  short  article  raise 
these  and  more  questions  about 
giving  to  the  local  church  and 
denominational  ministries. 
Perhaps  through  later  articles  we 
can  answer  these  questions.  I 
would  like  to  try.

Note  from  Harry  Grubbs,  chaplain  at  Eastern  Correctional  Institution:  Michael  is  a  well-built  handsome  man  in  his  early  thir- 
ties who  was  in  the  process  of  destroying  himself  (body  and  soul)  with  alcohol  and  drugs  until  he  was  convicted  of  a  very 
serious  crime.  Like  the  Prodigal  Son,  he  found  himself  in  the  hog  pen  of  life.  Through  the  help  of  a  Christian  witness,  he 
came  to  himself  and  then  he  came  to  Christ.  He  has  truly  accepted  Jesus  Christ  as  his  personal  Saviour  and  Lord,  and  is 
growing  in  grace  and  knowledge.  He  attends  worship  services  and  participates  by  reading  Scripture  and  leading  in  prayer. 
He  witnesses  to  other  inmates  and  invites  them  to  worship  services.  Recently,  one  of  his  friends  accepted  Jesus  Christ, 
was  baptized,  and  shows  early  signs  of  real  change.  The  two  of  them  study  the  Bible  together  every  night.  Pray  for  Michael 
and  other  prison  inmates  who  are  trying  to  serve  God  behind  bars.

BECOMING  GOD'S  ACCESSIBLE  COMMUNITY

People  with  disabilities  desire  what  others 
desire :  to  be  part  of  a  caring,  loving  community  of 
faith.  Yet  ninety  percent  of  people  with  disabilities 
are  not  active  in  church.  They  find  the  obstacles  to 
attendance  and  participation  to  be  too  high.  When 
one  person's  needs  or  gifts  are  ignored,  that  person 
is  automatically  isolated.  When  buildings  are  struc- 
turally inaccessible,  those  using  wheelchairs  or  hav- 
ing limited  mobility  are  left  outside.  When  the  Word 
is  only  spoken,  those  with  hearing  problems  are 
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denied  the  message.  And  when  printed  materials  are 
distributed,  those  who  cannot  read  or  see  are  left  in 
the  dark.  These  barriers  can  be  overcome  by  the 
people  of  God  through  openness  to  the  changes 
needed.  Just  like  the  friends  of  the  paralyzed  man  in 
Mark  2:1-2,  we  must  do  whatever  it  takes  to  include 
all  people  in  the  life  of  our  congregations.  Wholeness 
begins  with  the  recognition  that  the  church  needs  the 
gifts  of  persons  with  disabilities,  even  as  such  per- 
sons need  the  nurture  of  the  church.

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ATTITUDE 

One  of  the  toughest  barriers  to  overcome  in 
relating  to  people  is  our  lack  of  knowledge.  To 
become  knowledgeable,  we  must  get  to  know  people 
with  disabilities  and  invite  them  to  participate  with 
us  in  church. 

Do  we  know  how  many  people  in  our  congrega- 
tion are  inactive  because  of  their  disabilities? 

Are  we  educating  ourselves  about  the  needs  and 
concerns  of  people  with  disabilities? 

Are  people  with  disabilities  welcomed  and  par- 
ticipating in  our  congregation? 

Are  people  with  disabilities  given  opportunities 
to  serve  the  church  (such  as  teachers,  committees, 
choir  members)? 

Are  we  allowing  people  with  disabilities  to  teach 
us  about  their  abilities  and  independence? 

Would  our  congregation  accept  as  a  pastor  or 
staff  member  one  who  has  a  disability? 

COMMUNICATION 

For  the  Word  of  God  to  be  proclaimed  and 
understood,  it  must  be  seen,  heard,  or  felt.  A  variety 
of  communication  methods  is  needed. 

Is  the  Bible  message  in  our  church  presented 
visually,  dramatically,  and  musically? 

Are  books  on  people  with  disabilities  that  pro- 
vide awareness  and  information  available  in  our 
library? 

Does  our  Christian  education  department  inten- 
tionally include  children  and  adults  with 
disabilities? 

Are  we  listening  to  the  concerns,  needs,  and 
desires  of  people  with  disabilities? 

Do  we  provide  the  following  communication 
aids? 

Large  print  hymnals  and  Bibles 

Amplification  aids 

Interpreters 

Printed  sermons 

TTY  phone  number 

Audio  tapes 

Braille  text 


ARCHITECTURE 

If  the  church  facility  inhibits  or  prevents  en- 
trance, the  significant  barriers  remain  even  if  at- 
titudes are  positive.  Buildings  (and  building 
modifications)  make  concrete  statements  about 
whether  all  are  welcome  or  not!  Begin  with  this 
checklist  .  .  . 

First  can  people  get  there?  Do  we  have  accessi- 
ble transportation? 

Have  we  conducted  a  detailed  accessibility  audit 
on  our  church  building  with  the  assistance  of  people 
with  disabilities? 

Do  plans  for  new  buildings  and  renovations  pro- 
vide for  barrier-free  construction? 

Do  parking  areas  and  entrance  ways  facilitate 
entry  into  the  church  for  people  using  wheelchairs, 
walkers,  and  strollers? 

Are  ramps  graded  correctly?  Do  they  have  ade- 
quate level  space  in  front  of  doors?  Are  handrails 
provided? 

Are  doors  wide  enough  (32")  for  clearance  and 
usable  for  people  in  wheelchairs? 

Is  there  at  least  one  accessible  bathroom  on 
each  floor? 

Are  water  fountains  accessible  to  people  using 
wheelchairs? 

These  are  by  no  means  the  limit  of  the  questions 
that  need  to  be  asked;  they  are  only  given  as  a  brief 
overview  of  some  of  the  possible  problems  and  solu- 
tions. If  we,  as  God's  people,  will  apply  the  love  that 
God  has  given  us  by  the  power  of  His  Holy  Spirit 
through  Jesus  the  Christ,  we  can  assure  that  this 
worst  form  of  "prejudice"  will  not  only  cease  but 
will  be  totally  eliminated.  Some  may  frown  at  my  us- 
ing the  word  prejudice  but  what  else  can  we  call  it 
when  "the  called  out  number"  willingly  remains  ig- 
norant of  such  a  large  part  of  our  society?  What 
would  you  call  it  if  you  knew  that  you  were  headed 
toward  being  shut  out  of  your  own  church  because  of 
lack  of  concern  or  even  worse,  ignorance?  One  day 
you  must  face,  as  I  have,  the  possible  if  not  probable 
fact  that  you  are  not  going  to  be  as  physically 
capable  as  you  once  were.  I  can  only  trust  that  when 
your  path  winds  its  way  there,  you'll  not  find  the 
church  filled  with  barriers  created  by  ignorance  or 
unconcern.

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RELIGIOUS  COMMUNITY  INVITED  TO  JOIN  CAMPAIGN 

You  may  know  that  an  estimated  one  in  four  congregation  members  is  age  60  or 
over.  But  do  you  also  know  that  by  the  year  2030,  that  figure  will  be  true  not  of  con- 
gregation but  of  American  society  as  a  whole?  And  are  you  preparing  for  that  day? 

If  you're  like  many  clergy  members,  you  may  not  be.  "I  think  that  religious 
leaders  intellectually  see  the  need  to  look  at  the  matter  of  changing  demographics 

(Turn  the  Page) 
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and  recognize  that  we  are  soon  go- 
ing to  have  higher  proportions  of 
older  people,"  says  Earl 
Kragness,  manager  of  the  Inter- 
religious  Liaison  Office  of  the 
American  Association  of  Retired 
Persons.  "But  at  the  same  time, 
when  the  bottom  line  comes  on 
budgets  and  on  allocations  of 
money  for  programs,  there's  this 
feeling  that  "Well,  we'd  better  put 
the  money  into  youth  programs 
because  the  youth  are  the  ones 
who  have  to  be  trained  to  take 
over  the  leadership  of  the 
church.'  "A  lack  of  training  in 
gerontological  issues  reinforces 
this  trend. 

But  as  Kragness  adds,  the  situa- 
tion shouldn't  be  "either/or"  but 
"both/ and"  when  it  comes  to 
serving  the  needs  of  young  and 
old.  And  with  the  coming  boom 
among  the  elderly  population, 
programs  for  older  people  will 
become  increasingly  important. 
An  excellent  way  to  start  the  pro- 
cess is  by  participating  in  the  Na- 
tional Eldercare  Campaign.  In- 
itiated by  United  States  Commis- 
sioner on  Aging  Joyce  T.  Berry  in 
1991,  the  campaign  is  the  Ad- 
ministration on  Aging's  response 
to  this  country's  changing  demo- 
graphics. 

Traditionally  thought  of  as  a 
youthful  society,  the  population  of 
the  United  States  is  rapidly  aging. 
In  fact,  the  over-85  group  is  the 
fastest  growing  segment  of  our 
society.  Many  of  these  older  peo- 
ple will  suffer  from  the  limitations 
associated  with  aging.  Millions  of 
older  Americans  are  already  at 
risk  of  losing  their  self- 
sufficiency.  These  people  turn  to 
their  families  and  friends  for  help. 
A  network  of  State  and  Area 
Agencies  on  Aging  provides  ser- 
vices such  as  meal  delivery  and 
special  transportation  services. 
Religious,  charitable,  and 
volunteer  groups  try  to  fill  the 
gaps.  But  as  the  number  of  older 
people  increases,  these  resources 
won't  be  enough. 
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"Empowering  our  Nation's 
communities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
their  seniors  is  what  the  National 
Eldercare  Campaign  is  all 
about,"  says  Berry.  The  cam- 
paign has  three  specific  goals. 
First,  the  campaign  seeks  to 
make  the  public  aware  of  aging- 
related  issues  and  convince  them 
of  the  need  for  help  in  meeting  the 
needs  of  older  people  today  and  in 
the  future.  Second,  the  campaign 
hopes  to  broaden  the  resources 
available  to  older  people  by  per- 
suading individuals  and  organiza- 
tions not  currently  involved  in  the 
field  of  aging  to  adopt  aging  as  a 
priority.  And  third,  the  campaign 
strives  to  encourage  community 
action  on  behalf  of  older 
Americans  as  part  of  its  Project 
CARE  (Community  Action  to 
Reach  the  Elderly)  component. 

The  religious  community  can 
play  a  vital  role  in  these  efforts. 
Whether  you  are  national  leader 
of  your  denomination,  a  leader  of 
a  local  congregation,  or  a  lay  per- 
son, your  first  step  should  be  to 
educate  yourself  about  aging  and 
ways  to  helping  vulnerable  older 
people  retain  their  independence. 
Your  local  Area  Agency  on  Aging 
or  Project  CARE  coalition  can  tell 
you  what  services  are  already 
available.  Once  you've  found  that 
out,  you'll  be  ready  to  begin  a 
public  awareness  campaign.  If 
you  direct  policy  for  your 
denomination,  you  might  insist 
that  training  for  new  clergy 
members  include  a  section  on 
gerontology.  If  you  lead  a  con- 
gregation, incorporate  eldercare 
issues  into  your  sermons  and  add 
information  and  referral  to  your 
counseling  sessions.  Ask 
members  to  share  information 
about  eldercare  issues  and  ser- 
vices through  bulletin  boards  and 
newsletters.  And  encourage  your 
congregation  to  sponsor  forums 
on  issues  such  as  caregiving  or 
health  care  reform  that  affect 
older  people  and  their  families. 

Next,  increase  your  communi- 
ty's  eldercare    resources  by 


encouraging  your  entire  con- 
gregation to  volunteer  on  behalf  of 
isolated,  frail,  or  ill  older  people. 
You  could  link  young  and  old 
members  together  in  "adopt-a- 
grandparent"  programs.  Home- 
makers  could  shop  for  older 
people,  prepare  meals  for  home- 
bound  seniors,  or  serve  as  friend- 
ly visitors.  Business  people  could 
donate  money  or  materials  to  be 
used  for  such  services  as  home 
repair  for  the  elderly.  Put  your 
congregation  members'  special 
skills  to  use.  A  member  involved 
in  the  media,  for  instance,  could 
help  you  write  articles,  create  a 
videotape  about  eldercare  issues, 
or  think  of  other  ways  to  inform 
the  public.  The  elderly  them- 
selves are  potential  volunteers, 
their  advanced  years  often  mak- 
ing them  perfect  for  such  tasks  as 
teaching  parenting  skills  to  teen- 
aged  parents. 

Lastly,  encourage  community 
action.  Because  communities 
generally  trust  and  respect  their 
religious  institutions,  you  are  in 
an  excellent  position  to  conduct 
telephone  or  door-to-door  surveys 
of  needs.  You  might  set  up  an 
adult  day  care  program,  a  senior 
center,  or  a  shop  where  older  peo- 
ple can  buy  and  sell  their  arts 
and  crafts  in  your  church  or 
synagogue.  Or  you  could  simply 
support  the  efforts  of  already  ex- 
isting programs.  Cooperate  with 
the  Project  CARE  coalitions  in 
your  state.  Make  your  facilities 
available  to  people  providing 
meals,  fitness  programs,  social 
activities,  and  continuing  educa- 
tion programs  to  older  people. 
Allow  your  buses  or  vans  to  be 
used  to  take  seniors  to  medical  ap- 
pointments, on  shopping  trips,  or 
for  recreational  excursions.  No 
matter  what  you  choose  to  do, 
you've  already  shown  your  com- 
mitment to  the  idea  that  aging  is 
everybody's  business.

Does  the  term  reflect 
the  multiplication  of  congrega- 
tions? Is  there  some  correlation  to 
an  increased  church  membership 
with  evangelism?  Is  there  a 
danger  in  worshiping  numbers? 

Ah!  Dr.  Hines  has  established 
the  challenge  ahead  for  his 
theological  and  practical  book.

Before  dealing  with  the  how-to- 
speak,  Dr.  Hines  looks  at  the 
theological  basis  for  church 
growth.  Which  comes  first— belief 
or  action?  Staunchly,  Dr.  Hines 
emphasizes  belief,  but  he  insists 
upon  a  search  theology  that  reaps 
a  full  harvest:  "The  God  we  serve 
is  not  simply  the  God  who 
searches;  He  is  also  the  God  who 
finds"  (p.  8). 


The  critical  link  is  for 
the  evangelist  to  relate 
first  to  the  individual's 
need. 


Numerous  theological  doctrines 
are  presented:  Image  of  God, 
Christ  and  Salvation,  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Church,  Pastor  as  Leader,  and 
others.  Intriguing  is  his  analysis 
of  human  nature:  mankind  as 
free,  fallen,  but  redeemable.  Yet, 
Dr.  Hines  recognizes  human 
nature's  needs  and  links 
evangelism  to  the  individual's 
need:  "Effective  and  intelligent 
evangelism  will  seek  to  address 
an  individual  at  the  point  of  his  or 
her  need.  Evangelism  done  in  this 
way  will,  in  my  judgment,  require 


that  human  relationships  be 
formed  between  the  evangelist 
and  the  person  being  witnessed  to. 
Lost  persons  are  not  objects;  they 
are  subjects"  (p.  12).  As  in- 
dividuals with  needs,  human  be- 
ings are  described  in  Abraham 
Maslow's  hierarchial  pattern 
from  basic  physical  needs  upward 
to  psychological,  social,  self- 
oriented,  or  egoistic  to  the  more 
abstract  spiritual  or  self 
actualizing  needs.  The  crucial 
link  is  for  the  evangelist  to  relate 
first  to  the  individual's  need.  This 
in  itself  is  a  remarkable 
acknowledgement  for  a  Christian 
either  at  home  or  in  foreign  mis- 
sion fields.  To  reap  a  good 
harvest,  the  condition  of  the  soil 
must  first  be  known  and  treated. 


To  continue  the  power  of 
God's  presence  within 
man,  the  individual 
must  be  disciplined. 
Obedience  is  crucial. 

Central  to  evangelism  is  the 
conviction  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
way,  that  commitment  must 
follow  so  that  grace  will  not 
become  "cheap  grace"  (Bonhoef- 
fer's  phrase),  and  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  "empowers  the  witness" 
(p.  16).  The  power  is  the  power  of 
Christ  in  the  witness,  the  wind  of 
God  turning  man,  divine  presence 
moving  man.  To  continue  the 
power  of  God's  presence  within 
man,  the  individual  must  be 
disciplined.  Obedience  is  crucial. 
Keeping  the  covenant  with  God  is 
necessary.  Participating  in  the 
"administrivia"  (p.  20)  of  the 
church  is  helpful.  Dr.  Hines 
declares,  "God  wants  the  lost  to 
be  found  ...  He  wants  His  Church 
to  grow"  (p.  25). 

When  Dr.  Hines  turns  his  at- 
tention to  the  homogeneous  unit 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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principle  (HU),  his  book  becomes 
even  more  intriguing.  If  certain 
members  of  society  have  some 
characteristics  in  common,  this 
section  of  society  is  designated 
HU.  In  other  words,  does  Chris- 
tianity as  a  theology  separate  peo- 
ple or  unite  them  into  a 
homogenous  unit?  Dr.  Hines  in- 
terprets Paul's  conclusion: 
"Paul's  basic  position  is  that  the 
Christian  Gospel  is  for  all  per- 
sons; one's  background  means 
absolutely  nothing"  (p.  31). 

Throughout  his  theological 
analysis  of  evangelism,  Dr.  Hines 
focuses  upon  keywords  and 
phrases:  exousia  as  God's  power 
given  to  Jesus  and  to  the 
disciples;  parouomai  as  going; 
panta  ta  ethne  as  all  peoples; 
gradualism  as  slow  growth; 
materialism  as  an  emphasis  upon 
things  rather  than  spirituality; 
prepotent  as  dominant;  oikos  as 
extended  families  which  includes 
immediate  family  and  friends; 
deductive  approaches  as 
established  formats  of 
evangelistic  dialogue ;  inductive 
approaches  as  a  person-centered 
approach. 


Dr.  Hines  makes  prac- 
tical suggestions  in 
developing  a  program  of 
evangelism. 

In  Chapter  IV,  "Developing 
Skills  in  Personal  Evangelism," 
Dr.  Hines  extensively  explores 
deductive  and  inductive  ap- 
proaches. Forcefully,  he  supports 
the  inductive  or  human  needs  ap- 
proach. His  chart  of  hierarchy  of 
human  needs  (p.  58)  and  his  talk 
of  receptivity— rating  scale  of 
stress  impact  (p.  63)  are  helpful. 
Why?  Dr.  Hines  tells  us: 

"I  was  reared  in  eastern  North 
Carolina.  Most  of  my  summers  as  a 
teen-ager  were  spent  on  my  uncle's 
farm.  I  learned  very  quickly  that  not 
all  crops  are  planted  at  the  same 
time.  Every  crop  has  its  own  schedule 
for  maturing.  Further,  each  crop  has 
to  be  harvested  in  a  unique  way.  The 
ministry  of  evangelism  is  similar. 
Witnesses  need  to  develop  sensitivi- 


ty to  periods  of  receptivity  in  the  lives 
of  lost  persons"  (p.  64). 

In  Chapter  V,  "Involving  the 
Laity  in  Witness,"  Dr.  Hines 
makes  practical  suggestions  in 
developing  a  program  of 
evangelism.  He  recommends 
"budgeting  for  the  evangelism 
program,"  choosing  "a  cur- 
riculum," setting  aside  "a  time 
for  the  training/ visitation  ses- 
sions," enlisting  "the  workers," 
combining  "classroom  instruc- 
tion with  field  training," 
saturating  "every  aspect  of  the 
program  with  prayer,"  develop- 
ing a  "prospect  file,  "and  building 
a  "form"  technique  (pp.  74-84). 

In  order  for  a  church  to  grow, 
preparation  for  visitors  becomes 
a  crucial  practical  factor.  In 
Chapter  VI,  "Preparation  for 
Visitors,"  Dr.  Hines  moves  the 
reader  from  "the  parking  lot  to  the 
pew,  emphasizing  pragmatic 
issues:  church  accessibility, 
parking  conveniences,  a  well- 
staffed  nursery,  places  for  the 
handicapped,  the  quality  of  the 
sermons  and  the  music,  variety 
within  the  service,  recognition  of 
visitors  during  worship,  and 
visitor  follow  up  (pp.  86-93). 


Avoidance  of  an  us  ver- 
sus them  polarity  must 
be  established.

By  Chapter  VII,  "Assimilating 
New  Members,"  Dr.  Hines  is  in- 
terested in  building  the  church 
and  keeping  it  strong,  fluid,  mov- 
ing, growing.  He  stresses  the  im- 
portance of  including  "new  per- 
sons in  the  fellowship,  ministry, 
leadership,  and  worship  life  of  a 
congregation"  (p.  95).  His 
reference  to  the  Schaller  Model  of 
Inclusion/Exclusion  (p.  96)  offers 
a  visual  sense  of  a  person's 
perception  within  a  group:  as  be- 
ing either  inside  the  fellowship 
circle  or  outside  in  the  member- 
ship circle.  Avoidance  of  an  us 
versus  them  polarity  must  be 
established.   Integrity  emerges 


with  the  we.  Dr.  Hines  recom- 
mends member  training  classes 
(p.  98). 

Oddly  enough,  Dr.  Hines  gives 
us  a  challenge  from  Calvin 
Coolidge.  I  must  admit  that 
Calvin  Coolidge  does  not  stand  out 
in  the  annals  of  history  as  a  leader 
of  charisma,  but  perhaps  that  is 
precisely  the  reason  Dr.  Hines 
chose  this  curious  creature  of 
politics  as  a  source  for  a  grand 
finale  quote.  Whatever.  We  are 
left  with  the  words  of  Calvin 
Coolidge  ringing  in  our  ears : 

Press  on.  Nothing  can  take  the  place 
of  persistence.  Talent  will  not. 
Nothing  is  more  common  than  unsuc- 
cessful men  with  talent.  Genius  will 
not.  Unrewarded  genius  is  almost  a 
proverb.  Education  will  not.  The  world 
is  full  of  educated  derelicts.  Per- 
sistence and  determination  alone  are 
overwhelmingly  powerful  (p.  100).

Religion  is  good  for  your  health, 
both  mentally  and  physically,  ac- 
cording to  two  sociology  pro- 
fessors at  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario.

CONGRESS  TO  VOTE  ON 
HOMOSEXUAL  BILL 

A  growing  number  of  federal 
lawmakers  are  endorsing  pro- 
homosexual  legislation  sponsored 
by  (who  else)  Sen.  Edward  Ken- 
nedy (D-Mass.)  The  bill,  S.B.  547, 


and  its  House  companion 
measure,  H.R.  1430,  would  give 
homosexuals  special  privileges 
under  the  law.  The  House  version 
is  sponsored  by  homosexual  con- 
gressman Rep.  Barney  Frank, 
whose  male  lover  ran  a  prostitute 
ring  out  of  the  congressman's 
residence. 

If  passed,  S.B.  547  will  give  a 
man  who  marries  another  man 
the  same  rights  as  a  husband  and 
wife.  Churches  may  have  to  hire 
homosexuals.  Homosexual 
couples  will  have  the  right  to 
adopt  any  child.  Schools  could  be 
forced  to  teach  that  homosexuali- 
ty is  not  an  unnatural  sexual 
behavior,  but  a  civil  right.  And 
churches  could  not  reject 
homosexuals/lesbians  who  seek 
ordination. 

Concerned  Women  for  America 
(CWA)  is  spearheading  a  national 
effort  to  defeat  the  bill.  CWA  is  a 
nonprofit,  nondenominational 
Christian  ministry  whose  funding 
comes  from  the  gifts  of  concerned 
supporters.  Beverly  LaHaye, 
president,  states:  "We're  praying 
that  Americans  who  believe  in  the 
holiness  of  marriage  and  the  sanc- 
tity of  the  home  will  help  CWA 
defeat  this  bill."

Heather  Has  Two  Mommies  and 
Daddy's  Roommate  are  two 
children's  books  about  happy 
youngsters  with  homosexual 
parents.  These  books  are  listed  on 
first-grade  teacher's  reading  lists 
in  New  York  City  public  schools. 
The  books  conclude  that  "being 
gay  is  just  one  more  kind  of  love." 
These  same  books  are  just  two  of 
many  which  are  now  finding  their 
way  to  public  and  school  libraries 
in  eastern  North  Carolina.  The  ob- 
jective of  the  books  is  for  teachers 
in  the  public  schools  to  "be  aware 
of  varied  family  structures,  in-

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DAMAGE  TO  CHURCHES 

An  article  in  the  October,  199.' 
issue  of  Christianity  Today,  ei 
titled,  "Andrew  Goes  to  Church, 
tells  something  of  the  damaf 
that  was  done  by  the  late  summt 
hurricane  in  South  Florida.  The 
article   states  that  churches 
across  the  country  have  proven 
themselves  true  friends  in  the 
support   of   the   relief  effort, 
stating:  "Of  the  60  evangelical 
churches    in    the     city  of 
Homestead,  90  percent  of  which 
was  demolished,  all  were  dam- 
aged and  15  to  20  were  totally 
destroyed,  according  to  Walter 
Sawatzky,  pastor  of  Homestead 
Mennonite  Church  and  vice  presi- 
dent of  the  Ministry  Association  of 
Homestead.   Reports  indicated 
that  many  churches  in  Florida 
City  and  Miami  suffered  exten- 
sive damage ;  walls  were  blown  in 
and  roofs  were  torn  off." 

According  to  the  article,  there 
was  nationwide  response  to  the 
disaster,  with  ten  to  twenty 
church  groups  a  day  from  Califor- 
nia to  Michigan  calling  to  offer 
supplies  or  money. 

FUTURE  CONVENTION  PLANS 

In  the  event  of  another  disaster 
of  this  magnitude,  our  Convention 
and  Home  Missions  and  Evange- 
lism Department,  will  act  im- 
mediately in  sending  aid.  Let's 
hope,  however,  that  such  will  not 
be  necessary.

The 
boys  delivered  the  gifts  to  the 
family  personally,  and  were 
delighted  as  they  discovered  that 
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giving  is  truly  more  blessed  than 
receiving. 

Celebration  of  Advent  is  one 
way  to  savor  the  beauty  of  the 
holidays.  Families  observe  Ad- 
vent in  many  fashions,  and  here  is 
just  one  of  many  ideas  for  Advent. 
Divide  the  Christmas  story  into 
seven  parts,  for  each  of  the  seven 
nights  before  Christmas.  Place  an 
Advent  wreath  of  seven  candles 
on  the  dining  room  table  as  a 
centerpiece,  and  light  one  candle 
for  each  night  (have  all  the 
candles  lit  Christmas  night). 
Each  evening  after  the  head  of  the 
home  leads  in  Scripture  reading 
and  prayer,  serve  the  family  a 
special  treat,  using  your  fine 
china,  teapot,  and  tea  cups.  The 
children  will  love  being  treated 
like  adults,  and  all  will  enjoy 
sampling  your  holiday  baking.  If 
you  happen  to  have  company, 
simply  include  them  in  this 
special  tradition. 

One  Hungarian  family  has 
brought  their  traditions  with  them 
to  America.  About  a  week  before 
Christmas,  they  begin  a  tour  of 
their  relatives'  homes  (those  that 
live  in  the  area).  Each  family 
prepares  Hungarian  pastries.  The 
entire  family  gathers  at  one  home 
per  evening,  sharing  gifts  and 
these  choice  Hungarian  dainties. 
They  sing  carols  in  three 
languages  — English,  German, 
and  Hungarian.  This  all 
culminates  in  a  grand  family  re- 
union on  Christmas  Day  at  one  of 
the  relative's  homes.  One  21-year- 
old  daughter  in  the  family  says, 
"I'm  just  resigned  to  the  fact  that 
I'll  gain  a  few  pounds  over  the 
holidays."  The  happy  gatherings 
are  enhanced  by  the  fact  that  this 
Christian  family  escaped  com- 
munism at  the  risk  of  their  lives 
and  they  value  their  freedom  in 
America,  and  in  the  Lord,  very 
much. 

The  holidays  are  also  a  time 
when  families  have  more  com- 
pany than  usual;  family  and 
friends  come  together  to  share  the 
joy  of  the  season.  One  family, 
however,  makes  a  point  to  set 


aside  a  special  time  when  just  the 
immediate  family  reads  the 
Christmas  story,  praying  together 
and  thanking  the  Lord  for  His 
blessings.  While  it  is  sometimes 
hard  to  find  this  time  during  this 
busy  holiday,  the  effort  always 
proves  to  be  more  than  worth- 
while. 

A  unique  Christmas  story  or 
book  can  become  a  cherished 
family  tradition.  While  in  college, 
one  woman  discovered  a  book  ti- 
tled, The  Fourth  Wise  Man,  by 
Wadeeha  Atiyeh  (published  by 
Speller  Publishing,  New  York,  © 
1959).  It  is  the  simple  story  of  a 
man  who  begins  his  journey  with 
the  three  traditional  wise  men  of 
the  Christmas  story.  He  starts  out 
with  three  precious  gems  for  the 
Messiah,  but  gets  sidetracked 
along  the  way.  He  gives  away  his 
stones,  one  by  one,  to  needy  peo- 
ple he  meets  on  his  travels.  He 
gets  hopelessly  lost  and  doesn't 
find  Jesus  until  He  is  hanging  on 
the  cross  at  Golgotha.  Kneeling  at 
the  scene  of  the  Crucifixion,  he 
repents  for  having  given  away  the 
Messiah's  gifts.  He  is  sure  he 
could  have  saved  His  life  with  one 
of  the  precious  stones.  As  he  is 
weeping,  a  still,  small  voice 
speaks  to  him,  "Wherefore  you 
have  done  it  to  the  least  of  these 
my  brethren,  you  have  done  it  un- 
to Me." 

Now,  as  mother  of  two  children 
and  wife  of  a  pastor,  this  woman 
shares  the  story  each  Christmas 
with  her  family.  She  even  fash- 
ioned a  crude  papier-mache  wise 
man  to  add  to  their  nativity  set. 
This  "other  wise  man"  looked  so 
homemade  and  out  of  place  with 
their  lovely  creche  that  her  hus- 
band begged  her  to  throw  him 
away  last  year.  But  after  hearing 
the  story  for  what  she  said  was 
"probably  the  800th  time,"  he 
looked  at  her  with  tears  welling  up 
in  his  eyes  and  said,  "You're 
right,  sweetheart.  The  other  wise 
man  stays." 

Before  they  open  their  gifts  on 
Christmas  morning,  one  family 
kneels  in  their  living  room  to 


thank  the  Lord  for  each  other  and 
for  His  goodness  to  them  during 
the  year.  They  started  the  tradi- 
tion when  the  four  children  were 
small  and  now  three  of  them  are 
married.  The  mother  of  the  fami- 
ly says  this  tradition  is  a  precious 
way  of  letting  her  and  her  hus- 
band in  on  their  grown  children's 
lives,  and  there  isn't  a  dry  eye  in 
the  house  by  the  time  they're 
through.  One  thing  she  never 
forgets  on  her  Christmas  list— a 
big  box  of  Kleenex! 

Here's  a  fresh  idea  for  holiday 
family  reunions.  After  everyone  is 
gathered  around  the  tree,  have 
each  one  share  something  that  he 
or  she  appreciates  about  the  per- 
son seated  to  the  right.  This  ex- 
pression of  love  can  dispel  the 
distance  or  uneasiness  created  by 
months  or  years  of  not  seeing 
each  other,  and  can  produce  a 
precious  atmosphere  of  love  at 
your  reunion. 

Keep  small  children  busy  on 
Christmas  Eve  while  Mom  and 
Dad  put  finishing  touches  on  the 
night's  festivities.  Have  them  pre- 
sent a  "live"  nativity  scene.  For 
costumes,  give  them  bathrobes 
for  the  "shepherds,"  sheets  and 
tinsel  for  the  "angels,"  and  so  on. 
When  everyone  is  ready,  have 
Dad  take  pictures,  and  then  read 
the  Christmas  story  from  Luke 
before  opening  gifts. 

A  family  from  Waynesboro, 
Pennsylvania,  enjoys  the  unique 
tradition  of  a  "Christmas  walk." 
After  Christmas  dinner,  all  the 
family  members  who  are  willing 
and  able  bundle  up  and  go  for  a 
mile  hike  through  the  hilly,  snow- 
covered  countryside.  Dishes  are 
left  behind  in  the  sink  to  be  done 
later.  Sometimes  they  walk  up  to 
the  "holler,"  a  hidden  place  in  the 
brush  with  a  stream  flowing 
through  it.  Other  times  they 
trudge  up  "Golden  Hill,"  which 
overlooks  ancient  Indian  mounds. 
The  Christmas  walk  is  a  time  of 
physical  refreshing  and  family 
fellowship— a  time  to  be  reminded 
again  of  the  wonder  of  God's 
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handiwork  and  His  marvelous  gift 
to  mankind. 

Another  family  has  devised  a 
unique  way  to  celebrate 
Christmas  both  as  individual 
families  and  all  together.  Each 
individual  family  has  its  own 
Christmas  celebration,  opening 
gifts  and  sharing  noon  dinner  in 
their  own  homes.  Later  in  the  day, 
the  families  meet  at  one  home, 
with  the  women  bringing  all  their 


No  matter  what  your  pre- 
Christmas  festivities  — church 
socials,  office  parties,  grab-bag 
exchanges,  school  concerts,  shop- 
ping sprees— make  this  year's 
December  25  a  day  especially  set 
apart  as  Christ's. 

As  you  can  see,  families  have 
endless  ways  of  rejoicing  in  the 
birth  of  Jesus  Christ.  May  you  and 
your  family  know  God's  peace, 
joy,  and  goodwill  this  season  as 
you,  in  your  own  unique  tradi- 
tions, celebrate  the  miracle  of 
Christmas. 


1  left-over  goodies.  The  kitchen  is 
soon  filled  with  delicious  dishes 
and  there  is  much  merriment  as 
relatives  and  friends  greet  one 
another. 

After  everyone  has  gotten  their 
fill  of  food,  they  all  gather  around 
the  piano  and  heartily  sing  tradi- 
tional Christmas  carols.  Each 
child  is  expected  to  perform  a 
poem  or  song  and  hence  a  pro- 
gram takes  shape.  The  Christmas 


•  As  soon  as  you  get  up  in  the 
morning,  turn  on  religious  carols 
and  play  them  all  day.  In  many 
areas  such  programming  is 
available  on  a  religious  or 
classical  radio  station.  Ahead  of 
time,  check  newspaper  listings  or 
call  a  few  stations  that  seem  most 
likely  to  feature  special  holiday 
programs.  If  the  radio  can't  meet 
your  needs,  gather  up  a  few 
records  or  tapes  and  wear  them 
thin.  (If  you're  already  played 
your  albums  until  you're  sick  of 
them,  freshen  up  your  selection 
by  arranging  a  Christmas  Eve 
trade  with  another  household.) 


story  is  then  acted  out  by  little  ac- 
tors and  actresses,  using  im- 
promptu costumes  and  lines.  The 
program  is  taped  for  those  unable 
to  attend.  The  adults  get  into  the 
act  with  solos,  duets,  quartets, 
and  other  imaginative  perfor- 
mances. The  evening  is  concluded 
with  a  prayer  of  thanksgiving  and 
rededication,  a  precious  way  to 
part  for  perhaps  another  year. 


•  Go  to  church.  If  your  church 
doesn't  have  a  service,  locate  one 
that  does.  Many  ethnic  congrega- 
tions and  liturgical  churches 
place  emphasis  on  Christmas 
worship.  Although  the  service 
may  not  be  the  kind  you're  used 
to,  center  your  thoughts  on  the 
Christ  child,  whose  birth  you  are 
celebrating. 

•  If  "real"  church  seems  out 
of  the  question,  have  a  service  at 
home.  Structure  a  family  worship 
time  that  involves  more  than  a 
quick  reading  through  Luke's  ac- 
count. You  might  ask  that  the 
family  come  prepared  to  praise 
God  as  each  person  sees  fit— by 
requesting  a  favorite  "congrega- 
tional" carol,  by  playing  an  in- 
strumental solo,  by  reading  a 
story  or  poem,  by  praying,  and  so 
forth. 

•  A  week  before  Christmas, 
ask  that  all  family  members  wrap 
up  something  they  would  have 
given  to  Jesus  if  they  had  been  at 
the  manger.  Make  it  clear  they 
shouldn't  go  buy  an  item;  rather, 
their  gift  should  be  something 
already  in  their  possession  or 
gathered  from  nature.  Place  the 
packages  in  a  specific  corner 
under  the  tree  and,  as  part  of  your 
gift  opening  or  at  another 
designated  part  of  Christmas 
Day,  have  each  person  unwrap 
another's  gift  on  behalf  of  the 
Christ  child.  If  it  seems  ap- 
propriate, the  giver  might  explain 
why  he  or  she  chose  a  particular 
present.

SUPERGUIDE  TO  ENJOYING 
THE  SEASON 

Jesus  is  born.  Magnificent  simplicity  marks  our  celebration  t 
Him— a  roughly  hammered  manger,  young  uncertain  parents  in  awe  ot 
their  Child,  trembling  shepherds,  and  three  humble  rulers  trusting  in  a 
brilliant,  God-given  star. 

We  worship  God  for  this  simple,  supernatural  birth  He  planned  for  us. 
Yet  the  complexities  of  life  during  Christmas  sometimes  take  away  from 
His  gift.  Guests  demand  our  attention.  We  hurry  to  find  just  the  right 
presents  for  everyone.  We  try  to  celebrate  God's  blessings  in  our  homes 
by  baking  and  decorating,  and  we  exhaust  ourselves.  Even  when  we  go  to 
church,  we  find  ourselves  in  preoccupation  instead  of  adoration. 

God  can  help  us  focus— in  all  that  we  do— on  what  He's  done  for  us. 
Look  for  ways  you  can  best  use  your  abilities  and  time  this  Christmas  to 
create  a  worshipful  celebration  of  the  birth  of  the  Prince  of  Peace. 
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Like  soup  stock,  these 
party  ideas  will  give  you  a 
base  from  which  to  start. 
Add  your  own  creativity 
and  personalized  touches,  and 
your  party  will  be  even  more  fun. 

Book  Exchange.  There's 
nothing  like  a  cold  winter  night 
and  a  good  book,  so  share  one  of 
your  favorites  with  a  friend.  Ask 
each  guest  to  bring  a  paperback  to 
give  away.  Before  the  exchange, 
let  each  person  tell  about  his  or 
her  book.  Why  did  she  or  he 
choose  it  for  the  exchange?  What 
is  the  book's  theme? 

For  refreshments,  serve  food 
that  is  mentioned  in  famous 
books,  and  decorate  with  curious 
items  taken  from  the  stories. 

Christmas  Drama.  In  a  cold 
barn,  reenact  the  Christmas 
story.  Assign  parts  as  guests  ar- 
rive so  there  is  no  preparation. 
There  should  be  a  role  for 
everyone.  Go  through  the  story 
twice— once  in  pantomime  with 
an  expressive  narrator  reading 
directly  from  Scripture,  and  a 
second  time  with  people  speaking 
their  parts,  adding  dialogue  that 
is  appropriate  to  the  story.  After- 
ward, retreat  to  your  warm  home 
for  discussion  and  hot  cider. 

Snow  Person  Party.  Divide 
guests  into  groups  of  three  and 
four  to  compete  in  building  people 
in  the  snow.  Give  crazy  prizes  for 
the  snow  person  with  the  best  per- 
sonality or  the  most  stylish  outfit. 

Polaroid  Scavenger  Hunt. 
Create  a  list  of  holiday  items  that 
groups  of  three  or  four  guests 
must  find  and  photograph.  Start- 
ing from  one  house,  send  all  the 
groups  out  at  once  with  one 
camera  per  group.  The  first  group 
to  return  with  all  the  pictures 
wins. 

You  can  easily  adjust  the  list  for 
any  holiday.  A  Thanksgiving  list 
might  include  a  picture  of 
something  the  group  is  thankful 
for,  a  picture  of  a  contemporary 
pilgrim,  a  picture  of  a  bird  big 
enough  to  stuff,  and  a  picture  of 
something  wild  the  Pilgrims 
might  have  eaten.  Display  all  the 


pictures  after  the  "hunt." 

Cookie  Exchange.  All  cookies 
must  be  made  by  husbands  or 
male  friends.  Choose  a  few  of  the 
guests  to  tell  their  funniest  baking 
anecdotes. 

Roller  Rink  Party.  Invite  your 
whole  church  to  get  on  wheels. 
You  can  rent  most  rinks  for  a  par- 
ty on  slow  nights.  For  Christmas, 
add  a  holiday  extra— everyone 
must  wear  red  and  green. 

Auction  of  Services.  Build  a 
party  around  an  auction.  Use  the 
money  you  make  to  buy  food  for 
needy  families  or  for  another 
cause.  Before  the  party,  type  a  list 
of  the  services  to  be  auctioned. 
Some  service  ideas:  iron  three 
linen  tablecloths,  bake  six 
chocolate  desserts  over  the  next 
three  months,  serve  you  and  your 
family  high  tea  in  your  home. 
You'll  be  surprised  how  highly 
some  services  are  valued! 

Make  a  list  early  of  those 
y  to  whom  you  will  give  a 
gift.  Keep  it  in  a  place 
where  you  can  easily  jot 
down  ideas.  If  you're  assembling 
a  gift— a  basket  with  bath  ac- 
cessories, for  instance— be  sure  to 
list  each  item  you  will  need  to  pur- 
chase. 

•  Don't  let  the  joy  of  gift- 
giving  be  dampered  months  later 
because  you're  still  paying  off 
bills.  Set  your  gift  budget  in  ad- 
vance, and  stick  to  it.  Make  sure 
the  whole  family  follows  the  same 
policy. 

•  Wear  comfortable  clothes  on 
your  shopping  trips  (low-heeled 
shoes  are  a  must! )  and  arrive  at 
the  shopping  center  or  mall  short- 
ly after  it  opens.  You'll  find  ample 
parking,  less  frazzled  clerks,  and 
better  merchandise  displays. 
You'll  have  more  energy,  too.  If 
you  cannot  shop  during  the  day, 
plan  to  finish  your  shopping  as 
early  as  possible  in  the  season. 
Avoid  shopping  on  weekends. 

•  Cut  shopping  expeditions  in- 
to manageable  blocks.  Plan  your 
route  (incorporating  everyday 
shopping  chores,  if  possible)  and 


don't  overdo.  Stop  for  lunch  or  cof- 
fee and  go  home  before  you're 
completely  worn  out. 

•  Be  sure  you  understand  the 
return  policy  wherever  you  shop. 
If  you're  buying  for  far-away 
family  or  friends,  consider  shop- 
ping at  a  national  chain  to 
facilitate  possible  exchanges. 

•  Be  alert  to  the  hazards  of 
shopping  in  crowds.  Lock  parcels 
in  the  trunk,  hang  onto  your 
purse,  and  ask  for  the  carbons 
from  your  credit  card  purchases. 

•  Use  the  Yellow  Pages  in- 
stead of  running  all  over  town 
looking  for  an  item.  You  can 
check  prices  and  the  availability 
of  the  item  all  at  once. 

•  If  you're  looking  for  a 
specialty  item  or  find  it  difficult  to 
get  out  of  the  house,  shop  by  mail. 
Read  descriptions  carefully,  and 
use  a  ruler,  if  necessary,  to 
visualize  sizes.  Make  sure  you 
understand  the  refund/return 
policy,  delivery  time,  and  ship- 
ping costs. 

•  Some  tips  for  next  year: 
Pick  up  gifts  during  the  year 
(especially  on  sale),  but  don't 
forget  you  have  them!  Ask  for  gift 
boxes  wherever  they're  offered. 
When  December  1993  arrives,  you 
won't  need  to  stand  in  that  line. 

You've  lost  your  spouse 
this  year  to  death  or 
l  X  divorce.  Or  you've  just 
been  transferred,  and 
you'll  be  away  from  family  over 
the  holidays.  Or  you're  single  and 
have  decided  not  to  go  to  your 
parents'  home  this  year. 
Everyone  else  seems  to  be  looking 
forward  to  the  coming  season,  but 
you  have  mixed  feelings.  Here  are 
some  tips  for  coping  when  you're 
alone : 

•  Maintain  at  least  a  few  fami- 
ly traditions.  If  grown  children 
and  grandchildren  always 
gathered  at  your  home  on 
Thanksgiving  or  Christmas  Eve, 
or  the  neighbors  always  joined 
you  for  carols  and  cider,  invite 
them  again  this  year,  if  possible. 
Make  it  simple,  but  do  get 
together. 
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•  Look  for  special  holiday 
events  in  your  community  and  in- 
vite another  person  (or  family 
member)  who  is  alone  to  join  you. 
Concerts,  school,  and  church  pro- 
grams, or  a  visit  to  a  special  light 
display  cost  little  but  give  much 
pleasure. 

•  Reach  out.  Help  a  communi- 
ty agency  deliver  food  baskets,  or 
help  an  elderly  friend  address  her 
cards.  Could  your  church  use  help 
in  sewing  costumes  or  making 
sets  for  the  children's  program? 
Volunteering  can  open  doors  for 
new  friendships  and  continued 
service  long  after  the  holidays. 

•  Accept  social  invitations 
whenever  possible,  and  issue  a 
few  yourself.  It  may  be  unsettling 
to  attend  a  party  alone  when  you 
were  once  part  of  a  couple,  but  it's 
important  not  to  sever  old  friend- 
ships or  refuse  to  build  new  ones. 

•  Do  something  new.  Start  a 
journal  or  begin  writing  poetry. 
Enroll  in  a  class,  learn  a  new  hob- 
by, or  resume  an  old  one.  Go  to  the 
library  every  week  for  a  fresh 
supply  of  books  or  recordings. 

•  Allow  for  extra  rest.  Fatigue 
magnifies  depression.  Take  time 
to  read,  meditate,  or  talk  to  a  good 
friend  about  how  you're  feeling. 
Allow  yourself  to  cry.  (If  depres- 
sion is  severe  or  persists,  seek 
professional  help  from  a 
counselor  or  spiritual  advisor. ) 

•  Be  kind  to  yourself. 
Remember,  God  has  promised 
peace  and  comfort  to  those  who 
come  to  Him. 

A       The  joy  of  Christmas  can 
be  marred  by  unhappy 
^pRS;  accidents.  To  avoid  mis- 
haps,    consider  these 
safety  reminders. 

•  Dry  Christmas  trees  are  a 
fire  hazard,  so  be  sure  the  tree 
you  buy  is  freshly  cut  and  moist. 
Needles  should  be  firmly  attached 
and  branches  still  resilient. 

•  Never  decorate  a  metal  tree 
with  electric  lights.  If  the  lights 
malfunction  and  someone  touches 
the  tree,  he  or  she  could  receive  a 
shock,  or  even  be  electrocuted. 
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•  Artificial  trees  can  lose  their 
resistance  to  fire  after  a  while.  Be 
sure  to  check  the  label  to  deter- 
mine how  long  a  tree  can  be  kept 
safely. 

•  Christmas  plants  are 
beautiful,  but  some  are  poisonous, 
especially  mistletoe,  holly  ber- 
ries, and  poinsettia  plants.  If  you 
suspect  someone  has  ingested  one 
of  these,  take  him  or  her  to  the 
emergency  room  immediately. 

•  Use  indoor  and  outdoor 
lights  only  where  designated  on 
their  package  labels.  Indoor  lights 
are  not  waterproof  and,  if  used 
outside,  could  short  and  start  a 
fire.  Outdoor  lights  generate  too 
much  heat  to  be  used  inside. 

•  Keep  tinsel  and  artificial 
snow  away  from  small  children.  A 
child  may  choke  on  tinsel,  and  ar- 
tificial snow  rubbed  in  eyes  can 
cause  long-term  damage. 

•  Hang  your  stockings  with 
care,  preferably  a  safe  distance 
from  the  fireplace. 

Keep  lit  candles,  sharp,  shiny 
ornaments,  and  toys  with  small 
parts  or  sharp  corners  away  from 
small  fingers.

Here  are  some  guidelines  to 
follow : 

1.  Start  the  letter  in  an  in- 
teresting way.  Work  on  those  first 
few  sentences. 

2.  Fill  the  letter  with  paragraph 
stories  from  your  year.  Stories 
allow  you  to  share  your  humor, 
your  personalities,  the  tone  of 
your  lives. 

3.  Add  pictures  and  captions. 
Good   black-and-white   photo-  ? 


graphs  will  reproduce  on  a  copier. 
Screens  are  also  available 
through  copier  services.  When 
placed  over  a  photograph,  the 
screen  brings  out  the  image  clear- 
ly. Remember  that  pictures  of 
your  family  are  usually  more  in- 
teresting to  readers  than  shots  of 
great  scenery. 

4.  Let  your  letter  reflect  your 
Christianity.  Pick  stories  from 
your  lives  that  illustrate  who  you 
are  and  what  you  believe.  This 
makes  the  letters  more  per- 
sonal—more friend  to  friend. 

5.  Leave  extra  space  at  the  bot- 
tom of  your  letter  and  add  a  hand- 
written sentence  or  two  of 
greeting  for  each  friend.  This  may 
be  an  invitation  to  writer's  cramp, 
but  it's  also  an  essential  way  to 
underline  your  interest  in  each 
person  on  your  Christmas  list. 

HOW  TO  HANDLE 
OL'  SAINT  NICK 

What  does  Santa  mean  to  Chris- 
tians? Most  parents  ponder  ways 
to  balance  the  infant  Jesus  in 
Bethlehem  with  the  commercial 
Santa  Claus  one  sees  in  every 
store  window. 

Here  are  some  suggestions  for 
keeping  the  spirit  of  the  tradition 
of  Santa  Claus  without  taking 
away  from  the  mystery, 
magnificence,  and  miracle  of 
Christ's  birth. 

•  As  a  family,  read  about 
Christmas  traditions  around  the 
world,  including  stories  about 
Santa  Claus.  Talk  about  the  role  of 
customs  and  legends  and  how 
they  relate  to  the  celebration  of 
Christ's  birth. 

•  Discuss  with  your  family 
how  all  of  you  can  celebrate  the 
spirit  of  Christmas— both  of 
Christ's  birth  and  Santa 
Claus— by  giving. 

1.  Ask  each  family  member  to 
give  an  anonymous  gift  to  one  per- 
son. 

2.  Get  involved  in  a  community 
or  church  project  which  gives 
gifts  to  prisoners'  children,  the 
homeless,  orphans,  the  elderly,  or 
refugees. 
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3.  Let  children  put  coins  in 
street-corner  collection  buckets. 
Encourage  them  to  talk  with  the 
person  collecting  to  find  out  how 
the  money  will  be  used. 

4.  As  a  family,  serve  a  holiday 
meal  at  a  local  soup  kitchen  or 
shelter  for  the  homeless. 

5.  Visit  a  local  nursing  home  or 
veteran's  hospital  to  carol  and 
say,  "Merry  Christmas." 

Teach  children  that  giving— not 
getting— is  what  Christmas  is  all 
about.  Santa  Claus  is  a  traditional 
way  to  focus  on  that  spirit,  and 
that  tradition  can  reflect  God's 
greatest  gift  to  use— His  Son.

When  the  shopping  is  done 
you  will  have  time  to 
volunteer  with  church  proj- 
ects, help  the  elderly  plan 
and  purchase  gifts,  visit  the 
nursing  home,  or  serve  in 
other  ways. 

2.  Examine  your  family 
traditions  and  expectations. 
Is  it  realistic  to  believe  you 
can  whip  up  gourmet 
delights  for  everyone  on  your 
gift  list?  Probably  not. 
Substitute  a  quick,  easy 
recipe  and  send  it  to  a 
smaller  number  of  friends. 

Write  down  your  special 
menus  and  purchase  items 
early.  If  you  have  that  extra 
dozen  eggs  or  pound  of  flour 
on  hand,  you  won't  have  to 
rush  back  to  the  grocery 
store.  If  you  entertain,  con- 
sider combining  your  party 
with  a  friend's  party.  It's  half 
the  work,  but,  all  the  fun. 


3.  Never  forget  that  rela- 
tionships are  more  important 
than  mince-meat  pie  and 
twinkle  lights.  Set  aside  five 
or  ten  minutes  a  day  to  call 
someone  who  may  be  lonely, 
sick,  forgotten,  or  worried. 
Your  attention  and  concern 
may  be  his  or  her  best 
Christmas  present. 

4.  Say  yes  to  rest  and  no  to 
stress.  You  know  your 
schedule  and  obligations  bet- 
ter than  anyone.  Don't  allow 
yourself  to  feel  guilty  when 
you  have  to  say  no  to  one 
more  assignment. 

Also,  be  sure  to  stick  to 
your  exercise  routine  and 
maintain  good  nutrition 
habits  during  the  holiday. 
You'll  have  more  energy. 

5.  Keep  your  quiet  time. 
Nothing  slows  things  down 
more  than  spending  time 
with  the  Author  of  peace.  As 
you  study  and  pray,  ask  God 
to  teach  you  from  His  Word 
and  help  you  share  your  faith 
during  Christmas. 


•  Use  children's  artwork  to 
wrap  presents  for  Grandma 
and  Grandpa— finger  paint- 
ings, crayon  drawings,  water- 
colors,  coloring  book 
pages— they'll  love  them! 

•  Plain  brown  bags  teamed 
with  burlap  ribbon,  twine,  or 
red  and  green  yarn  make 
unusual  wrapping.  Add 
Christmas  symbols  or  holiday 
greetings  with  bright  markers 
or  crayons,  stencils,  or  even 
potato  printing. 

•  Wrap  large  packages 
with  newspaper— the  cartoon 
section  for  a  child's  gift,  the 
business  section  for  your 
favorite  business  person's 
gift. 

•  Wrap  small  gifts  in  holi- 
day hand  towels,  or  place  in  a 
basket,  covered  with  a  bright 
holiday  napkin. 

•  Try  tin  foil,  decorative 
cookie  tins,  or  even  pages  of 
an  old  sample  book  from  the 
wallpaper  store— instant  gift 
wrapping! 

Ribbons  and  tags. 

•  Use  shoelaces,  sewing 
lace,  or  yarn  (bought  in  bulk, 
not  in  the  gift-wrapping  sec- 
tion) in  place  of  expensive  rib- 
bons and  bows. 

•  Fold  and  cut  borders  of 
snowmen,  bells,  and 
Christmas  trees  to  trim  plain 
colored  wrapping  paper. 

•  Top  packages  with  paper 
or  crocheted  doilies,  snow- 
flakes,  or  a  colorful  straw 
hot  pad. 

•  Tie  on  small  holiday 
cookie  cutters,  a  small  ar- 
rangement of  pine  cones  and 
evergreen  sprigs,  or  tiny  tree 
ornaments. 

•  Create  a  design  with  red 
and  white  candy  canes  or 
wrapped  candies  instead  of  us- 
ing a  bow. 

•  Children  can  help  make 
gift  tags  using  holiday 
stickers,  old  Christmas  cards, 
markers,  and  crayons.  Attach 
a  cut-out  photo  of  the  giver  or 
receiver  for  a  special  touch.

ABOUT  RESOLUTIONS 

If  you  resolved  not  to  make  a 
New  Year's  resolution  at  the 
beginning  of  1992,  you  were  not 
alone.  A  gallup  survey  revealed 
54%  skipped  making  New  Year's 
pledges  for  1992. 

One  possible  reason:  22%  say 
their  past  New  Year's  resolutions 
generally  last  less  than  a  week. 

"Most  people  fail  to  keep  their 
New  Year's  promises,"  according 
to  John  Norcross,  head  of  the 
University  of  Scanton  (PA) 
psychology  department.  "Sixty 
percent  usually  don't  make  it 
through  the  first  six  months." 

Still,  39%  took  the  plunge  and 
made  resolutions.  Of  those,  16% 
wanted  to  lose  weight;  15%  to 
achieve  financial  goals;  14%  to 
stop  or  reduce  smoking. 

Other  findings : 

23%  say  a  resolution  generally 
lasts  one  to  eight  weeks. 

16%  keep  a  resolution  per- 
manently. 

57%  can't  hold  to  a  resolution 
one  full  year. 

31%  say  they  lack  willpower  to 
keep  their  resolutions;  20%  lose 
interest;  70%  set  unrealistic 
goals;  3%  lack  commitment. 

If  you  are  considering  making 
resolutions  for  '93,  consider  Nor- 
cross' advice:  Don't  rely  on 
willpower  alone.  Instead,  prepare 
yourself;  set  realistic  goals;  get 
support  from  family  and  friends; 
and  reward  yourself  along  the 
way. 

And  last,  don't  think  one  slip 
means  failure.  "Most  people 
average  14  slips  before  finally 
reaching  a  goal,"  Norcross 
added.

MONEY  OVER  MORALS 
(A  POST-ELECTION 
COMMENTARY)

On  Tuesday,  November  3,  1992, 
Americans  in  record  numbers 
went  to  the  polls  to  cast  ballots  for 
President  of  the  United  States. 
The  results  indicate  that  in  this 
election,  issues  were  not  impor- 
tant. Character  was  not  impor- 
tant. Traditional  family  values 
were  not  important.  What  was  im- 
portant was  improving  upon  a 
perceived  decline  in  the  nation's 
economy.  In  other  words,  money 
won  out  over  morals. 

Because  of  what  we  did  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  November  1992, 
America  will  be  affected  now  and 
for  generations  to  come.  For  the 
next  four  years,  we  will  have  a 
president  that  six  out  of  ten  voters 
did  not  want.  It  is  imperative  to 
point  out,  regardless  upon  how 
you  voted,  President-elect  Clin- 
ton is  in  and  Christians  need  to 
pray  for  him  and  his  advisors  as 
well  as  for  all  of  our  elected  of- 
ficials— national,  state,  and  local. 
President  Bush  is  out.  Most  feel 
that  what  he  stood  for  was  not 
enough— not  the  issues  of  the  day. 

Who  did  vote  for  Bush?  Exit 
polls  indicate  that  one  out  of  every 
two  votes  Bush  received  was  from 
Christian  Evangelicals.  If  you 
took  away  the  Christian 
Evangelical  vote  from  Bush,  Clin- 
ton would  have  received  over  60% 
of  the  vote.  The  Christian  com- 
munity voted  for  Bush  because  of 
his  pro-liberty,  pro-life,  and  pro- 
family  platform.  In  the  wake  of 
the  Bush  defeat,  some  circles  are 
blaming  Christians  (the  Radical 
Right  Wing,  as  some  pundits 
name  them)  for  the  election 
debacle.  Christians  need  to  be 
aware  of  the  negative  uprising 
that  is  taking  place  as  blame  is 
cast.  Now,  more  than  ever,  we 
will  have  to  stand  up  and  defend 
what  we  believe  and  hold  dear  as 
attacks  are  launched  into  the 
Christian  camp.  Persecution  has 
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been  a  way  of  life  for  many  of 
God's  chosen.  The  Hamans, 
Herods,  and  Hitlers  have  come 
and  gone.  We,  in  America,  have 
had  little  to  suffer  as  a  result  of 
our  convictions.  But  this  election, 
in  particular,  may  be  a 
foreshadow  of  things  to  come. 

What  do  we  look  for  in  the 
months  ahead  in  the  Clinton  Ad- 
ministration? The  term  "govern- 
ment gridlock"  should  now  be  a 
thing  of  the  past.  Much  gridlock 
occurred  when  a  liberal  Congress 
authored  legislation  that  met  with 
sustainable  veto  power  from 
twelve  years  of  Reagan-Bush.

Freedom  of  Choice  Act:  In  a 
desperate  attempt  for  abortion- 
on-demand,  radical  feminists  and 
pro-abortion  groups  are  pushing 
the  Freedom  of  Choice  Act,  which 
codifies  the  Roe  v.  Wade  decision 
into  federal  law  and  makes 
restrictions  on  abortion  by  states 
virtually  impossible.  Christians 
must  contact  lawmakers  and  urge 
the  defeat  of  this  dangerous  bill 
which  would  allow  abortions 
through  the  ninth  month  of 
pregnancy.  How  does  President- 
elect Clinton  view  this  bill?  His 
vice  president,  Al  Gore,  co- 
sponsored  the  bill!  Tell  Congress 
to  vote  NO  on  Senate  Bill  25. 

Homosexual  Bill:  Senate  Bill 
547  and  its  House  companion  H.R. 
1430  would  make  homosexuality  a 
constitutionally  protected  right. 
Homosexual    activists  have 


already  labeled  the  Clinton-Gore 
Administration  as  the  most  "pro- 
gay  rights"  ticket  in  American 
history.  Currently,  Clinton  plans 
to  sign  this  proposed  legislation. 
Christians,  pray  that  this  does  not 
happen !  Tell  your  congressman  to 
vote  NO! 

Supreme  Court  Appointments: 
President-elect  Clinton  may  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  appoint 
up  to  four  Supreme  Court  justices 
within  the  next  four  years.

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HAPPENINGS  THROUGHOUT  THE  CHURCH 


AFTER  15  YEARS, 
STEEPLE  IS  A  REALITY 

by  Mabel  Lanier  and  Elizabeth  Jones 

The  congregation  of  Lanier's 
Chapel  waited  15  long  years  for 
their  steeple.  On  August  4, 1992,  at 
10  a.m.,  their  dream  came  true, 
for  that  is  when  the  steeple  was  in- 
stalled. The  dedication  service 
was  held  on  August  23.  The  Rev. 
Burkette  Raper,  president  of 
Mount  Olive  College,  brought  the 
morning  message.  At  12, 
everyone  assembled  in  the  front 
of  the  church  and  joined  hands. 
The  dedication  ceremony  was 
held  by  the  Rev.  Andrew  Hill, 
pastor  of  Lanier's  Chapel,  who  is 
from  Deep  Run. 

History  of 
Lanier's  Chapel 

With  a  present  total  church 
membership  of  105  and  50  enrolled 
in  Sunday  School,  Lanier's  Chapel 
Church  first  got  underway  over  78 
years  ago,  when  services  were 
held  in  the  yard  of  Roe  Lanier, 
several  years  before  the  church 
officially  organized  in  1914. 

In  those  early  outdoor  services, 
rough  wide  boards,  resting  on 
wooden  blocks,  were  used  for 
seating  the  small  congregation. 

December  1992 


In  1914,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eneas 
Lanier  gave  one  acre  of  land  for 
the  setting  of  the  church  and  a 
frame  building  was  erected  on  the 
site,  built  by  members  of  the 
church  and  other  interested  peo- 
ple of  the  community. 

The  first  officers  were  elected 
October  16,  1914,  when  H.  F. 
Lanier  was  named  clerk;  D.  H. 
Lanier,  treasurer;  C.  N.  Lanier, 
deacon;  and  A.  M.  Lanier,  R.  H. 
Dail,  and  K.  R.  Lanier,  as  ruling 
elders. 

The  Rev.  George  Kennedy  was 
the  first  regular  pastor  of  Lanier's 
Chapel.  Succeeding  him  were  the 
Revs.  R.  C.  Kennedy,  R.  C.  Proc- 
tor, S.  A.  Smith,  J.  D.  Vernelson, 
W.  L.  Jernigan,  Lloyd  Vernon, 
David  Hansley,  Lamb  Potter,  Dan 
Beaman,  Therman  Smith,  T.  P. 
Ellis,  J.  C.  Carter,  Lynwood 
Parker,  Danny  Jenkins,  Luther 
Swinson,  Ronnie  Parker,  Rudy 
Sheppard,  Emmit  Jones,  Ray 
Harrison,  Carlton  Lucas  (of 
Kinston,  student  pastor  1972-76 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev. 
Stephen  A.  Smith,  pastor  from 
1972  79).  Pastors  from  1979  in- 
clude the  Revs.  Frank  Grubbs, 
O.  B.  Everett,  and  the  present 
pastor,  Andrew  Hill. 


Sunday  School  was  organized  in 
1942,  under  the  direction  of 
Leonard  Lanier.  Prayer  meeting 
and  Bible  School  were  organized 
in  1958,  under  the  direction  of 
Richard  Pickett;  the  YFA,  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Harold  Swinson,  was  organized  in 
1964;  in  1976,  the  Ladies  Auxiliary 
was  organized  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  Mrs.  Stephen  Smith. 

Boy  Scout  Troop  53,  from 
1980-1988,  met  at  the  church. 

Sunday  School  rooms  were 
added  in  1952,  with  many  in- 
teresting stories  told  about  how 
hard  everyone  worked  on  the  proj- 
ect. They  cut  and  sawed  the 
timber,  which  was  not  as  easy  to 
do  in  1952  as  it  is  today. 

Later,  a  new  roof  was  placed  on 
the  building,  the  yard  was  filled 
with  dirt,  and  a  block  wall  and 
steps  were  built  across  the  front, 
completing  the  setting  with 
evergreens. 

The  interior  of  the  building  was 
remodeled  in  1964,  with  new  win- 
dows being  installed,  along  with 
new  floors  and  walls.  Oil  heating 
was  replaced  with  gas  heaters. 
Then  the  sanctuary  was  carpeted 
and  new  pulpit  furniture  and  a 
piano  were  added. 

Plans  for  constructing  a  new 
church  building  were  made  in 
1972.  The  old  church  was  moved  in 
May  1974  and  foundations  were 
poured  the  latter  part  of 
September.  The  new  building 
measures  72'  x  34'  and  includes  a 
sanctuary,  a  baptistry,  three  Sun- 
day School  rooms,  a  secretary's 
office,  and  two  restrooms.  The  old 
building  is  used  for  Sunday  School 
classrooms  and  recreational 
assembly. 

The  baptistry  was  donated  by 
non-members  of  Lanier's  Chapel 
in  honor  of  Mrs.  Stephen  Smith. 

All  the  pews  were  donated  "in 
memory  of"  or  "in  honor  of"  per- 
sons of  their  choice. 

Many  items  have  been  donated 
such  as  ferns,  fern  stands,  and 
office  furniture.  Drapes  for  the 
(Turn  the  Page) 
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baptistry  were  made.  Also, 
donated  were  a  history  plaque  for 
the  vestiary  and  a  name  plaque 
for  the  outside  bulletin  board.

Andrew  Murray  wrote  the 
following  two  paragraphs  in  his 
book,  The  State  of  the  Church,  in 
1911.  What  he  said  then  about  the 
Christian  life  is  absolutely  true  to- 
day. 

The  ends  of  the  earth.  All  the  world. 
Every  creature.  Is  it  possible  for  the 
ordinary  Christian,  in  everyday  life,  to 
be  so  possessed  by  these  words  that, 
without  effort  or  strain,  they  shall  be 
the  spontaneous  expression  of  his  in- 
most life?  Thank  God,  it  is 
possible— where  the  love  of  God  and 
of  Christ  is  shed  abroad  in  the  heart. 
Ordinary  men  and  women  have 
proved  it  by  the  intense  devotion  with 
which  they  could  sacrifice  everything 
to  make  the  love  of  Jesus  known  to 
their  fellow  men.  The  love  with  which 
Christ  loves  us  is  a  love  that  takes  in 
the  whole  world.  We  cannot  take  just 
enough  of  that  love  to  suit  ourselves 
and  be  indifferent  to  the  needs  of  all 
others.  That  is  the  selfishness  which 
results  in  the  weak  and  unhappy  life 
which  so  many  Christians  live.  It  is 
essential,  if  we  truly  wish  to  possess 
Christ  and  to  fully  enjoy  Him,  that  we 
take  in  His  love  in  all  its  fullness  and 
that  we  commit  ourselves  to  sharing 
that  love,  and  find  our  happiness  in 
making  that  love  known  to  those  who 
are  still  ignorant  of  it. 

When  the  church  is  stirred  up  into 
some  measure  of  the  experience  of 
the  abundant  life  in  Christ  Jesus, 
"the  ends  of  the  earth"  will  become 
its  watchword.  Men  will  begin  to 
understand  that  what  fills  and 
satisfies  the  heart  of  Christ  in  Heaven 
is  more  than  enough  to  fill  our  hearts 
with  the  blessedness  and  the  beauty 
of  likeness  to  Him.  "Remember,"  He 
says,  "My  very  last  word,  as  I  ascend- 
ed the  throne:  Ye  shall  be  My 
witnesses  unto  the  ends  of  the 
earth." 

How  is  each  individual  and  the 
Church  stirred  to  this  abundant 
life  in  Christ?  My  friends,  this  on- 
ly comes  through  earnest,  fervent 
prayer.  Every  Christian  must 
realize  that  there  is  no  dynamic 
life  in  Christ  apart  from  prayer. 
Daily  communication  with  Him 
will  strengthen  your  spiritual  life, 
your  love  for  Him  and  others.

CONVENTION  SUPPORT 

In  reviewing  the  past  year's 
support  of  the  administrative 
phase  of  our  Convention,  I  want  to 
first  of  all  thank  those  churches 
and  pastors  who  have  been  sup- 
portive of  our  promotional  work. 
Also,  in  presenting  these  facts  and 
figures,  I  will  try  to  be  as  positive 
as  possible,  realizing,  as  is  true 
with  all  forms  of  giving,  support 
of  this  promotional  office  is  con- 
tingent on  the  willingness  of 
churches  and  pastors  to  support 
such  work,  a  work  which  has 
broadened  its  scope  in  the  past 
few  years. 

When  dealing  with  tables  and 
statistics  regarding  the  Free  Will 
Baptist  denomination,  it  is  dif- 
ficult to  compile  accurate  and 
complete  records,  especially 
regarding  membership.  For  in- 
stance, when  looking  at  the 
statistical  tables  and  report 
forms  to  come  up  with  a  total 
membership  in  our  Convention, 
we  are  faced  with  the  matter  of 
active  and  inactive  members. 
When  totaling  the  total  active 
members,  we  find  such  to  be  im- 
possible simply  because  quite  a 
few  churches  do  not  divide  the 
membership  in  this  way.  Thus,  we 
will  present  the  total  membership 
as  shown  in  last  year's  statistical 
table. 

As  previously  reported  in 
"Notes  and  Quotes"  (October), 
250  delegates  registered  during 
this  year's  Convention.  We  re- 
ceived a  total  of  182  report  forms 
from  our  churches,  with  more 
than  sixty-five  churches  not  re- 
porting. Contributions  before  and 
during  the  Convention  totaled 
$10,832.87,  with  several  hundred 
dollars  being  sent  after  the  Con- 
vention met.  Income  from 
registration  totaled  $6,215. 

A  breakdown  of  contributions  is 
quite  revealing:  Of  the  182 
churches  that  returned  their 
report  forms,  35  churches  sent  no 
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contribution.  The  total  member- 
ship of  these  35  churches  is  3,878, 
which  means  that  close  to  $4,000 
could  have  been  contributed  to  the 
promotional  work  if  these 
churches  had  contributed  the  sug- 
gested amount  of  $1  per  member 
per  year.  Next,  38  churches  con- 
tributed $25  or  less.  Of  these  35, 
only  7  contributed  $1  per  member. 
These  amounts,  though  very 
helpful,  cannot  meet  the  demands 
and  expectations  that  we  have  for 
our  Convention.  Now,  consider  the 
last  two  breakdowns  of  contribu- 
tions. 

Seventy-eight  churches  con- 
tributed between  $26  and  $100, 
with  16  of  this  number  con- 
tributing the  suggested  $1  per 
member.  The  last  group  consists 
of  those  churches  that  gave  more 
than  $100,  for  a  total  of  31.  Of  this 
number,  13  gave  the  $1  per 
member.  Of  the  31,  8  churches 
contributed  $200  or  more. 

The  1992  Yearbook  lists  244 
churches  in  the  statistical  table, 
with  a  total  membership  of  31,223. 
We  have  acknowledged  earlier 
that  it  is  practically  impossible  to 
get  an  accurate  active  member- 
ship; however,  an  estimate  would 
be  about  20,000.  With  this  in  mind, 
we  can  readily  see  that  about 
$8,000  more  would  have  been 
given  to  our  Convention  if 
churches  had  followed  the  $1  per 
member  suggestion.  Then  con- 
sider the  difference  if  we  truly 
had  31,223  members! 

From  time  to  time,  we  hear  the 
question,  "What  does  the  Conven- 
tion do  for  me?"  In  reference  to 
the  Headquarters  and  this  promo- 
tional office,  it  does  a  lot.  Whether 
or  not  a  church  reports  or  makes  a 
contribution,  each  church  re- 
ceives two  copies  of  the  Yearbook 
each  year.  In  addition,  mailings 
go  out  during  the  year  for  the 
benefit  of  our  denomination.  This 
is  especially  true  during  August  of 
each  year  when  the  report  forms 
are  mailed  to  each  church.  The 
printed  forms,  the  envelopes,  and 
other  printed  matters  are  costly, 


to  say  nothing  of  the  cost  of  the 
mailings. 

In  addition,  this  office  is  in 
touch  with  all  facets  of  our 
denominational  work.  During  the 
course  of  a  year,  I  attend  many  of 
the  Convention's  ministries' 
board  meetings,  which  is  a  part  of 
my  job— the  purpose,  to  simply  be 
informed  in  reference  to  our 
work.  The  same  can  be  said  in 
reference  to  the  conferences,  etc. 
Also,  as  the  liaison  between  our 
churches  that  are  seeking  a 
pastor  and  ministers  that  are 
seeking  a  church,  we  share 
available  names  as  called  upon. 
At  the  present  time,  we  have  the 
largest  number  of  available 
ministers  that  we  have  had  since 
beginning  the  work.  The 
breakdown  is  in  three  categories: 
the  ministers  who  are  seeking  a 
full-time  resident  pastorate,  those 
who  are  seeking  supply  work,  and 
a  list  of  licensed  ministers.  In 
several  cases,  we  have  been  able 
to  aid  both  ministers  and 
churches. 

More  than  twenty-five  years 
ago,  I  was  a  strong  advocate  and 
promoter  of  a  central  main  office 
for  our  Convention.  Today,  that 
conviction  runs  even  deeper. 
Whether  it  is  me  or  someone  else 
who  serves  in  this  capacity,  I 
firmly  believe  that  our  Head- 
quarters has  become  an  impor- 
tant and  necessary  phase  of  total 
ministry.  I  hope  you  feel  the  same 
way.  If  so,  just  remember  that  it 
cannot  function  without  your  sup- 
port, anymore  than  any  other 
phase  of  our  work.  Again,  we 
thank  each  church  that  has 
remembered  the  promotional 
work.  It  is  our  hope  that  each 
church  will  do  its  fair  share.  It 
just  seems  that  we  should  be  able 
to  support  a  part-time  executive 
administrator  and  at  the  same 
time  build  on  that  "part-time"  to 
the  extent  that  full-time  will  one 
day  become  a  reality.  So  far  as  I 
am  concerned,  I  am  proud  to 
serve  my  beloved  denomination  in 
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this  capacity.  I  am  proud  to  repre- 
sent Original  Free  Will  Baptists 
within  and  without  our  denomina- 
tion. Please  keep  this  writer  of 
"Notes  and  Quotes"  in  your 
prayers  (and  support).
